ATLANTA  HANGING. 


N.  S.  Perry  Stretches  Hemp 

For  the  Killing  of  Bely 

Lancer. 

Atlanta,  Ga..  Sept.  8.— H.  S.  Perry 
was  hanged  for  the  murder  of  Bely 
Lancer  at  I>ecatur  today.  The  execu- 
tion took  place  on  a  gallows  in  the  yard 
of  the  Decatur  county  jail.  The 
doomed  man  was  pale  but  cool  and  col- 
lected to  the  last.  On  the  scaffold  he 
declared_his  Innocence  of  the  crime  of 
murder,  and  repeated  his  statement  that 
he  killed  Lancer  to  protect  the  sanctity 
of  his  home.  The  drop  fell  at  11:43  a. 
m. 

Horace  Stevens  Perry  was  conducting 
a  small  grocery  business  in  Atlanta 
when  he  committed  the  crime  for 
xvhich  he  paid  the  penalty  on  the  gal- 
lows today.  To  supplement  the  family's 
income.  Mrs.  Perry  took  boarders  at 
their  home  on  Piedmont  avenue,  and 
among  these  was  Bely  Lancer,  a  young 
theological  student.  The  domestic  re- 
lations of  the  Perrys  were  not  happy. 
Perry  had  become  infatuated  with  a 
woman  of  questionable  character. 

In  the  troubles  that  arose  from  the 
liaison  Lancer  became  involved,  and  as 
a  result  Perry  shot  and  mortally  wound- 
ed him,  in  the  court  house  at  Decatur, 
on  Monday.  March  8.  After  lingering 
for  a  few  days  Lancer  died  from  the 
effects  of  the  wound.  Both  men  were 
under  arrest  when  the  shooting  oc- 
curred, having  been  taken  into  custody 
mt  Ingleslde.  to  which  place  Perry  had 
followed  Lancer,  for  the  avowed  pur- 
pose of  avenging  an  insult  to  his  wife. 
Though  both  were  searched.  Perry 
succeeded  in  concealing  a  pistol,  and  no 
sooner  had  the  party  entered  the  court 
house  at  Decatur  than  he  fired  upon 
Lancer.  After  the  shooting  Perry  said 
that  his  only  regret  was  the  fear  that 
Lancer  might  live.  He  declared  that 
Lancer  had  outraged  Mrs.  Perry. 

Lancer  strenuously  denied  that  he  had 
committed  the  assault,  and  before  his 
death  made  a  statement  In  which  he 
said  Perry  was  angry  because  he  (Lan- 
cer) had  told  Mrs.  Perry  of  Perry's 
alleged  relations  with  other  women. 

Perry  was  placed  on  trial  for  his  life 
mt  a  special  term  of  the  Dekalb  superior 
court  at  Decatur  on  Tuesday,  April  27, 
and  convicted.  The  case  was  appealed 
to  the  state  supreme  court,  which  re- 
fused to  grant  a  new  trial.  Strong  pres- 
sure was  then  brought  to  bear  on  Gov- 
ernor Atkinson  to  have  the  condemned 
man  pardoned,  but  after  granting  a 
respite,  to  allow  himself  time  to  inves- 
tigate the  case,  the  governor  refused  to 
Interfere.  The  sole  plea  of  the  defense 
throughout  was  that  Perry  killed  Lan- 
cer to  avenge  an  outrage  upon  his 
wife. 


SONS  OF  VETERANS. 


Gathering  at  Indianapolis   For   Their 
Annual  Reunion. 

Indianapolis,  Ind..  Sept.  8.— The 
young  men  who  sit  in  the  councils  of 
the  Sons  of  Veterans  of  the  United 
States,  are  registering  at  the  hotel.s. 
The  headquarters  train  that  will  bring 
Commander-in-Chief  James  Lewis 
Rake,  of  Pennsylvania,  will  come  by 
way  of  Cincinnati,  and  will  arrive  here 
this  afternoon.  The  Western  men,  un- 
der the  command  of  Rudolph  Loeben- 
steln,  of  Chicago,  the  quartermaster 
general  and  the  bearer  of  the  official 
documents,  will  reach  here  this  after- 


New  Orleans,  Sept.  8.— The  Louisiana 
state  board  of  health  is  today  in  full 
control  of  the  situation.  Although  per- 
fect arrangements  have  been  made  for 
reporting  either  yellow  fever  or  sus- 
picious cases,  up  to  10  o'clock  today 
there  had  not  been  a  single  case  re- 
F)orted  to  the  board,  and  the  authorities 
frankly  declare  that  any  more  sickness 
of  virulent  type  will  be  imported.  In 
spite  of  New  Orleans'  clean  bill  of 
health,  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  con- 
tinue to  declare  quarantine.  There  is 
infinitely  more  scare  away  from  here 
than  there  is  in  this  city,  where  con- 
fidence has  entirely  returned.  It  is 
confidently  l>elieved,  however,  that 
immunity  from  yellow  jack  for  eight  or 
ten  days  will  bring  Mobile  and  the 
Mississippi  and  Louisiana  towns  to 
their  senses  and  move  them  to  tear 
down  their  barriers. 

There  was  a  busy  scene  at  the  Louis- 
ville &  Nashville  depot  this  morning 
when  the  trains  arrived.  The  raising  of 
the  quarantine  against  Bayest  Pass 
had  the  effect  of  driving  hundreds  into 
the  city,  not  because  they  feared  the 
fever,  but  because  they  did  not  care  to 
be  held  up  in  those  places  Indefinitely 
if  sporadic  cases  of  fever  should  ap- 
pear. Among  those  who  have  been  de- 
tained at  Bayest  Pass  for  several  days 
are  many  prominent  insurance,  finan- 
cial and  other  business  men,  and  they 
are  all  glad  to  get  back  to  the  city  this 
morning. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  operators 
at  coast  cities  have  been  greatly  over- 
worked and  almost  smothered  with  pri- 
vate messages,  general  news  from  these 
points   trickles   in   slowly.     No   advices 
have  been   received   at   this   writing   of 
the    appearance   of      further    cases    at 
Biloxi,    but    in    the   immediate    vicinity 
of  Point  Cadet   it  is  not   unlikely   that 
there    will    be    others    stricken    besides 
those  who  are  already  on  their  backs. 
Thus  far   there  have  been   no  pressing 
appeals  from  Mississippi  for  physicians 
to  aid   the  doctors  who  are  there,   and 
unless  there  is  a  widespread  outbreak 
of  the  disease  the  present  force  of  phy- 
sicians at  Biloxi  and  Ocean  Springs  will 
be    able    to    handle    all    existing    cases. 
Both    towns,    however,    are   in    need    of 
supplies  and  are  appealing  to  the  rail- 
road company  to  promptly  arrange  for 
the  sending  to  them  of  needed  supplies. 
The    mail    service    was    gotten      into 
pretty  fair  shape  yesterday.     Postmas- 
ter Daniels  proposes  to  have  all  mails 
regularly  handled  very  shortly.     There 
are    still    some    seventy-five    people    at 
Ocean      Springs      from      other     points, 
among  them  several  prominent  citizene 
of    New    Orleans.      They    were    caught 
by  quarantine  and   unable  to   get  out, 
and   the   barriers  put   up   l)y  the  board 
of   health   are  so   strong  and   so    hijh 
that  even  infiuential  people  are  unable 
to  get  over  them. 

A  dispatch  from  Biloxi  at  10:30  o'clock 
says  fifty-three  cases  were  reported 
last  night  and  are  the  only  ones  that 
have  so  far  developed  at  or  around 
Biloxi.  The  people  there  are  quiet  and 
the  outlook  is  for  no  excitement. 


Coal  Operators  Waiting  For  the   End 
of  the  Strike. 

Pittsburg,  Sept.  8.— The  coal  oper- 
ators are  unusually  active  getting  their 
mines  ready  for  operations.  Many  are 
ready  for  a  start  tomorrow.  No  doubt 
is  expressed  as  to  the  result  of  the  con- 
vention at  Columbus,  and  an  order  de- 
claring the  strike  off  is  expected  before 
the  close  of  the  day.  The  mules  that 
have  l)een  enjoying  the  past  two  months 
in  pasture  have  been  called  in,  and 
blacksmiths  at  the  mines  have  been 
busy  all  week  getting  them  ready  for 
work  in  the  mines.  District  President 
Dolan  was  commended  by  the  oper- 
ators for  the  stand  he  took  in  the  con- 
vention yesterday.  It  is  believed  that 
all  the  mines  in  the  Pittsburg  district 
will  be  in  operation  by  Monday  morn- 
ing. 

A  number  of  lake  shippers  arrived  in 
the  city  from  Cleveland  during  the  day 
and  are  busy  making  contracts  with 
the  producers  for  coal.  There  is  no 
quibbling  about  prices  and  20  cents 
above  the  mining  price  is  the  generally 
accepted  rate.  These  prices  will  likely 
be  maintained  until  after  the  lake  con- 
tracts are  filled,  when  there  may  be  an 
attempt  to  buy  coal  cheaper.  The  pro- 
ducers, however,  are  perfecting  their 
organization,  and  declare  they  will  sell 
no  coal  under  20  cents  a  ton  above 
mining.

CONDITIONS  ARE  HOPEFUL. 

No  New    Cases    of    Fever   Officially 

Reported. 

Washington.  Sept.  8.— Surgeon  Gen- 
eral Wyman  says  the  yellow  fever  con- 
dition looks  more  hopeful  today.  No 
new  cases  have  been  oflUcially  reported 
to  him,  although  there  are  newspaper 
reports  of   three   new   cases   at   Biloxi. 

He  wired  Dr.     J.  J.     Lemon  at  Biloxi 
concerning    this    report. 

Dr.  Guiteras,  the  yellow  fever  expert 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
announced  his  arrival  at  Ocean  Springs 
this  morning.  He  will  investigate  the 
cause  and  nature  of  the  outbreak.  The 
surgeon  general  has  formally  tendered 
the  aid  of  the  marine  hospital  service 
to  the  state  and  health  authorities  of 
Louisiana  and  Missouri,  and  Dr. 
Oliphant,  president  of  the  Louisiana 
board  of  health,  has  been  requested  to 
telegraph  daily  the  fever  situation. 
He  telegraphed  this  morning  the  fact 
of  the  death  at  New  Orleans  yesterday 
and  added  that  there  had  been  no 
new  cases. 


Which    May   Furnish   a  Subject    For 
a  Lynching. 

Macon,  Ga.,  Sept.  S— Miss  Sallie 
Chapman,  living  at  152  First  street, 
with  her  half  brother,  J.  C.  Mclnval(>, 
was  assaulted  and  brutally  outraged 
in  her  bedroom  by  an  unknown  man, 
between  3  and  4  o'cloi  k  this  morning. 
Miss  Chapman  is  a  handsome  young 
woman  about  20  years  of  age.  She  was 
sleeping  in  the  same  room  with  a  9- 
year-old  girl.  This  morning  she  was 
aroused  from  a  sound  sleep  by  feeling 
a  hand  on  her  throat  and  saw  a  dim 
form  bending  over  her.  She  tried  to 
scream,  but  her  assailant  closed  his 
hand  on  her  throat  and  choked  her. 
He  thL^n  succeeded  in  accomplishing 
his  purpose  and  escaped  through  the 
window. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  clue  to  the 
assailant.  The  town  is  worked  up  to 
a  high  pitch  of  excitement  as  this  i.s 
the  second  assault  of  a  like  nature  in 
the  last  two  weeks  in  this  city. 

A  NARROW  ESCAPE. 


Yellowstone  Tourist  Rescued  on  the 
Brink  of  Death. 

Yellowstone  Lake.  Wyo.,  Sept.  8.— 
William  M.  Hillat,  of  Ossatomie,  Kans., 
came  very  near  losing  his  life  by  fall- 
ing into  the  Yellowston.'  Grand  canyon. 
Hillat  had  descended  the  canyon  to 
Red  Rock,  below  Point  Lookout,  and 
while  walking  around  he  slipped  and 
started  to  roll  down  (he  wall  of  the 
canyon  some  1500  feet  in  \jeight.  He 
managed  to  roll  on  his  back  and  by 
digging  his  heels  and  (^Ibows  into  the 
sand  .slackened  his  speed  until  he 
struck  a  projecting  ledge  on  the  brink 
of  the  precipice,  600  feet  high. 

He  was  discovered  by  a  party  of 
tourists,  who  lowered  a  rope  to  him 
and  pulled  him  up.  With  the  except- 
tion  of  a  few  scratches  Hillat  escaped 
uninjured.

Half  a  Dozen  New  Patients 
Been  Found. 

New  Orleans,  Sept.  8.— Mayor  Harry 
Howard  has  issued  a  proclamation  to 
the  people  of  Biloxi,  and  have  found 
three  cases  of  yellow  fever  and  three 
suspects.  He  says  they  are  all  iso. 
lated  and  that  no  facts  will  be  with- 
held. 

Residents  of  North  Back  Bay  have 
appealed  to  the  Biloxi  council  asking 
that  quarantine  be  raised  so  that  they 
may  secure  supplies.  They  say  they  are 
suffering.  Biloxi  people  are  impatient 
to  have  Dr.  Guiteras  and  other  experts 
visit  them,  so  as  to  determine  if  the 
fever  in  Biloxi  is  really  yellow  jack. 

SENT  TO  OCEAN  SPRINGS. 
Cleveland,  Sept.  8.— Steward  Richard- 
son of  the  United  States  marine  hos- 
pital of  this  city  has  been  ordered  to 
Ocean  Springs,  Miss.,  to  care  for  the 
yellow  fever  outbreak.  The  orders  were 
received  from  the  treasury  department 
today.

The  governor  asked  for  Secretary  Reed- 
er's  resignation  on  Thursday. 


Chicago,  Sept.  8.— The  alleged  wife 
murderer,  Luetgert,  seemed  pleased  at 
the  comments  of  the  papers  today  re- 
garding his  entrance  into  the  court 
room  yesterday.  Accordingly,  this 
morning  when  he  stepped  into 
Judge  Tuthill's  court  room  for  the  thir- 
teenth day  of  his  trial,  he  repeated  his 
smiling  salute  to  the  jury  and  ignored 
the  spectators,  who  evidenced  their 
disappointment  at  the  slight.  The  pris- 
oner attempted  to  catch  the  eye  of  the 
presiding  judge,  but  the  latter  digni- 
tary completely  ignored  the  attempt  of 
the  big  sausage  maker  to  bid  him  good 
morning. 

Luetgert  held  a  familiar  conversation 
of  a  minute's  length  with  the  news- 
paper reporters  near  his  seat  and  then 
settled  down  to  a  consultation  with  his 
attorneys.  He  seems  to  be  in  unusual- 
ly good  spirits  despite  the  damaging 
evidence  heard  during  yesterday's  ses- 
sions. 

The  spectators  continue  to  be  mostly 
of  the  fair  sex  and  the  crowds  are 
growing  larger  daily.  A  greater  crowd 
than  ever  before  congregated  today  at 
the  huge  stone  entrance  of  the  criminal 
court  building  and  a  score  of  the  bail- 
iffs and  many  of  the  police  inspectors 
and  officers  were  required  to  keep  open 
a  passage  way. 

The  first  witness  called  was  Eugene 
B.  Palmer,  a  reporter  for  the  Chicago 
Journal.  Palmer  testified  to  having 
held  a  small  bottle  under  the  stream 
of  pinkish  matter  which  flowed  from 
the  sluice  way  of  the  vat  when  police 
opened  the  valve.  Palmer  was  fol- 
lowed by  W.  H.  Stuart,  also  a  Journal 
reporter,  who  corroborated  the  testi- 
mony of  his  conferee  and  also  te.sTified 
to  having  delivered  this  same  bottle  of 
pinkish  slime  into  the  hands  of  an  ex- 
pert, who  will  be  called  later  in  the 
case. 

Policeman  Bernard  Preuss  was  called 
and  identified  two  bits  of  steel  as  the 
pieces  he  found  in  the  ashes  where  the 
supposed  residuum  of  Bones  and  other 
material  which  was  scooped  from  the 
vat  was  dumped. 

Policeman  Fred  Tallowltz  testified  as 
to  having  found  a  hairpin  in  the  same 
pile  of  refuse  and  the  hairpin  was  pro- 
duced as  evidence  after  objection  by 
Attorney  Vincent  to  the  effect  that  it 
was  improper  to  introduce  as  evidence 
any  and  every  object,  which  owing  to 
its  similarity  to  objects  worn  by  any 
and  every  woman,  could  never  be  Iden- 
tified as  having  been  the  property  of 
Mrs.  Luetgert. 

Then  came  the  sensation  of  the  day. 
J.  H.  Odenbrett  and  W.  G.  Cady,  cor- 
set makers,  were  placed  on  the  stand 
in  succession  and  positively  identified 
the  two  alleged  corset  steels  as  having 
been  the  product  of  their  factory.  Cer- 
tain marks  on  the  two  bits  of  metal 
were  shown  to  correspond  with  similar 
marks  on  the  new  steels  which  were 
produced  in  court.  The  witnesses  each 
testified  positively  as  to  the  similarity 
and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  new  stef-ls 
were  of  the  pattern  usually  sold  by 
their  factory.  It  was  considered  by 
the  state  to  be  a  great  blow  to  the  de- 
fense and  was  unexpected  by  the  latter, 
who  hoped  to  prove  that  the  two  pieces 
of  steel  were  scale  bands. 

Carl  Klein,  Jr..  who  is  employed  by 
a  dentist,  described  a  set  of  false  teeth 
which  he  had  sold  to  Mrs.  Luetgert. 
Klein  seemed  to  be  burdened  with  a 
sense  of  his  own  importance  in  the  case, 
an<i  in  cross-examination  by  Attor- 
ney Vincent,  chief  counsel  for  the  de- 
fense, he  continually  objected  to  the 
questions  asked  and  refused  to 
answer .  several  of  the  ques- 
tions' ontll  the  court  ordered  him 
to  do  so.  His  conduct  on  the  stand 
caused  considerable  merriment  among 
the  lawyers  and  spectators. 

Emma  Schimke,  slater  to  Gottlieb 
Schimke,  who  testified  to  havjng  seen 
Luetgert  and  his  wife  enter  the  fac- 
tory on  the  fated  evening,  was  placed 
on  the  stand  to  corroborate  the  testi- 
mony of  his  younger  sister.  She  was 
a  very  faltering  witness  and  suifered 
under  the  scathing  cross-examination 
under  which  she  was  subjected. 

Emma  Schimke  was  apparently  im- 
bued with  the  idea  that  she  must  testi- 
fy only  to  those  matters  which  hurt 
the  cause  of  the  defense.  Judge  Tut- 
hill  administered  a  kindly  but  firm  lec- 
ture to  the  trembling  girl.  From  her 
the  defense  secured  the  admission  that 
she  was  not  sure  she  saw  Luetgert  and 
his  wife  enter  the  factory  and  the  de- 
fense also  forced  her  to  admit  that  she 
could  not  remember  anything  that  nap- 
pened  on  any  other  special  night  than 
May  1.  When  asked  the  day  of  the 
week  upon  which  May  1  fell,  she  hesi- 
tated and  then  said  "Saturday,  wasn't 
it?"  The  defense  felt  that  their  cause 
had  gained  perceptibly  from  her  testi- 
mony. 

Police  Sergeant  Spangler,  who  was 
active  in  procuring  evidence  for  the 
prosecution,  testified  to  having  se- 
cured, either  from  officers  or  from  the 
factory  and  vicinity,  corset  steels,  a 
celluloid  hairpin,  a  half  a  tooth,  par- 
ticles of  bone  scrapings  from  both  the 
interior  and  exterior  of  the  vat  in 
which  it  is  alleged  Mrs.  Luetgert's 
body  was  dissolved  and  slime  from 
the  sluice  leading  from  the  vat. 

Vlckerick  Bicknes,  brother  of  Mrs. 
Luetgert,  identified  two  photographs  as 
likenesses  of  his  sister.  The  pictures 
were  passed  around  among  the  attor- 
neys and  Luetgert  attentively  com- 
pared the  two  and  consulted  about 
them  with  his  attorneys. 

Another  sensation  was  sprung  when 
Mrs.  Christine  Feldt  was  called  to  the 
stand  again.  The  witness  identified 
an  ugly  appearing  knife  which  she  said 
Luetgert  handed  to  her  for  safe  keep- 
ing on  the  day  of  his  arrest.  Accord- 
ing to  Inspector  Schaack.  Luetgert  us.^d 
this  knife  as  the  means  whereby  he 
killed  his  wife.  The  knife  was 
passed  around  among  the  attorneys  and 
Luetgert  examined  it.  He  smiled  as 
he  handled  it  and  talked  with  his  at- 
torneys about  it,  admitting  that  it  had 
been  hia  property. 


Miss  Annette  Van  Rensselaer  to  Join 
a  Cloistered  Order. 

New  York,  Sept.  8.— Miss  Annette 
Van  Rensselaer,  of  Netherwood, 
Dutchess  county,  who  will  take  the 
white  veil  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Present- 
ation at  their  convent  at  Staten  Island 
today,  is  only  17  years  old,  and  her  ad- 
mission to  the  cloistered  order  at  so 
early  an  age  is  considered  noteworthy. 
She  is  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Julia  Van 
Renssalaer,  postmistress  at  Nether- 
wood, a  hamlet  in  the  town  of  Clinton. 
The  girl's  father  was  Col.  Walter  Van 
Renssalaer,  who  .served  in  the  Union 
army  from  Massachusetts.  He  died 
several  years  ago.  He  was  of  the  old  Van 
Renssalaer  family  of  AUmny,  but  left 
no  fortune.  The  family  were  Episco- 
palians until,  through  the  influence  of 
a  woman  who  lived  with  them,  Mrs. 
Van  Renssalaer  became  a  Roman

school  in  Netherwood  and  was  remark- 
able for  her  beauty.  She  was  sent  hy 
her  mother  two  years  ago  to  attend  a 
school  conducted  by  the  Presentation 
nuns  attached  to  St.  Michael's  church, 
in  New  York  city,  whose  convent  Is  on 
Staten  Island.  She  .soon  made  up  her 
mind  to  become  a  nun.  Not  all  of  the 
children  embraced  the  Roman  Catholic 
faith  with  their  mother,  and  those  who 
did  not  are  said  to  oppose  their  sister's 
resolution.

SOME  CONSILAR    REPORTS. 

Germany     Increasing      Her      Trade 
Steadily  With  Mexico. 

Washington,  Sept.  8.— Consul  Mono- 
ghan  at  Chemnitz  has  informed  the 
state  department  that  Germany  is 
steadily  increasing  her  trade  with  Mex- 
ico and  that  for  1896  it  amounted  to 
more  than  in  1895.  when  it  was  16,300,000 
marks.  The  goods  Germany  sends  to 
Mexico  are  textiles,  iron  wares,  china, 
glassware  and  machinery.  The  consul 
says  that  now  the  silver  crisis  has  been 
bridged  over  successfully,  all  kinds  of 
enterprises  are  being  started  in  the  re- 
public, including  mining,  railroads, 
breweries,  sugar  refineries,  etc. 

BICYCLES  IN  NICARAGUA. 
Washington  Sept.  8.— Consul  O'Hara 
at  San  Juan  Del  Norte  has  sent  to  th.> 
state  department  a  long  rejport  on  the 
sale  of  bicycles,  typewriters  and  other 
articles  in  Nicaragua.  He  says  that  no 
wooden  rims  are  used  on  bicycles  there 
on  account  of  the  weather,  also  that 
the  roads  are  not  very  good  for  wheel- 
ing. Spanish-American  women  have 
not  as  yet  taken  to  the  wheel.  Ho 
thinks  with  active  agents  sales  of  ma- 
chines could  be  pushed.  Typewriters 
are  not  in  very  general  use. 


WEAVING  IN  JAPAN. 
Washington,  Sept.  8.— A  consular  re- 
port has  been  received  at  the  state  de- 
partment showing  to  what  extent  the 
weaving  industry  has  been  followed  in 
Japan.  In  1896  there  were  949,123  looms, 
with  1,042,866  persons  engaged,  of  which 
985,016  were  women  and  girls.  The 
value  of  the  textile  product  for  the  year 
was  $96,187,235,  made  up  in  part  as  fol- 
lows: Silk  textiles,  $46,431,401;  silk  and 
cotton  mixed,  $10,281  272;  cotton,  $37,- 
083,757,  and  hemp,  $2,021,467.

Sept.  8.— Consul  General 
Maratta  reports  to  the  state  depart- 
ment that  for  the  six  months  ended 
June  30,  1897,  there  were  received  at  the 
Melbourne,  Australia,  mint,  619,214 
ounces  of  gold.  This  came  from  Aus- 
tralia and  the  surrounding  islands.

Michaels  were 
very  reticent  as  to  their  store  of  dust 
With  the  exception  of  Ralston  and  his 
companions,   all   the  passengers  of  the 
Healy   took    pa.^sage   on    the    Excelsior 
That  VHs.^el  bit  St.  Michaels  the  night 
of  Aug.  26  with  eighty  passengers.  She 
was  put  into  Onalaska   for  coal,     and 
€apt.  Anderson  of  the  National  City  i.s 
of  the  opinion  that  the  Excelsior  should 
arrive  In  San  Francisco  todav.     When 
the  National  City  left  St.  .Michaels,  the 
steamer  Cleveland   was   taking  in   bal- 
last, and  expected  to     sail     for    Sound 
ports  on  Aug.  30. 

Many  of  the  passengers  who  had 
tickets  for  the  Cleveland  t.-ok  passage 
on  the  Excelsior.  On  the  way  diiwn  the 
river  from  Dawson  CItv.  which  place 
the  steamer  Healy  left  Aug.  U.  the 
steamer  Weare  was  found  hard  and 
fast  on  a  bar.  She  was  pjissed  on  the 
l«th.  being  about  1200  miles  from  the 
mouth  of  the  river.  The  boat  had  been 
on  the  bar  for  twenty  days,  and  the 
Healy  laid  alongside,  took  off  her  pass- 
engers and  some  of  ihe  freight  and 
then  proceeded  on  the  way,  leaving  the 
unfortunate  boat  hard  and  fast 
aground,  with  small  chances  of  getting 
off  before  the  river  closes. 

E.  Leonard  says  that  the  Weare  had 
on  board  10  pas.«?engers  and  about  II 
500.000  in  treasure.  This  was  tran.-*- 
ferred  to  the  Healy  and  taken  to  St. 
Michaels.  A  consideratjie  amount  of 
this  will  arrive  in  San  Francisco  on  the 
Excelsior. 

When  asked  why  he  had  returned. 
Leonard  said:  "I  found  I  had  to  get 
out  or  starve.  There  are  about  4000 
men  in  Dawson,  and  not  more  than  a 
third  of  them  have  work.  If  you  have 
not  grub  you  cannot  get  work  at  any 
price.  I  had  provisions  for  three 
months,  and  no  one  wanted  me.  I  had 
not  enough  to  work  my  own  claim  until 
spring.  sf>  1  sold  my  stock  at  a  good 
figure  and  will  wait  until  spring.  Jim 
Dunsmuire,  the  Eldorado  king,  has  had 
t.>0.000  worth  of  ijrovisions  ordered  for 
some  months,  but  has  not  been  able  to 
obtain  mor*-  than  a  fifth  of  it.  even  with 
cash  j.ut  up  in  advance." 

Those  coming  out.  however,  did  not 
bring  all  their  clean-ups  with  them. 
Lecmard  recites  numerous  Instances  of 
men  who  had  cleaned  up  from  $50,(K>0  ir» 
SIOO.OOO,  but  had  taken  away  barely  a 
third  of  that.  The  men  say  that  they 
made  nothing  except  wages  at  $15  a  day 
for  a  month  or  so.

The 
mines  are  the  richest  cm  earth.  Men 
can  get  $20  per  day.  but  they  must  have, 
provisions,   as  they  are  s<>arce." 

Capt.  Anderson  of  the  National  City 
says  he  knows  that  a  large  amount  of 
gold  came  down  the  river  from  Dawson, 
but  he  could  not  give  tigures.  The  cap- 
tain said  the  Excelsior  left  St.  Mich- 
ael's for  San  Francisco  and  he  believes 
she  will  arrive  some  time  today. 


SPRCNG  A  LEAK.

Sept.  S.— A   panic  Is  spread- 
ing throughout  Iieland  over  the  terrible 
prospect    of      the    apparently    complete 
failure   of    the    harvest.      Reports   from 
110  parish  priests  from  counties  Clare, 
Cork,   Kerry,   Limeriek.  Tipperary.  An- 
trim, .\rmagh,  Cavan,  Deny,  Dcmegal, 
Down.     Fermanagh,      Monaghan      and 
Tyrone  all   tell   the  same  piteous  story 
of  ruined  crops.   Impending   destitution 
and    famine.      Blight    ha.s    everywhere 
wholly   or   mainly   destroyed    potatoes, 
while  oats,  which  is  the  next  most  es- 
sential   croii    to   an    Irish    farmer,    have 
been  battered  down  by  Incessant  rains 
and    practically    destroyed. 

From  Ccmnemara  eounty,  (Jalway, 
comes  this  heart  rend  in.tf  tale:  "The  laie 
long  run  of  harsh  weather  leaves 
scarcely  a  veslige  of  hope  to  the  poor 
Connemara  cotters.  The  three  prin- 
cipal crops  raised  in  this  locality— hay, 
oats  and  potatoes— are  virtually  ruined, 
the  latter  to  an  alarming  extent.  It 
Is  common  observation  an>und  Clifden 
that  it  is  a  full  day's  work  for  a  man 
to  dig  One  nieal  of  potatoes  for  his 
family,  and  even  then  they  can  scarcely 
be  eaten." 

From  Mallow,  county  Cork,  situated 
in  the  rich  streak  of  land  known  as 
"Golden  Vein,"  the  report  is:  "The 
oat  crop,  which  Is  the  main  dependence 
of  a  vast  majority  of  the  farmers.  Is 
entirely  unfit  for  marketing  purposes. 
Acres  are  still  seen  si)read  out  In  sheaf 
and  cannot  be  bound  or  stalked.  The 
crop  Is  now  reduced  to  a  condition  that 
admits  only  of  the  manure  heap.  The 
potato  crop  Is  counted  altogether  a 
failure." 

A  dispatch  from  W'estmeath  says: 
"Incessant  rains  for  the  past  month 
have  completely  destroyed  crops  of 
every  descrli>ti(m.  What  were  a  month 
ago  smiling,  cheerful-bxjking  fields  are 
today  blighted  and  ruined.  The  po- 
tato crop  Is  bad  even  to  rottenness. 
Oats  and  kindred  crops  are  in  such  a 
wretched  way  that  no  yield  can  be  ex- 
pected from  them." 

Complaint  is  heard  from  the  most  dis- 
tressed districts  of  ttie  country  that 
landlords  are  pressing  for  their  rents 
to  secure  whatever  little  money  the 
tenants  may  have  in  savings  banks, 
knowing  that  nothing  will  be  left  before 
the    winter    is    half    through. 

The  weather  shows  no  sign  of  im- 
proving. Rains  continue  and  the  tem- 
perature has  fallen  to  an  exceptional- 
ly low  point  for  this  time  of  the  year.

Interstate     Commerce     Commission 
Before  the  Federal  Court. 

Minneapolis,  Sept.  8.— Judge  Lochren 
charged  the  federal  grand  Jury  in  the 
district  court  yestt-rday  concerning  the 
interstate  commerce  cases.  Hf  ^aid: 

"The    constitution    of      the       I'niled 
States  has  vestc-d  in  congrt-ss  the  power 
to  regulate  commerce  among  the  states: 
and  in  the  exercise  of  that  power  con- 
gress has  passed  laws  providing      that 
charges  for  the  transportation,    hand- 
ling and  storage  of  goods  in  the  course 
of  such  commerce  by  railroads  shall  be 
Ju.'--t  and  reasonable,  as  well  as  uniform, 
and     prohibiting     discriminations       in 
favor  of  any  as  against  others,  and  all 
rebates,  pooling  and  other  po.ssible  eva- 
sions   of    these    regulations,    and      has 
proncmnced    penalties    against    the    in- 
fraction (.f  these   regulations.       It   has 
placed    this    subject    with    certain    de- 
fined powers  under  the  supervision  of 
the    inler.«tate    commerce    commission. 
The  justice  and  necessity  of  enforcing 
the   wholesome   laws   of  congress   upon 
this  subject  is  obvious  to  all,  even  if  it 
rested   with   courts   and   juries    to   con- 
sider   the    policy    of   any   law.    But    ne 
have    nothing   to   do    with    such    ques- 
tions.     It  is  our  sworn  duty  to  enforce 
all   laws   as   we  find   them  enacted   by 
the   legislative   branch   of   the   govern- 
ment." '^

MAKING    QUINCE    PRESERVES. 

The  excuse  for  this  richest  of  all  pro- 
serves  Is  its  very  richness,  it.s  pungent, 
delicious  flavor— so  unlike  anv  other  fruit 
that  there  sei-ms  no  kln.ship  between  them. 
We  do  not  want  it  often— we  should  tire  of 
it— and  we  do  not  want  much  of  it;  so  it 
is  well  in  any  but  large  families  to  use 
pint  jars  for  it.  Quliue  is  better  than  any 
other  preserves- in  sweet  <imeiet8;  gives  a 
fine  additional  touch  of  flavor  to  mince- 
meat: is  effective  in  tutti-frutti  and  Nes- 
selrode  pudding,  and  In  a  claret-cup.  The 
flavor  is  finer,  mellower  and  the  pieces  of 
fruit  softer  the  second  year  after  pre- 
serving. 

In  preserving,  first  wast  the  fruit  thor- 
oughly, as  the  skins  will  be  used  for 
jelly,  pare,  halve  it  if  small,  quarter  If 
large;  cut  out  the  core  neativ  and  drop 
the  pieces  Into  cold  water.  When  enoueh 
fruit  is  pared  to  make  two  layers  in  the 
preserving  kettle,  put  them  In  cold  water, 
and  boil  (not  violently)  until  thev  can  be 
easily  pierced  with  a  straw;  or  they  can 
be  steamed  just  as  welt,  and  more  can 
then  be  done  at  one  time.  When  done,  lay 
them  on  a  platter.  Strain  the  water  in 
which  they  were  boiled,  and  add  three- 
(luarters  of  a  pound  of  sugar  for  each 
pint;  boll  gently  for  ten  minutes,  skim, 
add  the  fruit,  simmer  for  twenty  minutes 
longer,  and  seal.  Many  use  an  equal 
iiuantity  of  apples  with  the  quince,  and  so 
pungent  is  the  quince  fiavor  that  in  eat- 
ing the  preserves  it  is  difficult  to  distin- 
guish which  Is  the  apple.  The  "Pound 
Sweet"  is  the  best  apple  for  the  purpose. 
The  apple  will  need  only  the  twenty  min- 
utes cooking  in  the  syrup— no  preliminary 
boiling  or  steaming.  To  can  quinces  and 
apples,  proceed  as  above,  using  a  quarter 
of  a  pound  of  sugar  to  a  pound  of  fruit.

FA.MINK  IX  IRKLAXn. 

The  story  which  comes  from  Ireland 
of  the  complete  failure  of  the  harvest 
and  the  probability  of  another  distress- 
ing famine  is  heartrending.    The  suffer- 
ings of  the  Irish  people  have  been  in- 
tense   In    past    years,    and    if    another 
famine  is  to  visit  their  land  their  cup 
of    bitterness    will    indeed    be   filled    tot 
overflowing.     A  London  cablegram  to-  i 
day  reports  that  a  panic  is  spreading  | 
throughout  the  island  over  the  terrible 
prospect  due  to  ruined  crops.     Destitu- 
tion and  famine  are  impending,  and  it 
win  soon  be  necessary  for  the  British 
government   to  take  steps   to  alleviate 
the  sufferings  of  the  people.    The  potato 
crop    has    everywhere    been    destroyed 
wholly  or  in  great  part  by  blight,  while 
Incessant    rains    have    practically    de- 
stroyed the  oats  and  other  crops.    The 
result  is  a  picture  of  misery  and  ruin 
which  must  arouse  the  sympathy  of  the 
entire  civilized  world.    A  correspondent 
of  the  London  Daily  News,  who  recent- 
ly made  a  tour  of  the  island,  said: 

'•Famine  stares  thousands  of  the  Irish 
farming  and  laboring  people  in  the  face. 
Reports  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
tell  the  same  woeful,  depressing  tale 
The  hay  is  rotting.  The  oat  crop  \s 
beaten  down  into  the  earth  where  the 
ear  in  not  a  few  cases  has  begun  to 
shoot  again,  and  what  was  early  cut 
Is  badly  tainted  with  mildew.  But  the 
worst,  the  most  terrible  of  all  for  the 
poorer  classes  is  the  dreadful  blight 
playing  deadly  havoc  with  the  potato 
crop.  When  all  else  has  failed  the  po- 
tato has  been  the  mainstay  of  life  for 
the  impoverished  Irish  tenant.  Should 
that  crop  generally  give  way  the  out- 
look would  be  grave  in  the  extreme. 
Yet  such  a  failure,  unless  there  is  an 
immediate  and  complete  change  in  the 
weather,  may  be  regarded  as  a  certain- 
ty." 

Today's  dispatches  indicate  that  the 
potato  crop  has  been  practically  ruined, 
and  thus  there  is  a  fear  that  a  famine 
similar  to  that  of  fifty  years  ago  will 
ensue.  The  British  government  will  be 
compelled  to  buy  corn  in  America  for 
the  Buffering  people,  and  at  the  price 
of  that  cereal  it  can  afford  to  purchase 
many  millions  of  bushels. 


THK  XEW  .STATK  t  .\PITOL. 

There  is  a  story  afloat  that   the  St. 
Cloud  people  who  are  kicking  strongly 
because   the   capitol     commission    pre- 
ferred   Georgia     marble    to    Minnesota 
granite  for  the  new  state  capitol  have 
been  considering  the  question  of  taking 
the  matter  into  the   courts,   by   apply- 
ing  to    the   attorney   general    for   per- 
mission to  use  his  name  to  secure  an  in- 
junction    n  straining     the     commission 
from    using    the    Georgia   stone.       The 
story    has    some    foundation,    as   a    St. 
Cloud   nutn   had   an  Interview    with  the 
attorney  general   on   the  subject.       He 
did  not  find  Mr.  Chllds  very  favorable 
to  the  idea,  however,  as  there  seems  to 
tHj    little    probability    that      the    courts 
would  interfere  with  the  action  of  the 
commission.    The  St.  Cloud  people  who 
want  an   injunction   base   thefr  claims 
on  chapter  347  of  the  general  laws  of 
18!>5.  which  says: 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  legislature  of 
the  state  of  Minnesota:  Section  1— All 
natural  stone  which  shall  hereafter  be 
used  in  the  construction  of  public 
buildings  or  other  structures  for  which 
funds  shall  be  appropriated  by  the 
Slate  of  Minnesota  shall  be  quarried, 
cut  and  dressed  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  state.  Provided,  that  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibit- 
ing the  use  of  stone  of  at  least  as  good 
a  o.uality  for  such  Institution  and 
buildings  whenever  the  cost  thereof  is 
less  than  that  of  native  stone." 

While  the  .'^t.  Cloud  people  construe 
this  section  as  direct   and   prohibitory 
of  the  use  of  any  stone  except  Minne- 
sota stone,    the  attorney  general    lon- 
lends  that  the  qualifying  clause  gives 
the  commission  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  use  outside  stone,  as  they  have 
decided  to  do.    The  bids  for  Minnesota 
stone  were  higher  than  those  for  outside 
stone,  and  thus  the  commissioners  can 
claim  that  they  have  acted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law.     The  Herald  would 
have  preferred  to  have  seen  Minnesota 
stone  used,  and  it  believes  that  the  St. 
Cloud  granite  would  have  made  a  hand- 
some structure,  but  it  cannot  see  how 
any  good  can  be  accomplished  now  by 
taking  the  matter  into  the  courts,   in- 
asmuch as  it  is  practically  certain  the 
commission  would   be  sustained.     It  is 
a  fact  that   the  contract  awarded  for 
the   construction   of   the    building   pro- 
vides for  the  use  of  a  large  amount  of 
Minnesota  stone,  and  that  the  Georgia 
marble  will  be  used  only  as  a  sort  of 
veneering.     While  the  capitol  will  look 
as  if  built  entirely  of  marble,  it  will  be 
largely      constructed      of       Minnesota 
granite,  sandstone  and  limestone.

The  .sixth  annual  session  of  the  Na- 
tional Irrigation  company  Is  to  be  held 
at  Lincoln,  Neb.,  on  Sept.  28,  29  and  .30. 
While  Minnesota  does  not  need  irriga- 
tion itself,  it  is  interested  in  the  move- 
ment, because  it  vitally  affects  several 
adjoining  states  with  which  our  mer- 
chants have  intimate  business  rela- 
tions. It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  a 
good  representation  from  this  state  will 
take  part  in  the  coming  congress  at 
Lincoln.  The  call  for  the  congress  gives 
power  to  the  mayors  of  all  cities  in  the 
country  to  appoint  delegates  thereto. 
Cities  having  over  25,000  population  are 
entitled  to  two  delegates;  cities,  towns 
and  villages  with  less  than  25,000  popu- 
lation, one  delegate. 

The  official  call  for  the  congress 
points  out  that  the  questions  for  dis- 
cussion are  of  vital  interest  not  only  to 
the  people  of  arid  and  semi-arid  Amer- 
ica, but  to  every  section  of  our  common 
country.  Each  succeeding  session  has 
been  marked  by  an  increasing  interest, 
intelligence  of  discussion  and  broaden- 
ing of  plans  looking  to  the  reclamation 
of  the  arid  West  and  to  the  establish- 
ment of  independent  means  of  liveli- 
hood for  the  millions  who  are  yet  home- 
less in  a  land  of  unparalleled  resources, 
with  a  possible  destiny  beyond  the  most 
extravagant  dreams  of  the  optimist. 
Problems  of  both  national  and  state 
legislation  are  to  be  considered.  The 
papers  and  discussions  will  emanate 
of  distinction,  who 
have  attained  their  eminence  by  prac- 
tical work,  laborious  study  and  phil- 
osophic research.  Subjects  will  be  as- 
signed with  reference  to  the  capabili- 
ties of  the  authors  to  deal  with  them 
in  the  most  thorough  manner  possible 
under  the  time  limit  necessarily  im- 
posed  by     the     program     committee.

INDESIRABLE  NEW  COMERS. 


Facility    With    Which     Cubans     Get 
Papers  to  Admit  Them. 

Washington.  Sept.  8.— In  the  last  re- 
port to  the  surgeon  general  of  the 
marine  hospital  service  Sanitary  In- 
spector Brunner,  at  Havana,  com- 
plained of  the  number  of  persons  who 
apply  for  certittcates  to  go  to  the 
United  States,  but  who  are  not  admis- 
sible under  the  regulations.  He  gives

Crops  In  Washington  and  Idaho   Are 
Suffering. 

Spokane,  Wash.,  Sept.  8.— The 
Spokesman -Review  has  weather  crop 
reports  from  all  sections  of  Eastern 
Washington  and  Idaho.  From  nearly 
all  points  come  reports  of  weeping  skies 
and  sodden  fields.  Rain  is  heavier  in 
the  Palouse  country  than  in  Central 
Washington.  In  this  section  the  greater 
part  of  the  spring  grain  remains  uncut 
and  great  fears  are  entertained  by  the 
farmers.  Continued  rains  are  bleach-  I  3  dozen  pints 
ing  the  grain  and  injuring  wheat  in  the 
shock.  If  the  rain  should  cease  it  is 
thought  the  damage  would  not  be  con- 
siderable, but  every  additional  day  of 
rain  means  a  loss  of  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars.

Report  on  Feasibility  of  Build- 
ing Blast  Furnaces  Will 
Determine  It. 


Wlun  F.  T.  Gates  visitod  tho  hotul  of 
the  lakes  last  spring  he  told  a  rt-DorU't 
for  The  Eveningr  Herald  that  nothins 
tould  be  done  at  that  time  with  the 
West  Superior  Iron  and  Steel  company 
plant.  He  said  it  was  in  the  hands  of 
a  receiver,  and  until  title  c  tlu-  prop- 
erty had  been  definitely  settled  no 
ini)\e  would  be  made  to  put  it  in  opera- 
tion. He  aaid  that  Mr.  Kockefeller. 
who  is  the  real  owner  of  the  property. 
because  he  owns  the  mortgage  bonds 
the  Interest  and  i>rlncipal  on  whieh 
have  been  defaulted,  would  investigate 
the  possibilities  of  making  the  plant 
profitable  and  would  then  pursue  such 
a  course  as  seemed  most  likely  to  bring 
him  the  best  and  most  certain  returns 
I'n  the  money  invested. 

While  the  property  is  still  in  the 
hands  of  a  receiver,  the  ultimate 
ownership  is  certain  to  be  vested  in  Mr. 
Rockefeller,  and  Mr.  Gates  has  already 
liegun  an  exhaustive  investigation  of 
the  works.  He  has  employed  an  expert 
furnace  man  to  submit  a  report  to  him 
as  to  the  possibility  of  constructing 
two  blast  furnaces  to  be  operated  In 
connection  with  the  works  and  supply 
them  with  pig  iron  and  steel  ingots 
for  use  in  the  rolling  mill.  Should  this 
report  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  lead 
Mr.  Gates  to  l>elieve  that  the  V>last  fur- 
iiaces  can  be  built  and  operated  here 
feurcessfully.  they  will  be  erected  as 
soon  as  possible  and  everything  placed 
in  readiness  for  the  operation  of  the 
works  on  an  extensive  scale. 

Former     reports      submitted    to    the 
Rockefeller  representatives  on  this  sub- 
ject   have   not    been    satisfactory     and 
have  had  the  effect  of  discouraging  any 
attempt  to  reduce  iron  ore  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes.     However,  improvements 
In  methods  are  being  made  constantly 
and   there   is   reason     to     believe    that 
under  new  conditions  the  industry  may 
be  made  profitable.     Rolling  mills  here 
should  be  able  to  manufacture  pig  iron 
and  steel  ingots   from  ore  taken   from 
the  neighboring  ranges,  and  until  this 
can  be  done  at  a  cost  much  below  what 
Is  required  to  purchase  it  from  Eastern 
mills,  rolling  mills  will  not  be  operated 
with  any  degree  of  success.      Mr  Rocke- 
feller, however,  has  such  a  large  sum 
already  invested  in  the  works  at  West 
Superior    that    he    will    leave    nothing 
undone  to  make  them  productive,  and 
his  agents  are  hopeful  that  the  investi- 
gation   now   on   foot    will    point   out   a 
way  to  bring  about  the  desired  result.

A  GOVERNMENT  APPEAL. 


Arising  Out  of  the  Survey  of  Lake 
Ely. 

An  Interesting  legal  case  before  the 
I'nlted  States  circuit  court  of  appeals 
Is  that  of  Murphy  et  al  against  Kirwan. 
as  surveyor  general,  et  al.  in  which  the 
I'nited  States  district  attorney.  Mr. 
Stringer,  has  taken  an  appeal  from  the 
circuit  court  from  an  order  allowing  a 
temporary  injunction  issued,  restrain- 
ing the  surveyor  general  from  com- 
pleting a  survey  of  Lake  Ely.  '  this 
state. 

The  surveyor's  notes  show  that  while 
the  land  around  the  lake  was  platted, 
no  sufficient  survey  was  ever  made. 
The  lake  was  given  a  much  larger  area 
than  it  in  fact  had.  The  owners  of 
40-acre  tracts  of  the  platted  property 
now  claim  to  own  the  lake  proper, 
holdings  that  are  not  covered  by  the 
official  reported  survey  and  amounting 
to  1200  acres.  The  government  asked 
for  a  complete  survey,  and  the  plaini- 
iff.  Murphy  and  others,  sued  out  a 
temporary  injunction.  From  this  in- 
junction the  government  appeals. 


County  Auditor  Halden'.s  startling 
communication  to  the  l>oard  of  county 
comniia.'si<Mi.  IS  was  read  at  ye.slerday 
afternoon's  meeting,  and  the  l>oard 
was  informed  of  what  Mr.  Halden  looks 
for  as  .'•.  result  of  t]w  forfeited  tax  sale 
law  passed  by  the  h-Kislature  lust  win- 
ter. After  the  communication  had 
been  read  Commissioner  Dinham  in- 
troduced a  resolution  rescinding  tht-  ac- 
tion of  the  board  taken  May  4,  i)y  which 
the  law  was  made  applicable  to  this 
coun^-.  After  some  discussion  it  was 
decided  to  ilefer  action  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  board.  In  the  mean- 
time the  t  hair  was  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  conmiittee  to  confer  with  the 
city  and  school  authorities  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  v.hat  is  the  best 
thing  to  do.  The  chair  appointed  as 
members  of  the  committee  Commi.s- 
sioners  Kaup|>i.  Williams  and   llerg. 

T\w  board  also  took  action  on  th>^ 
matter  of  County  Attorney  Arl-ury  .'i 
salary  and  passed  a  general  measure 
which  will  stop  not  only  the  auditor 
but  the  treasurer  from  repeating  Mr. 
Halden"s  action  in  paying  the  county 
attorney  his  full  salary  in  spite  of  tli.> 
action  of  the  l>oard  reducing  it  $700 
per  year.  The  resolution  passed  was 
to  the  effect  that  hereafter  the  county 
auditor  and  the  treasurer  are  prohibit- 
ed from  issuing  or  paying  warrants  or 
orders  in  excess  of  the  amounts  ordered 
by  the  board. 

The  old  question  of  whether  the  com- 
missioners are  to  be  allowed  to  give 
aid  to  the  amount  of  %aO  to  any  one  per- 
son came  up  once  more  and  received  an 
animated  discussion.  Commissioner 
Dinham  said  that  he  did  not  believe 
that  the  aid  ( ould  be  legally  granted, 
and  Attorney  F'helps  supported  this 
view.  When  aid  to  the  amount  of  $r,0 
was  asked  the  request  must  be  made 
before  July  1,  otherwise  the  applicant 
must  be  regarded  as  a  permanei't 
charge  upon  the  county  and  placed  In 
the  poorhouse.  Commissioner  Kauppi 
suggested  that  there  was  no  place  to 
put  them  and  Commissioner  Dinham 
thought  a  place  should  be  built.  The 
commissionei-s  who  ap>plied  for  appro- 
priations were  finally  permitted  to  pur- 
chase provisions  for  their  paupers.

What  an  Attorney  Says  of  the   For- 
feited Tax  Law. 

The  communication  which  Auditor 
Halden  sent  to  the  county  lioard  yester- 
day in  reference  to  the  forfeited  tax 
sale  law  i.s  causing  considerable  talk 
today  and  it  is  almost  astonishing,  in 
view  of  the  prominence  which  has  been 
given  the  law,  how  few  people  know 
Uhat  it  really  is.  There  were  a  number 
of  iteople  who  insisted  when  the  law 
was  passed  that  Instead  of  increasing 
the  amount  of  taxes  paid  it  would  de- 
crease them  and  they  are  now  pro- 
claiming themselves  modestly  endorsed. 
It  is  a  noteworthy  fact,  too,  that  the 
people  who  claimed  this,  were  gener- 
ally speaking,  those  most  familiar  with 
the  manner  in  which  taxes  are  paid  and 
collecteil. 

In  reference  to  Auditor  Halden's  com- 
munication an  attorney  who  has  looked 
into  the  law  somewhat  said  today: 

"I  do  not  agree  with  Auditor  Halden's 
statement  that  at  the  sale  in  1899  there 
will  be  no  competition  because  of 
doubt  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the 
law  and  that  valuable  property  can 
then  be  bid  in  for  simply  the  amount  of 
the  state  tax  and  thus  escape  all  other 
taxes.  Forfeited  tax  laws,  the  consti- 
tutionality of  which  was  seriously 
doubted  have  been  declared  valid  In  this 
state  before  now  and  I  am  not  so  sure 
that  this  one  will  not  be  when  tested. 
It  may  be  attacked  on  the  ground  that 
it  allows  some  property  to  escape  taxa- 
tion and  therefore  makes  taxation  un- 
equal. When  any  property  escapes  it 
and  when  there  are  delinquent  taxes 
there  is  a  certain  inequality  in  it.  But 
the  courts  have  sustained  laws  before 
now  which  provided  a  method  for  clear- 
ing up  back  taxes  and  that  is  the  pur- 
pose of  this  law  on  the  face  of  it.  There 
may  have  been  a  hidden  motive  in 
securing  its  passage,  but  the  courts 
would  not  consider  that.     They  would

Washington.  Sept.  8.— The  naval 
ixiard  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  government  factory 
for  the  manufacture  of  armor  metal 
for  the  navy  department  met  today, 
and  with  reference  to  the  many  ofters 
of  plants  and  sites  states  that  its  orders 
gave  it  nothing  whatever  to  do  with 
the  selection  of  a  site  or  the  nurchase 
of  a  plant,  a  member  of  the  board 
said  today  that  if  the  Carnegie  company 
offered  its  plants  for  $1  it  would  not  be 
within  the  scope  of  the  board's  work  to 
consider  the  offer. 

At  the  same  time,  all  tenders  are  be- 
ing courteously  acknowledged  and  ail 
information  asked  on  the  matter  is 
furnished.  The  board  will  confine  its 
work. strictly  to  the  points  specified  in 
the  instructiuus  from  Acting  Secretary 
Roosevelt,  of  ascertaining  what  steps 
are  necessary  to  establish  a  govern- 
ment armor  factory  of  sufficient  capa- 
city to  meet  probable  requirements,  and 
of  furnishing  plans  and  specifications 
of  the  land,  buildings  and  machinery 
necessary  totrether  with  the  boards 
opinions  on  the  ^advisability  and  cost 
of  establishing  a  complete  plant  and 
will  frame  a  form  of  advertisement  for 
proposals  for  a  plant.

The  gradual  inroads 
of  the  tobacco  trust  is  given  as  the 
principal  cause  for  the  failure.  The 
president,  M.  S.  Smith,  is  the  heaviest 
creditor.

Sept.  8.— There  is 
danger  of  a  pulp  famine  in  the  Fox 
River  valley.  Since  the  water  has 
been  shut  out  mills  have  had  to  stop 
operations  on  pulp  grinders,  as  pulp 
uses  a  t'-emendous  amount  of  water 
power,  and  since  orders  for  paper  stock 
have  been  pouring  in  upon  the  mills 
the  demand  is  created  for  pulp,  both 
ground  wtx)d  and  sulphite  fiber.  The 
paper  trade  is  getting  in  better  shape 
every  day  and  prices  must  soon  ad- 
vance. 


COLORADO  MIDLAND  SOLD. 
Denver.  Col..  Sept.  8.— The  Colorado 
Midland  railroad,  now  in  the  hands  of 
a  receiver,  was  sold  at  auction  at  noon 
today  at  Colorado  City  under  order  of 
the  court.  There  was  but  one  bidder. 
Chairman  Olcott  of  the  I't-organization 
company,  representing  the  bondholders. 
The  property  was  sold  to  him  for  $295,- 
000. 


Vivid  Description  of  a  Popular  Island 
Amusement. 

The  girls  having  announced  that  they 
Would  give  a  dance  that  night,  after  a 
short  Interval  of  rest,  spent  the  re- 
mainder of  the  afternoon  weaving 
wreaths  of  (lowers  ami  dressing  their 
hair,  says  John  Harrison  Wagner  in 
the  September  Harper's.  When  nighl 
came  the  guest  house  was  lighted  with 
two  or  three  lamps  placed  upon  the 
fioor,  and  a  screen  was  arranged  at 
the  far  end,  behind  whii  h  the  girls  re- 
tired to  make  their  preparations.  Four 
musicians  seated  theni.^^elves  on  one 
side  and  proceeded  to  beat  a  sort  of 
wooden  drum,  at  the  sound  of  which 
the  guests  began  to  assemble.  Neither 
the  chief  nor  the  old  men  showed  them- 
selves, as  the  Siva  is  I'mked  upon  with 
great  disfavor  by  the  nii.visionarles,  and 
the  elders  doubtless  thought  it  would 
not  be  decorous  of  them  to  be  present, 
though  they  gave  me  to  understand 
that  they  had  no  objection  to  the  dance 
taking  place.  The  house  was  soon 
filled  with  the  young  women  and  girls, 
who  sat  (hatting,  lau^'hing  and  smok- 
ing, and  facing  a  clear  place  left  in 
the  center   for  the  performers. 

The  musicians  beat  a  sharp  tattoo  on 
the  drums,  and,  at  a  great  round  of 
applause  and  clapping  of  hands,  the 
four  girls  appear  from  behind  the 
screen  an<l  take  their  idaces  in  the  open 
space.  Thi  ir  handseme  bri  wn  bodies 
glisten  with  cocoanut  oil,  their  hair  is 
decorated  with  shells  and  white  and 
scarlet  flowers,  and  each  is  clad  in  a 
very  short  lava  lav;i  of  about  the  size 
of  a  large  pocket  handkerchief.  Over 
this  is  a  fringed  and  tasselled  girdle 
made  of  pandanus  tibre  and  dyed  in 
brilliant  colors,  and  "ach  wears  round 
the  neck  and  falling  over  the  breasts  a 
wreath   of  strongly-scented    flowers. 

The  lamps  are  now  placed  upon  the 
edge  of  the  mats,  and  the  girls  seat 
themselves  in  a  line  facing  them.  One 
begins  singing  in  a  shrill  high-pitched 
voice,  and  the  others  in  turn  take  up 
the  strain,  the  four  voices  blending  in 
a  weird  sort  of  harmony,  to  which,  the 
beating  of  the  drums  and  the  de€*p 
bass  voices  of  the  musicians  make  an 
effective  accompaniment.

After  more  appalus.>  and  loud  shouts 
of    "Lelei:    lelei!"    (good!    good!!)      the 
girls  stand  up,  the  music  starts  again, 
and   they   begin  to  dance  the  real   Sa- 
moan    siva,    the   anathema   maranatha 
of  the  missionary,  and  the  chief  delight 
of   the    plesure-lovin,!^     islander.       The 
brown    bodies,    gllsUning    in    the    fitful 
light,  sway  from  the  hips  in     dreamy 
langorous   motion,   while   the  arms  are 
waved    from    side    t-    side,    quivering, 
rising  and  falling  like  the  rippling    of 
water  when   the  breeze  kisses   Its  sur- 
face: the  air  is  heavy  with  the  sensuous 
odor   of    wreaths   and    the   scented    oil 
with   which   their  bo'lles  are  anointed; 
the   limpid    brown   eyes     gleam       with 
strange  light  and  are  veiled  again  by 
the   drooping   lids.      Again    the   music 
quickens    and    is     intermingled       with 
quaint    barbaric    discords;    the    drums 
give  forth  a  louder,  harsher  note,  and 
the  voluptuous  swaying  motion    gives 
place   to   quick   leaps    high    In    the   air.

New  York,  Sept.  S.— Consul  General 
Fitzhugh  Lee,  accompanied  by  his  son, 
Fitzhugh  Lee,  Jr.,  arrived  from  Hav- 
ana on  board  the  Segurancia  today. 
The  general  said  he  had  been  suffer- 
ing from  biliousness  for  some  time  past, 
but  felt  very  much  better  after  the  trip.

Ina  Cossio  Cisneros.  the  general  said: 
"The  young  woman  is  now  confined  in 
Casa  Rocohidas.  She  has  neyer  been 
tried  and  I  do  not  think  that  it  was 
ever  intended  that  she  should  be  ban- 
ished. The  stories  of  her  ill-treat- 
nient  are  very  much  exaggerated  and 
liut  for  the  hubbub  which  has  been 
raised  about  her,  the  girl  would  prob- 
ably have  been  released  long  ago.  In 
fact,  I  was  given  to  understand  that 
her  name  was  on  the  pardon  list.  She 
has  comfortable  quarters  and  is  treated 
as  well  as  possible  under  the  ccmdi- 
tions.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  suffer- 
ing in  Cuba,  but  the  Americans,  num- 
bering about  1400,  are  being  cared  for 
from  the  fund  of  $50,000  which  was  ap- 
propriated for  that  purpose.  They  re- 
ceive relief  daily  and  up  to  the  present 
time  about  $15,000  has  been  expended." 
"Is  there  any  sign  of  business  im- 
proving or  a  change  for  the  better  in 
Cuba?"   asked   the   reporter. 

"No.  I  am  sorry  to  say,  there  is  not." 
replied  the  general,  "and  there  will  not 
be  any  improvement  until  the  war  is 
ended." 

"When  will  that   bo,  general?" 
To  this  last  question  Gen.  Lee  replied 
in  Spanish,  a  free  translation  of  which 
is  "that   is  too  much  for  me;   I  cannot 
say."

Jr.,  will  go  to  West  Point  tcjday  to  see 
his  other  .son.  George  M.,  who  is  at  the 
military  academy  there  and  then  will 
leave  for  Washington. 

Among  the  other  passengers  were 
Robert  L.  Oliver,  United  States  consul 
at  Mcrida,  Mexico,  and  George  W,  Fish- 
back,  of  this  city,  who  was  said  to  have 
been  sent  to  Havana  on  business  for 
the  United  States  government.  Mr.

The  house  is  of  stone,  with  some 
parts  brick.  It  is  composed  of  a  rec- 
tangle, preceded  by  a  vestibule.

The  interior  rectangle  is  composed  of 
two  distinct  quarters.  The  flist  i-ne  on 
entering  is  almost  square.  It  offers 
nothing  remarkable  excei)t  th"  traces 
of  some  ancient  paintings  on  the  lower 
part  of  the  walls.  The  second  quarter 
terminates  at  the  end  of  a  large  and 
high  niche,  which  was  the  oratorv.  and 
the  roof  of  which  still  retains  traces  of 
having  been  arched. 

To  the  right  of  this  second  quarter  is 
the  sleeping  rcmm  of  the  Virgin.  The 
wall  is  bare  at  the  end.  But  in  this 
wall,  at  about  fifty  centimetres  b.^low 
the  old  board,  is  found  a  groove,  about 
three  yards  long  to  two  feet  wide,  with 
a  projection  of  ten  to  twelve  inches.  It 
was  this  groove  that  formed  the  Vir- 
gins  bed  and  in  this  projection  that 
she  reposed.  Three  of  the  chamber's 
angles  still  retain  traces  of  the  old 
arches.

Accomplishment      in      Which 
Mothers  Excelled. 

In  an  article  entitled  "An  Old-time 
Accomplishment,"  in  the  September 
Woman's  Home  Companion,  Edward  L. 
Pell  says:  "The  girl  who  has  cultivated 
the  spirit  of  thankfulness  does  not  gush 
over  at  the  gift  of  a  daisy,  and  snap 
an  indifferent  'Thanks!'  at  the  man  who 
has  lost  a  day  at  the  office  to  gratify 
her  little  whim.  Of  course.  those 
mothers  of  ours  had  their  whims,  and 
exercised  the  priceless  privileges  of 
thoughtlessness  and  snapping  now  and 
then,  as  girls,  and  other  than  girls,  haie 
always  done:  but  I  think  it  cannot  be 
denied  that  the  girl  of  a  generation  ago 
had  a  conscience  on  the  subject  of  debts 
of  gratitude  such  as  few  have  had  since 
her  day. 

"I   have  said  that   I  am   afraid   that 
with  many  of  us  today  it  is  a  lost  art. 
I   am   sure   that    it   is   not    goven    that 
prominence  which  it  once  had.  and  that 
it  is  not  cultivated  with  the  enthusiasm 
with    which   it   once     was.     Girls     are 
taught    what    etiquette    says    about    it. 
but  etiquette  deals  only  from   the  lips 
outward,  and  the  result  Is  that  even  our 
language  tells  the  story  of  the  decad- 
ence of  thanksgiving.     A  traveler  from 
Mars  might  hear  our  'Thanks!'  a  mil- 
lion times  and  never  suspect  that  It  was 
meant  as  an  acknowledgement  of  a  fa- 
vor.   I  am  sure  that  up  to,  say  a  dozen 
years  ago,  in  those  parts  of  our  coun- 
try where  gallantry  has  held  out  long- 
est, one  could  not  give  up  a  seat  in  a 
car  without  being  sure  of  a  full  return 
in   an   acknowledgment   that   meant   to 
acknowledge   something:    and   that   to- 
day the  average  man  is  utterly  upset 
and  undone  when  his  ears  catch  the  old 
sweet  sound.     Of  course,  this  does  not 
justify  or  account  for  the  current  lack 
of  gallar>try  among  men,  but  I  am  not 
engaged  in  the  hopeless  task  of  restor- 
ing men  .to  the  old  paths,   but   in   the 
hopeful  one  of  pointing  out  a  neglected 
talent    which    the    most    charming     of 
girls   may  cultivate   with  good  results. 
I  am  not  grumbling.     I  do  not  mean  to 
say  that  the  girl  of  the  period  is  one 
whit  behind  the  girl  of  the  past.     I  do 
not  believe  in  the  decadence  of  women. 
I  believe  that  the  girl  of  today  is  equal 
to  the  girl  her  mother  used  to  be:  but 
I  do  not  believe   that   it   Is  enough   to 
say  of  our  girls  that  they  are  equal  to 
the  girls    ofthe  past,  any  more  than  it 
is  enough  to  say  of  a  flower  that  has 
had  the  best  attention  of  the  best  flor- 
ists for  a  generation,  that  It  is  as  beau- 
tiful today  as  it  was  thirty  years  ago. 
•    •    *    If    we    have    done    wisely,    the 
girl   of  today  ought   to  have  not  only 
something   which    her    mother    lacked, 
but  she  ought  to  have  all  her  mother's 
graces  as  well.    But  it  is  a  serious  ques- 
tion whether,  In  pressing  her  develop- 
ment,   we    have    not    cultivated    some 
qualities  at  the  expense  of  others,  just 
as  in  pressing  the  development  of  a  cer- 
tain  flower  we  have  increased  Its  size 
and  beauty  at  the  expense  of  its  frag- 
rance." 


CLAY'S  GREAT  VALEDICTORY. 

Pathetic    Farewell    to    the    Senate 
Moved  Many  to  Tears. 

John  F.  Coyle  writes  of  Henry  Clay's 
farewell  to  the  senate  in  the  September 
Ladies"  Home  Journal,  regarding  it  as 
the  most  dramatic  event  ever  witnessed 
in  the  United  States  senate.  Almost 
from  the  opening  words  of  the  famous 
valedictory  the  vast  assemblage  of 
people  were  in  tears,  and  the  "Great 
Commoner"  was  frequently  interrupted 
by  the  sobs  of  his  auditors.  "The  scene 
was  indeed  impressive  as  Mr.  Clay  pro- 
nounced the  concluding  words  of  his 
farewell  to  public  life."  says  Mr.  Coyle. 
"He  stood  for  a  moment  after  in  rever- 
ential attitude,  while  all  about  him 
strong  men.  swayed  by  the  magnetic 
power  of  the  great  orator,  wept  in 
silence.  The  hushed  suspense  of  intense 
feeling  and  attention  pervaded  the 
crowded  assemblage  as  the  famous 
statesman,  with  lowering  eyes,  resumed 
his  seat.  For  several  moments  the 
silei\ce  was  unbroken;  senators  sat  as 
if  in  the  shadow  of  ^-.ome  impending 
calamity;  men  of  all  parties  seemed 
equally  overcome  by  the  pathos  and 
majesty  of  the  great  statesman's  fare- 
well. 

"As  Mr.  Clay  rose  to  leave  the  cham- 
ber after  adjournment,  which  dlrectlv 
followed  his  address,  and  after  he  had 
said  farewell  to  all  the  other  senators, 
he  encountered  Mr.  Calhoun.  The  eyes 
of  the  whole  assemblage  were  fixed  on 
these  two  old  friends  and  old  political 
antagonists.  There  was  a  pause  in  lht> 
il^monstration  which  awaited  Mr.  Clay 
— the  moment  of  suspended  anticipation 
was  almost  painful.  For  five  years  they 
had  been  estranged,  and  the  only  words 
which  had  passed  between  them  had 
been  those  harshly  spoken  in  debate. 
But  now,  as  they  met,  the  old  time 
came  over  them.  They  remembered 
only  the  political  companionship  of 
twenty  years'  standing.  The  interven- 
ing differences  which  had  chilled  their 
hearts  toward  each  other  were  forgot- 
ten. The  tears  sprang  to  their  eyes. 
The  shook  each  other  cordially  by  the 
hand,  interchanged  a  'God  bless  you,' 
and  parted.  The  released  suspense 
which  awaited  this  tearful  scene  found 
vent  in  shouts  and  cheers,  which  were 
taken  up  by  the  crowds  outside  the 
senate  chamber,  expecting  Mr.  Clay's 
eppearance.  He  was  surrounded  by  the 
waiting  thousands  on  his  way  to  his 
carriage,  and  throngs  followed  him  even 
to  his  hotel."

Pointe  Indian  agency  at  Ashland,  has 
sold  all  of  the  pine  timber  on  the  Red 
Rock  reservation   to  F.   L.    Gilbert,   of 
this    city,      the     consideration       being 
$5.37^   per  1000.       The  sale   was  made 
with  the  understanding   that    the  logs 
should    be    sawed    into   lumber   on   the 
reservation  and  employment  given  the 
Indians.      There  is  about  100.000,000  feet 
of  the  timber  and  by  the  terms  of  the 
sale  Mr.  Gilbert  will  be  required  to  cut 
it  within  ten  years.      This  is  the  high- 
fst    price   paid   for   stumpage   on    Lake 
Superior  for  many  years,  but  the  tim- 
ber  on    the    reservation    is   said    to    be 
the  best  lot  of  pine  still  standing  in  this 
part  of  the  country. 

By  this  sale  the  Indians  of  the  Red 
Rock  reservation  are  placed  in  affluent 
circumstance.s.  They  will  not  only  re- 
ceive the  money  for  the  timber,  but  will 
De  afforded  steady  employment  for  a 
series  of  yaars.  The  money  will  be 
paid  to  the  agent  and  will  be  taken 
care  of  by  him  for  the  government's 
wards,  and  distributed  among  them 
only  as  they  require  it. 

K.  Bender,  special  agent  of  the  in- 
tenor  department,  arrived  in  the  city 
today  from  Ashland.  He  expressed 
great  satisfaction  at  the  price  received 

fl!''/i'.''  ^^'^  ^^^^'^  timber.  He  says 
that  Mr.  Gilbert  will  begin  the  erection 
or  the  mill  at  once  and  that  as  soon  as 
lit  IS  completed  will  begin  sawing  the 
.,000,000  feet  of  logs  that  were  cut  on 
the  reservation  last  spring  under  the 
supervision  of  Capt.  Scott  and  which 
are  included  in  the  sale. 

Mr.  Bender  is  on  his  way  to  the  Red 
Lake  reservation.  He  .said  toda>  that 
the  department  had  not  yet  acted  on 
his  report  relative  to  the  injured  pine 
on  the  Leech  Lake  and  Winneblgoshish 
reservations.  The  matter  will  be  taken 
up  as  soon  as  the  commissioner  re- 
turns to  Washington,  which  will  be  in 
a  short  time  and  he  expects  that  ad- 
vertisements for  the  sale  of  timber  will 
be  let  by  Oct.  1.

OHIO  GOLD  DEMOCRATS. 


Hear  an  Address  By  W.  D.  Bynum  at 
the  State  Convention. 

Columbus,  Ohio,  Sept.  9.— The  j^old 
Democratic  state  convention  met  at  10 
a.  m.  in  the  Great  Southern  theater 
with  »)et\veen  MO  and  400  persons  pres- 
ent. Judge  Beer,  of  Bucyrus,  .vas 
made  chairman  and  after  a  short  in- 
troductory address,  stating  the  tenets 
of  the  National  Democratic  partry.  In- 
troduced Hon.  W.  D.  Bynum.  of  In- 
diana, who  spoke  about  two  hours  <ni 
the  money  question.  Letters  were 
read  from  Hon.  John  G.  Carlisle  and 
Hon.  Henry  Watterson. 

Mr.  Watterson  regretted  that  h« 
could  not  meet  the  true  Democrats  of 
Ohio.  He  was  laborins  unceasingly 
and  earnestly  for  the  end  they  had  in 
view.  If  the  party  is  to  live  thpre 
must  be  a  restoration  of  Democratic 
principles.        They         demand  the 

repudiation  of  the  misleading 
theories  of  finance.  In  Kentucky,  he 
said,  "we  have  made  a  glorious  begin- 
ning and  we  have  every  reason  to  look 
for  a  glorious  result." 

Hon.  J.  ,G.  Carlisle  sent  a  long  letter 
saying  in  effect  that  the  Democrats 
who  had  remained  faithful  to  the  true 
principles  of  the  party,  as  they  were 
understood  prior  to  the  revolutionary 
declarations  of  1896,  should  preserve 
their  organizations,  nominate  candi- 
dates and  prosecue  vigorous  contests  in 
ever  ystate  in  tl^e  Union.  If  we  hon- 
estly believe  in  the  rectitude  of  The 
course  we  have  heretofore  pursued,  it 
tti  our  duty,  as  loyal  Democrats  and 
patriotic  citizens,  to  maintain  by  ^11 
the  means  at  our  command  the  inde- 
pendent and  conservative  position  we 
now  hold,  and  to  appeal  to  our  old 
political  associates,  who  still  entertain 
many  opinions  on  public  queatlons    in 


common  with  u.s  to  repudiate  the  new 
dangerous  doctrines  inconsiderately 
proclaimixl  at  Chicago  and  St.  Louis, 
and  return  to  the  simple  and  honest 
faith  of  the  fathers.

The  platform  declares  for  the  mainto- 
Jiance  of  the  gold  standard,  for  the  r«- 
tlrenient  of  the  greenbacks  and  extensive 
civil  service  merit  system.  It  denounces 
the  recent  tariff  legislation,  condemns  the 
proposed  annexation  of  the  Hawaiian 
islands,  and  eoncludes: 

"We  disapprove  the  hostile  action  of  the 
Republican  party  in  Ohio  in  its  attack 
upon  civil  service  reform,  and  we  ex- 
press our  th£.nks  to  President  McKlnley 
for  his  support   of   the  merit   system." 

Supplementary  resolutions  said  is  was 
expedient  to  nominate  a  state  ticket.  The 
matter  of  legislative  tickets  was  referred 
to  the  cuuntitsj. 


Chicago,  Sept.  9.— For  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  Luetgert  trial,  no 
curious  crowd  today  blocked  the  en- 
trances to  the  criminal  court  building 
or  Judge  Tuthill's  court  room  prior  to 
the  morning  session  of  court.  The  pub- 
lic seems  to  have  learned,  after  several 
tiresome  lessons,  that  it  is  useless  10 
seek  for  entrance  without  a  reasonable 
excuse  other  than  curiosity.  In  the 
court  room  the  usual  crowd  of  specta- 
tors gathered,  the  women  far  outnum- 
bering the  men,  as  usual. 

The  big  prisoner  was  brought  into 
court  earlier  than  usual  and  was  in  his 
seat  in  front  of  Bailiflf  Leed  before 
judge  or  Jury  entered  the  court  room. 
Luetgert  plainly  showed  the  effects  of 
confinement  and  warm  weather,  and 
his  features  were  more  wan  than  us- 
ual. The  jury  also  seemed  to  feel  the 
effects  of  the  several  days  of  hot  weath- 
er and  the  two  weeks'  of  confinement 
which  they  have  endured. 

Th.'  firm  witnes.sed  called  was  H.  F. 
Kruger.  the  druggist  who  sold  Watch- 
man Frank  Blalk  the  medicine  which 
Luetgert  ordered  his  employe  to  pur- 
chase. The  testimony  was  Intended 
merely  as  corroborative  of  the  watch- 
man's statement  as  to  time  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  the  hours  between 
which  the  alleged  murder  was  said 
to  have  been  committed. 

The  second  witness  was  Charles  B. 
Gibson,  the  chemical  expert,  wno  was 
placed  on  the  stand  for  redirecT^xam- 
ination  in  regard  to  his  analysis  of 
fleshy  substances  and  lime  removed 
from  the  vat  where  the  state  are  at- 
tempting to  prove  the  wife  murder  was 
committed. 

Professor  Giiison's  testimony  proved 
to  be  of  little  value  to  the  state.  Al- 
though the  witness  freely  admitted  that 
the  bits  of  fleshy  substance  and  or- 
ganic matter  taken  from  the  solution 
were  similar  to  human  flesh,  he  was 
equally  candid  in  his  admission,  upon 
cross  examination  by  Attorney  Vin- 
cent, chief  coun.sel  for  the  defense,  that 
the  flesh  was  as  similar  to  the  flesh  oft 
any  other  animal  as  It  was  to  the 
human.  Professor  Gibson  testified  that» 
a  budy  could  be  disintegrated  in 
manner  charged  by  the  prosecution, 
but  denied  that  the  bones  would  be 
affected  in  the  manner  that  the  stat"? 
has  endeavored  to  establish.  The  wit- 
ness testified  that  the  iiones  would  be 
merely  softened  at  the  end.s.  but  would 
not  be  dissolved.  The  lawyers  for  the 
defense  were  highly  pleased  at  the  re- 
sult of  the  cross-examination,  and  felt 
that  their  case  had  gained  as  the  result 
of  the  evidence. 

Professor  Mark  Delafontaine,  a  Swiss 
chemist,  was  next  put  on  the  stand. 
Professor  Delafontaine  was  educated 
only  in  the  technical  terms  of  English 
and  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  couch 
his  answers  in  language  that  the  jurv 
could  comprehend.  In  addition  to  this 
defect  in  the  manner  of  hi"s  testimony, 
the  witness  was  possessed  of  a  very 
faulty  delivery,  and  his  low  tones  could 
hardly  be  distinguished  by  the  court 
and  lawyers  who  were  very  near  him. 
However,  his  testimony  was  necessary 
to  the  case  of  the  state,  as  without  the 
story  of  experts  neither  the  manner  of 
Mrs.  Luetgert's  supposed  murder  nor 
the  fact  of  her  death  can  be  established. 
Testimony  concerning  bones  was  the 
chief  position  of  the  evidence  submit- 
ted by  Professor  Delafontaine.  The 
bits  of  bones  which  the  police  gathered 
from  the  refuse  pile,  where  the  ashas 
of  the  furnace  were  said  to  have  been 
dumped,  were  submitted  to  the  scru- 
tiny of  the  learned  chemist,  who  .eadily 
answered  "yes"  when  questioned  as  to 
whether  they  resembled  human  bones. 
Other  of  his  answers  were  so  vague  and 
uncertain  as  to  be  valueless  as  evi- 
dence. 

Several  times  the  court  attempted  to 
have  the  witness  define  himself  as  to 
certain  terms  and  expressions,  but 
such  attempts  were  futile.  The  chem- 
ist gave  as  his  opinion  that  a  body 
could  be  dissolved  In  caustic  potash, 
heated  to  the  boiling  point,  in  the  space 
of  three  or  four  hours,  nothing  but  the 
bones  and  some  of  the  ligaments  and 
cartilages  remaining.  However,  he 
would  not  commit  himself  further  than 
had  Dr.  Gibson,  who  preceded  lilm  en 
the  stand.  At  the  afternoon  session 
Professor  Delafontaine  was  cross-ex- 
amined by  the  defense. 


The  New  York  Sun's  Designation  of 
Tammany. 

Washington,  Sept.  1'.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  New  York  Sun  today 
prints  the  following: 

"The  Sun  Is  more  bitter  In  its  oppo- 
sition to  Mr.  Low  than  it  is  to  Tam- 
many.—Duluth  Evening  Herald.

This  Time  the  Nuggets  Are   as  Big 
as  Walnuts. 

Woodland  Park.  Col.,  Sept.  9.— Ore 
running  $20,000  to  the  ton  has  just  been 
found  one  mile  west  of  this  place. 
Pieces  of  quartz  the  size  of  walnuts 
were  taken  out  which  were  half  gold. 
There  Is  great  excitement  among  mln« 
Ing  men.  It  has  not  been  demonstrated 
yet  whether  the  rich  ore  is  fioat  or  the 
apex  of  an  ore  chute. 


New  Orleans,  Sept.  9.— Sheray  Sey- 
mour died  at  1  o'clock  this  morning  at 
Ocean  Springs  of  the  prevailing  fever. 
As  soon  as  his  death  was  reported,  ar- 
rangements were  made  to  hold  an  au- 
topsy, beginning  at  9  o'clock,  and  that 
ceremony  is  now  in  progress.  Doctors 
Murray,  Carter  and  W^esdin,  of  the 
marine  and  ship  ser\ice,  and  Drs.  Leh- 
man, Dunn,  Gant  and  Bailey  are  pres- 
ent. It  is  confidently  expected  that  this 
autopsy  will  completely  determine  the 
character  of  the  disease  that  is  prevail- 
ing at  the  springs,  as  the  case  of  Sey- 
mour is  probably  a  fair  type  of  the 
worst  cases  at  the  springs. 

The  excitement  in  New  Orleans  is 
rapidly  dying  out.  but  deep  Interest  is 
being  taken  in  the  situation  on  the 
coast.  When  the  board  of  health  office 
opened  this  morning  and  got  down  to 
work  it  had  no  new  cases  or  suspicious 
cases  to  report  as  having  occurred  in 
New  Orleans.  Details  for  canvassing 
the  city  have  been  so  systematized  now 
that  no  section  Is  left  unattended,  and 
every  case  of  fever,  no  matter  how 
trifling.  Is  receiving  the  earnest  atten- 
tion of  the  experts. 

Much  gratification  Is  expressed  over 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Rudolph  Matas 
as  the  head  of  the  special  commission, 
representing  the  physicians  of  the  city, 
to  co-operate  with  the  officials  of  the 
board  of  health.  Morning  trains  from 
coast  towns  brought  few  passengers 
this  morning.  There  is  no  longer  any 
travel  out  of  the  city  to  the  coast  towns, 
and  everybody  who  intended  to  come  to 
New  Orleans  has  already  turned  up. 

Dr.  Salomon's  report  as  to  the  exist- 
ence of  two  cases  of  yellow  fever  at 
Scranton  Is  considered  reliable,  and  Dr. 
Salomon  has  been  authorized  to  com- 
municate with  the  local  physicians  there 
to  endeavor  to  locate  the  isolated  cases 
there.  Dr.  Salomon  says  the  fever  is 
yellow  jack,  but  of  a  mild  liind.  Rigid 
quarantine  will  l>e  enforced  against 
Scranton.  The  government  experts 
will  be  asked  to  go  there  and  to  Kerljl- 
ton  to  determine  the  character  of  the 
disease.  Dr.  Salomon  has  had  much  ex- 
perience, and  was  for  many  years  secre- 
tary of  the  board,  and  much  confidence 
is  felt  in  his  knowledge  of  the  symptoms 
of  yellow  fever. 

More  reports  reach  the  city  of  the 
hardships  which  the  people  in  the  quar- 
antine towns  are  suffering.  They  find 
difficulty  in  getting  provisions  and 
other  supplies,  and  are  registering  a 
large-sized  kick  against  the  restrictions. 
The  authorities  are  endeavoring  £0  find 
some  means  of  helping  them  out  of  their 
dlfficultties. 

New  cases  are  reported  at  Blloxl  this 
morning.  The  people  are  anxiously 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  Drs.  Guiteras, 
Murray  and  Carter.  They  will  be  per- 
fectly satisfied  with  their  dlagnosLs.  Dr. 
Tackeft  w.ho  went  to  Perklnston  to 
visit  Dr.  Sheedy,  who  had  been  in  at- 
tendance on  patients  in  Ocean  Springs, 
has  returned  and  reports  that  Dr. 
Sheedy  has  yellow  fever.  Dr.  Sheedy 
himself  says  the  symptoms  are  those  of 
yellow  fever.

Nord- 
strom United  States  agent  In  charge  of 
the  Pueblo  Indians,  has  been  investi- 
gating the  maltreatment  of  an  aged 
squaw  by  Indians  at  the  instigation  of 
the  religious  order  known  as  "Priests 
of  the  Bow."  The  old  woman  was  sus- 
pended by  the  priests  until  she  con- 
fessed that  she  had  bewitched  the  nos- 
trums of  the  medicine  men  and  pre- 
vented them  from  effecting  cures.  Four 
troops  of  United  States  cavalry  will  be 
concentrated  at  Zuni  on  Sept.  15  to  ar- 
rest the  ringleaders  in  the  assault,  and 
it  Is  possible  that  the  Indians  will 
fight.

J.  R.  Willard  &  Co.  Go  to  the   Wall 
For  About  $1,000,000. 

New  York,  Sept.  9.— James  R.  Will- 
ard, Elmer  D.  Wiggins  and  J.  D.  Wig- 
gins, who  compose  the  firm  of  J.  R. 
Willard  &  Co.,  bankers  and  brokers, 
with  offices  in  this  citv,  Buffalo.  N.  Y., 
Washington,  D.  C.  Philadelphia  and 
Montreal,  today  assigned  to  James  L. 
Starbuck.  with  preferences  for  $20,000 
to  William  H.  Osterhout.  No  state- 
ment of  the  condition  of  the  firm  is 
yet  obtainable,  but  it  is  estimated  that 
their  liabilities  will  reach  $1,000,000.  Jay 
D.  Wiggins  Is  at  present  traveling  in 
Europe. 

J.  R.  Willard,  senior  member  of  the 
firm,  has  been  a  member  of  the  Con- 
solidated Exchange  since  Sept.  3.  1895. 
He  had  represented  the  firm  in  Chicago, 
and  had  a  branch  oflice  In  that  city  up 
to  a  few  months  ago,  when  it  closed 
and  the  business  was  taken  over  by 
John  T.  Erickson  &  Co.  Elmer  D.  Wig- 
gins was  the  working  head  of  the  firm. 
He  made  application  to  be  admitted  to 
membership  in  the  Consolidated  Ex- 
change on  July  31.  but  was  not  ad- 
mitted. Elmer  and  J.  D.  Wiggins,  who 
are  brothers,  are  nephews  of'Zimri  D. 
Wiggins,  who  founded  a  large  system 
of  country  banks  in  Illinois,  Indiana 
and  other  Western  states,  most  of 
which  failed  In  the  panic  of  1893. 

"The  cause  of  the  failure,"  said  As- 
signee Starbuck,  "is  simply  that  the 
firm  has  been  upon  the  wrong  side  of 
the  market.  They  have  been  short  on 
stocks  and  grain.  The  firm  has  done 
a  big  business  on  the  Consolidated  Ex- 
change within  sixty  days,  having  run 
as  high  as  9000  to  10,000  shares  of  stock 
daily." 

The  assignee,  Mr.  Starbuck.  is  .one  of 
the  bookkeepers  of  the  firm.  On  his  be- 
half another  employe  made  the  follow- 
ing statement:  "It  is  difficult  to  tell 
what  the  liabilities  of  the  firm  are.  but 
they  will  probably  amount  to  as  much 
as  $1,000,000.  It  is  even  more  diflficult 
at  this  time  to  give  any  idea  of  the  as- 
sets of  the  firm.  Whatever  they  are 
they  consist  mainly  of  cash  in  hand  and 
outstanding  accounts  and  securities. 
There  is  some  prospect  of  a  resumption 
of  business,  provided  a  reasonable 
settlement  can  be  made  with  creditors." 

UKE  NAVAL  RECRUITS. 

Exporiment    of   Lake    Cities  Enlist- 
ments a  Great  Success. 

Washington,  Sept.  9.— The  experiment 
of  n%'al  recruiting  stations  on  the 
great  lakes  has  been  an  unqualified  suc- 
cess. During  Lieut.  Commander  Haw- 
ley's  absence  of  several  weeks  he  main- 
tained temporary  stations  at  Duluth, 
Milwaukee  and  Chicago,  and  estab- 
lished a  station  at  Detroit,  which  will 
remain  in  operation  for  the  present. 

At  each  of  these  points  many  more 
able  bodied  promising  seamen  and  me- 
chanics presented  themselves  than 
could  be  utilized  in  the  service.  At  Du- 
luth thirty-four  enlistments  were  made; 
at  Milwaukee  thirty-one;  at  Chicago 
126.  and  at  Detroit  thirty-four  have 
been  made  up  to  the  present  time. 

Lieut.  Commander  Hawiey  will  com- 
mend to  Secretary  Long  the  advisability 
of  maintaining  a  permanent  recruiting 
rendezvous  in  the  Northwest,  probably 
at  Chicago,  and  will  also  advocate  a 
visit  of  recruiting  officers  to  Southern 
cities.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  depart- 
ment to  weed  out  the  foreign  element  in 
the  personnel  of  the  enlisted  men  as 
rapidly  as  possible.

Poor   Guatemala    In   a  Bad 

Way  Both  Politically  and 

Financially. 


A  CRUEL  DICTATOR 


Many  Business  Failures  There 

and  War  is  Certain  to 

Begin  Soon. 


San  Francisco,  Sept.  9.— News  just 
received  from  Guatemala  is  to  the 
effect  that  the  country  is  in  a  bad  way 
financially  and  politically.  During  the 
last  month  the  following  failures  were 
reported:  Frederlco  Chacon,  $800,000; 
Lorenzeo  Eissen.  $1,700,000;  Enrique 
Mento,  $1,300,000;  Ascoli  &  Co..  $1,000.- 
000;  Bauer  &  Co.,  $800,000;  Victor  Mat- 
theus,  $2,000,000.     Total,  $7,000,000. 

All  of  these  houses  have  been  exten- 
sively engaged  in  the  exportation  of 
coffee  and  other  Central  American  pro- 
ducts and  the  importation  of  merchan- 
dise. Besides,  a  great  number  of 
firms  have  gone  under  for  less  amounts 
The  total  is  nearly  $8,000,000.  but  it  is  a 
trifle  misleading,  however,  because  it 
represents  Central  American  money, 
which  Is  very  much  depreciated  in 
value. 

Relna  Barrios,  the  man  who  was 
president  and  who  declared  himself  dic- 
tator of  the  republic  a  couple  of  months 
ago,  is  excessively  unpopular  because 
of  his  recent  high-handed  action  and 
his  cruelties.  There  is  a  demand  that 
Prosper  Morales,  a  lawyer,  be  chosen  to 
succeed  Barrios.  To  prevent  this  Bar- 
rios Intends  calling  a  session  of  the  as- 
sembly very  soon  In  order  to  have  him- 
self confirmed  as  dictator.  If  he  Is 
successful,  war  is  almost  certain,  be- 
cause the  country  will  not  longer  sub- 
mit to  his  oppression.  If  he  Is  defeated, 
war  Is  just  as  sure,  because  he  cannot 
afford  to  be  driven  out  of  office. 

Ex-President  Barrillos.  who  made  It 
possible  for  Barrios  to  succeed  him, 
has  declared  he  will  never  again  draw' 
his  sword  except  to  fight  Morales,  who 
has  threatened  to  expose  his  financial 
operations. 

Barrios  is  reported  to  have  killed  a 
number  of  American  citizens  of  his 
country  because  he  thought  thev  were 
not  in  sympathy  with  him.  Besides 
these,  243  men  of  lesser  prominence  are 
said  to  have  been  slain  by  his  order. 


IOWA'S  CORN  CROP. 


Will  Be  Diminished  Some  By  the  Dry 
Weather. 

Chicago,  Sept.  &.— There  is  a  wide  range 
in  the  estimates  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  Iowa  corn  crop,  compared  with  the 
average  of  past  yeai-s.  The  average  con- 
dition of  corn  for  the  state  at  large  was 
estimated  at  74  per  cent  of  a  normal  crop. 
For  the  three  southern  districts  the  aver- 
age was  70  per  cent  and  for  the  central 
and  northern  districts  76  per  cent.  The 
extreme  heat  and  the  prevalence  of  hot 
ami  dry  winds  since  Sept.  1,  have  arrest- 
ed the  normal  development  of  the  corn 
crop  and  materially  reduced  the  i>os8ible 
yield. 

■Judging  by  personal  observations,  and 
later  reports  from  all  sections,  the  direct- 
or does  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  con- 
dition of  corn  at  this  day,  Sept.  8.  is  not 
above  60  per  cent  of  the  normal,  and  that 
the  yield  of  sound,  merchantable  corn  will 
not  exceed  twenty  bushels  per  acre  or  a 
total  of  about  160,000.000  bushels.  There 
will  be  in  excess  of  this  a  considerable 
amount  of  immature  corn  of  variable 
conditions  and  valuable  as  forage  for 
stock.

Said    to    Have    Been     Made 
Santa  Fe. 

Santa  Fe,  N.  M.,  Sept.  9.— Capt  J.  H. 
Hutchinson  has  arrived  here  from 
olden  South,  Santa  Fe  county,  and  re- 
ports a  remarkable  gold  discovery  on 
government  land  seven  and  a  half  miles 
east  of  the  place.  Michael  Harold,  of 
Pittsburg,  Pa.,  while  sinking  a  tubular 
well  to  supply  water  for  the  placer 
operations  of  the  Montrose  Mining 
company,  struck  at  a  depth  of  350  feet 
a  ledge  of  white  quartz,  fifty  feet  in 
thickness  that  shows  free  gold  In  large 
quantities. 

Some  of  the  nuggets  are  as  large  as 
grains  of  wheat.  The  discovery  has 
created  a  furore  in  mining  and  busi- 
ness circles  here.  Working  shafts  will 
be  sunk  at  once  and  other  holes  will  be 
sunk  to  ascertain  if  it  is  a  blanket  lead. 
If  this  should  prove  the  case  the  dis- 
covery promises  to  be  one  of  the  not- 
able gold  finds  in  the  history  of  the 
West, 


Tell  Some  Stories  About  the  Treasure 
Brought  Down. 

Eureka.  Cal.,  Sept.  9.— J.  A.  Ralston, 
one  of  three  Klondikers  who  arrived  in 
this  city  on  the  steamer  National  City, 
states  that  the  Excelsior  would  prob- 
ably not  bring  down  over  $250,000,  while 
on  the  Cleveland  there  will  be  less,  as 
the  Cleveland  did  not  obtain  nearly  so 
many  passengers  as  the  Excelsior. 

R.  L.  Lamb,  another  of  the  National 
City's  passengers,  has  changed  his 
statement  as  to  the  amount  of  treasure 
the  Weare  started  down  the  river  with, 
and  Instead  of  $1,700,000,  it  is  estimated 
that  there  was  only  between  $80,000  and 
$100,000.  Mr.  Lamb  also  states  that  he 
saw  no  cases  of  scurvy  among  any  of 
the  people  he  met.  Several  cases  were 
reported,  however.  He  thinks  there  is 
danger  of  typhoid  fever  and  starva- 
tion.

TRADES  UNION  CONGRESS. 


Birmingham  English   Meeting   Seeks 
to  Remedy  Evils. 

Birmingham,  Eng..  Sept.  9.— The  trades 
union  congress  today  adopted  a  resolution 
recommending  all  societies  affiliated  with 
the  congress  to  by  all  means  possible  re- 
strict or  abolish  overtime  in  their  re- 
.spectlve  trade. 

The  following  resolution  was  then 
passed:  "That  this  congress  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  law  as  it  relates  to  In- 
timidations during  strikes,  is  unfair  and 
unjust,  as  it  punishes  by  fines  or  impris- 
onment any  workmen  if  judged  guilty  of 
assaulting  or  preventing  through  fear 
another  worker  from  working  while  al- 
lowing emplowers  to  be  workers  or  dis- 
charge or  obtain  the  discharge  of  work- 
ers who  may  have  been  on  strike  or  locked 
out,  thus  intimidating  workers  from  pur- 
suing their  lawful  employment." 

The  parliamentary  committee  of  the  con- 
gress was  instructed  to  at  once  move  to 
extend  the  law  in  requisite  direction.  Res- 
olutions against  child  labor  were  also  in- 
troduced.

Before    they    could    make   a    move    the 
car  was  pushed  forward   with  tremen- 
dous force  and  It  seemed  to  toss  in  the 
debris  like  a  crippled  ship  at  sea.  Every 
moment  they  expected  it  to  turn  over 
The  car  finally  stopped  and   as  it   did 
so,  r»egan  to  catch  fire  from  below-    The 
two  men  jumped  out  of  the  same  win- 
dow   without    their    hats    or    baggage 
ivhich    were    afterwards    Imrned.    and 
escaped  practically  without   a  scratch. 
Mr.     Bryan    reached    Emporia      about 
midnight    and    remained    at    the    hotel 
until    morning    when    he    resumed    his 
Journey. 

Many  acts  of  braverv  and  nerve  were 
displayed.      Claude    Hollister.    of    To- 
peka.   had    both    his    legs    broken    and 
shattered  in  half  a  dozen  places.  When 
his  rescuers  laid  him  on  the  grass  be- 
side the  track  he  turned  to  one  of  th^ 
group    and    asked    if    he      would      pull 
through.     When  assured  that  he  would 
live   if   he   %va8    brave   he   said:       "Am 
I    brave?     Look    at    my    legs    dangling 
and  then  ask  me  to  be  brave.     I  sup- 
pose  they   will   have  to   l>e  amputated 
tot  I  will  bear  the  operation  and  live 
through   It.     r   do   not   propose   to   die 
ff»r    lack    of    nerve    and    courage.      My 
God.    what    has   become   of   my     com- 
rades?" 

William  Frishee.  engineer  of  the  fast 
mail,  whose  residence  is  in  Top€>ka 
was  conscious  until  he  died.  He  sai<l' 
"I  did  not  see  the  other  train  until 
1  came  upon  it.  I  turned  on  the  air 
brakes  and  Jumped.  I  presume  I  can- 
not recover,  but  I  will  die  as  bravelv 
as  I  can.  I  want  you  men  to  leave  me 
and  help  the  victims  that  are  more  un- 
fortunate than  I  am." 

A.  B.  Adams,  who  is  among  the  In- 
jured, was  on  his  way  to  Mexico  from 
New  Jersey  with  registered  bonds 
amounting  to  $80i).000  and  a  great  deal 
of  other  valuables.  Thev  were  all 
burned   in   the  fire  that  followed. 

The  cars  of  the  fast  mail  did  not 
leave  the  tia.k.  There  were  not  more 
than  a  dozen  passengers  on  the  latter 
train,  and  all  these  were  In  one  coach 
While  none  were  fatally  injured,  all  in 
■  this  car  received  a  terriT>le  shaking  up 
and  some  of  them  were  painfully 
bruised.  Every  seat  in  the  car  was  torn 
from  its  fastening  with  such  force  that 
many  of  them  culled  planks  from  the 
floor.  One  man.  John  .Sweenv.  was 
thrown  over  three  seats  clear  out  of 
the  window,  and  by  some  miracle  was 
uninjured.  As  the  passengers  and 
trainmen  recovered  from  the  shock 
they  looked  for  the  injured  and  dead 
Far  down  in  the  heaps  of  debris  sound- 
ed the  wailing  voices  of  men  pleading 
for  aid. 

While  the  rescuers  were  working  with 
might  and  main  to  get  at  the  unfor- 
tunates, fire  broke  out  in  the  wreckage 
of  the  forward  coaches  and  a  cry  for 
water  went  up.  The  water  tanks  were 
torn  from  their  fastenings  in  the 
coaches  that  could  Ije  entered,  and 
blood -besmeared  men  carrletTthem  over 
the  break  of  the  timbers  in  a  vain  at- 
tempt to  quell  the  fast-spreading 
flames.  The  dead  and  mangled  bodies 
of  four  victims  were  dragged  to  the 
grass  beside  the  tracks.  The  women 
passengers  huddled  together  in  terror 
and  watched  th*>  llames  grow  hi-jher 
and  higher.  The  fire  roared  and 
crackled  like  n  furnace  and  men  with 
blanched  faces  fought  with  the  bravery 
of  heroes  to  subdue  it.  After  herculean 
efforts  the  flames  were  finallv  subdued 
and  the  work  of  rescue  made  more 
ea.'y. 

Engineer  T^ranham  was  found  under 
the  engine  dead.  Engineer  Nate  Hol- 
lister was  thrown  ihirtr  feet  from  hi', 
engine  and  was  nicked  uo  dead.  En- 
gineer Frlsbee  was  picked  up  some  dis- 
tance from  the  track  fatallv  injured 
Ben  Walters,  his  fireman,  was  terrildy 
mangled.  Shurley  and  fJonz^^alla.  fire- 
men on  No.  1,  were  fatally  injured  and 
died  after  being  removed  from  the 
wreck. 

The  four  r>ostal  clerks  on  N...  1  were 
all  found.  Thev  were  R.  O.  Mcf}ee.  W 
J.  Jones.  M.  J.  McOlade  and  Claude 
Holliday.  all  of  Kansas  City.  Holli- 
day's  legs  are  broken  and  he  is  injured 
internally.  M.  J.  McOlade  was  crushed 
and  bruised  about  the  head  and  brwiy. 
and  he  died  shortly  Iiefore  midnip'ht 
Jones'  legs  are  mashed  and  his  head  is 
badly  ctit.  McOee's  legs  are  crushed 
The  postal  clerk  on  the  fast  mail,  R.  A. 
Doran.  died  shortly  after  he  was  found: 
J.  F.  Sauer.  express  messenger,  was 
killed,  and  C.  W.  Van  Clea%-e.  brake, 
man,  is  fatally  injured.  After  a  time  s 
relief  train  arrive.l  from  Emnoria  and 
the  injured  were  soon  started  for  that 
city. 

Many  deeds  of  hemism  were  per- 
formed in  the  brief  space  that  seemed 
like  ages  to  the  men  who  were  strug- 
gling to  save  their  fellows.

Ten  People  KHIcd  and  Many   Others 
Badly  Injured. 

Emporia.  Kas..  Sept.  Ji.— One  ..f  the 
wi>rst  uf.H-ks  in  the  history  of  the  Santa 
Fe  railroad  occurred  three  miles  east 
of  here  at  about  7:30  o'clock  last  night. 
Ten  persons  were  killed  and  manv  more 
were  badly  hurt.  The  fast  mait  train 
going  east  and  the  Mexico  &  California 
express,  west-bound,  collided,  head  on. 
The  Mexico  &  California  express  was 
pulled  by  two  locomotives,  and  when 
they  struck  the  engine  drawing  the  fast 
mail,  the  boilers  of  all  three  engines 
exploded  ami  tore  a  hole  in  the  ground 
so  deei»  that  the  "smoking  car  of  the 
u-^sf-b.nind  train  went  in  on  {on  of 
three  engines  and  two  mail  ears  and 
balanced  there  without   turning  over. 

The  passengers  in  the  smoking  car 
escaped  through  the  windows.  The 
front  end  of  this  car  was  enveloped  in 
a  volume  of  stifling  smoke  and  steam, 
belching  up  fr-)m  the  wreck  below  and 
the  rear  door  \\».»  jammed  tight  in  the 
wreck  of  the  car  behind.  The  wreck 
caught  tire  from  the  engines.  The  cars 
in  the  hole  and  the  smoking  car  burned 
to  ashes  in  no  time. 

In  climbing  out  of  the  smoking  car 
several  men  fell  through  the  rifts  in 
the  wreck  below,  and  it  is  impossible 
to  tell  whether  they  escaped  or  were 
burnwl  to  death.  The  west-bound  train 
carried  seven  or  eight  coaches,  and  its 
passengers  included  manv  excursionists 
I  who  had  been  to  hear  Hon.  W.  J.  Brvan 
speak  at  the  county  fair  at  Bur- 
lintrame.

l.ut  it  cannot  be  an  unlawful  preference 
It  the  payment  is  made  out  of  the 
prc.ceeds  of  the  collateral  security  it, 
self. 

Held,  that  there  was  no  evidence  in 
this  case  that  the  payment,  sought  to 
•e  recovered  back,  was  made  with  any 
intent  to  give  a  preference  or  that  such 
payment  could  have  resulted  In  a  oref- 
erence.

Methodist     Laymen     Revolt 

Against  the   IVfinisters  and 

Want  Equal  Standing. 

Chicago,  Sept.  9.— The  Times-Herald 
says:  liebellion  has  broken  out  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church.  The  lay- 
men demand  equal  representation  with 
the  ministers  in  the  great  quadrlennial 
legislature  of  the  church.  Three  times 
have  the  ministers  voted  on  the  ques- 
tion and  defeated  it  and  the  laymen 
have  lost  patience.  The  church  will 
be  brought  face  to  face  next  week  with 
a  revolt  that  will  probably  overshadow 
the  question  of  women  delegates  in 
the  general  conference.  Representa- 
tives of  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jer- 
sey conferences  Issued  an  address  for 
the  change.  Leading  laymen  of  In- 
diana called  a  state  ccmvention  to  meet 
at  Indianapolis  next  winter  to  consider 
the  question.  A  lay  conference  repre- 
senting the  Christian  conference,  sent 
greetings  last  week  to  the  Indiana  con- 
vention and  urged  the  calling  of  a  na- 
tional convention. 

The  laymen  of  the  Central  Illinois 
conference  have  called  a  convention 
to  m.>et  at  Canton  Sept.  17,  and  that 
nrieeting  will  probably  take  action  on 
this  question.  Another  big  lay  con- 
vention will  be  held  in  Baltimore  next 
moiith.  and  If  not  forestalled  by  the 
Indianapolis  convention.  It  is  said  to 
/"if  \  '■?"  '°'"  ^  natlojjal  convention 
or  Methodist  laymen  to  make  plans  to 
taring  the  ministers  into  Une. 

Hnder  the  rules  of  the  church  each 
conference  is  entitled  to  one  ministerial 
delegate  to  the  general  conference  for 
every  forty-five  clergymen.  Each  con- 
ferenc^e  Is  entitled  to  at  least  one  lay 
delegate,  but  in  no  one  case  can  it 
have  more  than  two.  in  the  general 
conference  at  Cleveland  last  vear  15.- 
000  ministers  had  337  reprWntatives. 
vvhile  the  2  700,000  lay  members  of  the 
church  had  but  199.  in  Indiana  iU 
preachers  had  seven  representatives 
while  90,0.)0  laymen  had  btlt  two. 

Lnder  this  system  many  small  con- 
ferences has  a  disproporti.inately  large 
representation,  while  the  large  confer- 
ence that  contributes  heavily  to  the 
support  cjf  the  church  can  have  onlv 
one  lay  d^rlegate  more  than  the  small 
conference  over  in  China  or  India  that 
has  to  be  supported  by  money  sent  from 
America.  There  is  littb-  doubt  that  a 
national  convention  of  laymen  will  b-* 
held  and  it  promises  to  bring  out  manv 
of  the  most  prominent  members  of  the 
church.

high  authority.  Penaloza  has  been  in- 
troduced to  St.  Louis  as  a  member  of  an 
old  Sjianish  family,  whose  sympathies 
are  with  the  Carlist  partv.  whose  con- 
nections with  high  politics  in  Spain 
keep  them  posted  on  most  of  the  im- 
portant diplomatic  movements. 

He  said:  •'Some  time  last  September 
when  the  Cuban  question  was  so  much 
excited  in  the  Cnited  States,  even  tn 
the  point  of  furnishing  planks  to  the 
declarations  of  presidential  conven- 
tions, Senor  Canovas  Del  Castillo,  then 
premier  of  Spain,  received  assurances

Hears  are  having  a  hard  time  of  It  In 
the  wheat  jiit  now.  Just  as  they  were 
<-ongratulatlng  themselves  oh  yesterday's 
^4c  decline  in  December  wheat,  they  had 
the  moral  effect  of  even  the  slight  ad- 
vantage snatched  from  them  by  such  ito 
themi  nauseous  repetition  in  an  aggra- 
vated form  of  such  an  Important 
feature  of  the  situation  as  the  fol- 
lowing dispatch  from  Odessa  represents: 
"The  crisis  in  the  grain  tiade  in  South- 
ern Russia  has  Ijecn  enhanced  by  the  in- 
flux of  a  half  score  of  Hungarian  commis- 
sioners, who  are  purchasing  wheat  al 
any  price  at  which  they  can  obtain  it.  A 
majority  of  the  great  grain  exporceiu  are 
in  a  very  precarious  condition,  and  s\  large 
numb«r  of  smaller  hrms  have  alreauy 
collapsed.  One  large  foreign  eX|K)rt  lirm 
alone  has  lost  3,0o0.(km)  roubles  on  the  ful- 
tillment  of  contracts  made  by  it  in  ex- 
[lectatlon  that  there  would  lie  a  middling 
crop.  With  the  exception  of  barley  ail 
the  cereals  are  as  light  as  they  are  scant, 
while  the  fact  tiiat  the  government  has 
wisely  made  extraordinary  purchases  of 
grain  for  food  reserve  as  a  precaution 
against  famine  has  increased  tlus  tear." 

Such  a  state  of  affairs  as  is  there  rep- 
resenieti.  concert. Ing  the  only  resource

THE  ANTIQUITY  OF  BEDS. 
Ileds  are  unknown  among  the  an- 
cients, who  slejit  on  the  flour  or  on  a 
divan  covered  with  skins.  It  was  in 
the  middle  ages  that  beds  first  became 
common,  being  made  of  rushes,  leather 
or  straw.  It  is  supposed  that  feather 
beds  were  known  to  the  Unmans,  eljice 
men  are  reviled  l)y  one  of  the  Latin  po- 
ets for  their  luxury  in  sleeping  upon 
"feathers."  Heligobalus,  the  moat  ef- 
feminate of  the  Roman  Emperors,  pos- 
sessed an  air  cushion  and  an  air  mat- 
tress as  early  as  A.  D.  210.  In  England 
the  better  classes  i>egan  to  use  feather 
beds  for  the  first  time  during  the  reign 
of  Henry  VIII.  and  in  certain  districts 
of  Holland  and  Germany  iiedsteads  are 
still  fitted  as  they  were  then,  with  two 
feather  beds;  upon  one  the  sleeper  lies, 
the  other  being  used  for  covering.  The 
Russian  peasant  places  his  l)ed  on  the 
top  of  the  oven  for  the  sake  of  the 
warmth  given  out  by  the  fire.

FIELD  WORK  IN   BELGIUM. 

Most  of  the  field  work  In  Belgium  Is 
done  by  women  and  dogs.  You  seldom 
see  a'  man  in  the  harvest  field,  says  the 
Chicago  Record.  The  women  plow, 
plant,  reap  and  carry  the  harvest  to 
market,  with  a  dog  hitched  to  the 
wagon  in  place  of  a  horse  or  an  ox. 
The  dogs  in  Belgium  earn  their  living. 
They  are  a  mongrel  race  and  are 
trained  from  the  litter  to  haul  burdens. 
When  they  reach  their  destination  or 
stop  on  the  way  they  lie  down  under 
the  cart  and  sleep  with  an  easy  con- 
science, and  when  they  are  at  work 
they  wear  dejected  expressions,  as  If 
ihey  realized  the  difference  between 
their  fate  and  that  of  the  curs  of  a  free 
country. 

Most  of  the  beet  culture  Is  dono  by 
children,  who  keep  the  plants  free  froiii 
weeds.  The  plowing  and  the  planting 
are  done  by  their  mothers,  but  when  the 
leaves  ai>pear  above  the  surface  of  the 
soil  the  boys  and  girls  are  turned  into 
the  fields  and  take  care  of  them  until 
the  roots  are  full   grown. 


MONITMENT    OF    BRICKS.

"Washington  Star  reporter,  "that  the 
pension  office  building  is  the  largest 
brick  l>uilding  in  the  world.

He  not  only  used  bricks  ex- 
clusively for  the  building,  but  he  used 
them  in  constructing  the  stairs 
throughout  the  building.  In  the  matter 
of  stair  building  bricks  have  often  been 
used  for  the  riser,  but  the  step  has  al- 
ways been  of  iron,  wood,  slate  or  stone. 
In  the  pension  office  both  riser  and  step 
are  of  brick.  As  a  brick  building,  there- 
fore, pure  and  simple,  it  is  unique  in 
construction,  outside  of  the  fact  that 
it  the  largest  exclusively  brick  building 
In  the  world.'*

Many  are  the  eyes  that  are  turned 
daily  to  the  picture.s(|ue  statue  that 
stands  hundreds  of  feet  above  the  vill- 
age of  Georgetown,  Incased,  as  it  were. 
In  a  chiseled  vault,  and  placed  there  in 
a  most  mysterious  lacnner.  says  the 
Denver  Hepublica.-j.  With  a  silent  vigil 
it  looks  down  upon  the  busy  populace, 
a  sentinel  of  n.-is  iess  guardianship. 
Yet  how  few  of  the  many  who  look  upon 
the  fair  picture  know  of  the  legend 
connected  theroviili,  and  the  sorrowful 
tale  of  bygone  times  that  is  interwoven 
by  Indian  history  witli  it.  It  was  re- 
lated to  a  pioneer  -A  tJeojgetown  some 
thirty  odd  years  ago  by  an  old  Indian 
with  whom  he  camped  in  Middle  park. 
The  Indian's  story,  cs  near  as  the 
frontiersman,  who  slill  lives  here, 
could  remem'oer.  is  as  t(dlows: 

There  were  gathered  in  the  valley 
where  Georgetown  now  stands,  in  the 
early  part  of  the  century,  a  great  meet  • 
ing  of  the  numerous  triiies  of  Indians 
of  the  tilains  and  ii.ountains  that  had 
been  at  v.ar  as  far  Ijack  as  the  oldest 
chiefs  could  remember.  A  general  de- 
sire for  peace  had  been  shown  i»y  the 
various  tribes,  and  the  council  was  for 
that  purpose. 

The  plains  Indians  had  elected  a 
powerful  chief  of  the  Cheyennes  named 
Cornu-co-ya,  while  the  mountain  tribes 
had  for  a  leader  Tu-se-now,  noted  far 
and  wide  for  his  excellent  qualities  in 
settling  difficulties.  Tu-se-now  brought 
a  beautiful  daughter  with  him,  whose 
name  was  Tah-ki.  She  was  the  pride 
of  all  the  mountain  tribes,  and  was 
known  far  and  wide  for  her  wonderful 
beauty.  For  six  years  the  parley  lasted 
and  broke  up  in  a  row.  A  battle  was 
fought  and  won  by  Cor-nu-co-ya,  dur- 
ing which  Tu-se-now  was  killed  and 
the  l>eautiful  maiden  captured.  The 
dead  plains  Indians  were  borne  to  the 
plateau  at  the  head  of  Leavenworth 
canyon  and  buried.  A  number  of 
yo;irs-  ago  a  prospeetor  driving  a  short 
tunnel  In  from  the  banks  of  the  creek 
encountered  the  remains  of  some  of  the 
warriors  and  num<  lous  arrow  points, 
which  goes  to  verify  the  tradition. 

After  the  battle  the  maiden,  refusing 
to  become  a  slave  to  her  captor,  was 
.sentenced  to  be  burned  at  the  stake. 
This  sentence  was  duly  carried  out. 
They  not  only  burned  her  until  life  was 
extinct,  but  until  every  vestige  of  her 
l.'ocJy  was  consumed,  and  as  the  last 
small  cloud  of  ascending  smoke  left 
the  spot  of  suffering  there  was  a  ter- 
rible convulsion  of  nature.  The  moun- 
tains trembled  for  a  moment,  and  the 
whole  eastern  face  of  what  is  now  He- 
pulilican  mountain  was  hurled  into  the 
valley,  burying  every  plains  warrior 
beneath  the  mountainous  rock  nestled 
In  the  heart  of  the  town,  and  now 
known  as  Chimney  Rock,  or  Bunker 
Hill.  The  captive  mountain  prisoners, 
who  witnessed  the  cataclysm  from  a 
distant  point,  cast  their  eyes  to  the 
mountain  that  had  hurled  destruction 
upon  their  enemies,  and  in  the  face  of 
the  broken  cliff  saw  the  beautiful 
maiden  looking  down  upon  them,  and 
for  many  years  after  they  paid  annual 
visits  to  this  beautiful  valley  to  worship 
at  the  shrine  of  Taoh-ki,  the  beautiful 
Ii.dian  maiden.

The  officers  of   the  marine  corps 
have  been  noted  for  years  as  the  own- 
ers of   the  speediest   horses  owned    3r 
driven   about    Washington,     and     they 
have    been    always    prominent    in    con- 
nection   with    our   racing    associations 
and  organizations.  Naval  officers  have 
been  similarly  prominent.   It  is  differ- 
ent  with  army  officers.       Their  ambi- 
tion seems  to  be  for  nice  houses  In  the 
cities.       The    naval    officers'    ideas    all 
run    toward    the   country.    I    don't   like 
to  give  names,  but  I  could  give  dozens 
of  illustrations  to  prove  what  I  say,  if 
It  were  necessary.

SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 
There  must  be  a  wide  range  of  opinion 
as  to  just  what  hour  the  sun  sets  on 
this  coast,  if  the  sunset  guns  fired  at 
evening  time  from  Forts  Wadsworth, 
Hamilton  and  Columbus  are  to  be  re- 
garded as  authentic  heralds  of  the 
parting  day.  says  the  New  York  Jour- 
nal. 

Standing  on  the  battery  one  can  hear 
first  the  Xo-^ii  rumble  of  the  cannon  at 
Fort  Columbus,  on  Governor's  island. 
It  seems  to  take  fuse  Just  as  the  orb  of 
day  is  sinking  Jersey-way.  and  out  of 
the  puff  of  white  smoke  comes  the 
warning  that  evening  has  set  in.  The 
echo  reverberates  across  the  bay  and 
dies  muttering  its  story. 

Hut  there  is  something  worth  watch- 
ing for  about  a  minute  afterward  in  the 
direction  of  Fort  Hamilton,  on  the 
southern  point  of  Long  island.  Keep 
your  eyes  on  the  old  fort  and  presently 
another  cloud  of  curling  smoke  shoots 
from  the  porthole  and  another  booming 
roar  comes  tumbling  across  the  water 
in  recognition  of  the  daily  custom. 

Theie  is  yet  another  incident  to  come 
in  this  sunset  business,  for  far  away 
on  Staten  island,  from  the  embankment 
at  Fort  Wadsworth,  there  is  one  more 
roar  on  tap.  Keep  your  eyes  fixed  on 
the  green  mound  that  rises  above  the 
gateway  to  the  Atlantic  and  another 
puflf  of  smoke  will  mount  upward,  fol- 
lowed by  the  last  rei>ort.  and  for  many 
seconds  the  echo  crosses  ^nd  recrosses 
the  water  from  the  islands  to  the  main- 
land, after  which  the  sun  assumes  its 
unalterable  right  and  disappears. 

But  the  question  is.  which  one  of 
these  cannon  really  belches  the  signal 
at  the  right  time?  No  one  has  ever 
been  able  to  fix  the  exact  minute  on 
sunset,  although  the  government  sends 
its  official  time  to  all  three  forts  simul- 
taneously at  1»  o'clock. 

The  only  solution  possible  is  that  par- 
liamentary etiquette  is  observed,  so 
that  only  one  gun  Is  allowed  the  floor 
at  a  time.

The  visit  of  the  Duluth  Jobbers  to  the 
Michigan  copper  and  iron  districts,  in 
order  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
merchants  of  that  section  of  the  Lake 
Superior  country,  cannot  fail  to  be  pro- 
ductive of  valuable  results.  The  good 
thus  accomplished  will  be  further  in- 
creased by  the  coming  excursion  of  the 
liusiness  men  of  Houghton.  Hancock, 
Marquette.  Negaunee,  Ishpeming  and 
other  towns,  who  will  be  entertained 
by  the  Jobbers  during  their  stay  in  Du- 
luth. For  both  these  excursions  Duluth 
is  indebted  to  the  Duluth,  South  Shore 
&  Atlantic  road  which  has  shown  a 
degrree  of  enterprise  and  a  friendly  de- 
sire to  build  up  our  wholesale  trade 
which  should  be  and  no  doubt  will  be 
warmly  appreciated  by  the  citizens 
generally.

an  avenue  of  tall  kanari-trees.  lined 
with  statues,  gargoyles,  and  other  such 
rocha.  or  it  mains  of  ancient  art  to  the 
passagran,  or  government  rest-house. 

The  deep  portico     of     the     passagran 
commands  an  angle  and   two  sides  of 
the  square  temple,  and  from   the  mass  i 
of  blackened   and    bleached    stones    the 
eye    finally    arranges    and    follows    out  I 
the  broken  lines  of  the  teriaced  pyra-  I 
mid.  covered  with  such  a  wealth  of  or-  I 
.  nainent   as   no   other   one   structure   in  ■ 
I  the  world  presents.     The  first  near  view  | 
j  is  almost     disappointing.     In     the     blur  ' 
of   details   it   is   difficult   to   realize   the 
vast  proj.ortions  of  this  twelve-century 
old  structure— a  pyramid  the  base  plat- 
loj-m    of   which    is  aOO   feet   square,   th^ 
lirst   terrace   walls  are   300   feet   sriuare 
and  the  final  doine  rises  to  a  height  of 
100  feet.     Stripj.ed  of  evei-y  kindly  relief 
of    vine    and     moss,     every    gap      and 
ruined  angle  visible,     there   was  some- 
thing garish,  raw  and  almost  disordered 
at  the  first  glance,  almost  as  jarring  as 
newness,  and  the  hard  black-and-white 
effect  of  the  dark  lichens  on   the  gray 
trachyte  made  it  look  like  a  bad  photo- 
graph of  the  pile. 

The  temple  stands  on  a  broad  plat- 
form, and  rises  first  in  five  square  ter- 
races, inclosing  galleries,  or  proces- 
sional paths,  between  their  walls, 
which  are  covered  on  each  side  witli 
bas-relief  sculptures.  If  placed  in 
single  line  these  bas-reliefs  ^yould  ex- 
tend for  three  miles.  The  terrace  walls 
hold  436  niches  or  alcove  chapels,  where 
life-size  Buddhas  sit  serene  upon  lotus 
cushions.  Staircases  ascend  in  straight 
lines  from  each  of  the  four  sides,  pass- 
ing under  stepped  or  pointed  arches,  the 
keystones  of  which  are  elaborately 
carved  masks,  and  rows  of  sockets  in 
the  jambs  show  where  tvood  or  metal 
doors  once  swung. 

Above  the  square  terraces  are  three 
circular    terraces,     where      s\enty-two 
latticed     dagobas     (reliquaries     iii     the 
shape  of  the  calyx  or  bud  of  the  lotu.s) 
inclose  each   a  seated   image,   seventv- 
two   more    Buddhas    sitting     in     these 
inner,  upper  circles  of  Nirvana,  facing  a 
great  dagoba.  or  final  cupola,  the  exact 
function  or  purpose  of  which  as  key  to 
the   whole  structure  is  still   the  puzzle 
of  archaeologists.     This   final   shrine  i.s 
fifty  feet  in  diameter,  and  either  cov- 
ered a  relic  of  Buddha,  or  a  central  well 
where  the  ashes  of  priests  and  princes 
were  deposited,  or  Is  a  form  surviving 
from    the    tree-temples    of    the    earliest 
primitive     East     when    nature-worship 
prevailed.     The  English  engineers  made 
an   opening   in    the    solid    exterior,    and 
found  an  unfinished  statue  of  liuddha 
on    a   platform    over   a   deep   well-hole, 
and  its  head,  half  buried  in  debris,  still 
smiles  upon  one  from  the  deep  cavern. 
A  staircase  has  been  constructed  to  the 
sumtnft    of    this    dagoba,    and    from    it 
one  looks  down  upon  the  whole  struc- 
ture as  on  a  ground-plan  drawing,  and 
out  over    finely    cultivated    fields    and 
thick   palm-groves    to     the     matchless 
peaks  and  the  nearer  hills  that  inclose 
this  fertile  valley  of  the  Boro  Boedor— 
"the  very  finest  view  I  ever  saw,"  wrote 
Marianne  North. 

Three-fourths  of  the  terrace  chapels 
and  the  upper  dagobas  have  crumbled; 
hundreds  of  statues  are  headless,  arm- 
less, overturned,  missing:  tees,  or 
flnials.  are  gone  from  the  bell-roofs; 
terrace  walls  bulge,  lean  outward,  and 
have  fallen  in  long  stretches;  and  the 
circular  platform.s  and  the  processional 
paths  undulate  as  if  earthquake-waves 
were  at  the  moment  rocking  the  mars. 
No  cement  was  used  to  hold  the  fitted 
stones  together,  and  other  Hindu  pe- 
culiarities of  construction  are  the  en- 
tire absence  of  a  column,  a  pillar,  or  an 
arch.    Vegetation  wrought    great    ruin 
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Septembor  13th  and  14-th.

fore the  bill  went  into  effect  intro- 
duced the  clause  providing  that  it 
should  not  become  operative  until 
adopted  by  the  i  ounty  commissioners 
of  the  counties  to  v.hlch  it  applied.  The 
commissiomis  had.  under  this  pro- 
vision, until  Aug.  1  to  adopt  the  bill, 
ample  time  to  enal>le  them  to  e.xamine 
it.  I  beleieve  they  ilid  go  over  it.  I  have 
been  told  that  their  attorney.  Mr. 
Phel|is.  did  go  over  the  bill  carefully, 
and  that  he  advised  them  that  it  was  a 
good  bill.  If  thcT-e  was  any  <loubt  iti 
Mr.  Halden's  r::ind  then,  wh.v  did  he  not 
•  onimunicat"  this  doubt  to  th"  comtnis- 
sioniis?  There  was  no  necessity  of 
their  being  in  such  a  hurry  and  adopt- 
ing the  bill  at  the  time  they  did." 

Mr.  Schmidt  went  on  to  say  that  if 
there  was  any  "railroading'  done  in 
connection  with  the  bill  it  was  here  and 
not  in  St.  Paul. 

"Mr.  Halden's  intimation  that  the  bill 
was  sneaked  through  is  sufficiently  re- 
futed by  a  statement  of  the  record  of 
this  bill."  said  he.  "It  was.  as  1  said, 
received  by  me  Feb.  11.  From  thf>n 
until  March  IS  it  was  under  discussion. 
Itoth  here  and  by  representatives  in  St. 
Paul  of  Duluth's  interests.  On  March 
IS  1  introdu<'ed  it  in  the  house.  It  was 
referred  to  the  eomndttee  on  taxation, 
and  was  reported  back  by  that  commit- 
tee March  20  for  passag.'.  From  March 
2(j  to  April  l.""t  it  was  daily  on  the  cal- 
endar. On  April  1".  it  passed  the  house, 
and  on  April  U»  the  senate  passed  it." 

Representative  Lnyliourn  was 

wrought  up  over  Mr.  Halden's  letter. 
The  letter  itself  he  termed  ill-advised, 
and  the  conclusions  drawn  by  Mr.  Hal- 
den. both  as  to  the  effect  of  the  bill  and 
tile  motives  for  its  introduction. unjusti- 
fied. The  animus  of  the  letter  is  not. 
Air.  Laybourn  said,  to  be  found  in  a 
ilesire  to  cimserve  public  interests,  hut 
in  Mr.  Halden's  itching  to  get  even  with 
the  representatives  of  St.  Louis  county 
for  not  having  favored  Mr.  Halden's 
pet  l>ill  extending  his  term  of  office  two 
years.  Another  thing  that  rubbed  Mr. 
Halden's  fur  the  wrong  way,  according 
to  Mr.  Laybourn,  was  the  bill  directing 
that  fees  for  tax  certificates  be  turned 
over  to  the  county,  thus  cutting  Mr. 
Halden  out  of  a  source  of  income. 

City  Attorney  Richards  .said  that  if 
-Vlr.  Halden's  conclusions  are  correct, 
then  steps  could  not  be  taken  too 
<iui -kly  to  render  it  inoperative,  should 
that  be  possilde.  The  men  concerned 
in  the  conception  of  that  bill,  who  have 
been  posing  as  guardians  of  the  people's 
interests,  had  better  take  a  back  sea! 
hereafter.  If  the  bill  is  as  bad  as  is 
claimed  by  Mr.  Halden,  concluded  M'v 
Uii  hards. 


MISS  SHEPARD'S  CONCERT. 

Tine  Program   Is   Heard   By  a  Large 
Audience. 

At  Turner  hall  last  rught  a  large  and 
very  appreciative  audience  heard  a 
\try  charming  concert  arranged  by 
Miss  La  Burtte  Shepard,  who  was  as- 
sisted by  several  well  known  local  mu- 
sicians. The  program  was  not  a  long 
on/-,  but  it  was  delightful  from  start  to 
finish,  and  there  was  not  a  single  num- 
ber upon  it  that  was  not  warmly  greet- 
ed by  the  audience  and  that  did  not  de- 
serve all  the  warmth  it  received.

His  lingering  is  brilliant  and 
correct,  his  expression  is  pleasing  and 
he  displays  a  good  deal  of  power  and 
force. 

Miss  Shepard  was  on  the  program 
for  two  numbers,  the  first  three  selec- 
tions from  Schubert,  S(  hutt  and  Mac- 
Dowell  and  the  second  Chopin's  entire 
concert  in  E  minor.  The  Schubert  s:e- 
lection  was  a  bright  and  sparkling 
Menuetto  in  B  minor,  the  Schutt  num- 
ber v.as  his  dreamy  "Canzimetta,"  and 
the  composition  by  MacDowell  was  an 
eerie  "Witches'  Dance."  These  vary- 
ing themes  were  all  performed  with 
e(|ual  giace  of  expression,  sureness  of 
execution  and  an  abundance  of  power 
and  sympathy.  Miss  Shepard  was 
warmly  received  in  each  number.  The 
concerto,  which  is  a  long  and  difficult 
selection,  was  aided  not  a  little  by 
Mrs.  John  Loman's  performance  of  the 
orchestral  accompaniment  on  a  second 
piano.

A  libelous  statement  in  rt-gard  to  the 
financial  condition  of  the  city  of  Duluth 
was  given  publicity  :ind  was  telegraphed 
all  over  the  country  by  tlie  Associated 
Press.  Said  llbelou.s  :  tatement.  which  is 
fal.se  in  a  great  many  pjirlkulars.  has 
gre.itly  harmed  ami  Injured  the  city's 
crt-dli,  and  those  that  have  aided  in  cir- 
I'Ul.-itlng  said  statement,  unle.?:;  proper 
retractions  are  made,  will  be  prosecuted 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

I  will  lake  it  for  granted  that  the  As.^o- 
clated  Press  had  no  intention  of  doing  any 
injustice  to  the  city,  and  therefore  1  re- 
ciuest  that  you  will  give  the  same  pub- 
licity to  a  denial  of  said  libelous  and  false 
statement  that  you  did  In  circulating  it. 

The  facts  are  thest:  The  city  has  ad- 
vanced during  the  last  four  .veai-s  over 
*l,(>'J<J,iX)0  on  street  improvement  certifi- 
cates on  which  default  was  made  by  own- 
ers of  property.  The.se  certificates  are  a 
first  lien  on  all  the'property  against  which 
they  were  issued,  la  addition  to  these 
lar^e  advances  made  by  the  city,  the  re- 
ceipt of  general  taxes  has  largely  fallen 
off.  Under  these  circumstances  It  became 
Incumbent  on  me  to  reduce  the  running 
expenses  to  meet  the  financial  condition. 
The  reductions  made  in  the  different  de- 
partments amount  in  the  aggregate  from 
.vjr.,0OO  to  J4n.OUO  per  annum.  At  the  same 
time  we  have  mabitained  efficiency  in 
all   departments. 

Cities,  like  Individuals,  must  shape  their 
affairs  to  meet  the  condition  of  the  times. 
If  the  citv  of  Duluth  had  one-half  of  the 
money  advanced,  and  whtcn  is  perfectly 
secured  as  above  stated,  wc  would  be 
easv  financially.  I  make  the  assertion 
without  fear  of  contradiction  ihnt  the  city 
of  Diduth  is  as  well  "ff  financially  as  any 
Western  city,  and  that  there  Is  not  the 
least  fear  of  failure  to  meet  its  obliga- 
tions as  promptly  in  the  future  as  it 
has  in  the  past.  ^  cry  respectfully  yours, 
HENRY  TttUELSEN.

Will  Probably   Never   Be   an   Accom- 
plished fact. 

Financial  and  commercial  interests  be- 
tween this  country  and  European  leading 
centers  have  received  a  final  set  back  in  a 
most  important  direction,  that  of  using 
the  telephone  between  New  York  and  the 
commercial  ctni»-rs  of  Europe,  says  the 
New    York  Journal. 

Almost  from  the  moment  the  telephone 
service  came  in  general  use  bankers  and 
brokers  clapped  tluir  hands  with  delight. 
They  thought  that  they  saw  at  no  distant 
period  the  establishment  of  trans-Atlant- 
ic telephone  .sy.stem  by  which  thev  could 
communicate  with  their  agents  abroad, 
and  .so  annihilate  time  and  distance  that 
transactions  cjn  the  exchanges  or  bourses 
would  be  but  the  matter  of  a  few  minutes. 

It  w;is  concedwl  to  a  grt-at  «>.\teiU  that 
the  tremendous  i-osl  cjf  a  c-alile  across  the 
Atlantic,  with  the  imc  eri:ilnty  of  the  hu- 
man voice  being  able  lo  reai-h" distances  of 
aiiOO  or  am  miles,  would  deter  capitalists 
from  subscribing  to  the  hazardous  under- 
taking. Scientists  were  consulnil.  and 
after  a  careful  study  of  the  ciuestloii  It 
was  agreed  that  there  was  a  bare-  jiossi- 
blUty  of  using  the  Atlantic-  and  other  ca- 
bles, and  thus  reducing  the  outlay  of  cap- 
ital. 

"Would  It  be  possible  to  use  the  At- 
lantic cables  as  a  telephone  medium  with- 
out interfering  with  the  regular  work  of 
the  cable,"  was  the  momentous  ciuestion 
the  scientists  had  to  deal  with.  The  fact 
that  telegraph  companies  daily  work  a 
(luadruplex  system,  by  which  eight  tele- 
graph operators  were  on  the  one  wire  at 
once,  four  at  either  end,  nourished  the  be- 
lief that  after  all,  through  some  yet  un- 
discovered land  connections,  business 
men  would  be  able  to  chat  with  each 
other  without  in  any  way  disturbing  the 
delicate  signals  constantly  passing  to 
and  fro  on  the  cable. 

The  most  exiiert  electricians  through- 
out the  world  look  the  matter  in  hand, 
but  after  years  of  unceasing  study  have 
decided  lo  abandon  the  project.  The  cajjle 
ccjinpanies  threw  no  obstacles  in  the  way 
of  the  scientists;  on  the  contrar.v.  they 
encouraged  them.  The  scheme,  so  far 
reaching  and  beneficial  to  the  business 
world,  was  kept  as  c|uiei  as  possible,  bin 
now  that  there  does  not  seem  the  least 
liosslbility  of  carrying  it  out  the  secrecy 
has  been  abandoned. 

eGorge  G.  Ward,  vice  president  of  the 
Postal  Telegraph  comjiany,  was  asketl 
yesterday  if  there  w.is  any  possibility 
if  using  c.'ibles  for  telegraphic  and  tele- 
lihonic  purposes  at  one  and  the  same  time. 
He  promptly  answc'red:  "I  am  afraid  not. 
In  tact.  1  know  that  such  a  thing  is  im- 
possible. Such  an  ide:-.  has  been  enter- 
tained for  a  long  time,  but  electricians 
have  been  compelled   to  abandon  it. 

•'It  has  been  argued  thai  if  the  neces- 
sary connections  could  be  made,  so  thai 
the  regular  cable  service  would  not  bt* 
interfered  with,  the  transmission  of  thi- 
human  voice  would  be  no  obstacle.  Inas- 
iTiuch  as  the  cable,  being  submerged. 
W4>uld  be  free  of  all  noises. 

"The  whole  thing,  after  long  study,  has 
been  abandoned.  A  noted  European  elec- 
trical expert,  who  has  given  the  matter 
his  attention  for  years,  says  that  it  can't 
be  done,  and  he  adds  that  if  you  coulcl 
talk  tc!  jieo|ili'  in  London.  Paris.  Herlin  co- 
st. Petersburg,  you  would  have  lo  use  a 
transmitter  as  big  as  a  barrel.  There  is 
still  another  in.-urmoiintable  barrier  in 
the  wav  of  trans-Atlantic  telephene  .serv- 
ice. Take,  for  insiaiice.  your  long-dis- 
lanfo  telephone  service  as  it  stands  lodaj-. 
Look  what  it  costs.  Now,  then,  what 
would  it  cost.  evc*n  based  on  the  same 
lines,  to  tele-phone  to  any  of  the  great 
commercl;>l  cities  of  Europe.  Just  think 
of  being  asked  to  pay  S50  or  JCO  a  minute. 
Where  is  the  business  man  who  could 
afford  such  an  expenditure?  Then,  again, 
look  at  the  millions  of  peo|)le  who  never 
use  the  telephone  at  all.  It  costs  money 
U)  manufacture  and  lay  cables  and  to 
use  one  for  telephone  service  alone  would 
never  pay. "

tory.  It  is  located  thirty-two  miles' 
mmthwest   of  here   on   Shoal    lake   and

Woods  and  the  other  in  the  Seine  IJiver 
district.  Quite  a  roar  went  up  from 
several  diivctions  over  the  fieal.  but 
the  two  tracts  hardly  make  a  spot  on 
the  map,  so  great  is  the  amotint  of 
public  land  in  Algonm.  A  few  weeks 
ago  a  large  numlier  of  skilled  prospec- 
tors were  employeii  and  set  to  work 
prospecting  these  tracts.  The  work  is 
Ijeing  thoroughly  done,  and  will  oc- 
cupy a  louple  of  years.  Some  good 
finds  have  already  been  made,  and  it  is 
not  unreasonable  to  feel  that  each  one 
will  be  develojied  with  all  the  speed 
and  skill  that  a  strong  Knglish  syndi- 
cate possesses. 

When   I   came   to   the     Lake     of     th  • 
Woods    district    in   April.    Kat    Portage 
was   packed   with   people,   and  all   were 
expectantly    looking   for   such    a    boom 
as    was   seen    in    South    Africa.    Hritish 
Columbia  and  Cripple  Creek.     At   that  I 
time  1  wrote  The  Herald  that  no  boom  I 
nee<i  be  lonked  for  this  year   and  prob- 
ably   not    f,,r    several    years,    but    that 
«  hen  it  did.  it  would  be  a  world  beater. 
I  still  believe  that,  and  up  t<)  date  events 
and   conditions    li.-ar   out    n\y    observii  • 
tlons. 

Some  l.»>ke<l  for  the  mining  conven- 
tion in  June  to  bring  in  crowds  of  cap- 
italists and  purchasers,  but  again  dis- 
appc-iintment  spread  her  dark  wings 
over  the  district.  That  convention  was 
of  untobl  l>enefU.  however.  It  brought 
numerous  exMits.  many  of  whom  are 
here  yet.  or  will  surely  be  back  here. 
They  were  astounded  at  what  I  hey  saw, 
and.  as  a  rule.  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  nothing  i>ut  the  most  favorable  re- 
ports   will    lie   made   by    most    of   them. 


the    property    now    embraces    over    :5tM>| ''^^^^^   means  increased  capital  and  de 
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acres.     Less   than   two  years   ago,  U  I 
mistake   not.   an   Indian   brought   some 
specimens    of    gold    liearlng    rock    into 
Hat  Portage.     Col.   Bunn,   of  the  Hud- 
son Bay  company,  and  Dr.  Scovil.  both 
of  this  town,  made  a  deal  with  the  dis- 
coverer, surveyed  the  land  and  secured 
a   patent   from    the   government.    Seve- 
ral  different  experts   were  sent   to  ex- 
amine  It    and    everyone    made   an    ad- 
verse report,  saying  that  the  property 
was    without    merit.      One    man,    how- 
ever,  did   not   agree   with   the  experts. 
and  he  was  R.  H.  .\hn,  a  bright,  clever, 
self-reliant    Kngllshman,    with    experi- 
enc-e  In  some  of  the  best  mining  camps 
itn  the  world.     He  staked  his  judgment 
and  reputation  on  the  property  and  pro- 
ceeded  to  seek  a  purchaser. 

Right  here  let  me  remark,  that  many 
of  the  l»est  properties  in  Western  On- 
tario have  been  ctmdemned  by  experts 
from  one  to  half  a  dozen  times  before 
some  lucky  person  has  shown  faith, 
eonftdence  and  self-reliance  enough  to 
prove   otherwise. 

In  his  efforts  to  sell  the  Mikado.  Mr. 
.\hn  come  into  correspondence  with  the 
South    African    General     Development 
syndicate,    limited,    of    London.     Eng- 
land. v--ith  the  result   that,  a  year  ago 
la.st  June.  Col.  Engledue.  the  chairman 
of  the  company,    was  deputed    to  visit 
the  I.^ke  of  the  Woods  district  and  In- 
spect the  property.     He  arrived  on  the 
scene   and    found    a    well    defined    vein 
six   to  eight   feet   wide  that    had    been 
stripped   for  a   length   of  liW   feet   and 
opened  on  by  test  pits  for  three  times 
that  distance.    His  men  tested  the  vein 
with  heavy  i>lasts.  enaVding  him  to  get 
fair  average  samples  of  the  ore.  Messrs. 
Bunn   and  Scovil,   however,   remember- 
ing the  several  adverse  reports  of  the 
exp«^ris.    fairly     shook    in   their   shoes. 
."o  fearful  were  they  that  some  unlucky 
idast  would  Jdow  out  the  vein  and  thus 
.spoil  the  sale. 

Assays  of  the  ore  specimens  were 
secured  In  Toronto  by  Col.  Engledue 
with  the  result  of  an  average  showing 
«f  four  and  a  half  ounces  per  ton— In 
the  neighborhood  of  190.  The  deal  was 
ekwed  and  $25,000  paid  for  the  property. 
Out  of  that  sum,  Messrs.  Bunn  and 
Scovil  secured  not  over  J10,000.  the  rest 
ffoing  to  those  who  so  pluckily  stood  by 
the  property  and  brought  negotiations 
to  a  successful  close. 

As  I  stood  on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of 
the  window   in   which  reposed  the  gold 
bricks  last  Saturday.  Mr.  Bunn  passed 
by.      Several    jubilant     Rat    Portagers 
hilariously  called   his   attention   to   the 
yellow    bricks.      He   never   smiled,    but 
IfKJk^d  sad  and  sheepish.     He  thought 
of  w  hat  he  missed  when  he  so  anxiouis- 
ly    and    svccessfully    worked    off    onto 
Col.    Engledue   what   he  supposed   was 
a  sort  of  Indiana  "gold  brick." 
A  GOOD  BARGAIX. 
After    the    purchase    was    completed. 
Col.  Engledue  chuckled  and  patted  him- 
Helf  on  the  back  over  the  good  deal  he 
felt   he   had   made.     His  company  had. 
with    one    exception,    operated    in    the 
South  African  gold  fields  with  fearfully 
poor   success.     A   cool    million   of  dol- 
lars  was   lost    then.     Col.    Engledue   In 
a  report  to  his  company  stated  that  he 
was  confident  that  the  Mikado  proper- 
ty  alone    would    recompense    the   com- 
pany   for    every    dollar    lost      in      the 
Transvaal.     The    next    thing   was    the 
organization  of  the  Mikado  Gold   Min- 
ing_  company   with   a   capital   stock    of 
eio.OOO  in   £1  shares.    A  manager  wa«* 
placed  in  charge  and  development  com- 
menced.    A   year  ago  the  19th   of  last 
month,  114  tons  of  ore  from  the  prop- 
erty were  run  through  the  Rat  Portage 
reduction  works,   producing  417  ounces 
of  gold  or  3.6.5  ounces  per  ton.     A  few 
dgys-  later,  twenty-two  additional  tons 
yielded   eleven   ounces   of   gold   or   live 
ounces  per  ton.    The  total  value  of  the 
product  of  those  two  runs  was  $7512.    A 
third  mill  test  later,  of  144  tons  of  ore,

velopment.     Then   the  papers  read  and 
discussed  showed  local  prospect  holders 
that  enough  development  work  had  not 
Iteen  done  here  yet.  and  that  the  proper 
way  to  sell  a  claim  was  to  develop  and 
show   it    ui>.     Many   have     acted     u[M>n 
those   lines,   and   this  sutnmer  has  seen 
n»ore      practical    develoj.ment      almost 
than  all  previous  years  combined. 
PROM ISLVG  COXDITIO.VS. 
Things  are  quiet  here,  and  some  peo- 
ple of  limited  means  and  great  expecta- 
tions  are   getting    weary,    but    I    never 
saw  a  more  hopeful,  promising,  healthv 
condition  of  things  In  my  life  than  there 
is  right  in  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  dis- 
trict.    I    have   avoided    enthusiasm     as 
much  as  possible  in  the  past,  but  I  am 
going  to  let  loose  a  little  here    for  I  am 
warranted  in  doing    so.     I     have    only 
been  here  a  few  days  this  time,     and  I 
have   not   discovered   all   the   favorable 
signs  and  Indications  as  yet.  either. 

.\8  stated,  the  Mikado  now  has  twenty 
stamps  ready  for  business.  Before 
Oct.  1  the  Sultana  will  do  away  with 
the  ten  old  stamps  and  have  thirtv  new 
ones  pounding  away  on  Its  splendid 
quartz.  The  Regina  shaft  is  in  better 
ore  than  ever,  and  the  company  has  de- 
cided to  throw  out  the  ten  stamps  now 
in  operation  and  put  in  a  modern  mill 
with  forty  stamps. 

Development  is  in  progress  at  the 
famous  Scramble  property.  Mr.  Part- 
ridge has  just  gone  F:a»t,  and  indica- 
tions are  that  in  a  few  months  forty 
stamps  will  Ije  at  work  on  that  rich 
ore,  only  eight  mi.'es  from  town. 

While  development  work  has  been 
suspended  on  the  Mandarin,  in  the 
Scramble  group,  there  are  bright  pros- 
pects that  work  will  be  resumed  on  the 
Sweden  mine  l>y  the  Winnipeg  syndi- 
cate in  co/itrol. 

The  Gold  Hill  company  is  doing  im- 
portant work,  and  Barnes  &  Cpton  are 
making  things  count  at  the  Triumph 
property.  J.  Burely  Smith  has  things 
in  splendid  progress  at  the  Yum  Yum. 
He  has  purchased  a  tug  and  scows  and 
in  a  few  weeks  will  be  ready  to  deliver 
ore  to  the  new  reduction  works.  I  have 
not  space  to  further  enumerate,  but  at 
every  turn  all  over  the  district  dyna- 
mite explosions,  cargoes  of  machinery 
and  supplies  and  busy  workmen  are 
more  numerous  than  ever  before. 

Speaking  of  J.  Burley  Smith  cmpels 
me  to  tell  of  his  plans  in  Bald  Indian 
bay.  eight  miles  from  here.  Mr.  Smith 
Is  one  of  the  keenest,  shrewdest,  most 
hustling  men  in  the  district.  He  is  an 
English  mining  man  of  marked  ability. 
He  IS  a  warm  advocate  of  the  diamond 
drill  in  preliminary  work,  and  is  a  rec- 
ognized expert  in  its  use.  Last  winter 
the  Burley  Gold  Mining  company,  uf 
Ottawa.  Ltd.,  of  which  Mr.  Smith  Is  the 
manager,  secured  a  considerable  tract 
in  the  lake,  opposite  the  Sultana  mine, 
in  Bald  Indian  bay.  It  carries  the  Sul-i 
tana  lode,  in  fact,  and  a  hard  fight  was 
had  )>efore  title  to  the  property  was  se- 
cured. •-       '  A 

During  the  winter  Mr.  Smith  oper- 
ated his  diamond  drill  on  the  Ice  He 
traced  the  vein  for  a  long  distance 
foiind  that  It  was  twenty-four  feet 
wide  and  of  great  depth.  And  now  he 
is  ready  to  develop  it  and  to  do  so  will 
carry  on  one  of  the  most  interesting 
and  novel  works  ever  known  in  this 
country.  Already  Mr.  Smith  has  com- 
menced operations.  He  Is  constructing 
cribs  and  will  sink  them  In  the  open 
water  several  fathoms  deep.  He  then 
will  put  in  a  .steel  caisson  and  sink  a 
shaft.  The  machinery  already  has 
been  ordered,  a  3-drill  plant,  hoisting' 
apparatus  and  heavy  centrifugal 
sinking  pumps  with  a  capacity  of  1800 
gallons  of  water  a  minute. 

The  i.ing  bore"  system  will  bo  em- 
ployed in  sinking  the  shaft.  That  Is 
a  large  number  of  holes  will  be  l>oreci 
to  a  considerable  depth  and  filled  with 

the  shaft  the  sand  will  be  pumped  out 
oj  me  noiert  lo  the  depin  that  It  is  de- 
.sired  to  put  down  a  charge.  Then  the 
dytiamite  will  be  exploded,  the  loosened 
rock  taken  out  and  the  steel  casing  in- 
side the  shaft  be  sunk  Just  that  much 


employed  In  the  work  on  "Hell  Gate 
reef"  at  the  entrance  to  New  York 
harbor. 

NEW   REDUCTION    WORKS. 
But  one  of  the  greatest  gains  of  this 
season  will  be  the  new  reduc-tlon  works 
of  the  Ottawa  Gold  Milling  and  Mining 
company    at     Keewatin.     three      miles 
from  here.      Last  spring  this  company, 
which    contains    some    of    the     richest 
pockets    and    shrewdest    minds    in      all 
Canada,  secured   the  old   Dick  &    Ban- 
ning water  power  and   jwrfected   plans 
for  the  new  works.       It  is  to  be  a  cus- 
tom mill  where  a  man  can  see  his  ore 
delivered  and  weighed  at  the  works  and 
forty-eight  hours  later  get  a  cheek  for 
it.       The  company  will   have  a  ticket   of 
tugs  and  barges  and  will  take  a  man's 
ore  off  the  dum|i  and  tow  it  to  the  mill. 
He   will    not    need   capital   for  machin- 
ery and  from  development  and  the  sale 
of  ore  can   secure   money  for  develop- 
ment.      In  some  cases   1   do  not   know 
but  that  the  milling  company  will  ad- 
vance money  for  mining  operations. 

At  present  seevral  scows  have  been 
completed  and  100  men  are  at  work  on 
the  water  power,  framing  mill  timbers, 
blasting  out  rock  and  laying  foundation 
walls.  1  called  upon  Frederick  Sny- 
der, who  has  charge  of  operations.  He 
came  here  from  i'olorado  in  June  and 
milling  machinery  is  his  specialty. 
Said  he: 

'VVe  exiKct  to  be  in  the  market  for 
ore  c »( t.  1.  In  six  wcn-ks  we  hope  to 
have  the  plant  in  operation.  Our  ma- 
ebinery  Is  all  completed,  awaiting  or- 
ders for  shipment.  It  has  all  been  de- 
.«<igned  and  made  to  order  especially 
for  us.  There  is  as  much  dilTerence 
between  It  and  the  ordinary  milling 
plant  as  between  a  tailor  ma<le  and  a 
rejuly  made  suit  of  clothes.  It  will  be 
upon  the  whole,  heavier  and  will  havi* 
all  the  latest  improvements  and  fea- 
tures, but  will  not  be  experimental  In 
any  respect. 

"The  stamp  mill  building  will  have  a 
capacity    for    sixty    stamps,    but    only 
twenty    will   be   put    in   place   this    fall 
Ore  will   be  brought   in   by  liarges,   run 
to    the    buildings    where    it      will        be 
crushed,  stamped,   weighed  and  milled 
t»ur  storage  capacity  will  be  very  large 
and  We  will  have  bins  for  different  ore 
and  while  a  customer  will  get  his  check 
within   forty-eight   hours  after  the  ore 
has  been  deiivere.i.  sampled  and  tested, 
we    may    not    run    it    thiough    for   sev- 
eral   Weeks.        Our    .sampling    wiir  be 
done  by  machinery  and  will  be  as  near 
perfect  and  c«orrect  as  jtosslble  for  hu- 
man skill  and  care  to  obtain.   We   will 
even   be  able  to  deduct   the  amount   of 
moisture   per   ton,   so   that    a   man    will 
not  have  to  pay  for  milling  water.  We 
figure  that  it  will  cost  from  50  cents  to 
$1  a  ton  to  barge  in  ore. 

"We  also  shall  put  in  a  first  class  as- 
say department  and  shall  check  against 
the  best  assajers  in  the  country  and 
shall  solicit  patronage  for  that  branch 
of  our  business.  Next  spring  we  will 
tiut  in  a  chlorlnatlon  plant." 

Knowing  as  I  do  the  solidity  of  this 
enterprise  and  .Mr.  Snyder's  great  abil- 
ity. I  cannot  estimate  the  great  bene- 
fit this  new  enterprise  will  be  to  thit 
district.  It  means  more  than  the  resi- 
dents here  realize  for  it  will  be  as  pcr- 
tect  and  complete  as  anv  i>lant  in  the 
u  iir?fi. 

SALES  BEING  MADE. 
There  are  some  sales  going  on  all  tlie 
time.  too.  A.  II.  Ahn  said  to  me  last 
i>aturday:  "English  capital  is  waking 
up  and  taking  hold  more  promptly 
than  with  your  people  in  Duluth  and 
other  American  cities.  I  was  in  cor- 
respondence several  weeks  recently 
with  a  Duluth  man,  l)ut  he  never  got 
ready  to  take  hold.  1  got  a  request 
from  England  for  a  list  of  prospects 
and  sent  it  on.  Very  soon  I  receiveu  a 
cablegram  saying  that  the  entire  lot 
would  be  taken." 

I  want  to  say  for  the  information  of 
The  Herald's  readers  that  mining  nun 
are  a  little  disappointed  in  some  of  itie 
Duluthians  who  come  over  here.      Thn- 
say  that  a  certain  class  of  men  c-ome 
In   with  little  or  no  knowledge  of  min-- 
Ing.     bring    no    experts,     employ    none 
here,    will    not    accept    the   opinions    of 
those   here  or   elsewhere   employed    i)y 
others;    they   allow   prospect   and   mine 
holders   to  spend    time  and    money     in 
showing   them   around,   demand   some- 
thing exceptionally  good  and  then,  if  it 
Is  shown  them,  either  condemn  and  re- 
ject  It  or  else  want   it  for  less  nton.'y 
and    better   terms   than    something     «."f 
small   or   questionable   merit.       Failing 
In  getting  something  for  nothing,  they 
return   to  Duluth  and   that   ends  their 
operations    In    gold    mining.        I    don  t 
know  whether  idle  curiosity  or  lack  of 
money  is  the  cause. 

When  I  came  here  last  spring  I  spent 
much  breath  In  telling  what  hustle-s 
and  nervy  men  we  had  in  Duluth  and 
the  people  here  expected  great  things 
from  every  Duluthlan  that  appeared. 
Now  I  am  accused  of  over-j.alntlng 
things  and  I  don't  enjoy  that,  for  I 
did  not  give  real,  genuine  Duluthians 
too  much  credit.  A  real  Hon  never  be- 
comes  a  lamb  and  I  praised  the  lions 
The  trouble  Is  too  few  of  them  have 
come  Into  this  district.  In  the  Seine 
river  Duluth  men  are  a  part  of  the 
backbone. 

The  Twin  City  fellows,  by  the  way 
the  past  two  months,  seem  to  be  hvak- 
Ing  up  to  the  fact  that  these  fields  have 
great  merit  and  are  looking  here  rather 
than  to  Klondike. 

Such  Duluthians  as  Upton  &  Barnes 
Capt.  Triggs  and  Clinton  Markell  all' 
men  of  experience,  stand  high  here  and 
are  much  respected  and  desired.  It  i«. 
the  tritlers  that  are  criticised. 

But  I  was  talking  about  sales.  Some 
weeks  ago  Cameron  island  was  sold  for 
$1..,(W0  by  Billy  Cameron,  of  the  Queen's 
hotel,    and   all    the    boys   rejoice    in    his 
good  fortune.      There  now  is  a  deal  cm 
for   the   Ophir.   one  o   fthe  oldest   and 
richest    properties   in   all    Western   On- 
tario.    Wiyiam    MacKenzle.    the    str-'^t 
railway  magnate  of  Toronto  and  Win- 
nipeg  and    the    head    of   the    Dauphin 
Manitoba,  railway,  as  well  as  the  pros- 
pective   Ontario    &    Rainy    River    rail- 
way,  is  the  probable   purchaser   if  the 
twenty  joint  interests  can   be  brought 
to    the   same    mind.       The   price     now 
fixed  is  $80,000. 

The  Black  Sturgeon  property  is  un- 
der option  to  Charles  E.  Cheney  of  De- 
troit. Mich.,  for  $25,000— one-hal'f  down 
and  the  remainder  In  three  months.

A  company  of  Winnipeg  men  organ- 
ized the  Black  Sturgeon   Mining  com- 
pany and  took  this  property  at  $20,000 
Hugh  John  MacDonald,  a  son  of  old  Sir 
John,   and  now  a  prominent  Manitoba 
politician,    was    president.       A    Winnl- 
peger  named  Nichols  was  secretary    A 
prominent  promoter  named    Beck   was 
another    member.       A   big   office    was 
opened    in    Winnipeg   and    one   in    Rat 
Portage,  with  N.  C.  Westerfleld.  of  St 
Paul  a-nd  Minneapolis,  in  charge       He 
was   also    manager   of    the     conipany 
Stock   was  was  placed   on   the  mark'-t 
and  a   big  flourish  of     trumpets     was 
made.       It   was   voted   to   place  $50  000 
worth  of  stock  in  a  broker's  hands'  to 
sell    In    Duluth.       The   promoters    sub- 
scribed  for  a  large  number  of  shares 
and  everything  was  easy. 

But  too  many  of  the  founders  of  the 
company  were  men  used  to  lending  the 
influence  of  their  names  or  their  wits 
instead,  of  putting  up  cash.

An  Instrument    Which   Photographs 
Records  of  Phonographs. 

The  photography  of  the  record  made 
by  the  phonograph  Is  just  now  attract- 
Ing  no  little  attention  in  the  scientific 
world.  Sound  waves  have  been  pic- 
tured, as  have  the  emanations  of  elec- 
tricity from  the  human  body,  but  to 
photograph  each  distinct  vibration,  no 
matter  how  slight,  rises  almost  to  the 
marvelous.  The  experiments  which 
have  resulted  so  successfully  really  date 
from  the  days  of  the  inveruor,  Thomas 
Young,  although  apparently  they  go 
back  lo  1875,  the  date  of  the  invention 
of  the  phonograph,  says  the  Philadel- 
phia Times. 

The  first  impressions  of  the  human 
voice  made  upon  a  phonograph  were 
recorded  on  a  tinfoil  cylinder.  Today 
the  cylinder  is  of  wax,  and  so  delicate 
Is  the  mechanism  which  surrounds  it 
that  even  the  most  infinitesimal  vibra- 
tion of  the  voice  is  recorded  as  clearly 
as  Is  the  loudest  tone.  The  phonograph 
\vhich  we  see  today  and  the  impres- 
sions of  which  have  been  photographed 
is  known  as  the  American  model.  The 
drum  or  cylinder  is  6%  inches  in  cir- 
cumference anrt  makes  two  revolutions 
in  one  second. 

The  spiral  grooves  upon  this  cylinder 
are  1-200  of  an  inch  apart.  The  wonder- 
tul  capacity  -jrf  the  cylinder  is  best  il- 
lustrated by  the  fact  that  in  spite  of  its 
small  circumference  a  spiral  line  i36 
yards  in  length  may  be  described  there- 
on by  the  recording  or  reproducing 
point  of  sapphire,  which  will  travel  over 
the  entire  distance  in  less  than  six 
minutes. 

The  newest  instrument  which  has 
practically  brought  about  the  photo- 
graphing of  the  phonograph  record  is 
called  the  phonograph  recorder  It 
traces  out  on  a  large  scale  the  curves 
of  the  indentations  on  the  wax  cylin- 
der corresponding  to  each  vibration  of 
sound.  The  result  Is  satisfactory  in  the 
extreme.  This  phonograph  recorder 
shows  so  plainly  that  the  lens  will  pic- 
ture the  vibration  of  the  tones  of  the 
human  voice,  both  In  singing  and  in 
speech. 

This  photographic  record  shows  with 
singular  faithfulness  the  tremendous 
number  of  vibrations  that  are  required 
to  make  up  a  single  word.  In  the  word 
Constantinople,  for  instance,  there  are 
sometimes  as  high  as  800  vibrations. 
This  seems  almost  beyond  belief,  but 
the  absolutely  correct  phonograph  re- 
corder and  the  equally  truthful  lens 
show  that  It  Is  no  exaggeration  what- 
ever. There  is  not  for  each  word  a 
definite  wave  form,  but  a  vast  series  of 
waves.  Another  odd  fact  In  connection 
with  this  is  that  although  the  greatest 
care  be  taken,  it  is  impossible  to  ob- 
tain two  records  for  the  same  word 
precisely  the  same  in  character.  This  is 
another  fact  which  photography  has  re- 
vealed to  us. 

Picturing  the  phonograph  record  also 
demonstrates  that  a  word  is  built  up 
of  a  succession  of  sounds,  and  all  of 
these  are  almost  always  of  a  musical 
character.  The  phonograph  shows 
that  each  of  those  sounds,  if  taken  in- 
dividually, appears  to  the  eye  as  being 
made  up  of  a  greater  or  less  number  of 
waves  or  vibrations  according  to  the 
pitch  of  the  sound  and  its  duration.  In 
each  word  the  successive  sounds  blend 
into  each  other,  and  in  many  of  the 
pictures  the  passage  from  one  pitch  to 
another  can  be  distinctly  seen. 
The  photograph  shows  that  the  speech 
sounds  of  a  man  vary  in  pitch  from 
100  to  500  vibrations  per  second,  and  the

They  immediately 
demanded  the  balance  of  the  wheat  or 
Its  value  from  the  Great  Northern  peo- 
pie,  but  the  latter  refused  on  the 
ground  that  the  wheat  was  weighed  out 
of  the  elevator  by  the  state  grain  in- 
spection department  of  Minnesota,  .and 
t^t  If  there  was  a  mistake  the  state 
officials  were  liable  and  not  the  ele- 
vator. • 

The  steamship  company,  through  its 
attorneys,  Searle  &  Spencer,  began  an 
action  in  the  district  court  here  against 
the  Eastern  Railway  company  of  Min- 
nesota, the  owner  of  the  elevators,  to 
recover  the  value  of  the  shortage  The 
defense  was  the  same  as  that  made  to 
the  former  demand  made  by  the  vessel 
owners,  that  the  state  oflicials  were  li- 
able. In  deciding  the  case  Judge  Moer 
finds  that  the  mistake  was  mutual  be. 
tween  the  parties  and  that  the  short- 
age actually  occurred.  He  finds  that 
not  having  loaded  the  full  amount  the 
boat  was  entitled  to  receive,  the  ele- 
vator company  is  liable,  even  though 
the  loading  was  done  under  the  supeV. 
vision  of  the  state.  ' 

This  Is  the  first  case  of  Its  kind  ever 
decided  by  the  courts,  and  vesselmen 
and  grain  shippers  all  over  the  lakes 
will  look  to  it  as  establishing  a  prece- 
dent.

Czar*s  Daughter  Richest  Heiress  in 
The  World. 

The  greatest  duchess  in  the  world  is 
the  baby  Grand  Duchess  Olga.  daughter 
of  the  czar  and  czarina  of  Russia.  Al- 
ready she  is  one  of  the  richest  persons  in 
the  world  and  what  she  will  Inherit  is 
beyond  conception. 

The  czar's  will  Is  the  only  law  in  Rus- 
sia, and  he  has  absolute  control  of  all  the 
money  that  can  be  extracted  by  taxation 
or  otherwise  from  his  vast  empire.  But  ho 
has  also  what  is  called  private  property. 
This  consists  of  the  crown  domains.  In- 
cluding more  than  a  million  .square  miles 
of  cultivated  lands  and  forests,  besides 
gold  and  other  mines  In  Siberia,  all  of 
which  produce  a  vast  revenue.  The  actual 
amount  of  this  Is  unknown,  as  no  reler- 
ence  to  the  subject  Is  made  In  the  budget 
or  finance  account,  the  crown  domains 
being  considered  the  private  property  of 
the  Imperial  family. 

The  Grand  Duchess  Olga  was  born 
Nov.  3.  1S95.  and  is  the  older  of  two 
daughters,  the  czar  as  yet  having  no  sons. 
The  week  she  was  born  $3.0(iO,i100  were 
settled  on  her.  This  sum  was  Invested  in 
British,  French  and  other  foreign  secu- 
rities, as  the  czar,  like  other  monarchs.  is 
not  absolutely  certain  of  the  future,  and 
does  not  wish  his  family  to  be  in  need  at 
any  time  of  the  necessaries  of  life. 

The  Imperial  infant  has  been  inundated 
with  co.'^tly  presents  from  all  the  mon- 
archs of  the  world  and  from  all  the 
wealthy  noblemen  and  barbarous  chief- 
tains, who  rule,   under  the  czar,  some  of

SALMON  THAT  JUMP. 
The  first  fall  on  the  Mingan  is  about 
three  miles  from  the  mouth.     It  is  forty- 
six  feet  high,  in  three     pitches     about 
equal  in  height  and  with  seething  pools 
between,  says  Frederic  Irland  In  Scrib- 
ner  s.    The  spawning  beds  of  the  sal- 
mon are  on  broad,  gravelly  bars  far  up 
the  river.    They  must    surmount     this 
fall  once  a  year  in  order  to  reach  them. 
We  camped  on  a  sand-bar  below     the 
fall,   and  watched     the     struggle.    The 
broad  pool  below  the  fall  was  so  full  of 
these   royal   fish    that   their   tails     and 
dorsal  fins  could  constantly     be     seen 
sticking  out  of  the  water.    Every  min- 
ute one  or  more  fish  would  make  a  rush 
from  the  depths  below,  spring  far  into 
the  air   every  fibre  quivering,  and  time 
after    time    fall    back,    only    the    most 
powerful   and   determined   occasionally 
succeeding   in   passing   the   first   pitch. 
Above  that,  every  nook  and  crevice  in 
the  rocks  where  the  salmon  could  ob- 
tain    a     resting-place,     was     crowded,

they  ever  made  the  second  and     third 
pitches  I  do  not  know,   for  there  was 
not  the  good  starting  chance  that  they 
had  In  the  deep  hole    below     the    first 
pitch.

Some  months  ago  the  announcement 
was    made,    and    it    was    true    enough, 
that  an  Instrument  had  been  invented 
which   would  enable  a  person  to  hear 
his    heart    beat.       Professor   Heurthle. 
of  Breslau.  was  the  man  who  invented 
it.      By  means  of  this  instrument  the 
heart  beats  have  been  recorded  in  the 
phonograph,  and   thus  an  opportunity 
offered    for    photographing   the     heart 
beats.       Therefore    it    is    quite    within 
the  possibilities  for  a  man  not  only  to 
hear  the   beating  of  his  heart,   but  to 
have  constantly  before  him  absolutely 
accurate  records  in  the  form  of  a  pho- 
tograph   of    exactly    the    manner    and 
speed  of  the  so-called   beating   of  his 
heart. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  interesting 
records  photographed  is  that  of  the 
playing  of  a  military  band.  How 
numerous  the  vibrations  are,  how 
rapidly  they  change  and  how  tliey 
again  resume  the  first  action  is  faith- 
fully delineated.  Altogether,  this  new 
idea  of  combination  photography  and 
phonography  makes  possible  a  hitherto 
apparent  impossibility — that  of  seeing 
a  tune,  not  in  the  form  of  musical 
notes,  but  as  it  is  In  actual  sounds.

Detroit  News  Tribune.  It  is  a  striji  of 
land  covered  with  sand  and  sand  hills. 
200  miles  long  and  from  three  to  twenty 
miles  wide.  Here  is  grown  the  best 
flavored  an<l  most  perfect  peach  in  the 
whole  world.  Every  farmer  raises 
peaches,  and  from  now  on  the  peach 
industry  of  Western  Michigan  is  one  of 
vast  proportion,  employing  thousands 
of  employes  and  iletting  a  handsome 
return  to  the  grower.  Kvery  spring 
there  are  published  predictions  that  the 
peach  crop  has  been  blighted  by  the 
late  frosts,  but  nevertheless  there  has 
never  i)een  a  decideil  failure  in  Western 
Michigan.

At  the  east 
entrance  to  the  capltol  a  big  brass 
cannon  looked  down  Market  street 
toward  Monument  place.  The  broad 
corridors  inside  of  the  building  were 
f' .«tM. irofi  with  flagrs  and  bunting. 
Under  the  high  blue  dome  sat  a  Gatling 
gun  and  a  caisson,  and  small  arms  were 
stacked  about.  I^narmed  men  and  wo- 
men wearing  long  red.  white  and  blue 
badges  came  to  the  capitol  and  entered 
the  halls  which  had  been  set  ai»art  for 
their  accommodation.  The  occasion  of 
this  military  display  was  the  meeting  ' 
«f  the  sixteenth  annual  encamnment. 
«on8  of  Veterans  of  the  Tnited  States. 

The  first  session  opened  in  the  hall 
of  representatives  at  a  o'clock,  and  was 
lalled  to  order  bv  President  J.  L.  i 
Drake.  Five  hundred  delegates  were 
present.  Presitlent  Drake  delivered  his 
annual  address,  after  which  Charles 
Bookwalter  extended  the  welcome  of 
the  state  to  the  visitors.  The  .se.sBlon 
was  occupied  by  the  reading  of  annual 
reports  and  other  routine  matter.  It 
is  the  largest  encampment  in  the  hls»  j 
tory  of  the  organization.

i      One    might    have    supposed    that    the 
j  agent,   being    'Johnny  on  the  spot,"  as 
it  Were,  stood  a  better  chance  than  the 
rest    of    the   railroaders,    but   such    was 
not  the  case.    There  was  a  certain  con- 
I  ductor.  Hardy  by  name,  who  leaned  in 
the  direction  of  the  widow,  and  he  was 
equal  to  the  occasion.     His  plan  of  op- 
i  erations    was    unique    and    daring.      He 
would  send  his  train  ahead,  leaving  the 
caltoose  at  the  station.    Then,  of  course, 
taking  account  of  other  trains  due,   he 
would    wander   over   to   the    ranch    and 
spend  all  his  spare  time  In  blarney.  Re- 
turning he  would  station  himself  on  the 
front    platform   of   the   caboose,    like  a 
trolly  man,  and  "let  her  go  Gallagher."

Ijike  a  triumphant  gladiator  Hardy 
returned.  With  scarce  a  look  at  the 
agent  he  ascended  the  platfodrm. 
kicked  off  the  "dog"  that  held  the  brake 
and  with  mingled  feelings  of  security 
and  pleasure  felt  the  car  move  down  the 
grade.  That  car  certainly  moved.  Con- 
ductor Hardy  was  heard  to  say  after- 
ward that  nothing  could  have  passed  It 
but  lightning.  The  inhabitants  of  Mo- 
jave tell  to  this  day  of  a  yellow  streak 
which  flashed  through  their  town  and 
was  gone  almost  as  soon  as  it  arrived. 
That  was  Mr.  Hardy  and  the  caboose. 
As  luck  would  have  it  the  train  had 
gone  into  a  siding,  so  that  the  track 
was  clear  and  after  a  dovelike  flight  of 
about  fifty  miles  the  wild  caboose  came 
to  a  stand.

the   form    of  a   rude 
them  were  gaily  r»ainted  and 
<urled  a  thin  spiral  of  smoke  from  the 
lire   within.     From    the   whole  encamp- 
ment  arose    the  peculiar   wild   smell   of 
tht.   Indians,  an  indescribable  odor  coni- 
pouniled  uf  the  reek  of  rawhide  tepees, 
the  smoke  of  Cottonwood  fires  and  the 
pungent    fragrance    of    Indian    tobacco, 
a   mixture   of   kllllnnick    ami    the   Inner 
bark  of  the  re<l  willow.     Upon  the  roll- 
ing uplands,  Indian  herders  were  tend- 
ing the  ponies  of  tho.«e  already  on  the 
scene,  anil  new  arrivals  were  continual- 
ly   making    their    appearance.      An    In- 
dian buck  would  C(mie  dashing  Into  the 
plain,  his  ponies  on  the  lope,  his  squa'.v, 
children    and    household    goods    loadecl 
upozi  the  running  gear  of  a  ramshackle 
wagon:     while    several    generations    of 
ponies,  the  offspring  c>f  those  driven  in 
harness,    folhiwed   nickering  and   whin- 
nying behind.    Some  of  the  Indians  who 
had  previously  been  transported  to  dis- 
tant   reservations,   and   by   special   per- 
mit,   come    hundreds    of    miles    to    take 
part    in    the    celebration.      Among    the 
thinng    were    many    chiefs    famous    in 
Iiuliatt     warfare     and     diplomacv— Rod 
Cloud.  Sitting  Bull,  Old  Man  Afraid  of 
His   Horses,    Rain-in-the-Face,   Raven's 
Wing,  Low  Dog  and  Young  Man  Afraid 
of  His  Horses. 

The  whole  plain  swarmed  with  In- 
dians— Cheyenncs,  Araphoes  and  Ogol- 
lallah  and  Rrule  Sioux.  To  the  initiated, 
the  different  tribes  wore  distinguish- 
able by  the  beadwork  upon  their  moc- 
casins, certain  patterns  and  combin- 
ations of  color  being  handed  down  from 
generation  to  generation.  The  bucks 
were  magnificent  in  fringed  buckskin 
leggings  and  red  or  l>lue  blankets, 
draped  much  in  the  fashion  of  the  old 
Roman  toga.  An  elaborate  stripe  of 
beadwork  often  lent  atldilional  splendor 
to  the  color  of  the  blanket.  Most  of 
th'^  men  had  stuck  a  single  eagle- 
feather  in  the  scalplock.  but  an  occa- 
sional dandy  appeared  in  an  old  silk 
hat,  evidently  a  highly-prized  posses- 
sion. The  majority  of  the  women  wore 
short-skirted  suits  of  antelope  skin,  or- 
namented with  beadwork  and  fring.vl 
with  elk  teeth,  won  In  the  chase  by 
their  husbands  and  fathers;  but  here 
and  there  a  squaw  was  hideous  in  a 
Mother  Hub!,ard  wrapper  of  tawdry 
•  alico,    bought    from    the   post-trader. 

The  young   men   and   maidens   in   the 
assembly  improved  the  opportunity  for 
courtship  afforded  by  the  festival  sea- 
*.on.      .Seclusion    was.    however,    out    of 
the   question.     A    buck    would    Indicate 
his   preference   for   a   girl    by   throwing 
his  blanket  around  her  In  such  a  man- 
ner   as    to    cover    their    heads.      In    the 
shelter  of  its  folds,  the  pair  would  hold 
a  prolonged  tete-a-tete,  standing  quite 
oblivious    of   the    throng   around    them. 
The   lover   could    not,    however,    expect 
a  happy   issue  of  his   suit   unless  able 
to    make    substantial    presents    to    the 
parents   of    the   girl.     The   father   of   a 
pretty,    modest-looking    young    squaw, 
having  vainly  offered    twenty  ponies  for 
the  valuable  mule  that  I  rode,  signified 
his  willingness  to  give  his  daughter  in 
exchange    for   the    coveted    animal.      A 
a  glance  at  the  older  women  was  quite 
enough,   however,    to  d  :ter  the   rashest 
spirit  from  such  folly;  all  the  hard  work 
is  done  by  the  women  who  are  thus  pre- 
maturely aged.  At  30  they  are  old,  while 
40  finds  them  hideous  hags. 

At  the  opening  of  the  festival,  the 
parents  of  children  born  since  the  last 
sun  dance  brought  forward  their  off- 
spring for  physical  examination  by  the 
elders  and  medicine  men.  The  small 
brown  mites  of  humanity  bore  the  in- 
spection with  perfect  calmness;  for  the 
pappoose,  either  from  an  inheritance 
of  stoicism  or  from  the  wholesome  ne- 
glect with  which  It  Is  treated.  '«-  not 
given  to  lamentation.  If  a  child  was 
found  perfect,  its  parents  were  expect- 
ed to  make  donations  of  blankets,  pro- 
vlshms  or  calico  to  the  poor  of  the  tribe. 
Malformed  or  defective  children  are  so 
rarely  found  among  Indian  tribes  as 
to  arouse  a  suspicion  that  arbitrary 
methods  have  been  taken  to  insure  the 
survival  of  the  fittest. 

Throughout  the  five  or  six  days  of 
the  festival  there  was  continuous  feast- 
ing among  the  assembled  Indians.  The 
government  had  issued  extra  rations  of 
beef  in  recognition  of  liie  event,  and 
about  a  hundred  cattle  was  allotted  to 
a  certain  number  of  Indians,  who.  as 
their  names  were  called,  started  In  pur- 
suit of  the  beast  that  had  been  cut  out 
of  the  herd  for  them  and  chased  it  over 
the  plain  in  the  manner  of  a  buffalo 
hunt.  As  the  cattle  were  run  down  one 
by  one,  they  were  divided  among  their 
pursuers,  who  usually  ate  the  heart 
and  liver  raw  and  smoking  hot  from 
the  bleeding  carcass.  The  Indians  had 
provided  themselves  with  additional 
delicacies  dear  to  the  savage  palate; 
i)oiled  dog  being  a  prime  favorite  with 
the  Indian  gourmand. 

But  feasting,  courtship  and  inspec- 
tion of  children  were  not  the  main  pur- 
pose of  the  festival.  The  great  feature 
of  the  occasion  was  the  dances,  for 
which  a  place  had  been  especially  pre- 
pared within  the  space  encircled  by  the 
tepees.  An  Inclosure  eight  or  nine  feet 
In  height,  formed  of  Interlacing  pine 
boughs,  screened  a  circle  perhaps  150 
feet  in  diameter.  Within  this  circle  a 
tall  pole  had  been  securely  planted.  The 
olfice  of  cutting  the  pole  is  always  al- 
loted  to  the  virgins  of  the  tribe,  only 
girls  of  proved  virtue  being  eligible  to 
the  high  honor.  Before  the  opening  of 
the  dances,  all  the  available  warriors, 
hideously  painted  with  blue,  white  and 
red.  and  mounted  on  ponies,,  assembled 
at  the  head  of  the  encampment.  Many 
ot  thent  carried  weapons  captured  at 
the  Big  Horn  massacre.  At  a  given 
signal  they  charged  down  through  the 
enclosure,  firing  ball  cartridges  and 
yelling  like  the  evil  spirits  they  were 
supposed  to  be  driving  from  the  place. 
A  cavalry  charge  is  a  tame  affair  com- 
pared to  the  mad  rush  of  those  painted 


savages,  amid  the  din  of  rifles  and  shrill 
war-whoops.  To  have  given  the  slight- 
est offense  would  in  the  prevailing  ex- 
citement have  been  fatal,  and  the  four 
white  men  present  were  glad  to  make 
themselves  as  inconspicuous  as  possi- 
ble. 

In   different    parts   of   the   camp   fox. 
snake  and  buffalo  dances  were  soon  un- 
der way.  only  the  men  taking  an  active 
part  In  these  festivities.     In  the  buffalo 
dance  some  of  the  participants  wore  di- 
abolical headdres.ses.  decked   with  buf- 
falo horns.  an»l  had  fastened  the  tails 
of  cows  and  other  animals      to      their 
scant  nether  garments.     Leaping  about 
with   strange   antics   they    narrated    In 
sing,  deeds  of  personal  valor  connected 
with  the  hunting  of  the  buffalo.       The 
s«  rlous  absorption     and      enthusiasm. 
l>oth  of  the  dancers  and  of  the  savage 
spectators,  banished  the  element  of  the 
grotesque  from  the  barbarou.s  i)erform- 
ance.         One       of  the   most   Important 
dances  was  that  given  by  members  ot 
the  Omaha      band,      an      organization 
somewhat   resembling  the  Masonic  or- 
der.       The  initiative  rites  of  the  broth- 
erhood   were    held    during   the   festival 
seascm,  liut  no  white  man  was  permit- 
ted to  wltmss  theni.     There  are  many 
of  these  fraternities  among  the  differ- 
ent tribes,  the      members      recognizing 
each  other  by  a  special  hand-grip,  and 
being  pledged  to  aid  each  other  In  trou- 
ble,  and  to  remove  from  the   field   the 
bodies  of  brethren  who  have  been  slain 
In  w.v^ 

In  the  Omaha  danc  the  Indians  wore 
the  great  war  bonnet  of  erect  feathers, 
bristling  upon  the  head  and  descendin.g 
behind  in  double  serrate  rows.  The 
dusky  warriers  squatted  In  a  circle  and 
« hlle  the  musicians  beat  the  rude  In- 
dian drums  leaped  up  in  turn  to  chant 
their  exploits  in  war  and  in  the  chase. 
As  each  boaster  came  back  his  com- 
panions grunted  approval  and  another 
savage  braggart  sprang  forward  to  re- 
cite fresh  triumph.^.  This  went  on  for 
many  hours,  the  dancers  being  re- 
freshed at  intervals  by  the  kettles  of 
i)oiled  meat  tendered  by  their  devoted 
t>quaws. 

The  great  featuri    of  th^  festival  was 
the  sun  dance,  in  which  relig^ious  rites 
In  worship  of  the  sun  were  united  to  a 
fearful  test  of  aldlity  to  endure  suffer- 
ing.    A  dozen  or   more  young  Indians 
who   had    prepared   theinselves   for  the 
onleal   by  fasting  and  ablutions,  gath- 
ered about   the   pole  to  which   allusion 
has  already   been   made.     Naked,   save 
for  the  breech-clout,  they  displayed  fine 
athletic  bodies,   lithe  and   agile,   rather 
than^olldly   muscular.     Through  silts 
In   the  skin  of  the  breast  were  passed 
skewers,   which  were  then  fastened  by 
stout  rawhide  thongs  to  the  top  of  th'* 
pole.     The  dancer  was      expected       t') 
throw  himself  backward  with  his  full 
weight    upon   the   thong,    until    it   tore 
though  the  living  (lesh.    Here  and  there 
a  devotee.  In  a  spirit  of  bravado,   also 
had  a  buffalo  skull   fastened     by       the 
thongs  to  the  skin  of      the      shoulder- 
blade,  and  endeavored   by  leaping  .and 
jolting  to  tear  the  horrid  weight  loose. 
The    performers       lilew        upon       long 
whistles  ornamented   with       tassels   of 
horse-hair,   and  sang  interminable  and 
monotonous   chants  In   praise  of   their 
own  exploits,  to  the  barbarous  accom- 
paniment of  the  IndTan  drums. 

A  few  of  the  dancers,  with  a  single 
heroic  effort,  tore  themselves  loose  at 
once:  but  the  i7iajoriiy  were  doomed  to 
longer  suffering.  Each  bore  his  trial, 
however,  with  great  fortitude;  but  as 
the  wounds  grew  more  and  more  angry 
and  lacerated,  it  became  harder  .ind 
harder  for  the  victim  to  nerve  himself 
for  fresh  exertion,  and  in  the  ver^act 
of  thowlng  himself  backward  he  would 
try  to  break  the  shock  of  the  thong. 

The  crowd  encouraged  the  dancers  by 
applauding  cries,  and  the     family      of 
each  youth  evinced  mmh  anxiety  that 
he  should  make  a  brave  showing;  in  a 
single    Instance,    a    young    squaw    who 
had   recently   married      one       of       the 
dancers,   viewed   her   husband's  puffor- 
:ng   with  sympathetic  anguish,    but   In 
general   the  lookers-on       appeared   un- 
moved by  the  barbarous  spectacle.    Oc- 
casionally when      a      victim's       pangs 
seemed    intolerable,   a    member   of    his 
family  would  advance  and  throw  down 
a   bit   of  wood,   thus  signifying   that   a 
pony  was  offered  fm    the  relief  of  the 
sulTerer.  The  medicine  man  would  th'-n 
make  a  cut   with   hi?  kniie  In   the   un- 
yielding skin.      that      It      might      tear 
through  more  speedily.  Those  who  were 
too     poor   to    inirchase    the   alleviation 
were  compelled  to  continue  their  exer- 
tions  until   the   toujjh    Hesh   yielded    to 
the  strain.     t>ne  poor  wretch  suffered 
thus    between   five   and   six    hours   and 
finally  dropped  in  a  dead  faint,  the  skin 
giving  way  as  he  fell.    As  soon  as  each 
dancer  had   freed   himself,    his   wounds 
were   dressed    by   th'-   medicine       man, 
whose   knowledge   of  simple   remedies, 
combined  with  the  perfect  health  of  the 
patient,    was    said    to    effect    a   speedy 
cure. 

At  sundry  times  the  government  has 
considered  the  advi.^ablllty  of  putting 
a  stop  to  these  dances  on  account  of 
the  self-inflicted  tortures  endured  by 
the  performers;  but  because  of  the  dif- 
ficulty in  enforcing  a  prohibitory  edict 
and  the  danger  of  stirring  up  the  hos- 
tility of  the  Indians  by  Interference  in  a 
seml-rellglous  function,  nothing  has 
been  done  In  the  matter.  The  Indians 
themselves,  however,  hold  the  dances 
less  in  reverence  since  many  of  the 
chara(;teristlc  features  have  been  re- 
produced for  money  at  the  white  man's 
shows.  This  fact,  coupled  with  the  pro- 
gress of  civilization,  may  result  In  the 
disappearance  of  a  festival  most  inter- 
esting from  the  ethnological  stand- 
point.

The   Ken- 
tucky   beds    are   easily    accessible,    and 
It  Is  an  actual  fact  that  it  will  be  possi- 
ble to  land  the  onyx  In  New  York  citv 
for  a  sum  less  per  cubic  foot  than  the 
duty  on  onyx  is  today.    Wondrous  tales 
of   what   the  onyx   beds   In   Old   Mexico 
formerly    yielded    have    been    told.      It 
was  calculated  that  from  the  Podrara 
quarry  in  Mexico,  which  covered  three 
or  four  acres  of  ground,  more  than  $aO.- 
000,000   worth   of  onyx   had   been   taken 
previous    to    1892,    when   the    beds   were 
exhausted.      The    onyx    reported    from 
Mexico    is      comparatively      small      In 
amount  and  the  duty  Is  so  great  that 
It  makes  it  exceedingly  high  priced,   it 
may  easily  be  seen  that   the  prospects 
of   the    Kentucky    beds   are   marvelous. 
Therefore,    the   following   details,     over 
Professor  Gorby's  signature,  will  be  of 
unusual  Interest; 

"The  onyx  fields  of  Kentucky  lie 
about  eighty  miles  south  of  Louisville 
and  embrace  the  southeast  part  of 
Hart,  southwest  part  of  Greene  and 
northern  part  of  Metcalfe  counties. 
They  are  sixteen  miles  east  of  Horse 
Con,  on  the  main  line  of  the  Louisville 
&  Nashville  railroad,  and  twelve  miles 
southwest  of  Greensburg.  a  station  on 
a  branch  of  the  Louisville  &  Nashville 
railroad.  The  onyx  area  is  irregularly 
oval  in  form,  its  longer  axis  having  a 
northeast-southwest  direction.  It  is 
from  twenty  to  twenty-five  miles  In 
length  and  from  twelve  to  fifteen  miles 
In  width.  Outside  of  this  area  some 
small  outcrops  of  onyx  occur,  but  I 
have  examined  none  so  far  that  promi- 
ses to  be  of  very  great  value. 

"The  surface  of  the  region  through- 
out   which    the    onyx    occurs    is    quite 
rough  and  much  broken  by  high  peaks, 
called    'knobs,'     numerous      hills      and 
many  bowl-like  depressions  In  the  sur- 
face,  called   'sinks.'     Those  occur  from 
Horse  Con  eastward  until  Little  Barren 
river    Is    reached.      This    stream    runs 
northward    through    the   center   of   the 
onyx  area  and  empties  its  waters  into 
Green  river,  which  limits  the  onyx  field 
on    the    north.      Eastward    from    Little 
Harren    river     the     country      is    much 
mugher,  being  broken  by  many  streams 
and   deep   ravines,    with   precipitous   or 
steep  sloping  bluffs.     The  region  Is  one 
containing  tnany  caves,  some   of  them 
of    great      extent,  •    and      subterranean 
streams   are   numerous.     These   under- 
ground streams  break  out  In  places  in 
the  form  of  immense  springs,   flow  for 
a  short  distance  on  the  surface  and  then 
sink  Into  the  ground  again  to  follow  the 
course  of  some  underground  channel  to 
their    confluence    with    the    waters     of 
Green  liver. 

"The  surface  rocks  throughout  all  the 
region  where  onyx  is  found  all  l>elong 
to  the  St.  Louis  group  of  the  sub-car- 
boniferous formation,  except  that  oc- 
casionally the  highest  knobs  are  cap- 
ped with  sandstone  strata  of  the  lower 
coal  measures.  This  great  onyx  field, 
practically  unknown  as  yet.  is  certain- 
ly a  most  important  one.  It  covers  a 
most  extensive  area  and  contains  a 
large  number  of  most  promising  de- 
posits. That  the  stone  is  in  vast  quan- 
tities Is  without  question.  It  may  be 
quarried  in  blocks  as  large  as  can  pos- 
sibly be  handled,  and  from  these  slabs, 
blocks  or  columns  may  be  made  as 
large  as  may  be  desired  for  any  pur- 
pose. The  colors  of  the  stone  are  varied, 
intense  and  unique.  In  texture  it  is 
fine,  firm  and  compact.  No  clay  con- 
cretions occur  in  it  and  it  Is  remarkably 
free  from  the  small  interstices  incident 
to  Imperfect  crystallization,  called  'sand 
holes,'  so  common  in  fine  marbles  and 
other  crystalline  rocks. 

"Onyx  is  found  in  this  region  from 
the  vicinity  of  Knoblick.  In  Metcalfe 
county,  northeasterly  to  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  village  of  Brentwood,  in 
Green  county,  and  from  the  vicinity  of 
Llletown,  in  Green  county,  to  and  be- 
yond the  village  of  Monroe,  in  Hart 
county.  A  line  from  Llletown  to  Mon- 
roe crosses  the  onyx  fields  In  a  north- 
west direction.  In  the  vicinity  of  Knob- 
lick  two  promising  outcrops  occur,  one 
on  the  Brown  farm  and  the  other  on 
the  Markham  tract,  both  adjoining.  The 
deposits  here  occur  on  the  sloping  sides 
of  a  ridge  running  from  Pilot  Knob 
down  toward  a  branch  of  Little  Bar- 
ren river.  But  little  development  work 
has  been  done  in  either  of  these  tracts, 
but  the  outcrops  and  the  work  done 
show  a  large  amount  of  onyx  in  very 
large  bowiders  and  a  most  promising 
prospect  for  a  vast  amount  of  stone. 
The  texture  of  the  stone  is  fine,  the 
color  intense  red,  variegated  and 
white. 

"The  Robinson  tract  is  on  the  south 
side  of  a  ridge  running  southeast  from 
Pilot  Knob  to  Little  Barren  river.  No 
work  has  been  done  on  this  tract,  but 
the  outcrops  are  prominent  and  indi- 
cate several  acres  of  fine  stone.  Many 
bowlders  of  large  size  may  be  seen. 
the  colors  being  red,  amiier.  variegated 
and  white.  The  Butler  tract  is  on  the 
eastern  slope  of  Pilot  Knol».  No  work 
has  been  done  on  it,  but  the  outcrops 
show  some  fine  bowlders  of  large  size, 
fine  texture  and  beautiful  red  colors. 
The  Jones  tract,  the  largest  in  the  field, 
lies  on  the  south  side  running  in  a 
northeast  direction  from  Pilot  Knob 
to  Little  Barren  river  and  about  one 
mile  east  of  the  village  of  Crail  Hope, 
in  Green  county.  The  deposits  here 
extend  over  an  area  about  400  yards 
long  by  200  yards  wide.  A  great  deal 
of  development  work  has  been  done  on 
this  land  and  there  are  now  300.000 
cubic  feet  or  more  of  fine  onyx  in 
sight  upon  It. 

"Near,  the  lower  side  of  the  deposit 
a  shaft  has  been  sunk  to  the  depth  of 
about  twenty  feet  through  a  talus  of 
large  onyx  bowiders  and  the  work 
stopped  at  the  bottom  in  a  solid  ledge 
of  beautiful  white  stone,  some  of  it 
delicately  tinged  with  green.  The  su- 
perficial earth  and  stones  have  been 
removed    from    an   area     aggregating 
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probably  125  fen  square  about  this 
shaft,  showing  a  solid  mass  of  fine  onyx 
w  ith  an  average  thickness  of  at  least 
twenty  feet.  Near  the  ui)ppr  side  of 
this  deposit  a  similar  amount  of  strip- 
ping has  been  done  and  a  .solid  mass  of 
onyx  exposed,  about  250  feet  long  and 
i>0  feet  wide,  without  reaching  the  lim- 
its of  the  onyx  In  any  direction.  Two 
shafts  have  been  sunk  in  this  part  of 
the  quarry  to  the  depth  of  ten  or 
twelve  feet,  but  neither  of  them  was 
continual  through  the  onyx.  Both  were 
discontinued  in  a  solid  mass  of  fine  tex- 
ture white  onyx  with  a  greenish  ting-. 
This  Is  undoubtedly  the  largest  nias.-» 
of  onyx  ever  found  in  any  land  in  a 
single  piece.  Many  other  .similar  areas 
have  been  uncovered  on  this  land,  and 
in  every  Instance  the  result  has  been 
the  same. 

"If  it  were  possible  to  handle  it  a 
block  could  readily  be  obtained  on  this 
tract  10  by  10  by  10  feet,  or  even  much 
larger.  Just  below  where  the  work 
has  been  done  an  egg-shaped  bowider 
is  exposed  on  the  surface,  having  been 
detached  from  some  larger  mass,  that 
is  .30  feet  long  and  more  than  20  feet  In 
diameter.  The  indications  are  that  a 
proper  exploitation  of  this  tract  will 
disclose  several  times  as  much  of  this 
valuable  stone  as  may  now  be  seen.  In 
texture  the  onyx  of  this  tract  is  un- 
surpassed and  the  colors  are  unique, 
varied  and  most  beautiful.  Some  of 
the  stone  is  red  and  veined  like  fine 
mahogany.  Other  blocks  when  pol- 
ished can  scarcely  be  determined  from 
fine  buiiy  walnut  veneers.  Some  of  it 
is  a  beautifully  veined  white,  some  am- 
ber colored  and  other  samples  beauti- 
fully variegated.  For  lamp  stands, 
urns,  va.ses.  clocks,  table  tops  and  in- 
terior finish  this  stone  cannot  be  sur- 
passed. 

"Other  exposures  occur  on  the  farm 
adjoining  on  the  north  and  on  the 
Myers  farm,  one  mile  southeast.  Con- 
siderable work  has  been  done  on  each 
of  these  tracts,  and  in  proportion  tu 
the  work  done  they  each  show  as  favor- 
ably as  to  the  quantity  of  onyx,  qual- 
ity and  quantity  of  stone,  as  the  above 
described. 

"Near  Pierce,  and  in  the  vicinity  of 
Brentwood,  many  outcrops  occur,  and 
on  the  farm  of  Mr.  Hay,  near  Pierce, 
is  a  sftigle  block  containing  about  20,000 
cubic  feet. 

"Many  other  deposits  might  be 
nained  and  de.=cribed.  but  the  facts 
stated  above  will  suffice  to  show  that 
here  in  the  center  of  the  I'nited  States 
are  onyx  deposits  sufficient  to  supply 
enormous  demands  for  many  years, 
and  the  texture  and  colors  are  such  as 
to  adapt  this  stone  to  a  multitude  of 
uses.  Taking  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  nearly  all  the  best  Mexican 
quarries  are  wholly  exhausted,  so  far 
as  good  pi'oducts  are  concerned,  and 
that  no  new  quarries  of  promise  are 
being  developed  in  that  region,  from 
whence  the  world  has  practically  ob- 
tained its  supply  for  the  past  thirty 
yeans,  these  late  discoveries  in  Ken- 
tucky will  prove  to  be  of  the  greatest 
value. 

"At  the  present  time  two  small  onyx 
quarries  are  worked  in  Arizona,  one  "in 
Arkansas  and  one  in  Virginia.  One 
of  the  Arizona  quarries  is  thirty  miles 
and  the  other  fifty  miles  from  a  rail- 
road station.  They  jjroduce  annually 
but  a  few  thousand  cubic  feet  of  onyx, 
w  hich  is  all  sold  at  the  quarries  m 
rciugh  blocks  and  brings  an  average 
of  Jl.'i.Tn  per  cubic  foot.  The  quarry 
In  Arkansas  is  eighteen  miles  from 
Eureka  Springs,  and  the  onyx  is  all 
hauled  to  that  city,  where  It  Is  all 
sawed  and  polished  and  manufactured 
Into  small  articles  for  household  use 
and  ornament.  The  Virginia  quarry 
Is  located  In  Bottom  county,  near  Salt- 
petre Can.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  the 
owners  were  just  completing  a  mill  for 
the  manufacture  of  the  stone  into  ar- 
ticles for  which  there  might  be  the 
greatest  demand. 

"There  have  been  many  quarries  oper- 
ated In  Mexico,  nearly  all  of  which  are 
practically  worked  out.  The  most  In- 
ferior Mexican  onyx  sells  for  $3  per 
cubic  foot  in  the  rough  at  the  quarries 
in  small  blocks.  Good-sized  blocks  of 
the  same  quality  bring  from  $10  to  J15 
per  cubic  foot,  and  finer  grades  bring 
proportionately  higher  jjrices.  The 
tariff  on  onyx  at  present  Is  $7.50  per 
ton.  It  is  scheduled  in  the  bill  ju.u 
passed  at  $1.50  per  cubic  foot,  which  is 
nmarer  $20  per  ton.  After  a  careful  in- 
vestigation of  the  cost  of  quarrying 
and  transportation  of  the  onyx  from 
the  Kentucky  Held,  I  am  free  to  a.s- 
sert  that  it  can  l>e  quarried  and  de- 
livered in  New  York  at  an  expen.se  but 
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2  dozen  quarts $2.25

John  Promberger.  the  former  agent  of 
the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  West- 
ern raihvay,  who  was  accused  of  em- 
bezzlement, and  C.  C.  Ames,  the  grain 
man,  who  was  accused  of  converting 
some  wheat.  Four  indi(  tments  were 
returned,  liut  none  of  ihem  were  made 
public  as  the  parties  were  not  in  cus- 
tody. This  morning  one  of  them  was 
given  out  and  the  defendant  was  ar- 
raigned. John  c;olts,  of  Elv.  was  in- 
dicted for  rape,  alleged  to  have  be'-n 
committed  upon  Eliza  Fronharg,  a  giii 
who  is  undw  the  age  of  10,  at  Ely  Sept. 
1.  Goles  will  plead  tomorrow  morn- 
ing. 

This  afternoon  Peter  Hendrickson. 
who  was  indicted  Tuesday,  was  ai- 
liugned  upon  a  charge  of  assault  m 
the  second  degree  and  he  will  plead  to- 
morrow. There  are  still  four  indict- 
ments which  have  not  yet  been  made 
I>ul)lic,  and  up  to  this  aft- rr'bon  no 
bench   warrants  had   been   issued. 

Yesterday  afternoon  J.  C.  Hussell 
who  pleaded  guilty  to  forging  the  sig- 
nature of  Scott  &  Holston  to  some 
checks,  was  sentenced  to  the  reforma- 
tory at  St.  Cloud  and  he  was  taken 
there  this  afternocn.  At  noon  today 
tlie  attorneys  had  just  concluded  their 
addresses  to  the  jury  in  the  assau't 
case  against  i:ud<l  Redd  and  the  case 
went  to  the  jury  this  afternoon 


The  rej.nrt  that  mines  on  the  Mesaba 
range  are  idle  beranse  ><(  a  shortage  of 
c.irs  and  vessels  is  erroneous.  There 
are  any  number  of  cars  on  all  of  the 
range  roariis,  and  there  yre  just  as 
nurny  b.i.its  to  lie  obtained  for  ore  ship- 
ments as  there  ever  was,  although 
there  has  been  a  ilecided  advance  in  the 
price  of  tonnage,  which  has  had  the 
effect  <if  discouraging  shipments  from 
mines  that  contracted  the  season's  out- 
put for  delivery  at  Cleveland  at  a  ruin« 
ously  low  price. 

The  Minnesota  Iron  comnany  has 
stojiped  shipments  from  its  stock  piles 
at  the  Fayal  .mine  and  the  Genoa  mine 
at  Sparta,  although  ore  is  going  for- 
ward from  both  properties  as  fast  as 
['  is  mined,  but  with  lake  freights  at 
.<'  c.  nts  there  is  no  object  in  shipping 
any  moiv  ore  than  is  tvouired  to  till 
contracts  made  earlv  in  the  soring. 
Just  now  wilt?  tonnage  cannot  be  ob- 
tained for  less  than  To  cents,  and  vessel 
agents  will  not  charter  lioats  for  the 
balance  of  the  season  for  less  than  $1. 
Ore  shippers,  while  they  fear  that  there 
will  be  a  still  greater  advance  before 
the  close  of  navigation,  do  not  think 
that  a  ilollar  rate  will  be  reached. 

Early  in  the  season  competition 
among  miners  in  the  ore  market  was 
brisk.  Buyers  were  slow  to  make  con- 
tracts, and  sales  were  finally  made  in 
some  instances  at  prices  far  below  those 
fixed  as  a  basis  by  the  Bessemer  ore 
pool,  which  place<l  the  price  of  Norrie 
at  S2.6ri  and  Fayal  at  $2.40.  But 
Faval  ore  would  not  sell  readily  at 
$2.40.  and  finally  the  season's  output  of 
the  Fayal  and  Genoa  mines  was  con- 
tracted to  be  delivered  at  Cleveland, 
The  Herald  is  credibly  informed,  at 
?2.10  a  ton. 

To  the  independent  mine  owner  this 
figure  afTor-ded  much  material  for  care- 
ful meditation.  When  the  sales  were 
made  lake  freights  from  Two  Harliora 
to  Cleveland  were  50  cents  a  ton.  With 
this  as  a  basis,  they  figure  that  the 
ore  in  Cleveland  cost  the  Minnesota 
Iron  comnany  $2.17  a  ton,  or  a  net  loss 
of  7  cents,  as  follows:  Royalty,  2,) 
cents:  cost  of  mining,  ,".0  cents:  interest, 
commission  and  loss,  12  cents;  rail 
freight  to  Two  Harbors.  80  cents;  lake 
freight,  ,-)0  cents;  total.  $2.17.  Conceding 
that  some  concessions  have  been  made 
by  the  fee  owners  of  these  mines,  the 
total  cost  might  possibly  be  brought 
down  to  S2.10  a  ton,  which  is  exactly 
the  tlgure  at  which  the  ore  was  sold. 

But  the  Minnesota  Iron  company 
owns  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  raif- 
road.  which  receives  SO  cents  a  ton  for 
hauling  the  ore  to  Two  Harbors,  and 
although   it   sells  the  or-e  at   cost  or  a 


The  freight  men  and  railroad  repre- 
sentatives and  even  the  Hour  mill  men 
at  the  head  of  the  lakes  are  a  badly 
rattled  lot  just  now.  The  deputy 
I  nited  States  marshal  has  had  a  num- 
ber of  subpoenas  to  serve  on  Duluth 
transportation  men  recently,  and  there 
has  been  quite  a  depopulation  of  men 
in  that  line  of  business,  the  number 
leaving,  it  is  said,  being  several  times 
the  number  of  subpoenas  received. 

The  purpose  for  which  these  men  are 
wanted  is  to  appear  as  witnesses  be- 
fore a  United  States  grand  jury  at  Min- 
neapolis in  connection  with  the  investi- 
gations inaugurated  there  by  the  in- 
terstate commerce  commission.  The 
niatter  to  be  investigated  jg  the  al- 
leged giving  of  rebates  on  tlour  ship- 
ments from  Minneapolis  to  the  sea- 
board via  Duluth.  The  companies 
principally  affected  are  the  Northern 
Steamship  comjiany  and  I'nion  Transit 
company  and  possibly  the  Western 
Transit  company  and  the  freight  men 
connected  w  iih  these  companies  and  the 
railroads  operating  in  connection  with 
them  are  among  those  wanted  as  wit- 
nesses. 

An  incident  leaked  out  today  in  con- 
nection with  three  subpoenas.  The 
deputy  marshal  received  one  for 
James  Robertson,  general  agent  of  the 
Eastern  Minnesota  railway  and  North- 
ern Steamship  company.  The  railroad 
men  have  probably  been  on  the  look- 
out and  when  the  marshal  appeared 
in  sight  Robertson  ducked.  He  made 
for  the  docks  and  climbed  on  board 
the  Centurion.  The  marshal  followed 
and  began  a  search  on  the  boat  for 
Mr.  Robertson.  While  he  was  engaged 
in  this  Robertson  slipped  out  and 
jumped  aboard  the  North  Wind  whicli 
was  also  at  the  dock.  The  latter  boat 
had  two  or  three  tons  of  her  cargo 
still  to  load,  but  she  cast  off  her  lines 
at  once  and  left  the  few  tons  behind. 
Ml-.  Robertson  is  enjoyiirg  the  refresh- 
ing breezes  of  Lake  Superior  at  pres- 
ent. 

Other  railroad  men  are  missing  and 
it  is  said  that  several  more  are  con- 
templating taking  •vacations  in  the 
immediate  future.  Four  shipping  clerks 
connected  with  mills  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes  are  alsi.  said  to  be  away  on  va- 
cations at  present. 

The  general  officers  of  a  number  of 
the  roads  in  the  Twin  Cities  are  not 
to  be  found.  General  Freight  Agent 
John  C.  Eden  of  the  Eastern  Minne- 
sota. Genera'  Manager  Plough  and 
General  Freight  Agent  Broughton  of 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth.  a  number  of  the 
Soo  road  offlci.rls  and  others  are  re- 
ported  as   taking   vacations. 


Sheriff  Sargent   Explains  Why   Mer- 
chants Advertise  Friday  Evening. 

William  C.  Sargent,  now  sheriff  of  St. 
Louis  county,  wa.s  at  one  tlnW  one  of 
the  Ijest  advertisers  in  Duluth,  and  he 
has  In  the  past  devoted  a  good  deal  of 
time  and  attention  to  the  study  of  the 
art.  He  knows  when  to  advertise  and 
how  to  advertise,  and  so  the  few  re- 
marks he  made  extemporaneously  last 
Friday  evening  while  riding  in  a  well- 
fllled  Lakeside  street  ear  were  both 
interesting  and  Instructive  to  those 
who  heai-d  him.  A  gentleman  sitting 
on  the  opposite  side  vf  the  car  was 
reading  the  Friday? Evening  Her'ald  and 
noting  its  w  ell-filled  advertising  pages, 
asked  why  it  was  that  so  many  ad- 
vertisements appeared  in  the  paper 
every  Friday.  Sheriff  Sargent  knew 
why  and  told  him. 

"The  wage  earners  of  all  classes  are, 
as  a  rule,"  said  he,  "paid  on  Saturday. 
Mothers  plan  to  buy  clothes  for  their 
children  on  that  day,  that  they  may. 
look  neat  and  clean  Sunday;  they  nur- 
chase  their  millinery  and  dry  goods  in 
big  quantities,  and  nine  out  of  ten  men 
who  receive  their  pay  on  Saturday  pat- 
ronize the  clothing  stores  then  for  any- 
thing they  may  be  in  need  of.  The 
housekeeper  Friday  night  scans  the 
grocery  ads  closely  and  plans  for  the 
Sunday  dinner,  and  I  know  of  my  own 
knowledge  that  a  great  many  people 
watch  regularly  for  the  Saturday  bar- 
gains offered  in  the  Friday  Herald,  and 
reading  them  on  that  evening,  all  the 
members  of  the  family  have  a  chance  to 
discuss  the  prospective  purchases  of 
the  mor-row.  These  are  a  few  of  the 
reasons  why  the  Friday  Evening  Her- 
ald is  so  popular  as  an  advertising 
medium.

Yesterday  was  the  most  remarkable 
day  of  the  year  as  far  as  temperature 
is  concerned.

This  is  the  high- 
est minimum  temperature  recorded  this 
summer,  and  prol)ably  in  several  years.

A  northwest  wind  is  anticipated 
and  ram  with  it,  and  frosts  are  pre- 
dicted for  the  Northwest  within  *the 
next  twentv-four  hours.

A  case  on  trial  l)efore  Judge  Edson 
today  showed  that  the  smoke  of  the 
Hinckley  fire  has  not  entirely  cleared 
away  yet.  The  parties  to  the  avU.  are 
Kate  Nelson  and  Mis.  Mary  Bartlett. 
The  former  claims  that  in  April,  18.-J4, 
she  deposited  with  tl\e  latter  for  safe 
keeping  the  sum  of  $315.  of  which  a 
balance  of  $255  remains  unpaid.  The 
defendant  acknowledges  the  deposit, 
but  sets  up  that  the  money  was  re- 
ceived merely  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  plaintiff  and  without  hire,  and 
that  it  was  destroyed  together  with,  the 
property  of  the  defendant  in  the  con- 
flagration that  visited  Hinckley  in 
September-,  1S94.  a  disaster  that  ordin- 
ary care  could  not  have  guarded 
against. 


W.  C.  Earrington  Writes   In   Support 
of  the  [fiea. 

William  Buchanan,  secretary  of  the 
Duluth  Jobbers'  union,  has  received 
the  following  letter  from  W.  C.  Far- 
rington,  vice  president  of  the  North- 
ern Steamship  company,  relative  to 
the  proposed  establishment  of  a  sum- 
mer resort  on  Minnesota  Point: 

"I  really  believe  that  if  the  people 
of  Duluth  understood  the  lienefit  that 
Belie  Isle  has  been  to  Detroit  they 
would  not  hesitate  a  minute  to  complete 
some  sort  of  an  arrangement  for  estab- 
lishing a  very  large  park,  summer  hotel 
and  cottages  at  Duluth,  and  a  very 
^irobable  i-esult  in  the  least  calculation 
would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $75,000 
per  month  in  Duluth,  which  would  be 
circulated  among  the  hotels,  retail 
stores,  etc. 

"You  understand  that  the  accommo- 
dations for  the  200  cottages  which  were 
contemplated  were  not  for  the  purpose 
of  inducing  Duluth  families  or  residents 
in  the  West  to  occupy  them,  but  would 
mean  an  influx  from  New  England  and 
New  York  of  that  number  of  families, 
which  would  certainly  average  at  least 
five  to  the  family.  Figuring  that  each 
family  would  spend  $10  per  day.  which 
is  not  a  high  figure,  being  only  $2  each 
per  day,  to  cover  their  living  expenses, 
and  the  amount  they  would  spend  for 
.supplies,  clothing,  etc.,  in  the  city,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  amount  spent  In 
pleasure.  It  would  mean  on  this  basis 
12000  per  day,  or  $60,000  per  month, 
and  this  would  not  be  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  help  and  benefit  to  the 
city  of  inducing  to  its  locality  a  thou- 
sand strangers,  who  would  remain  un- 
der the  proposed  plan  in  the  cottages 
two  or  three  weeks,  when  they  would 
he  succeeded  by  200  more  families,  who 
would  stay  for  the  same  length  of 
time. 

"It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  advertising  and  advance- 
ment of  Duluth  interests  which  is  sel- 
dom offer.ed.  and  really  can  be  handled 
by  Duluth  with  very  little  expense  to 
your  community,  felt  individually.

IN  A  NORTHWEST  SHACK. 

A  Jolly    House    Party    In    a   Queer 
Gathering. 

I    think    both    the   shacks    and    their 
owners  are  at   their  very  best  when  a  I 
house  party  is  on.    The  shacks,  to  begin 
with,    are    preternaturally    clean,    and 
the   young   Englishmen   most   extraor- 
dinarily   polite      and      agreeable,    says 
Abbe     Carter    Goodloe    in     Scribner's. 
They  do  things  on  a  large  scale  at  these 
house  parties.     When  the  six  or  eight 
Englishmen   who  constitute     a     crack 
polo  team,   and   who  fortunately  have 
neighboring  shacks,  invite  eighty  peo- 
ple with  their  traps  and  tents  and  ser- 
vants, and  two  other  crack  polo  teams 
with   thirty   or   forty    polo    ponies    be- 
sides the  horses  they  ride  or  drive  and 
the   half-breeds   who   bring  the  ponies 
and   the  Indians  who  always  turn  up, 
and  when  one  reflects  that  all  these  peo- 
ple and  horses  are  to  stay  for  two  days 
and  that  the  shacks  are  seventy  miles 
from   a   railroad   and   thirty-flve   miles 
from  the  nearest  town  and  provisions 
and   a  great   many   necessities,   one   is 
divided    between    admiration    for    their 
hospitality  and  distress  at  the  trouble 
one   is   inevitably   giving   them.       And 
when,  as  happened  in  our  case,  a  regu- 
lar blizzard  came  up  and  all  the  eighty 
people  and  ponies  and  dogs  and   traps 
had    to    stay    over   twenty-four    hours 
longer  than  they  had  been  expected  to 
stay,  we  wondered  that  the  young  Eng- 
lishmen   did    not    rise    in   a   body    and 
politely  invite  us  to  go  anyway.     But 
they   did   nothing  of  the  kind.       Their 
politeness  was  more  than  equal  to  the 
test,   and  so  they  killed   another  steer 
and  cheerfully  continued  to  help  wash 
innumerable  coffee  cups  and  plates  and 
glasses   and    invented    amusing    games 
for  us.     Of  course  the  majority  of  the 
eighty   people  had   to   camp   near   the 
shacks,  as  it  was  impossilile  to  house 
them  all.  and  it  was  a  most  delightful 
and  uniQue  sensation  to  sit  back  com- 
fortably in  your  trap,  which  had  been 
drawn  up  to  the  camping  ground,  and 
watch  a  genial  young  Englishman  take 
out   the  horses  and   send  them   to  the 
stable,     while     several     other     equally 
agreeable  young  men  ran  up  your  bell- 
tent  and  arranged  your  trunks  and  put 
up  a  stove  and  hung  a  mirror  to  the 
tent  pole  and  pitchforked  sweet,  fresh 
hay  into  a  corner  for  a  bed  and  spread 
down  the  buffalo  robes  and  blankets.

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X  DEADLY 
COLLISION 

From  Thirty  to  Torty  People 

Killed  on  the  Rio  Grande 

Road. 


CONDUCTOR'S  ERROR 


The  Wreckage  Took  Fire  and 
Soon    Became  a  Whirl- 
wind of  Flame. 


Xtnv  Castle.  Col..  Sept.  10.— The  most 
dii^astrou-s  railway  wrerk  that  has  over 
happened  In  Colorado  occurred  at  12:15 
this  morning  a  mile  and  a  half  west  of 
town.  Denver  &  Uiu  Grande  [lassenger 
train  No.  1.  west-bound,  collided  with 
a  Colorado  Midland  stock  train,  going 
east,  wrecking  both  engines  and  several 
curs  in  both  trains.  Shortly  after  the 
collision  tire  broke  out  in  the  ruins.  The 
mail,  baggage  4nd  express  cars, 
sntitker,  day  coach  and  a  tourist  sleeper 
Were  burned.  A  number  of  passengers 
who  were  not  killed  outright,  »)ut  who 
were  pinned  in  the  wreckage  and  could 
not  be  extricated,  perished  in  the 
llames.  There  were  about  :iOO  passen- 
gers. It  is  estimated  that  tsventy-llve 
prrsons  were  killed  and  as  many  more 
bruised,  scalded  and  burned,  of  whom 
over  six  are  iikely  to  die  of  their  in- 
juries. 

The  accident  occurred  at  the  worst 
possible  point.  Two  minutes  running 
time  and  they  would  have  avoided  the 
wreck,  as  each  engineer  could  have  seen 
the  approach  of  the  other  train.  The 
trains  collided  on  a  curve  or  bend  round 
a  mountain,  and  there  was  no  oppor- 
tunity to  avoid  the  wreck  or  even 
slacken  their  speed.  The  surviving 
trainmen  say  the  trains  were  not  run. 
ning  fast,  but  the  facts  seem  to  be  that 
both  the  passenger  and  freight  were 
going  at  full  speed— about  twenty  miles 
an  hour  for  the  passenger  and  the 
freight  ten  or  twelve.  The  Rio  (Jrande 
Junction  road,  on  which  the  wreck  oc- 
curred, is  a  joint  track  operated  by  the 
Denver  &  Rio  Grandt"  and  Colorado 
Midland  companies.  It  is  a  single 
standard  guage  track,  seventy-seven 
miles  long,  running  from  New  Castle  to 
Grand  Junction,  connecting  the  two 
roads  with  the  Rio  Grande  Western. 
The  roadbed  runs  along  the  West 
Grande  river.and  nearly  all  the  way  are 
high  bluffs  on  one  side  of  the  track 
and  the  stream  on  the  other,  it  being 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  feet  below  the 
surface  of  the  track. 

The  Rio  Grande  passenger  was  due  at 
New  Castle  at  11:05  p.  m..  and  should 
have  reached  the  point  one  and  one-half 
miles  beyond  New  Castle  where  the 
accident  occurred  by  11:10.  The  train 
must,  therefore,  have  been  at  least  two 
hours  late,  as  the  accident  occurred  al 
12:16  a.  m. 

One  report  as  to  the  cause  of  the 
accident  is  to  the  effect  that  Conductor 
Burhank  of  the  Colorado  Midland 
stock  train  made  a  mistake  of  ten  min- 
utes In  figuring  on  the  time  when  the 
Rio  Grande  passenger  train  passed  New 
Castle,  and  that  therefore  he  was 
chiefly  responsible  for  the  disaster. 
Engineer  Ostrander  of  the  stock  train 
could  either  confirm  or  deny  this  report 
if  he  were  alive,  but  it  is  l)elieved  he  is 
dfad  under  the  debris. 

W.  L.  Hawthorne,  conductor  of  the 
passenger  train,  was  in  the  smoking 
car  at  the  time  of  the  collision  and  was 
thrown  about  and  severely  bruised. 
He  says  that  the  gas  cylinder  unfler 
one  of  the  wrecked  cars  exploded  and 
everything  appeared  to  be  in  flames 
within  a  short  time.  He  says  he  does 
not  think  more  than  two  or  three  pas- 
sengers in  the  smoker  were  burned  to 
death,  but  will  not  sav  there  were  not 
more  than  this  number. 

The  passengers  in  the  day  coach 
fared  the  worst.  Out  of  twenty-nine 
pe<;iple  in  the  wreck  only  six  are  now 
known  to  have  escaped.  Some  may 
have  escaped  unnoticed. 

As  in  all  similar  accidents,  the  en- 
ginemen  were  first  to  lose  their  lives. 
Engineer  Ostrander  went  down  with  his 
hands  on  the  lever.  Robert  Holland, 
fireman  on  the  passenger,  was  so  badly 
hurt  that  he  died  at  5  o'clock.  En- 
gineer Gordon  of  the  passenger  train 
may  live,  although  he  is  badly  injured, 
and  at  first  was  thought  to  be  fatally 
hurt.  He  suffered  great  pain  from  a 
rupture  in  addition  to  his  other  in- 
juries. He  was  thrown  over  a  barb 
wire  fence  by  the  force  of  the  colli- 
sion. Hlnes.  the  Midland  fireman,  was 
so  badly  hurt  that  the  doctors  who  ex- 
amined him  at  5  o'clock  said  that  he 
could  not  recover.  He  was  shockingly 
burned,  but  bore  his  pain  bravely. 
James  Keenan,  the  postal  clerk,  wili 
not  live  until  noon,  the  doctors  say.  He 
Is  terribly  scalded. 

Two  express  messengers  on  the  Rio 
Grande  train  saved  their  lives,  but  their 
escape  was  a  thrilling  one.  They  were 
James  C.  Foley  and  William  S.  Messen- 
ger, both  of  Denver.  They  had  oiled 
up  through  baggage  in  one  end  of  the 
car  and  were  busy  with  the  egg  cases 
In  the  other  end  when  the  shock  came. 
They  were  pushed  headlong  about  the 
car,  and  when  it  toppled  over  they  were 
stunned  and  bruised  by  the  loose  bag- 
gage. It  was  several  minutes  before 
they  were  able  to  aid  themselves.  Then 
the  car  commenced  to  fill  with  smoke, 
and  death  by  burning  or  suffocatiori 
seemed  their  fate.  They  realized  their 
position  and  began  a  battle  with  an 
ax  to  liberate  themselves.  Finally,  as 
the  car  burst  into  flames,  they  saw  day- 
light through  the  hole  they  were  cut- 
ting, and  by  the  aid  of  some  men  out- 
side they  were  able  to  pull  themselves 
through— bruised  and  bleeding,  but  stilj 
safe. 

It  is  dlflRcult  to  get  particulars  about 
the  dead  and  injured,  so  great  is  the 
confusion.  In  addition  to  the  above 
named  it  is  now  known  that  Alex  Hart- 
man,  of  Hersher.  III.,  has  both  legs 
broken  and  cannot  live.  His  wife  and 
two  children  were  the  first  of  the  dead 
to  be  removed  from  the  wreckage.  Miss 
Pearl  Cornell,  of  Oregon,  had  her  leg 
broken.  This  lady  was  returning  from 
a  visit  to  friends  in  the  East  and  was 
in  the  collision  at  Glen  Falls.  Idaho, 
while  on  her  way  East. 

T.  F.  Daniels,  the  passenger  brake- 
man,  who  was  unhurt,  came  back  to 
this  place  and  notified  the  railway  offi- 
cials of  the  accident.  A  special  train 
was  sent  out  with  physicians  and  nurses 
as  soon  as  nossible.  At  3:40  a.  m.  an- 
other  special  train  was  sent  from  Glen- 
wood  Springs,  where  news  of  the  wreck 
caused  great  excitement.  Neighboring 
ranch  houses  were  used  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  Injured  and  all  did  what 


they  could  to  help.  Superintendent 
Choate  and  officers  of  the  Rio  Grande 
did  everything  possible  to  relieve  the 
suffering. 

The  track  will  not  be  cleared  before 
tomorrow  night,  and  passengers  will 
have  to  be  transferred  around  the 
wreck.  At  least  two  cars  of  stock  were 
wrecked  and  the  road  strewn  with  dead 
animals. 

Some  excitement  was  occasioned  by 
two  Italians  attempting  to  break  open 
trunks  taken  from  the  baggage  car. 
Marshal  Pearson  shot  at  one  and  thinks 
he  hit  him.  The  other.  Nick  Fick,  was 
arrested  and  .aken  to  jail.  The  ex- 
press car  and  its  contents  of  the 
wrecked  passenger  train  was  entirely 
consumed  by  fire. 

Frank  P.  Mannix,  editor  of  the  'Vic- 
tor Record,  was  a  passenger  on  the 
Denver  &  Rio  Grande  train,  "i  was  in 
the  smoker  when  the  collision  hap- 
pened." he  said,  "and  was  jammed 
down  in  the  seat.  I  saw  daylight  on  one 
side  and  managed  to  pull  myself  out, 
and  with  the  help  of  Brakeman  Daniels 
helped  to  pull  three  people  from  the 
wreck.  At  the  time  of  the  collision 
the  tank  under  the  smoker  exploded 
and  set  fire  to  the  train.  The  scene 
was  awful.  "The  mail,  the  baggage, 
smoker,  day  coach  and  a  tourist  sleeper 
were  Imrned,  the  rear  Pullman  and  a 
private  car  remaining  on  the  track.  " 
Mr.  Mannix  is  of  the  opinion  that  at 
least  forty  are  dead  and  burned. 

As  yet  it  has  not  been  possible  to  ob- 
tain a  full  list  of  the  dead  and  injured.

J.  H.  Standard  and  Alex  Hartman 
have  been  removed  to  the  hospital  at 
Salida.  Both  will  probalily  die.  Hart- 
man is  a  minister  from  Herschen,  III., 
who  was  traveling  with  his  wife  and 
two  children  to  the  coast.  From  the 
day  coach  few  escaped. 

"The  sides  of  the  car  pitined  down  the 
passengers,  manj'  of  whom  were  roast- 
ed in  plain  sight  of  those  who  wanted 
to  help  them.  The  passenger  engine  ex- 
ploded and  the  cars  were  ablaze  In  two 
minutes.  A  little  baggage  and  mail 
was  saved.  Superintendent  Sample 
and  Surgeon  Dean  are  on  the  field 
working  hard.

Repoft  By  Dr.  Day  of  the  Geological 
Survey. 

Washington,  Sept.  10.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  report  of  Dr.  Day, 
chief  of  the  mineral  division  of  the  geo- 
logical survey,  on  the  stone  output  in 
the  United  States  during  the  year  1896 
has  been  made  to  the  chief  of  the  sur- 
vey. It  shows  that  the  total  value  of 
stone  produced  was  $.31,346,171,  of  which 
the  Minnesota  output  was  worth  1587,- 
189.  There  were  but  three  kinds  of 
stone  produced  In  the  state,  granite, 
sandstone  and  limestone.  Of  these  the 
report  says: 

The  granite  production  in  1895 
amounted  in  value  to  J14S,596.  In  1896 
the  corresponding  figure  was  $1,';5,297. 
showing  an  increase  of  nearly  f7000. 
ITnder  prosperous  conditions  the  gran- 
ite industry  would  probably  progress 
regularly.  In  1892  the  value  of  the  out- 
put was  $360,000.  showing  what  can  be 
done  under  flourishing  conditions.  The 
production  of  sandstone  in  Minnesota 
has  shown  a  large  increase  during  the 
past  year,  namely,  from  a  valuation  of 
$74  700  in  1895  to  $202,000  in  1896.  This 
la  due  largely  to  the  increased  opera- 
tions of  a  few  firms  in  Pine  county. 
I.iime8tone  production  increased  from  a 
valuation  of  $218  7,'?3  in  1895  to  $228,922 
in  1896.  Reports  from  individual  pro- 
ducers are  more  encouraging  in  tone 
than  they  were  in  189.'>.  The  output  is 
largely  used  for  building  and  road  mak- 
ing. The  most  productive  county  is  Le 
Sueuer."

Milwaukee,  Sept.  10.— A  special  to  the 
Journal  from  Ashland,  Wis.,  saye:  For 
the  first  time  in  fourteen  years  govern- 
ment officers  have  discovered  an  Illicit 
whisky  distillery  In  the  Western  Wis- 
consin district  and  have  succeeded  in 
ferreting  out  the  guilty  parties.  Inter- 
nal revenue  officers  today  raided  the 
house  of  John  Walenczik  and  found  a 
complete  outfit  for  distilling  several 
gallons  of  whisky.  Walenczik  was  ar- 
rested and  says  the  illegal  traffic  has 
been  going  on  for  years.  Others  in 
the  same  line  may  be  arrested  today.

Sept.  10.— The  World 
Piints  the  follow Ing  this  morning:  "The 
control  of  the  government  of  Honduras 
A  "''^'"''^^'ins"  are  the  words  of  the 
American  consul  of  Honduras,  used  in 
nis  report  to  the  state  department,  con- 
cerning the  effect  of  the  concessions 
recently  made  by  the  government  of 
Honduras  to  an  organization  of 
wealthy  Nt.^v  Yorkers, 
th  1  ^"^"slderation  was  the  cause  of 
the  advancing  of  several  million  of  dol- 
lars—whether $5,000,000  or  $15.000  000 
cannot  be  ascertained- to  the  Honduras 
government,  whereby  It  may  keep 
above  bankruptcy.  On  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  the  concern  appear  the 
names  of  John  Jacob  Aster  Dr.  Seward 
Webb.  Chauncey  M.  Depew,  J.  J.  Mc- 
Cullough.  Frederick  B.  Jelings,  Charles 
Mc\  ey  and  Melville  E.  Ingalls,  Jr.  The 
organizer  is  Henry  L.  Sprague,  a  lawyer 
of  this  city. 

When  Mr.  Sprague  made  his  visit  to 
Honduras  he  succeeded  iK'yond  his 
•  mi  ^^  h"l>ts.  The  government  was 
wining  to  grant  him  everything  he 
wanted  If  the  men  of  millions  whom  he 
represented  would  only  assume  certain 
nnandal  obligations  that  would  save 
the  republie  from  ruin. 

The  nature  n{  the  deal  has  been  kept 
very  much  a  secret  so  far.  but  it  is 
known  that  the  plan  includes  not  only 
the  completion  and  control  of  the  Hon- 
diiras  railway,  the  management  of  its 
telegraph  system  and  the  dictation  of 
tariff  duties,  at  the  custom  house,  but 
t  \  *^''  »^stablishment  of  a  national 
bank  to  carry  out  a  fiscal  policy  for 
paying  off  the  Honduras  debt. 

The  government  promises  not  to  in- 
terfere for  live  years  at  least.  It  is  also 
on  the  cards  to  establish  a  steamship 
lino  from  Tiuxillo,  on  the  Atlantic  coast 
of  Honduras,  to  Belize,  in  Bolivia.  A 
plan  is  afoot,  also,  it  Is  said,  to  instigate 
emigratlo:i  from  here  to  Honduras  for 
men  who  tan  stand  the  climate,  which 
IS  very  trying  to  those  only  accustomed 
to  temperate  zones.

Any  remaining 
land  needed  t<«  satisfy  the  Indians  will 
be  taken  from  the  White  Earth  reser- 
vation. 

The  princiiial  questions  to  be  decided 
at  the  cominR  grand  council  will  be 
the  method  of  allotlng  these  lands 
whether  th.y  shall  l)e  divided  among 
heads  of  families  only  or  among  the 
individual  Indians. 

It  is  beli^vid  that  the  Mille  Lacs 
Chippewas  would  prefer  that  heads  of 
families  should  obtain  the  land  on  that 
reservation,  and  that  young  persons 
to  head  should  be 
Earth   reservation.

Badly  Needed  In  Heat  Stricken  South- 
ern Cities. 

Chicago.  Sept.  10.— Relief  in  the  shape 
of  a  cold  wave,  according  to  Professor 
tlarriott  of  the  weather  Imrcau,  is  on 
the  way  to  sweltering  Chicago,  and  a 
drop  of  at  least  10  degrees  in  tempera- 
ture may  be  expected  by  tonight.  There 
was  one  death— that  of  C.  A.  Partmak— 
and  several  cases  of  prostration  from 
the  heat  yesterday  in  the  city.  The 
heat  came  within  1  degree  of  equalling 
the  September  record.  The  maximum 
was  94  degrees  at  4  p.  m.  Only  once 
in  twenty-five  years  has  a  higher  tem^ 
perature  been  noted— during  the  hot 
spell  in  September,  1893,  when  the 
lecord  of  95  degrees  was  established.

Sept.  10.— The  Exam- 
iner prints  an  extra  edition  contaihing 
the  following  news  from  Daws(>n  City: 
Ottir  I'.iint.  1;.  ("..  s.  i.t.  10.— The  steam- 
er Cbveland  has  arrived  from  St. 
Michael's,  bringing  with  her  from  the 
Yukon  gold  tields  a  story  of  distress 
an<l  disaster.  The  miners  she  has  on 
board  and  ortkers  in  charce  o*'  the  ship 
tell  the  story  of  disaster  and  distress 
at  Dawson.  The  winter  has  set  in  at  the 
mining  city  of  the  frozen  North  and 
two  great  stores  of  the  place  have 
closed  their  doors,  for  they  have  nothing 
to  sell.  Those  who  have  been  seeking 
gold  now  must  stnk  food  or  starve. 

While  there  may  be  a  tendency  to 
exaggerate  the  actual  con(liti.>n  of 
affairs,  there  «an  In-  ni>  <tuestion  that 
famine  threat'-ns  the  adventurous  nii-n 
and  women  wh.Ktnade  their  way  t«>  the 
Klondike,  llunilreds  of  unruly  spirits 
are  flocking  to  Dawson.  Violcme  is 
l>eing  tlireali-ned  on  every  side.  Indig- 
nation meetings,  heavy  with  muttered 
threats  of  vengeance,  are  held  at  St. 
Michael's  by  those  who  see  little  hopi 
of  advancing  u')  the  river  and  less  of 
getting   l)aik   to  civilization. 

The  first  signs  of  winter  are  appar- 
ent on  the  river  Yukon,  which  is  Itegin- 
ning  to  freeze  and  in  a  few  weeks  will 
be  closed.  Enormous  prices  are  ni>w' 
being  paid  for  food  at  l>awson.  and  it  is 
impossible  that  more  than  four  ves.-<els 
with  provisions  can  reach  Dawson  i)e- 
fore  the  river  is  a  mass  of  ice. 

On  the  Cleveland  there  wtre  thirty- 
eight  passtngirs.  men.  women  and  chil- 
dren, who  have  come  from  Dawson 
City.  There  are  few  miners  in  this 
party  that  are  al'le  to  tell  of  prosperity. 
Most  of  them  wish  to  exaggerate  their 
possessions,  and  if  one  were  to  believe 
the  stories  thev  tell  he  would  say  that 
the  treasure  ship  in  which  thev  have 
come  carries  $r..00O.0O(>.  Cai-t.  Hali. 
master  of  the  Cleveland,  says  that  he 
has  310O.00O  in  his  safe.  The  purser 
says  that  he  can  account  for  $l;")ii.O(>0 
on  boar<l.  The  CUveland  has  .some  of 
the  passengers  of  the  P.  B.  Weare  on 
board. 

The  Weare  left  Dawson  City  in  time 
to  connect  with  the  Portland,  had  shi' 
not  met  with  a  mishap  and  struck  on 
the  tiats  aI)ove  (?ircle  City.  Thev  re- 
port that  on  July  2.5  the  stores  of  the 
Alaska  Commercial  company  and  of 
the  North  American  Trading  and 
Transportation  company  denied  that 
they  had  no  more  fr)od  to  sell.  Three 
weeks  before  that  these  companies  were 
itnable  to  furnish  outfits  and  when  the 
announcement  was  made  that  no  more 
goods  were  available,  consternation 
resulted  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
Dawson  with  gold  seekers  piling  in  at 
the  rate  of  twenty  to  thirty  a  day. 

Drunkeness.  gambling,  and  disord t 
were  rampant  and  the  most  conserva- 
tive observers  predict  the  most  serious 
consequences.  There  is  gold  every- 
where, but  the  people  of  Dawson  want 
food  more  than  they  want  gold  now. 
At  St.  Michaels,  there  are  not  enough 
structures  to  accommodate  the  crowd, 
and  scores  of  people  are  living  in  tents. 
Shortly  before  the  Cleveland  left  St. 
Michaels,  tw<i  of  the  expeditions,  those 
of  the  National  City  and  of  the  South 
Coast  held  indignation  meetings  threat- 
ening dire  vengeance  upon  those  who 
had  brought  them  there  and  were 
unable  to  carry  them  further.  They 
had  been  left  stranded  about  St.  Mich- 
aels and  cannot  possibly  reach  Dawson 
before  next  spring. 

August  28  the  Excelsior  left  St. 
Michaels.  Reports  were  current  that  hei- 
treasure  amounts  to  $1,000,000.  but 
there  are  none  on  the  Cleveland  that 
can  verify  this  assertion.  The  Ex- 
celsior was  caught  in  the  dangerous 
flats  of  the  Yukon  and  broke  two 
blades  of  her  propeller.  When  the 
Cleveland  reached  Ounalaska  she  found 
the  Excelsior  undergoing  repairs.  It  is 
prol>able.  however.  that  she  left 
Ounalaska  last  Monday. 

The    Nevach    was    caught    in    an    ice 
pack  in  the  Arctic  ocean.     Of  her  crew 
forty-two  were  lost.       Thirty-one  w.-rc 
crushed  in  the  ice  and  frozen  to  death. 
The    Bear   saw    the    vessel's   signals    of 
distress  near  Point  Harrow   and  lost  no 
time  In   going  to  her  assistance.       The 
captain,  his  wife,  two  ortkers  and  four 
sailors    were    glad     to    leave    the    dis- 
mantled   ship,    but    nine    positively    i»j- 
fuecd    to    1,...

HEAR  WITH  TWO  EARS. 
A  special  factor  in  the  capacity  of  a 
telephone  operator  is  found  to  be  the 
absence  of  any  difference  between  the 
right  and  the  left  ear  In  acuteness  of 
hearing,  says  the  New  York  Sun.  It 
appears  ttiat  In  Germany  the  telephones 
are  arranged  with  a  double  receiver, 
each  ear  of  the  operator  In  the  station 
being  provided  with  one  of  these,  so 
that  the  .sound  is  delivered  equally  In 
each  ear.  and  thus  there  is  no  varying 
result,  as  both  ears  become  equally 
acute.  The  plan  adopted  at  the  Chica- 
go Telephone  Exchange  consists  in  hav- 
ing the  operators  change  the  receiver 
from  one  ear  to  the  other  three  or  four 
times  a  day,  a  method  which  brings 
rest  to  the  operator;  the  presumption 
In  this  case  is  very  natural,  namely, 
that  if  one  ear  were  used  exclusively 
by  the  operator  in  time  there  would 
be  so  distinct  a  difference  In  the  acute- 
ness of  hearing  between  the  left  and 
right  sides  that  the  operator  would  be 
practically  incapacitated  for  a  change 
—there  would  be  an  abnormal  develop- 
ment of  one  side  at  the  expense  of  the 
other.

Too  Many  Lights  and  Price 

Too  High— Cost  $55,000 

Last  Year.

In  response  to  a  general  demand 
from  the  people,  economy  has  been  the 
watchword  all  along  the  line  in  the 
city  government  at  present,  and  much 
has  been  done  toward  cutting  down  the 
expen.ses  of  the  city.  The  ax  has  fallen 
in  many  places  where  it  has  hurt.  A 
large  number  of  policemen  and  firemen 
have  been  laid  off  and  other  employes 
of  the  city  departments  have  gone  the 
same  way,  and  while  it  has  been  hard 
on  them,  it  has  been  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  do  it.  In  other  branches  large 
cuts  in  expenses  have  been  made.  The 
fire  department  has  been  reduced,  the 
health  and  street  departments  have 
been  reduced  and  reductions  have  lieen 
in  order  all  along  the  line.  There  is  one 
department  r)f  city  expense  which  has 
not  as  yet  felt  any  of  the  retrenchment 
which  is  in  progress,  and  it  is  one  which 
is  prolmbly  the  most  expensive  of  any 
the  city  has.  This  is  in  the  matter  of 
street  lighting.  If  the  city  will  scan  its 
light  bills  it  will  find  there  an  enor- 
mous source  of  expense. 

Material  reductions  can  undouljtedly 
be  h'.iI.-  ill  the  expenditures  for  light- 
ing the  stieets.  It  is  believed  that  the 
number  of  lij^hts  may  Ije  greatly  re- 
duced. There  are.  for  instance,  a  num- 
Iter  of  streets— platted  street.s— in  those 
portions  of  the  territory  within  the  city 
limits  that  are  as  yet  built  up  only 
on  the  maps,  along  which  the  mainten- 
ance of  lights  is  of  service  only  to  an 
occasional  belated  cow.  It  is  no  tnore 
necessary  that  lights  should  be  main- 
tained in  such  places  than  on  the  alkali 
plains  of  the  Southwest.  The  city 
might  as  well  spend  its  money  lighting 
the  latter  locality,  so  far  as  any  benefit 
to  the  taxpayers  who  foot  the  bills  is 
concerned.  It  is  believed,  too,  that  the 
number  of  li^^hts  on  the  principal 
streets,  and,  in  fact,  throughout  the 
business  and  residence  portions  of  the 
city,  might  be  thinned  out  liy  over  one 
half. 

It  is  not  necessary  lor  .><afety  or  con- 
venience that  the  thoroughfares  should 
be  illuminated  as  luilliantly  as  a  ball 
room.     The  streets  present  a  gala  ap- 
pearance every  night  in  the  year.  The 
sojourner    from    abroad    might   readily 
imagine  that  he  was  in  Venice  in  car- 
nival  time.     It   is  a  carnival   time — for 
the  electric  light  company.     It  is  nice, 
but  it  is  expensive.     Duluth  is  literally 
dashing  her  light  abroad  so  that  it  may 
be  seen  well  nigh  from  sea  to  sea.    Not 
only    In    the    number   of    lights    main- 
tained   does   the   city    hold    up    its   end 
pretty  well  with  New  York  and  Paris, 
but  In  another  respect  it  outdoes  them. 
In  no  large  metropolis,  no  matter  how 
full  the  treasury  and  how  reckless  the 
expenditure  of  the  pef)ple's  money,  does 
the      practice    of      lighting      the      city 
throughout  on  moonlight  nights  obtain. 
Here   in   Duluth   the   fact   that  a   large 
saving  might  be  effected  t>y  giving  the 
luminary  of  the  night  a  chance  once  in 
a    while    seems    to    have   been    ignored, 
iind    tho   electric    light    company    adds 
a  sulistantial  chunk  to  its  bill  each  and 
every  night  in  the  year.     The  presence 
of  its  lights  on  nights  when  the  Duluth 
moon    is    doing    its    best   is    <m!y    indi- 
cated  by  their   shadows   on   the   pave- 
ment.    It   would  seem   really  as  if  the 
taxjiayers  of  Duluth  had  paid  enough 
for  shadows  of  various  kinds.     In  Min- 
neapolis and  Chicago  gas  is  used  pretty 
largely  for  lighting  the  streets,  and  on 
moonlight  nights  such  as  there  are  at 
the  present  time  they  are   not  used  at  all. 
This  is  a  common  sense  policy  and  one 
that   will    commend    itself    to   everyone 
who  has  any  idea  of  an  economical  ad- 
ministration   of  city   finances. 
THE    COST   OF    IT. 
The  city  paid  $.')4.."i8ri.91   last   year  for 
lighting  the  territory  within  its  limits. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that  one-third  of  this 
amount,    or  $1S.000  annually,    in   round 
numbers,  is  paid  for  lighting  localities 
the    primeval    solitude    of    which      has 
ne^er   been    broken,   save,    perhaps,    by 
the  surveyor  and  the  hardy  scouts  of 
the  electric   light   company,   who   have 
penetra^ted    to      these      fastnesses       to 
string  the   wires  to   light    their  sylvan 
aisles.       Owing  to  a  peculiarity  of  the 
contract  with  the  company  this  amount 
cannot  be  reduced  for  the  current  year, 
although  it  may  be  Increased  as  lights 
are    ordered    put    up    by    the    council. 
There  are  471  lights  in  the  Duluth  and 
West    Duluth    districts,    including    the 
territory  outside  of  Fond  du  Lac,     the 
cost   of    which    is   ,;0   cents   each,    or   a 
total  of  $141.30  per  night.      In  Fond  du 
Lac  there  are  ten  lights  for  which  th^- 
city  pays  $10   per  month. 

A    pretty    handsome   bill    this    makes 
for  a  city  of  6«),0iK>  inhabitants. 

Lights  are  maintained  on  Fourth  and 
Fifth  streets  as  far  west  as  Twenty- 
eighth  avenue  west  at  an  annual  cost 
of  $109.50  per  lamp.  It  would  tax  the 
skill  of  one  of  Cooper's  Indian  scouts 
to  trace  these  streets  through  a  great 
part  of  that  region.  Seventh  street  is 
lighted  from  Twenty-first  to  Twenty- 
fourth  avenues  west,  presumably  for 
the  benefit  of  travelers  to  the  Klondike 
via  the  Edmonton  route.  At  Tenth 
street  and  Twenty-third  avenues  west 
the  owls  are  lighted  on  their  way  by  a 
light  that  it  costs  the  city  $109.50  a 
year  to  maintain.  It  Is  said  that  the 
man  who  renews  the  carbon  in  this 
lamp  has  to  find  his  way  to  it  by  the 
compass.    Sixth   street    west    is    lighted 


from  Lake  avenue  to  Fifth  avenue 
west  at  a  cost  of  $438  per  year.  The 
region  east  of  Lake  avenue  and  north 
of  Fourth  street  is  studded  with  lights 
that  cost  the  city  $2.')18.60  annually. 

About  the  only  purpose  a  great  many 
of  the  light  serve  is  as  an  illumination 
for  the  benefit  of  passengers  on  pass- 
ing vessels.  It  is  rather  dear  as  adver- 
tising. If  that  sort  of  thing  is  kept  up 
it  may  result  in  advertising  that  Du- 
luth does  not  desire.  There  seems  to 
be  no  reason  why  this  item  could  not 
be  cut  at  least  one-half. 

Woodland  is  radiant.  It  costs  $2847 
per  year  to  light  Woodland,  places 
having  been  found  somewhere  in  that 
locality  for  twenty-six  lamps.  The 
lighting— say.  rather,  the  illumination— 
of  Duluth  Heights  costs  $876  annually. 
There  are  eight  lights  in  this  locality, 
a  large  number  of  which  serve  no  other 
purpose  than  to  cheer  the  traveler  on 
his  way  to  Pike  lake.  If  the  city  is 
under  any  obligation  at  all  to  light  the 
country  roads  in  the  vicinity  in  the 
winter,  the  lighting  of  Pike  lake  road  in 
the  winter  would  seem  to  be  stretching 
a  point. 

In  West  Duluth  lights  are  planted  for 
the  benefit  of — well,  say  the  electric 
light  company  and  the  gophers  all  over 
the  outlying  regions.  The  lighting  of 
the  West  Duluth  district  costs  $15,111 
annually.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  at  least 
$50«)0  of  this  expenditure  could  be  dis- 
pensed with.  The  lighting  of  the  region 
in  and  around  Fond  du  Lac  costs  $1200 
each  year. 

The  lights  in  Duluth  proper  and 
Lakeside  are.  according  to  the  con- 
tract, of  2000-candle  power  each;  in  the 
other  districts  of  1600-candle  power 
each.  Whether  they  are  up  to  grade  or 
not  nobody  outside  of  the  company  can 
say.  Nobody  has  been  found  up  to 
date  who  Is  willing  to  assert  that  they 
are.  There  Is  something  said  In  the 
contract  about  tests  of  the  lights  to  lie 
made  from  time  to  time.  No  tests  have 
been  made  by  the  city.  Tlie  city  has  no 
apparatus  for  the  puipo.st  and  never 
has  had. 

The  contracts  under  which  the  com- 
pany is  operating  and  the  city  is  labor- 
ing expire  next  summer.  Cannot  the 
council  .see  its  way  to  get  lights  for  less 
money?  A  few  lights  less  would  not 
make  the  streets  enough  daj'ker  to  hurt 
and  the  hearts  of  the  taxr>ayers  would 
be  a  great  deal  lighter. 

If  the  city  cannot  find  its  way  clear 
to  cut  this  expense  at  i>r«?sent,  it  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  do  so  next  July, 
when  the  contract  expires.  If  it  should 
decide  to  make  a  new  i  onu-act  with  the 
present  company  it  should  be  at  a  much 
lower  figure,  and  there  should  be  a 
wholesale  reduction  in  the  number  ot 
lamps.

In    an    article   on    "When    Henry   Clay 
Said  Farewell  to  the  Senate,"  on  March 
;:i,    1S42.    after    thirty-six    years    in    public 
life,    John    F.    Coyle,    in    the    September 
Ladles'    Home       Journal,       presents    this 
graphic  pen-picture  of  the  "Great  Com- 
moner," whose  close  friendship  he  enjoyed 
for  many  years:  "Mr.  Clay  (in  1S42)  was  65 
years  old.  at  the  v.-ry  zenith  of  his  Kreat 
popularity,   the   notable,   eentral  figure  in 
the  arena  of   politics  and   statesmanship. 
More    than    six    feet    tall,    slender,    erect, 
graceful  and  commanding  he  was  the  per- 
sonitication  of  dignity  and  noble  bearing. 
He  was  a  perfect  master  of  the  language, 
tone  and  gesture,  ami  pos.sessed  of  a  voice 
remarkable  for  its  volume  and  range,  and 
its    capacity    to    express    every    shade    of 
leeling  of  pa.ssion  of      the   human   soul. 
Deep,  full-toned  and  melodious,  it  was  In- 
deed magical  in  its  power  of  controlling 
the  feelings  of  those  who  listened  to  Its 
varying  cadences   and   exquisite   modula- 
tions. An  admiring  biographer  adds  to  an 
aiialy.sis  of  Mr.   Clay   as  an   orator:    'His 
niouth    large   and       prominent,    upper    lip

Columbus.  Sept.  10.— The  miners  are 
still  talking,  in  national  convention, 
about  a  settlement  of  the  strike,  and 
r.-porters  who  hang  about  the  doora 
outside  say  the  convention  will  run  into 
temorrow.  The  third  day's  session  was 
called  to  order  at  s  a.  m.  At  the  Thurs- 
da.v  afternoon  session  two  test  votes 
vvtio  taken  that  had  their  bearing  on 
the  qu.siion  of  accepting  the  proposi- 
tion of  111..  Pittsburg  operators  of  65 
cents  per   ton. 

The  resolution  at  stake  was  a  propo- 
sition from  Cliris  ICvans  to  the  effect 
that  in  the  event  of  a  settlement  the 
work  of  organization  was  to  be  con- 
tinued in  th.'  Wt  St  Virsinia  fields,  and 
to  gi\«'  the  ii-sult  to  the  newspajiers.  A 
delegate  1  ailed  for  a  division  of  the 
iiuestion  and  both  were  i)romptly  voted 
down.  In  fact,  up  to  this  time  every 
inoposition  made  by  the  oflicers.  Avho 
have  proposed  the  settlement,  has  Ijeen 
promptly  shelved.  The  opposition  to 
the  settlement  in  a  private  way  claims 
to  ( ontrol  two-thirds  of  the  members 
f  the  convention. 

.\  nromim  nt  man.  one  who  has  been 
instrumental  in  raising  a  large  amount 
of  aid  for  the  starving  miners  in  Ohici, 
says  the  conventi«)n  had  better  accept 
the  proposition,  as  it  would  in  the 
future  be  almost  an  imposslldlity  to 
.■<eeiiie   further  contributions. 

.\  most  exciting  ini  ident  happened 
when  a  ntAv  delegate  from  Cecil,  Pa. 
(the  home  of  President  Dolan).  pre- 
sented his  credentials.  The  delegate 
is  a  Frenchni,''n  and  very  bright,  and 
brought  with  him  a  letter  from  the 
local  union  emphatically  declaring 
against  ac  toting  the  Cj  cents  offered 
)»y  the  Pitt;-il)urg  operators.  The  read- 
ing of  the  letter  nearly  resulted  in  a 
rough-and-tumble  fight,  and  only  a 
prompt  exolanatlon  saved  a  most  dis- 
graceful scene  on  the  door  of  the  con- 
vention. President  Dolan  promptly  de- 
clared the  letter  "a  lie."  The  delegate 
ileliberately  pulled  off  his  coat,  threw  it 
on  a  chair,  and  in  vigorous  language 
in(iulred:  "Does  the  president  mean  to 
say  thai    I  am  a  liar?" 

".\"o."    I-  'iiit,!    President    Dol.on: 
1  do  in-aii   to  sav   that   the   letter 
lie." 

"That  i.-5  all  right  as  to  the  letter,  but 
he  must  not  say  that  I  am  a  liar.  As 
to  the  lett'i  l>eine  a  lie,  Mr.  Dolan  can 
settle  witli  the  local  union  when  he  re- 
turns home." 

For  the  time  tie-  liitTnulty  was 
avoided,  but  it  cleaily  indicated  that 
even  in  the  Pittsburg  district  the  feel- 
ing is  not  all  for  accepting  the  proposi- 
tion o?  the  t7iiners. 

One  of  the  matters  whi(  h  has  its  in- 
fluence with  thi-  Indiana  <ielegations  is 
that  ex-President  I'enna.  now  superin- 
tendent of  a  mine  at   Brazil.   Ind.,  and

might  occasionally  get  a  glimpse  of 
Adelph  Luetgert,  alleged  wife  murderer, 
and  by  continued  attention  catch  a 
word  or  two  of  expert  testimony  as  to 
chemical  analysis  on  the  bones  and 
slime  .said  to  be  all  that  remains  of 
Mrs.  Luetgert.  For  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  trial  at  least  half  of 
the  number  in  attendance  at  the  morn- 
ing session   were  men. 

Shortly    i>efore    the     session     opened 
two   muscular   officers   brought   in    the 
drygoods   l)ox   with   it!?  grewsome  con- 
tents of  bone,  flesh,  slime  and  reeking 
canvas,    by  examination    of   which    the 
expert  witnesses  fcjr  the  state  are  ex- 
pected to  establish  both  the  possibility 
and  the  fact  of  a  human   l)ody  having 
been  disintegrated  in  the  long  wooden 
vat   in   the   basement     of   the     sausage 
factory.  At  9:30  o'clock  Leutgert  entered 
the  court     room,     closely     followed     by 
the  judge  and  jury.     By  the  side  of  the 
prisoner  were  his  sons  Arnold,   Wiliam 
and    Charles,    his    friends,    and    several 
expert   chemists   who   assisted   Vincent 
in  cross  examining  the  expert  witnesses. 
Professor     Deiafontalne,     whose    ex- 
amination   was   begun   yesterda.v.     was 
the  first  witness  placed  on  the  stand  by 
the  state.    The  almost  inaudible  tones 
of  the  professor  were  hardly  heard  l>c- 
yond     the     stenographer's      desk     and 
hardly   a    word   could   be   distinguished 
by  the     jury.     The     witness     identified 
several  lilts  of  bone  which  he  had  re- 
ceived from  Inspector  Shauck,    assert- 
ing that  the  particles  were  taken  from 
the  slime  which  was  designated  as  l>e- 
Ing   the  residue  taken   from   the   sluice 
leading  from   the  vat.      After     a     few 
minutes  of     questioning,     llie     witness 
positively  identified  the  bits  of  bone.s  as 
human,  asserting  that  they  were  jjor- 
tions  of  joints   from   fingers  and   toes. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  important  facts 
which   the  state  expected   to  establish. 
Il   produced  no  effect  on     the     equan- 
imity of  the  prisoner,   who  tilted  back 
In  his  chair,  weatlng  his  usual  expres- 
sion of  interest,  but  betraying  no  emo- 
tion as  he  listened  closely  to  the  testi- 
mony.

Excellency  H.   Shlmamura.  H.   I..  Jap- 
anese    Minister      Resident,    Honolulu:    ' 
Sir:    Adverting  to  the  letter  of  instruc- 
tion addressed  to  you  by  Count  Okuma 
Shigenobu  under  date  of  Sept.  4.  where-  i 
in  he  confirms  his  telegram,  which  waa  ' 
to   the   effect   that    the   Jananese   gov-  I 
ernment  had  accepted  in  princinle  the 
suggestion   of    the     Hawaiian   govern- i 
ment    t<n-   arbitration,   and    also   states' 
the  natur.-  of  the  t.-rms  and  conditions  I 
considered    essential    Ijy    the     imnerial  i 
government  to  a  satisfactory   issue  of 
the    contemplated    arbitration,    a    copv 
of    which    accompanies    your   letter    of 
Sent  16.  I  have  the  honor  to  sav: 

"That  this  government  recognizes  the 
desirability  of  expressly  defining  the 
•cope  of  the  reference,  and  for  that 
reason  regrets  that  his  excel lencv's 
letter  does  not  more  fully  define  the 
Issues  which  the  imperial  government 
would  be  willing  to  submit  for  decision. 
If  I  understand  his  excellency  correctly, 
the  imperial  government  cannot  con- 
sent to  the  submission  to  arliitration 
of  the  question  of  the  bona  fides  of  the 
poiwiesslon  of  the  J50  by  each  of  the  re- 
jected immigrants,  or  the  aiiplicahitity 
of  the  treaty  of  1S71  to  Japanese^  sub- 
jects other  than  those  belonging  to  the 
merchant  class. 

"This  l)eing  .so.  it  is  suggested  that 
this  government  cannot  be  expected  to 
give  its  reply  as  to  whether  or  not  this 
prop^jsal  is  acceptable  until  the  points 
which  the  imperial  government  Is  will- 
ing to  have  submitted  to  arbitration 
are  definitely  made  known  to  it.  and  in 
the  absence  of  an  agreement  as  to  the 


scope  of  the  riferencc,  it  is  likewise 
suggested  that  no  answer  can  l>c  ex- 
pected in  regard  to  the  choice  of  ail.i- 
tration.  In  view  of  this  I  atn  under 
the  necessity  of  understanding  that  his 
excellency  fully  define  the  points  which 
the  imperial  government  consider  at 
issue.  ui)on  v*  hich  the  decisinn  «>f  thi 
arbitrator  i.s  to  be  inviti'Li. 

"With  sentiments  of  the  highest  con- 
sideration.

your  ex  ellency's  obedient  servant.

ARGENTINE  RETALIATES.

a  New  Tariff. 

Washington.  Sept.  11.— Argentine  at 
last  has  taken  steps  to  retaiiat'-  upon 
the  I'nited  States  for  supposed  dis- 
crimination in  the  new  tariff.  A 
rulilejjrani  was  received  at  the  stat>' 
department  today  from  I'nlttd  States 
Minister  Buchanan  at  Buenos  Ayres 
reading  as  follows: 

"Argentine  tariff  for  next  year  has 
been  sent  to  the  Argentine  longress. 
Argentine  president  recommends,  in 
view  of  the  Cnited  States  tariff,  the 
following  increased  duty.  Fifty  per  cent 
on  yellow  pine;  125  per  cent  on  farm 
wagons:  KJt)  per  cent  on  plows,  harrows, 
kerosene  and  agricultural  machinery 
not  specifically  mentioned.  Also  recom- 
mends maximum  and  minimum  clause 
according  to  what  the  president  can 
apply  at  will,  iiO  per  cent  duty  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  duty.  Am  writing 
fully  in  regard  to  the  situation. 


Whole  BrJgades  at   Hazelton 

This  Morning. 

Harrisburg,  Pa..  Sept.  11.— Maj. 
Snowden.  commanding  the  First  bri- 
gade, reached  this  city  .this  morning 
and  was  at  once  placed  In  charge  of  the 
movement  of  the  troops  by  Governor 
Hastings.  The  governor  has  postponed 
his  visit  to  the  Blue  mountains  and  will 
remain  at  the  executive  mansion  until 
the  trouble  Is  ended.  Word  was  re- 
ceived at  noon  from  Hazleton  that  Gen. 
Gobin  was  on  the  scene  and  that  seve- 
recelved  that  Gen.  Schall  was  to  have 
the  First  brigade  ready  to  be  moved 
in  an  hour's  notice. 

Lieut.  Richardson  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  state  arsenal  last  night 
in  the  absence  of  Keeper  Nesbitt.  Rich- 
ardson is  a  hustler,  and  he  had  all  the 
thirty-two  companies  of  the  Third  bri- 
gade on  cars  ready  to  move  at  7  o'clock 
this  morning.  The  governor's  troop 
nf  this  city  started  at  7  o'clock  this 
morning  for  the  strike  region,  and  was 
followed  in  two  hours  by  the  City 
Grays. 

The  Fourth  and  Fifth  regiments  ren- 
dezvoused in  Harrisliurg  this 
morning  and  were  hurried 
through  to  Hazleton  im 
special  trains.  None  of  the  other  regi- 
ments were  ordered  here,  l)ut  were  in- 
structed to  proceed  at  once  to  Hazle- 
ton. The  governor  is  in  receipt  of  In- 
formation that  the  brigade  was  prac- 
tically mobilized  at  Hazleton  at  1 
o'clock  this  afternoon.  The  First  bri- 
gade will  not  be  called  out  unless  it 
is  absolutely  necessary. 


State      Officials     Considering     the 
Shooting  Near  Hazleton. 

Philadelphia,  Sept.  11.— The  first  bri- 
gade National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania, 
which  Is  composed  of  Philadelphia  regi- 
ments is  in  readiness  to  go  to  Hazle- 
ton ."-hould  their  services  be  required 
there.  The  brigade  has  received  in- 
structions from  Harrisburg  to  hold 
themselves  subject  to  fjuick  orders  from 
the  governor. 

Maj.  Gen.  Snowden  left  for  Harris- 
burg on  the  4:.S0  n.  m.  train,  and  Adjt. 
(Jen.  Stewart  left  on  the  8:30  a.  m. 
train  for  the  state  capital.  A  confer- 
ence will  be  held  theie  between  these 
olFuers  and  the  governor  regarding  the 
situation  at  Hazleton. 

The  members  of  the  different  regi- 
ments of  the  first  brigade  assembled  at 
their  respective  armories  early  in  the 
day,  and  all  seemed  eager  to  receive  the 
order  to  proceed  to  the  scene  of  the 
trouble. 


Fifteen  Hundred  Miners   at   Hazleton 
Stop  Work. 

Hazleton,  Pa..  Sept.  11.— Fifteen  hun- 
dred men  employed  in  the  Latimer 
mines  voluntarily  joined  the  strikers 
today.  These  are  the  miners  upon 
whom  yesterday  afternoon's  march  was 
being  made  when  the  l)Ioody  fusillade 
put  a  stop  to  it.  Almost  immediately 
after  the  shooting  the  men  quit  work  in 
a  body.  This  afternoon  they  held  a 
meeting  and  decided  not  to  return  to 
work  until  every  demand  made  at  every 
mine  in  the  region  has  been  conceded 
l>y  the  operators. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  front  of  a 
tumble-down  frame  school  house,  a  few 
yards  from  the  scene  of  last  night's 
tragedy.  It  was  entirely  orderly,  and 
the  leaders  were  careful  to  counsel  no 
molestation.  The  principal  speaker 
was  Antone  Leuke.  a  bright  young 
Polander,  who  has  hitherto  acted  as  a 
messenger  between  the  strikers  and  ! 
operators.  "1  am  satisfied  that  you  are 
not  armed,"  he  .said,  "and  that  you  will 
not  arm,  and  1  want  to  tell  you  that 
you  will  best  serve  our  cause  by  re- 
maining unarmed." 

No  further  action  than  this  will  be 
taken  today. 

"It  Is  too  soon  after,"  one  of  them 
said,  with  a  shudder. 

On  Monday  a  committee  consisting  of 
four  Italians  and  Hungarians  and  four 
Polanders,  the  nationalities  represented 
at  the  Latimer  mines,  will  l>e  sent  to 
inform  tln"  oi)eralors  of  their  action 
and  t()  assure  the  other  strikers  that 
they  are  with  them  to  the  bitter  end. 

Before  nightfall  there  will  bo  fully 
2.">0(»  soldiers  camped  in  Hazleton.  Fol- 
lowing the  Ninth  regiment,  which  ar- 
rived from  Wilkesbarre  this  morning, 
came  seven  companies  of  the  Thirteenth 
under  Lieut.  Col.  Mattes.  They  reached 
here  shortly  after  noon  and,  under  In- 


Hazle  Park,  commanding  the  road 
from  Drifton  and  one  from  Latimer. 
The  Twelfth  regiment  took  up  a  posi- 
tion at  Donegal  hill,  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  town,  and  holds  the  Janes- 
vllle  road  leading  from  Audenreid.  The 
Second  battalion  of  the  Eighth  regi- 
ment from  Schuylkill  county,  Maj.  E. 
C.  Wagner  commanding,  was  stationed 
at  Audenreid,  and  will  be  joined  by 
the  Fourth,  which  is  hourly  expected. 
The  Thirteenth  regiment  went  to  Lati- 
mer this  afternoon  and  took  up  Its 
position  overlooking  the  Latimer 
mines,  towards  which  the  striking 
miners  of  yesterday  were  marching. 

The  governor's  troop  as  soon  as  it 
arrives  will  bo  stationed  at  brigade 
headquarters  and  Battery  B  will  be 
distributed  among  different  commands. 
In  addition  to  the  usual  eouinment  the 
l>attery  has  two  breech-loading  and 
two  Gatling  guns.  Gen.  Gobin  has  also 
sent  to  Philadelphia  for  the  city  troop 
and  will  hold  them  at  headquarters. 

Gen.  Gobin.  in  an  interview,  expressed 
himself  as  well  satisfied  with  the  con- 
duct of  the  troops.  "The  men."  he  said, 
"turned  out  in  first-class  fashion  and 
each  company  had  an  average  of  forty- 
five  out  of  fifty  men  present.  The  sit- 
uation last  night  was  very  serious,  but 
today  it  is  not  so  bad.  I  am  very  much 
pleased  at  the  friendly  feeling  with 
which  the  troops  have  been  received." 
When  spoken  to  in  relation  to  the 
position  of  the  regiments.  Gen.  Gobin 
said:  "They  have  been  so  assigned  that 
perfect  law  and  order  will  be  main- 
tained. I  will  not  permit  the  marching 
of  large  bodies  of  men  along  the  roads, 
and  all  such  will  be  ordered  to  disband 
at  once.  The  mission  of  the  .soldiers  is 
to  maintain  law  and  order.  I  have 
nothing  to  do  with  what  the  men  are 
striking  for  or  what  the  operators  are 
seeking,  and  as  far  as  I  am  officially 
concerned  do  not  care.  I  said  before, 
we  are  here  simply  to  maintain  law 
and  order,  and  that  condition  shall  l)e 
maintained.  I  have  arranged  my  ar- 
rangements accordingly.  I  am  espe- 
cially well  pleased  with  the  prompti- 
tude with  which  the  men  responded  to 
the  call  for  duty,  and  by  nightfall  ex- 
pect to  have  nearly  all  if  not  all  under 
canvas.  Some  of  the  latter  have  now 
arrived  and  the  remainder  will  be  here 
shortly.  The  soldiers  are  Ijehaving 
splendidly  and  are  not  manifesting  any 
feeling.  l)ut.  on  the  other  hand,  are  at- 
tending strictly  to  duty."

BANKER  COFFIN  PARDONED.

President    McKinley    Sets    Him     at 

Liberty  By  Wire. 

Michigan  City,  Ind..  Sept.  11.— Fran- 
cis A.  Coffin  received  a  telegraphic 
pardon  from  President  McKinley  last 
night,    sent    froi.';    Somerset,    Pa.,    and 

signed  by  Attorney  General  McKenna. 
He  left  this  morning  and  started  for 
Chicago  to  join  his  wife,  who  has  lived 
there  with  relatives  sinci-  his  incarcer- 
ation. Coffin  was  looking  for  a  pardon, 
but  not  by  wire,  nor  at  such  a  late  hour 
in  the  night. 

Coffin  told  the  prison  authorities  that 
he  did  not  know  what  he  would  do  in 
the  future.  Coffin  was  sentenced  one 
year  ago  to  a  term  of  eight  years'  im- 
prisonment for  wrecking  the  Indian- 
apolis National  bank.  His  pardon  is 
unconditional. 


Says  He  Did  His   Duty   and   It   Was 
Necessary. 

Wilkesbarre.  Pa..  Sept.  11.— Sheriff 
Martin  spent  the  night  at  his  home  in 
this  city  and  left  for  Hazleton  with  the 
militia  this  morning.  Before  taking  his 
departure  he  went  into  Redington's 
restaurant  for  some  refreshments.  The 
place  was  filled  with  soldiers  and  sym- 
pathizers of  the  striking  miners.  The 
sheriff  was  hissed  when  he  entered,  but 
he  paid  no  attention  to  the  taunts. 
Then  the  crowd  gathered  around  him 
and  he  was  Inclined  to  resent  their  In- 
terferr-nce.  His  friends.  however, 
hustled  him  off  to  a  private  room,  where 
he  remained  until  the  time  for  the  de- 
parture of  the  train. 

A  reporter  for  the  Associated  Press 
accompanied  the  sheriff  on  his  trip 
down.  Mr.  Martin  was  cool  and  col- 
lected. He  said:  "This  is  an  unfor- 
tunate affair,  but  I  think  ninety-nine 
men  out  of  a  hundred  would  have  done 
Just  as  I  did.    But  now  that  the  crisis 


The  65-Cent  Proposition   at  Colum- 
bus Is  Defeated. 

Columbus,  Ohio.  Sept.  11.— The  miners 
voted  to  reject  the  6o-cent  proposition. 
The  vote  stood  407  to  accept  and  415 
against  accentance  of  the  65  cents  per 
ton  for  mining.  The  resolution  which 
wa.s  defeated  reads: 

"Resolved,  that  we  ,the  miners  of 
Pennsylvania.  West  Virginia,  Ohio.  In- 
diana and  Illinois,  in  convention  as- 
sembled, do  hereby  agree  to  accept  the 
proposition  recommended  by  our  na- 
tional executive  committee,  viz.:  65 
cents  per  ton  In  the  Pittsburg  district 
and  in  all  of  the  places  In  the  above 
named  states,  where  a  relative  price 
can  be  obtained  to  secure  work  and  con- 
tribute liberally  to  the  miners  who  do 
not  receive  the  advance,  and  where  the 
fight  must  be  continued  to  a  bitter 
finish. 

"Resolved,  that  the  national  officers 
and  executive  board  and  district  presi- 
dents act  as  an  advisory  board  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  ways  and  means 
for  the  carrying  on  of  the  strike  where 
necessary. 

"Provided,  however,  that  no  district 
resume  work  for  ten  days,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  miners  in  other  districts 
time  to  confer  with  their  operators  and 
get   the  price   if  possible." 

An  amendment  was  made  to  strike 
out  the  10-day  limit  and  votes  were 
then  taken  on  the  resolution.  The  news 
is  now  given  out  l>y  a  committee. 
Hitherto  it  was  withheld  and  piped  out 
to  particular  friends  by  their  friends 
in  the  convention. 

Not  a  word  has  been  heard  by  the  re- 
porters outside  the  convention  hall  as 
to  the  affair  between  the  sheriff  and 
miners  at  Hazleton,  Pa.  Whether  It 
was  discussed  wHhln  the  convention  Is 
not  known.  Some  Pittsburg  newspaper 
men  believe  the  Hezleton  matter  had 
its  effect  on  the  vote.  Other  reporters, 
who  mingled  with  the  miners  freely  at 
their  various  Columbus  meetings,  say 
the  vote  was  not  inlluenced  by  the 
Hnzleton  affair. 

It  Is  settled  that  President  Ratchford 
and  the  nationr.l  ofTicens  shall  leave  no 
stone  unturned  to  carry  their  recom- 
mendation for  an  acceptance  of  the  65- 
cent  rate.

Professor  George  Vincent  Bailey 
whose  direct  examination  was  begun 
yesterday  afteinoon,  was  i)laced  on  the 
stand  as  the  first  witness  today.  Pro- 
fessor Bailey  occupies  the  position  of 
osteologist  for  the  Field  Columbian 
niuseum,  and  is  the  expert  witness  for 
the  state  In  bones.  The  witness  Identi- 
fied a  small  bone  as  a  portion  of  the 
hand  of  a  woman.  He  then  took  a  por- 
tion of  a  mounted  skeleton  and  indicat- 
ed thereon  the  exact  position  of  the 
bone  in  the  hand.  The  particle  was 
then  passed  among  the  jury  for  Inspec- 
tion. Later  the  witness  said  the  bone 
was  from  a  small  skeleton,  probably 
that  of  a  woman,  other  particles  of 
bone  were  identified  as  different  por- 
tions of  the  skeleton  of  a  human  b^- 
ing. 

He  very  po.sitively  stated  his  ability 
to  distinguish  between  the  bones  of  a 
human  being  and  those  of  an  animal 
He  also  identified  the  several  pieces  of 
bone  previously  identified  by  Professor 
Bailey  as  being  portions  of  the  skele- 
ton of  a  small  human  being.  Hin 
cross-examination  was  postponed  until 
Monday.

With  State  Militia. 

Hazleton,  Sept.  11.— den.  Oobin,  com- 
mander of  the  Third  brigade,  reached 
here  at  8  o'clock.

Detective 
Klley  stated  that  some  of  the  promin- 
ent men  of  the  city  have  interested 
themselves  in  the  matter  and  have 
subscribed  money  to  assist.  In  securing 
evidence  against  the  deputies  who  fired 
on  the  miners. 

Mr.  Riley  also  states  that  the  men 
dead  and  wounded  were  treated  brutal- 
ly while  lying  on  the  ground  at  Lat- 
timer.

Tor  the  Awful  Railroad 

Wreck  Yesterday. 

Glenwood  Springs,  Colo.,  Sept.  11.— 
Coroner  Clark  intends  to  make  a  thor- 
ough investigation  of  the  railroad  ac- 
cident yesterday  morning  on  the  Junc- 
tion road  near  New  Castle,  Colo.,  and 
fix  the  responsibility  for  the  terrible 
loss  of  life  resulting  therefrom.  The 
jury  will  begin  to  take  testimony  as 
soon  as  the  attendance  of  the  survivors 
of  the  crew  of  the  trains  that  collided 
can  be  secured. 

Engineer  Ostrander  of  the  Midland 
stock  train  has  not  yet  been  found, 
dead  or  alive.  F.  E.  Burbank.  con- 
ductor of  the  Midland  train,  who  is  un- 
der arrest,  declares  that  his  orders 
gave  him  sufllclent  time  to  reach  New 
Castle  ahcail  of  the  Hio  Grande'  pJis- 
senger  train,  which  was  wrecked  by 
collision  with  the  Midland  train. 

The  officials  of  both  the  Denver  & 
Rio  Grande  and  the  Mic'Jand  roads  are 
making  a  thorough  investigation  <if 
the  cause  of  the  accident.  They  claim 
that  only  thirteen  persons  were  killed 
and  .seventeen  Injured,  but  the  fire  that 
broke  out  in  the  wreck  reduced  some 
of  the  corpses  to  heaps  of  ashes  and 
makes  it  difl^cult,  if  not  impossible,  to 
determine  exactly  how  many  lives  were 
lost.  The  remains  of  a  number  of 
bodies  variously  estimated  at  from  six 
to  ten  He  In  a  space  less  than  would 
ordinarily  be  taken  by  one  corpse.

The  bias  nf  equalizing 
bank  share  sfK-k.-*  was  taken  up.  A  reso- 
lution was  pa.ssed  which  provides  for  a 
basis  a  little  dilYerent  from  last  year.

From 
that  will  be  deducted  the  value  of  legal- 
ly authorized  investments  in  real  es- 
tate.

ence. Representatives  of  Pennsylvania 
and  New  Jersey  conferences  Issued  an 
address  for  the  change.  Leading  lay- 
men of  Indiana  called  a  convention  to 
meet  at  Indianapolis  next  Wednesday 
to  consider  the  question.  A  lay  con^ 
vention,  representing  the  Cincinnati 
conference,  sent  greetings  last  week  to 
the  Indiana  convention  and  urged  the 
calling  of  a  national  convention. 

The  laymen  of  the  Central  Illinois 
conference  have  called  a  convention  to 
meet  at  Canton  Sept.  17.  and  that  meet- 
ing will  probably  take  action  on  this 
question.  Another  big  lay  convention 
will  be  held  in  Baltimore  next  month 
and  if  nc.t  forestalled  by  the  Indianapo- 
lis convention,  it  is  expected  to  issue  .- 
call  for  a  national  convention  of  Meth- 
odist laymen  to  make  plans  to  bring  the 
ministers  into  line. 

Under  the  rules  of  the  church  each 
conference  is  entitled  to  one  ministerial 
delegate  to  the  general  conference  for 
every  forty-five  clergymen.  Each  con- 
ference is  entitled  to  at  least  one  lay 
delegate,  but  in  no  case  can  it  have 
more  than  two. 

In  the  general  conference  at  Cleve- 
land la-st  year  15.000  ministers  had  3:J7 
representative.s.  while  the  2.700,(KK)  lay 
members  of  the  church  had  but  199.  In 
Indiana  3.34  preachers  had  seven  rep- 
resentatives, while  90,000  laymen  had 
but  two. 

Under  this  system  many  small  con- 
ferences have  a  disproportionately 
large  representation,  while  the  large 
conference  that  contributes  heavily  to 
the  support  of  the  church  can  have  only 
one  lay  delegate  more  than  the  small 
conference  over  in  China  or  India  that 
has  to  be  supported  by  money  sent  from 
America. 

Sixty-seven  o  fthe  smaller  confer- 
ences were  represented  at  Cleveland  by 
ninety-one  ministers  and  ninety-one 
laymen,  being  on;'  lay  repre.sentative 
for  each  623tJ  lay  church  members. 
I<ifty-&ve  of  the  larger  conferences- 
were  represented  by  246  ministers  and 
lift  laymen,  being  one  lay  delegate  for 
each  25,151  lay  members.  This  i^ 
pointed  out  as  a  grave  discriniinatioi, 
against  the  conferences  who  contribute 
most  to  the  support  of  the  institutions 
and  the  benevolences  of  the  church. 

I3ut  the  chief  objection  of  the  laymen 
to    the    system    is    the    fact    that    theii 
representatives   in   the   general   confer- 
ence are  always  in  a   hopeless  minor- 
ity.      At   Cleveland   they   had    but   few 
more   than   one-third   of   the   delegates 
and  only  about  10  per  cent  of  these  had 
ever  been  members  of  a  general  c(mf^i  - 
er.ce   before,    while   46   per   cent    of   the 
ministers    had    the   advanta.ge   of    that 
experience.       Tho    laymen    think    that, 
as   they   furnish    the   funds   to   run    'he 
church  and  are  as  vitally  interested  as 
the  ministers  in  its  success,  they  ought 
to    have    as    many    delegates    as      th. 
clergymen.       They   complain    that    the 
ministers  are  prone  to  run  the  general 
ccmference    to    suit    themselves?,    with- 
out   giving   due    consideration    to     the 
wishes  of  the  laymen. 

A  proposition  for  a  change  in  <he 
rules  must  bo  approved  by  a  two-third  ■ 
vote  of  the  general  conference  and  als< 
l>y  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  minor 
conferences,  which  are  composed  of 
ministers.  A  proposition  may  origin- 
ate in  the  general  conference  and  then 
be  sumitted  to  the  ministerial  confer- 
ences, or  it  may  originate  among  the 
ministerial  conferences,  be  voted  on  by 
them,  and  then  go  to  the  general  con- 
ference  for  action. 

The  church  rules  provide  for  con- 
ferences of  laymen  only  once  in  four 
years,  when  they  choose  representa- 
tives to  the  general  conference.  The 
Indianapolis.  Cincinnati,  Canton  and 
Baltimore  conventions  of  lav  Method- 
ists are  therefore  special  and  voluntary 
meetings. 

The  Indianapolis  convention  may  call 
a  national  convention,  or  it  may  issue 
an  address  and  ask  the  ministeria: 
conferen.es  of  this  fall  and  next  spring 
to  take  another  vote  on  a  new  proposi- 
tion for  equal  representation.  In  rho 
latter  event.  If  the  proposition  should 
receive  the  requisite  majority,  it  would 
go  to  the  general  conference  of  1900  ^)r 
ratification  or  rejection,  but  it  is  not 
likely  it  would  lie  rejected.

MILLION  AT  STAKE. 


Allen  Gregory's  Estate  Pro- 
duces   an    Unknown  Wife 
Who  Is  Now  Litigating. 

Chicago.  Sept.  11.— A  fight  for  $1,000.- 
000,  involvini,'  two  of  the  most  promin- 
tnt  families  in  Chicago,  and  incident- 
ally revealing  a  romance,  is  the  out- 
come of  the  death  of  Allen  Gregory, 
known  as  the  "founder  of  the  stock 
yards."  Mr.  Gregory  died  on  Aug.  2 
last  and  was  supposed  to  be  without 
wife  or  childnn.  A  large  number  of 
collateral  heirs  immediately  sprang  up 
and  letters  of  administration  were 
granted  to  Meiton  G.  Baker,  a  nephew 
and  Byron  A.  Hathaway.  ' 

Martha  Clybourn  has  asked  the  court 
to  turn  the  estate  over  to  the  American 
Trust  and  Savings  bank  as  administra- 
tor, on  the  ground  that  she  is  the  law- 
ful widow  of  Allen  Gregory  and  en- 
titled to  the  property.  Mr.  Gregory 
was  ,6  years  old  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Miss  Clybourn  is  said  to  be  «' 
The  story  goes  that  back  in  the  •50a 
Gregory  became  engaged  to  Miss  Cly- 
bourn. It  came  out,  however,  that  he 
had  a  wife  and  child  in  the  East,  and 
marriage  to  Miss  Clybourn  was  an  im- 
possibility. His  son  died  seventeen 
years  ago,  and  he  continued  to  support 
his  wife  until  she  died  in  1895. 

For  forty  years,  the  story  goes.  Miss 
Clybourn  waited  patiently  to  be  married 
to  the  man  she  loved,  and  two  weeks 
after  the  death  of  his  wife  Mr.  Gregory 
and  Miss  Clybourn  were  married.  Her 
lawyers  declare  that  her  claim  will  be 
made  good  by  the  testimony  of  num- 
erous witnesses  and  documentary  evi« 
dence.  Hearing  has  been  set  for 
Oct.  7.

Old  Arabic  Document  Addressed   to 

the  Caliph  Omar. 

The  Kawkah  America,  a  Syrian  pa- 
per of  New  York,  has  just  publislied  an 
old  Arabic  manuscript  containing  the 
humiliating  terms  of  subjection  which 
the  Christians  of  Damascus  sent  to  the 
Caliph  Omar,  after  their  conquest  by 
the  wild  hordes  of  Arabia,  says  the 
New  York  Times.  With  all  the  arrogance 
of  uncivilized  conquerors,  the  Moslems 
annoyed  and  insulted  the  Christians, 
and  so  the  latter  sent  to  the  calit)h 
the  following  communication,  asking 
him  to  direct  his  followers  to  abstain 
from  molesting  them: 

"We  promise  not  to  build  any  more 
convents,  monasteries,  churches  or  pal- 
aces for  our  patriarch  in  any  of  our 
towns,  and  we  will  not  add  to  the  num- 
bers of  the  monks  now  there.  We  will 
not  rebuild  any  ruined  churches, 
whether  by  day  or  night,  and  we  will 
make  the  doors  of  our  churches  higher, 
so  that  Moslems  shall  not  need  to 
stoop  as  they  enter. 

"If  we  find  any  Moslems  in  any  of  our 
towns  we  will  entertain  them  for  three 
days.  We  will  not  cheat  the  Moslems, 
and  we  will  not  teach  our  children  to 
read  the  Koran. 

"We  will  pay  the  greatest  respect  to 
Moslems,  and  when  they  pass  by  we 
will  rise  and  offer  them  our  seats.  We 
will  not  dress  like  Moslems,  nor  will  we 
wear  turbans  nor  shoes,  and  we  will 
neither  cut  nor  comb  our  hair.  W* 
will  wear  only  belts  of  leather,  and  not 
girdles,  as  do  the  Moslems. 

"We  will  not  give  our  children  Mos- 
lem names.  We  will  not  ride  on 
saddles,  nor  wear  swords  nor  any  other 
arms,  and  we  will  keep  our  crosses 
from  the  view  of  Moslems. 

"We  will  not  buy  anything  that  has 
been  stolen  from  Moslems.  We  will 
ring  our  church  bells  very  softly,  and 
the  prayers  in  our  churches  shall  be 
read  In  a  low  voice.  We  will  not  live 
in  Moslem  quarters." 


Deputies    in 
Asked  to  Consider  It. 

Madrid.  Sept.  11.— Gen.  Pande.  In  a 
letter  to  the  Cuban  senators  and  dep- 
uties, requests  them  to  hold  a  meeting 
and  come  to  a  decision  regarding  the 
Cuban  situation,  declaring  that  the 
time  has  come  to  speak  out  and  fix  the 
responsibility  for  the  present  policy 
upon  its  promoters. 

iJJ}%  r-^^foi-ms  for  the  Philippine 
islands,  which  were  agreed  ui>on  yester- 
day at  a  cabinet  meeting,  upon  which 
occasion  the  draft  of  the  proposed  de- 
cree was  approved  and  sent  to  the 
queen  regent  for  her  signature,  include 
a  modification  of  the  penal  code  in  re- 
gard to  secret  political  associations 
especially  the  one  known  as  "The  Com- 
pact of  Blood."  which  will  be  severely 
prosecuted.

BOOL  OF  INK  PtIENOMENON. 
Without  doubt  the  most  remarkable 
body  of  water  In  the  world  liis  in  the  vi- 
cinitv  of  the  Colorado  rivt  r.  in  Southern 
California,  .says  the  St.  Louis  Post  Di.s- 
patch.  In  this  region  •►f  ugly  volcanoes, 
desc>late  wastes  and  slimy  swamp:^.  the 
strangest  phenomenon  of  all  is  what  the 
naturalists  call  a  "lake  of  ink."  No  other 
description  fits  so  well.  The  strange  black 
lluld  that  forms  the  lake  bears  no  resem- 
blance to  water.  It  must  some  day  have 
l)een  a  "lake  of  Mre."  and  f-ven  now  it 
talliea  excellently  with  the  familiar  de- 
scription of  the  infernal  regions.  Thick 
and  viscous  and  foul-smelling,  it  seems 
altogether  unfit  that  it  should  ilef.ice  the 
surface  of  the  earth. 

The  |>ool  of  ink  is  situated  atK>ut  half 
,1  mile  from  a  volcano.  II  is  about  an  acre 
in  area.  The  surface  Is  coated  with  gray 
ashes  from  the  volcanots  to  the  'hlik- 
ness  of  about  six  inehes.  thus  concealing 
IN  real  nature.  A  traveler  not  prepared 
to  avttid  its  treacherous  depths  might 
e  islly  walk  Into  it.  Ex|>erlment  hSs 
proved  that  the  black  fluid  of  the  lake  is 
not  poisonous.  It  acts  as  a  dye.  and  cot- 
ton goods  soaked  In  it  keep  their  color  for 
months,  even  when  txposed  to  the  sun. 
They  also  acquire  a  stiffness  similar  to 
that  produced  by  weak  starch.  The  lluid 
has  been  analyzed,  but  Its  component 
parts  have  not  been  made  known.

The  English  papers  are  paying  con- 
siderable attention  at  present  to  thtf 
prospects  of  disaffection  among  the 
people  under  British  rule  in  India.  The 
uprising  of  the  Afridis  has  caused  the 
publication  of  many  alarmist  specula- 
tions as  to  the  likelihood  of  a  general 
nvoit  by  the  people  of  India  against 
the  British  authorities,  and  pictures 
have  l>een  drawn  of  a  massacre  of  the 
white  people  and  u  repetition  of  the 
scenes  attending  the  Sepoy  mutiny.  It 
la  the  opinion  of  the  best  authorities  on 
affairs  in  India,  however,  that  there  is 
no  foundation  for  these  alarming  reports 
because  the  strength  of  British  rule  .as 
well  aa  its  benevolence  is  generally 
recognized  and  there  is  also  a  lack  of 
unity  among  the  tribes.

During  the  census  of 
IW   the  different  tonirues  returned   by 
tli.'  enumerator.-;  nllInl)^^ed  many  hun- 
dreds, and  even  after  grouping  under 
main  heads  dialectic  variations  which 
it  was  not  thought  worth  while  to  dis- 
tinguish in  th*    general  returns,  it  was 
not    found   practicable    to    reduce     the 
number  to  less  than  about  150.      There 
are   four     great     castes     among     the 
Hindoos— the       priests       or       Brahmin 
easle.   the    warrior    or    kshatrya    caste 
(now  known  a.s  llajputsj,  the  atfricul- 
tural  or  vaisya  caste,   and   the  servile 
or    sudra    caste.

These  societies  were  branches 
of  the  Knights  of  the  Golden  Circle,  and 
.*u.^.^^^'^^*^"P^  ^hat  at  .some  time  they 
mignt  be  able  to  do  some  decisive  work 
in  aid  of  secession. 

There  was  a  lodge  or  circle  at  Gravois, 
Into  which  all  the  Confederate  sympathiz- 
ers   were    gathered,     but     thus     far     the 
Southern   cause   owed    them    little.    There 
was  something  in  the  sudden  call   for  a 
meeting    this    November    day,     however, 
which  convinced  every  eager  knight  that 
the    time    for   action    had    come    at    la.st. 
Some  deed  was  to  do-what  it  was  no  one 
could   tell,    save   the   peddler:    but   as   the 
night   grew    thick,    from    everv   direction 
on  foot  and  on  horseback,  the"  men  begari 
to    move    through    the       cold,    bleak    air 
toward   the   rendezvous.    The    two    young 
men  of  the  cornshocks  were  brothers   Ab- 
ner and   Zlmrl  Taylor.     They   were   both 
stalwart,    bearded   and   quiet  In   manner. 
At   supper   they   uttered   no   word   of   the 
news    brought    to    them,    for    black   ears 
keen  as  a  hare's,  were  open  to  hear  the 
lowest    word.    The    blacks    were    alwavs 
treiTiulous  with  excitement  over  the  news 
of   battles   In   the   South,    which  some   of 
them  comprehended  to  mean  that  certain 
white  men  were  fighting  for  them.

From  a  reliable  source  The  Evening 
Herald  Is  Informed  that  one  of  the  first 
reforms  to  be  Instituted  by  President 
Mellen.  of  the  Northern  Pacific  will 
be  the  putting  on  of  a  through  trans- 
continental express  train  from  Duluth 
to  the  Pacific  coast.  To  begin  with' the 
train  will  leave  Duluth  but  three  times 
each  week  and  as  soon  as  the  business 
warrants  it  a  daily  train  service,  equal 
in  every  respect  to  that  now  starting 
from    St.    Paul,    will    be  established. 

The  Herald's  informant,  who  is  a  gen- 
tleman in  close  touch  with  the  new 
management,  said  that  President  Mel- 
len has  been  greatly  impressed  with 
the  complaints  emanating  from  Duluth, 
the  most  important  terminal  point  on 
the  great  system  and  will  make  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  freight 
and  passenger  service  afforded  this 
city  under  the  administration  of  Presi- 
dent Winter.  He  is  willing  to  concede 
on  the  face  of  it  that  the  business  at 
the  head  of  the  lake  entitles  the  peo- 
ple here  to  as  good  passenger  service 
as  any  other  point  on  the  line,  but  he 
realizes  that  the  absence  of  the  most 
ordinary  train  accommodations  for 
many  years  has  educated  the  traveling 
public  to  go  West  from  here  by  other 
routes  and  that  it  will  take  some  time 
to  build  up  a  trade  for  any  new  train 
that  may  be  put  on.  And  so,  as  a  be- 
ginning of  the  reform  which  he  will 
inaugurate,  the  new  through  train  will 
leave  here  but  three  times  a  week.  A 
local  train  will  be  run  in  addition  every 
day,  it  is  to  be  hoped  on  a  schedule  that 
will  prove  satisfactory  not  only  to 
the  people  of  Duluth,  but  to  those  re- 
siding at  points  between  here  and 
Staples. 

If,  as  is  promised.  President  Mellen 
will  make  a  thorough  investigation  of 
the  policy  that  has  been  pursued  by  the 
employes  of  his  company  toward  the 
people  of  Duluth,  it  is  quite  certain 
that  he  will  concede  this  city,  which 
yields  a  greater  revenue  in  freight  than 
any  other  point  on  the  system,  a  part 
at  least  of  the  facilities  for  doing  busi- 
ness that  Us  importance  entitles  It  to. 
He  will  undoubtedly  discover  that  the 
influence  of  the  subordinates,  who  have 
been  in  their  present  positions  for  a 
number  of  years  and  the  cardinal  point 
in  whose  railroad  education  has  been 
that  St.  Paul  is  the  only  town  In  the 
country  that  is  entitled  to  even  ordin- 
ary courtesy,  will  be  used  to  prevent 
any  improvement  in  the  service  afford- 
ed Duluth,  but  if  he  is  really  desirous 
of  learning  the  true  facts  and  finding 
out  just  how  much  business  the  North- 
ern Pacific  is  losing  because  of  the 
spiteful  policy  pursued  here,  he  has 
but  to  inquire  of  the  business  men  and 
shippers.  They  will  tell  the  story  and 
it  will  be  such  as  to  convince  him  that 
a  fair  business  policy  will  materially 
increase  the  earnings  of  his  company 
at  this  end  of  the  line.

There  Is  something  about  our  climate 
which  will  not  allow  that  dolce  far 
niente  which  is  so  attractive;  we  feel  a 
constant  Impulse  to  accomplish  some- 
thing, to  be  busy,  to  stimulate  our- 
selves to  fresh  endeavor,  and  to  make 
work  out  of  the  simplest  pleasures  It 
is  a  symptom  of  that  disease  which  Mrs 
Moody  calls  Americanitis,  and  an  ad- 
vanced stage  of  the  restlessness  which 
is  one  of  our  national  characteristics,  a 
lack  of  repose  which  foreigners  call 
•American."  So  that  there  is  a  con- 
stant undercurrent  of  thought  and  talk 
in  all  we  do  in  September,  which  is  the 
spirit  of  the  club  and  study  class,  rob- 
bing us  of  our  rest.  The  library  is  full 
these  days  of  earnest  workers  search- 
ing for  knowledge.  The  calendar  of 
work  for  the  winter  is  sent  abroad,  con- 
ferences here  and  there  of  committees 
absorb  attention  and  demand  respect 
and  work  and  study  seems  to  be  the  one 
topic  in  which  people  are  interested. 
There  are  few  cities  of  our  size  which 
do  not  boast  of  a  "Woman's  Club  " 
Well,  Duluth  was  always  proud  of  a  cer- 
tain distinction  in  her  individuality 
and  as  we  have  clubs  and  clubs  galore 
we  can  afford  to  dispense  with  the  wo- 
man's club  for  a  little  longer:  and  yet 
we  seem  to  be  casting  our  efforts  to  no 
avail.  The  motto  of  our  country,  "In 
union  there  is  strength"  is  a  very  sig- 
nificant one,  and  it  is  a  subject  dear  to 
many  a  woman's  heart,  that  the  vari- 
ous clubs  and  clas.ses  should  have  a 
housing— a  home  w-here        all 

might        meet,        no        matter        how 
small  it  might  be,  still  a  home  to  work 
for       to      furnish        and        embellish 
with    books   and    pictures   and   all    the 
things  that  go  to  make  a  home,  a  place 
where  distinguished  strangers  might  be 
entertained  by  any  or  all  of  the  clubs, 
where  lectures  might  be  given,   where 
conferences  might  be  held  and  where  all 
the  business  of  charitable  organizations 
in  which  women  are  prominent  might 
be    transacted.       It    would    take    such 
a  small  sum  from  the  individual  mem- 
bers  of  clubs   to   further   this   project 
and  make  it  possible— I  am  advocating 
nothing   but   what  has  been   talked  of 
for  a  long  time  and  which  strikes  every 
club  woman  as  a  vital  point  of  interest. 
A  large  room  is  a  necessity  and  one  or 
two  small   rooms  for  committee   work 
in  one  of  which  stands  the  necessary 
tea  table  for  tea  drinkings  which  are 
bound  to  arise  and  take  their  place  us 
part    of   the   entertainment   when    two 
or  three  women  are  gathered  together 
— a   harmless   necessary    part   of   any- 
thing which  poses  as  a  home.  There  are 
few    of    the    ordinary    modern     homes 
large    enough    to    accommodate      with 
ease    the   club   composed   of   thirty   or 
forty  members,  and  the  rent,  heating, 
lighting  and  taking  care  of  a  club  house 
would    be    a    very    small    sum    distri- 
buted among  the  members  of  the  many 
clubs.       This   is   no   visionary  scheme. 
It  has  been  tried  in  many  cities  and  has 
proved  successful  and  extremely  valu- 
able as  a  social  aid  in  relieving  mem- 
bers of  clubs  acting  as  hostess  on  oc- 
casions:  in     stimulating     interest;     in 
gathering  /urnishings  and   belongings, 
especially  books.      A  club  for  study  of 
any  kind  should  always  have  a  refer- 
ence  library  open  to  all  the  members 
of   the  club,    and    who    that   has   been 
entertained  at  a  woman's  club,  on  the 
afternoons  at  home  when  the  dull,  cold 
winter  day  made  a  cosy  tea  room  In- 
tensely   attractive,    where    there    were 
charming  and  delightful  possibilities  of 
social  intercourse,  does  not  appreciate 
what    a    social    factor    such    a    thing 
might    become.    Most    women    feel    the 
necessity.    It  only  needs  a  woman     of 
pronounced   executive   ability   to   push 
such  a  project  to  success,  one  fearless 
of   adverse   criticism    and   capable     of 
carrying  out  plans  and  details,  or.  bel- 
ter still,  of  making  some  one  else  do 
that  for  her.

If  foreigners  call  us  restless,  is  It  .lot 
due  to  the  fact  that  we  seldom  allow 
the  muscles  of  our  face  to  rest.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  every  street  car.  almost 
every  gathering  of  people  will  show  up 
numbers  engaged  in  masticating  the 
toothsome  chewing  gum,  it  would  not 
be  a  surprise  to  hear  any  or  everything 
said  of  us  by  observers.  Not  long  since 
on  a  crowded  railway  car  I  was  some- 
what  appalled  at  the  situation.  Not 
only  were  the  conductor  and  the  brake- 
man  vigorously  engaged  in  working 
their  jaws  to  the  tune  of  the  wheels, 
but  passengers,  men,  women  and 
children,  were  enjoying  a  like  pastime. 
Aside  from  the  fact  of  the  unlovely  as- 
pect, the  bad  manners  of  it  strikes 
the  well-bred  man  or  woman.  To  eat 
on  the  street  or  in  a  public  conveyance, 
or  indeed  anywhere  excepting  In  places 
provided  for  this  necessary  act  was  the 
height  of  bad  manners  in  the  days  cf 
our  mothers  and  grandmothers,  and 
yet.  this  insidious  habit  has  crept  into 
our  midst,  and  we  almost  wink  at  it 
now  and  then  and  sometimes  excuse  it. 
The  touch  of  vulgarity  is  bound  to 
creep  In  as  you  will  realize  when  I  tell 
you  of  an  Incident  which  did  not  es- 
cape my  observation,  and  which  was 


done   so  naturally  and   easily   that   It 
seemed  a  habit.      A  young  girl,  a  fel- 
low traveler,  was  chewiiig  vigorously, 
rolling  her  gum  about  her  mouth,  tak- 
ing it  out  now  and  then  and  return- 
ing it  again,   until   it  became  difficult 
to    manage    during   an    animated    dis- 
cussion   whch    arose.    I   saw   her   take 
the   gum   from   her   mouth   and    fix   it 
upon    the    woodwork    of    the    railway 
car,  and  after  her  conversation  was  at 
an  end,  return  that  same  piece  of  wax 
to  her  mouth  and  go  on  chewing  as  vle- 
orously   as   If  dirt,    and   microbes   and 
germs  and  the  like  were  not  part  and 
parcel  of  our  daily  life,  life  at  any  rate, 
without  deliberately  going  to  work  to 
find  such  material  for  one's  mouth      I 
asked    a     bicycle     "fiend"      why     she 
"chewed"  so  hard  when  riding.     "Oh  " 
she  said,  "that  is  part  of  the  fun  "  Per- 
haps it  Is.     Only  I  am  moved  to  ask 
those  who  indulge  in  this  light  diver- 
sion to  deposit  their  "quids"  upon  the 
earth  when  they  have  extracted  suffi- 
cient comfort  therefrom.     No  member 
of   my   household    "indulges,"    and    yet 
I  am  continually  removing  small  hard 
lumps  with  the  mark  of  teeth  upon  them 
from    beneath    my   dining   table,    from 
underneath  chairs,   and   I  actually  re- 
moved one  from  the  bottom  of  a  cher- 
ished   picture    frame    not    long     since. 
Evidently   my   caller   was   caught    and 
took  the  most  convenient  spot  to  place 
her   treasure.     Perhaps   this   was    bet- 
ter than  the  device  of  the  youth  who 
brought  a  message  to  me  not  long  since. 
Seeing  a  slight  shadow  and  a  gap  on 
his  shirt  bosom  near  his  necktie,  I  was 
led   to  closer  observation   to  find  that 
a   generous   allowonce    of   well-chewed 
gum    was   reposing  on   the  under   fold 
of  the  shirt  bosom,  ready  to  be  taken 
off  as  soon  as  he  left  my  presence.  This 
was  interesting  and  amusing,  and  I  was 
able  to  grasp  some  valuable  informa- 
tion in  a  character  study.    As  the  youth 
in  question  had  come  to  ask  a  personal 
favor  of  me,  my  observation  led  me  to 
deny  my  ability  to  grant  this  to  him. 
We   were    scourged    once    by    Dickens' 
pen  over  our  national   disgrace   as  he 
called     It — tobacco     chewing — can     we 
really  claim  that  this  is  so  much  more 
cleanly  and   healthful?     Perhaps  it  is. 
but  is  it  not  worth  while  to  register  a 
plea  to  have  the  chewing  done  in  pri- 
vate.    Not  long  since  I   heard   a  man 
making  vigorous  complaint  on  this  sub- 
ject.    He  said  that  he  frequently  had 
long  columns  of  figures  to  go  over  very 
carefully,  and  that  he  found  it  almost 
impossible  to  accomplish  his  task  in  the 
presence  of  a  fellow-worker.    That  this 
one  had  the  gum-chewing  habit,  and  so 
loud  and  vigorous  were  the  workings  of 
his  jaws  when  in  action,  so  resounding 
the  unctuous  smackings  of  lips  that  he 
was  obliged  to  take  his  task  elsewhere 
when  he  found  remonstrance  unavail- 
ing.     Well,    perhaps    steady    dropping 
will  wear  away  a  stone,  and  as  my  voice 
is  still  for  war  on  any  and  every  occa- 
sion in  regard  to  gum-chewing,  and  I 
have  numbers  of  friends  who  also  wage 
war  on  it  in  a  like  fashion,     sometime 
or  other  those  who  indulge  in  this  gen- 
tle habit  may  realize  what  bad  form  it 
Is.    One  recalls  an  exquisite  bit  of  hum- 
orous description  with  fervent  gratitude 
in  view  of  this— I  have  always  laughed 
over     so     heartily     and     enjoyed      so 
thoroughly,  the  author'a  description  in 
"Cranford"       of      Miss     Jenkins'     and 
Miss    Malty's    struggles    with    oranges 
after  they  "came  in"  as  it  Is  quaintly 
phrased.      You    remember    there    were 
only  these  two  old  maids  in  the  house, 
but  the  worship  of  deportment  was  as 
devout   as   poor  old   Turveydrop   could 
have  desired.    The  only  way  that  they 
could  secure  good  results  in  eating  this 
fruit  was  in     sucking     them,     though 
"Miss  Jenkins   used   a   more   recondite 
word."  So  they  used  to  "rise  up  after 
dessert    at   dinner,    possess   themselves 
each  of  an  orange  in  silence  and  with- 
draw to  the  privacy  of  their  own  rooms 
to    indulge   in    sucking   oranges."     The 
dear,  old,  gentlewomen!     What  an  ex- 
ample for  us.     Julia  Ward  Howe  dis- 
cussed for  us  the  question  of  "Polite  So- 
ciety."   Whether  It  Is  polite.    And  It  has 
been    a   pet    subject    for   essayists    for 
years  to  write  of  the  decline  in  the  art  of 
conversation.      Polite   society    is    polite 
as  long  as  the  menibers  practice  those 
little  courtesies  demanded  by  unselfish- 
ness,  forbearance,   and   regard   for   the 
feelings   and    prejudices   of   other   peo- 
ple, all  of  which  are  embodied  in  the 
Golden    Rule   for   the   conduct    of   life. 
We  do  not  "converse"  any  longer  ac- 
cording to  tl^  style  of  fifty  years  ago 
when  such  a  clever,  witty,  touch  and 
go  conversationalist  as  Sydney  .Smith 
was  moved  to  say  of  Macauley  toasting 
him:     "Our  Tom^the  greatest  engine  of 
social  oppression  in  England."     No  In- 
deed,     our      conversation      is    lighter, 
brighter,    more  sympathetic   and   more 
a    mutual    affair    than    was    the     con- 
versation  of  a   bygone  age  when   men 
like  Macauley  might  absorb  the  whole 
thing  and  allow  no  dog  to  bark  in  his 
best  Sir  Oracle  manner.    That  was  not 
conversation  as  we  recognize  it  at  the 
present   day.     Those   were   discourses, 
and  peculiar  to  Englishmen   probably, 
for    many    noted    Englishmen,    among 
them  Gladstone,  are  said  to  possess  this 
trait.     It  is  rather  pitiful  to  think  of 
our    own    brilliant,     gifted,     charming 
Blaine  being  invited  to  meet  Mr.  Glad- 
stone,  and    then    to   have   the   premier 
discourse  on  American  politics   to  the 
most  gifted  American  statesman  of  the 
time  at  such  length  as  to  allow  no  op- 
portunity of  reply  or  even  speech.  This 
little    insular   trait    made    possible    the 
story  told  originally  of  Macauley.   but 
which  has  served  Its  purpose  for  many 
another.     Macauley  was  journeying  by 
coach     to     Bath,   and  found  a  fellow- 
traveler  whom  he  thought  so  apprecia- 
tive of  his  conversation  that  after  ar- 
rival  he   complimented    him    upon    his 
powers     as     a     conversationalist     and 
spoke   of   his   ability   to    a   number    of 
friends,    who   enjoyed     the     joke    im- 
mensely.   The  fellow-traveler  was  deaf 
and  dumb;  probably  It  was  well  for  his 
reason  that  he  was;  but  the  natural  in- 
ference  was    that    though   afflicted    he 
was  at  least  polite.     Conversation  and 
politeness  even  in  these  degenerate  days 
of  deportment  demand     at     least     one 
thing  as   a  positive  necessity — a  good 
listener.     Who  feels  the  slightest  desire 
to  waste  one's  best  efforts  on  one  whose 
eyes   are    roaming,    who    fusses    impa- 
tiently until  it  Is  his  turn  to  talk,  who 
displays  no  consideration  for  one,   de- 
liberately    listening     to     conversation 
somewhere  else  and  turning  the  head  to 
give  an  inopportune  and  hurried  "yes" 
without   even   an   appreciative   expres- 
sion in  the  voice?    It  Is  all  very  mad- 
dening    and     provoking.       Desdemona 
was  certainly  the  best  listener  on  rec- 
ord,   but    there     is     crying   need    both 
among  women  and  men  in  the  modern 
day  for  an  emulation  of  her  example. 
The  eye  is  the  second  most  expressive 
feature  that  we  possess;   many  people 
rank  it   first,   but  it  seems  to   me  the 
mouth  Is  the  greatest  tell-tale.     And  it 
is  certainly  a  pleasure  to  look  in  one's 
face,  note  the  expression  of  the  eye.  be 
guided  by  a  tactful  appreciation  of  the 
changes   in   the   face  off  of  dangerous 
ground,  or  inspired  to  bring  forth  the 
best  that  lies  in  one  by  the  look  of  ap- 
preciation.    The  socially  popular  man 
or  woman,  you   will   always  find,   is  a 
good    listener,   possesses   the   flattering 
manner,  at  least,  which  is.  after  all,  a 
bit  of  small  change  in  society.    It  is  cer- 
tainly  a  test   of  social  training  to   be 
bored  and  yet  be  able  to  conceal  it,  and 
it  is  just  as  certainly  an  acknowledg- 
ment of  want  of  social  training  to  be 
unable  to  on  this  ground  assume  a  vir- 


tue If  you  have  it  not.  Politeness  cer- 
tainly pays  in  the. long  run,  and  th< 
man  or  woman  unable  to  keep  the  at- 
tention fixed  upon  the  conversation  of 
another  long  enough  to  pay  tribute  to 
the  rules  of  politeness  should  receive 
the  cold  shoulder  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  bring  about  a  reform.

COL.  HARRIS  TESTiriES. 


Answers  Some  of  the  Charges  Made 
By  the  Mcrritts. 

In  the  Merritt-Harris  case  Col.  Har- 
ris continued  on  the  stand  all  yesterday 
afternoon  and  he  was  still  on  for  cross- 
examination  when  the  court  adjourned 
until  Monday.      He  said  that  the  stock 
was  turned  over  to  him  as  additional 
compensation      when      the      litigation 
against  Rockefeller  was  decided  upon, 
and  that  thereafter   he   and   the   Mcr- 
ritts   treated    it    as    his    stock.        The 
thought  that  it  did  not  belong  to  him 
never  entered  his  head  until  the  Mer- 
ritts   demanded   its   return.   As   to   the 
statement  made  by  the  plaintiffs  that 
he  had  tried  to  sell  out  the  C.  C.  Mer- 
ritt  estate  he  absolutely  denied  it.  The 
only  foundation   he   could   imagine   for 
the   charge    was    that    he   had    advised 
Hanson    E.    Smith,    the    administrator 
of  the  estate  of  C.  C.  Merritt,  that  he 
could    not    bring    an    action      against 
Rockefeller  in  this  state,  and  that  hav- 
ing  been   appointed    administrator     in 
this  state  it  was  doubtful   whether  he 
could  maintain  an  action  in  New  York. 
On   cross-examination   the   witness  d**- 
nied  that  he  ever  told  J.  L.  Washburn 
that  if  he  would  leave  the  C.  C.  Merritt 
estate  out  of  the  settlement  they  could 
make  $5000  or  $10,000  out  of  it.  He  said 
that  when  he  was  asked  to  go  on  the 
bond   of    the    Iron    Exchange    bank    he 
told  Leonidas  Merritt  that   he  had  no 
property  in  this  state,  except  his  home- 
stead,  and   that   he   could    not   qualify. 
Leonidas  told  him   that  the  fact   that 
he  owned  the  Security  stock  would  be 
ample  and  he  went  on  the  bond,  quali- 
fying in  the  sum  of  $.10,000.      He  denied 
that   he   had   ever   suffered   anyone   to 
dictate  to  him  as  to  how  he  should  vote 
as  a  member  of  the  Security  company, 
though    he   had   consulted    with    Alfred 
Merritt  several   times  because   he  was 
better  acquainted   with    the   affairs  tf 
the  company  than  he  was. 


REMARKABLE  SPECIMENS. 

A  Crowd   Gets   Excited   Over   Some 
Rainy  Lake  Gold. 

The  Duluth  members  of  the  company 
which  manages  the  Randolph  mine  in 
the  Seine  river  yesterday  received  from 
the  mine  a  box  full  of  specimens  of  tho 
ore  that  has  lately  been  taken  from 
the  shaft,  which  is  now  being  sunk 
rapidly  through  a  widening  vein.  Th-.- 
specimens  are,  next  to  the  nuggets 
taken  out  of  the  mine  some  time  ago. 
some  of  the  finest  ever  taken  from  any 
mine  on  the  Seine  river.  Every  piece 
is  highly  mineralized  and  nearly  every 
one  shows  free  gold  in  dazzling  quan- 
tities. There  was  a  very  much  ex- 
cited group  in  A.  E.  McManus'  ofliee 
yesterday  afternoon  when  the  box  was 
opened  and  the  specimens  were  broughc 
forth,  each  one  apparently  better  than 
all  that  went  before  and  calling  out  a 
corresponding  Increase  of  enthusiasm. 
H.  H.  Phelps,  who  has  been  somewhat 
skeptical  heretofore  of  the  Rainy  Lake 
gold  fields,  had  to  enthuse  with  the 
rest  and  admit  that  it  looked  very 
much  as  though  there  were  something 
more  than  talk  up  there.

T.  T.  Hudson  probably  knows  as 
much  about  the  forfeited  tax  sale  law 
liassed  by  the  last  legislature  as  any 
man  in  the  state,  fur  he  took  an  active 
pan  in  fianiinsr  it  and  in  invest iKutiut; 
the  facts  which  led  to  its  origination. 
He  said  today  in  reference  to  it: 

**1  have  read  the  criticisms  of  the  for- 
feited tax  bill  passed  at  the  last  session 
of  the  legislature  and  the  county- 
auditor's  recommendation  in  regard  to 
the  same.  Every  person  and  corpora- 
tion should  he  compelled  to  pay  their 
proportion  of  taxation  as  far  as  pos- 
sible. Only  where  an  exct^ssively  large 
pn>iH)rt!<in  of  taxabh-  property  has 
i-eased  t'.  i>ay  taxes  is  a  forfeited  tax 
tfialf  warranted.  A  forfeited  tax  sale 
should  not  be  resorted  to  unless  it  is  a 
l>enefit  to  the  men  who  pay  their  taxes 
promptly  as  they  become  "due.  as  well 
as  to  the  city,  county  and  state. 

"If  25  per  cent  of  the  property  in  a 
county  has  ceased  t«>  pay  taxes,  the  1 
other  15  per  cent  of  the  property  pays  I 
the  taxes  to  support  the  city,  county 
and  state  governments.  If  one-half  of 
the  property  c-eases  to  pay  taxes  the 
•  'ther  half  bears  a  double  burden  <m 
account  of  it.  The  man.  therefore,  who 
pays  is  vitally  Interested  in  having 
property  upon  which  taxes  are  not  paid 
put  in  such  condition  on  the  tax  rntls 
that  it  will  again  pay  taxes.  All  who 
know  admit  that  taxation  has  been  tx- 
lessive  in  the  city  of  Duluth  and  the 
uouth  i)art  of  St.  Lnuis  county  the  past 
live  or  six  years. 

"I    think    I    would   be  safe  in   saving 
that  fully  one-Quarter  if  not   one-half 
of  the  real  estate  in  Duluth— which  is 
Ti..t         i>etween        Twentieth        avenue 
tast    .1-1(1   Twentieth   avenue   west,   and 
within    five    blocks    <>t   Superior    street. 
this    l>elng     more    valuabit-   property—

'■Can  such  delinquent  taxes  ]<v  c..n- 
aiiiered  a  good  asset  of  the  tity  m 
coiimy?  Can  the  city  or  county  ever 
hope  to  collect  the  full  amount  or  even 
hair  the  amount  of  such  taxes  or  as- 
sessments.' Yet  there  is  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  cheaper  property  upon 
which  taxes  are  delinquent  in  this  con- 
dition. The  last  al»ove  mentioned  is 
an  extreme  case,  but  every  man  who 
has  tieen  paying  taxes  and  assessments 
i<  r  him.self  and  others  can  give  many 
inwiances  such  as  I  have  named.    ' 

"I  was  appointed  a  member  of  a  com- 
mittee last  winter  to  examine  the  situ- 
ation as  to  taxes  and  to  prepare  a  bill 
which  was  thought  would  be  beneficial 
to  the  city  and  county  as  well  as  to  th^ 
taxpayers.  A  thorough  examination 
of  the  amount  of  the  delinquent  taxes 
in  this  county  was  made,  also  ui>on 
prov>€rty  upon  v.hich  state  assignment 
rertiflcates  had  been  taken  by  third 
parties,  as  it  was  understood  where  as- 
."ignments  were  outstanding  there 
could  be  no  rebate  of  penalties  or  in- 
terest, and  it  was  objected  that  a  great 
part  of  these  assignments  were  on  the 
horni  s  <.f  laboring  men.  It  was  found, 
howf  v<  r.  that  in  most  of  ca.ses  assign- 
ments had  been  taken  only  on  the  more 
valuable  property.  In  this  examina- 
tion it  was  also  found  that  more  than 
nine-tenths  (9-10ths>  of  the  delinquent 
taxes  were  still  in  the  state.

"The  amount  of  tax  delinquencies  in 
every  county  in  the  state  were  also 
ascertained  and  it  was  found  that  the 
delinquent  taxes  from  1890  to  1895  in  St.

tax  sale  bill,  city  officials,  the  Judges  of 
the  district  court     and     other     county 
oftictals  and  very  many  taxpayers  and 
husineas     men     were     consulted.    The 
matcer  was    discussed     in     the    news- 
papers, and  every  effort    was  made   to 
„i!.  K^.^^**  measure    for    the    county 
wnich   the   legislature   would    pass.     It 
i^-^f  /''""d  that  the     valuations     upon 
wnicn  assessments  had  been  »)ased  for 
me    years     1890-1-2-3     and     1894     were 
'-"ormously  high  on  all  lands  outside  of 
the  centrally  located  business  and  best 
residence   property,   that   very   few  as- 
signments  had    been     taken     on   such 
lands,  and  upon  the  greater  part  of  the 
lands  where  taxes  were  delinquent  the 
taxes  had  not  been  paid  for  from  three 
to  five  years,  and  that  about  40  per  cent 
of  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  prop- 
erty had  ceased  to  pay  taxes,  and  was 
dead  property  so  far  as  helping  out  the 
revenues,    and    it    was   generally     con- 
ceded  by   business  men.   who  gave  the 
matter      proper      consideration.      that 
where  taxes  were  so  high,  and  so  much 
had  accumulated  against  the  property, 
that  there  would  be  very  little  prospect 
of  state  assignments  being  purchased 
since  practically  none  were  purchased 
when  there  were  but  one  or  two  years' 
taxes  delinquent,  and   that   the  owner 
of   the    property   would    in    most    cases 
probably  not  pay  the  taxes  because  he 
would    understand    that      assignments 
were  not  likely  to  he  taken,  and  that 
the  state  would     have    to    compromise 
them  in  the  end. 

"The  question  was,  should  the  people 
of  Duluth  try  to  secure  the  passage  of 
a  bill  to  get  this  property  on  the  'live 
list'  again  at  the  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture  last    winter,   or  should    they    wait 
for  two  years  more  and  allow  two  years 
more   taxes   to   i.jle   up  on    the.se   land."i  ! 
which  had  ceased  to  pay  taxes?    This  i 
cleaning-up      process      was     inevital)le  I 
sooner  or  later,  because  the  city,  county  I 
and    state    must    look    to    property    for  | 
the  taxes  against  it.     The  matter  was 
presented  to  the  county  commissioners  i 
and  they  recommended   the  passage  of  , 
a  forfeited  tax  sale   bill  at   the  session  j 
then  pending.     A  bill  was  prepared  by  ' 
the  committee,   which   was   formulated  i 
principally   after   the   bill   for   the   for- 
feited tax  sale  of  1881.     The  particular 
clause   >vhich    the  county  auditor  now  I 
makes  ol^jection  to  was  taken  from  that 
law. 

"I    believe     that      the    people   of  our 
county  paid  the  taxes  on  their  property 
as   long   as    they   could   make    or   ral.«e 
the   money    to   do  so;    and    in    this    law 
provision     was     made     whereby     they 
could   come   in    and    redeem    l)y    jiaying 
the  original  taxes,  without  penalties  <.r  ' 
interest,  prior  to  June  1.  1898.  and  that  | 
if    befiSre   sale    they    found    themselve.*  ] 
unable   to   jiay   delinquent    taxes,    they 
could    save    their   property    l>y    paying  ' 
the  1S96  and   1897  taxes  and  6  per  cent  i 
interest  on  delinquent  taxes  in  advancj'  I 
for  one   year  and   have   the   sale   oost-  ' 
poned  for  one  year.     And  this  could  be  ! 
done  for  three  years  by  paying  current  , 
taxes  and  six  per  cent  interest  on  de-  , 
linquent    taxes   each    year    in    advance. 
It    was    the    Idea    of   the    committee    to  j 
have  the  forfeited  sale  in  May.  1898.  but 
they    were    obliged    to    change    this    to 
meet  the  \  iews  of  some  of  the  St.  Louis 
county  members  of  the  legislature. 

"Several  bills  for  relief  in  ta.\  matters 
were  before  the  last  legislature.  The 
•Potter  bill  and  the  bill  prepared  in  thi.-" 
county  were  the  only  ones  relating  t«. 
forfeited  tax  sales  which  were  given 
any  prominence  by  the  legislature.  Tht 
•Potter  bill'  was  finally  beaten  and  the 
one  prepared  in  this  county  was 
changed  in  many  particulars  from  the 
original  draft. 

"As  to  the  effect  of  the  bill  up  to  the 
present  time.  I  believe  more  money  has 
been  paid  into  the  county  treasury  than 
1  would  have  been  paid  had  this  measure 
not  been  passed.  The  amount  of  delin- 
quent taxes  for  the  year  1895  in  exces.- 
of  'the  delinquent  taxes  for  the  veai 
1894  was  $293,222.49.  Considering' the 
large  amount  of  accumulated  delin- 
quent taxes  and  the  great  difflculty 
had  in  obtaining  money  prior  to  June  i. 
when  the  1896  taxes  became  delinquent, 
it  could  only  be  expected  that  the  de- 
linquent taxes  for  1896  would  be  largely 
in  excess  of  the  amount  delinquent  for 
the  year  T-,'.'. 

•The  nipo  uhu  expected  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  forfeited  tax  .xale  lav\ 
would  pay  his  1896  taxes  and  save  the 
10  tier  cent  penalty,  when  he  knew  he 
could  redeem  the  delinquent  taxes 
without  additional  penalties  or  interest 
at  any  time  before  June  1.  1898.  so  that 
one  can  naturally  conclude  that  very 
much  more  of  the  taxes  of  1896  have 
been  paid  than  would  have  been  paid 
had  this  law  not  been  passed,  and  thai 
a  large  amount  of  delinquent  taxes  will 
be  paid  before  June  1.  1898. 

""If  the  county  should  become  embar- 
rassed for  the  want  of  money,  it  will 
be  on  account  of  the  conditions  which 
existed  before  the  passage  of  this  law 
and  not  on  account  of  it. 

"An  e'roneous  impression  has  been 
spread,  or  exists,  that  this  law  affects 
all  city  special  assessments.  This  Is 
not  true.  The  assessments  for  special 
impnn-ements  made  by  the  city  of  Du- 
luth are  in  no  way  affected  by  this  law. 
as  these  assessments  are  not  sent  t< 
the  county  auditor  or  county  trcas-  ' 
urer's  office,  but  are  payable  to  the  city 
treasurer,  and  such  as  are  delinquent 
are  sold  by  the  city  comptroller  after 
judgment,  and  are  redeemed,  if  at  all. 
through  the  city  treasurer's  office.  Un- 
paid assessments  which  were  made  by 
the  village  governments  of  West  Du- 
luth and  Lakeside  before  they  became 
part  of  the  city  of  Duluth.  and  which 
are  returned  to  the  county  auditor's 
office  to  be  collected  with  the  general 
taxes,  may  be  affeoted.  It  was  a  mat- 
ter, however,  that  was  not  intended  to 
l>e  covered  by  the  hill.  Yet  anyone  who 
knows  the  conditions  must  understand 
that  the  taxes  and  assessments  on  that 
cheap  property  are  not  very  valuai>le 
assets  to  the  city  and  county,  and  that 
the  city  and  county  could  never  collect 
or  realize  a  very  large  proportion  on 
such  taxes  and  asses.iments  if  this  for- 
feited tax  sale  law  had  not  been 
passed." 
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SOME  CARVED  IVORY 


Fine   Collection    Just    Pre- 
sented to  the  Golden  Gate 
Museum  In  Trisco. 


John  L.   Bardwell  Gives  His 

Entire  Collection  of  700 

Rare  Carvings. 


The  flrii  Ht  collection  of  ivory  carvings  In 
the  world  has  just  been  presented  to  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  niu.>5eum  In  San  Fran- 
cisco, sa.vs  the  San  Francisco  Bulletin. 
This  eolb-etlon  consists  of  700  pieces,  rep- 
resenting forty  years  of  paln.siaking  care 
on  the  part  of  the  curio  hunter.  Some  of 
the  .«inule  pieces  aro. worth  from  $.')00  to 
$100u  and  the  whole  collection  is  valued  at 
$2r<.iiO(».  The  most  Interesting  and  valuable 
artkle  in  the  lot  is  a  sword  with  a  most 
elaborately  carved  ivory  sheath.  It  is  the 
result  of  lonK  months  of  toll  by  the  most 
patient,  painstaking  and  fanciful  skill.  It 
Is  nearly  a  thousanl  years  old  and  is 
worth  more  than  SVMiO.  Muenchlka  made  It 
A.  D.     He  was  one  of  the  most  famous 
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CARRIERS  ON  THE  CONGO. 
From  the  journals  of  the  late  E.  J. 
Glave.  who  died  after  crossing  Africa  to 
Investigate  the  sl,i\.  trade  for  the  Cen- 
tury, a  final  jiaper  ha^  been  prepared,  en- 
titled ••Cruelty  in  the  Congo  Free  State." 
and  it  is  printed  in  the  September  Cen- 
tury. Mr.  Glave  says: 

Today  I  saw  the  dead  bodv  of  a  carrier 
lying  on  the  trail.  There  could  have  been 
no  mistake  about  his  being  a  sick  man;  he 
was  noining  but  akin  and  bones.  These 
posts  ought  to  give  some  eare  to  the  por- 
ters; the  heartless  disregard  for  life  is 
abominable.  Two  day.s  ago  a  native  ap- 
plied to  me  for  medicine  and  food:  he 
was  ill  and  starving.  The  same  day  I  met 
a  poor  liberated  slave,  emaciated,  with 
nothing  to  eat.  I  gave  him  food,  but 
could  not  understand  his  language,  as  he 
was  a  i>oor  wretch  stolen  from  a  far- 
away home.  Native  life  is  considered  of 
no  value  by  the  Belgians.  No  wonder  the 
state  Is  hated.  Carrying  is  pushed  to  such 
an  extent  that  It  is  killing  the  peoi)le. 
They  are  on  the  road  the  whole  time, 
without  rest  to  enable  them  to  recuper- 
ate and  get  strong  after  each  trip.  Often 
the  mission  stations  are  applied  -to  for 
succor:  but.  as  a  rule,  when  th**  carriers 
present  themselves  they  are  thoroughly 
overcome  by  the  exertion  of  carrying  a 
load  while  ill.  and  generally  die.  For- 
merly the  state  sent  out  Its  soldiers  to 
tie  up  the  women  when  the  people  refused 
to  tome  in  as  carriers.  This  has  now  been 
stopped.  Soon  the  railway  will  be  tlnlshetl 
as  far  as  Lufu:  this  will  relieve  the  trans- 
pirt  considerably.  If  the  service  from  Lu- 
kunga  to  Lufu  can  be  arranged  as  regards 
pay  with  the  natives.  The  Belgians  often 
ask  what  will  the  Bakongo  people  do  when 
the  railway  Is  finished.  What  did  they  do 
before  the  white  men  came  to  rule  them? 
Did  they  die  of  hunger,  and  lie  unburled 
on  the  road?

I    Every  tletall  Is  finely  flnl.shed.  A  thousand 
]  <Iollais  sounds  a   big  price  when   you  pick 
I  up  the  sword  to  examln.-  it.  but  when  vou 
!  lay  It  down   that  sum  has  dwindled  away 
I  to  something  out  of  .ill   proportion   to  the 
1  extent    of   the   skillful    work    done   on    it 
I  Some  of  the  ttgur..s  on  the  sheath  and  hilt 
represent    Kakans.   the  saintly  apostles  of 
Biiddlia.   There   is   the  sea   goddess   ridinji 
upon  the  sea  dragon.  She  has  taken  away 
three  of  the  seven  evil  hearts  of  the  dr:i- 
goii.  and  Is  bearing  them  to  her  keeper  of 
the  diiiKon's  hearts.     One  of  the  best  ex- 
eruted   flKiires  on  the  stabliard   is  that  of 
Henton.   the  Koddess  of  love,   who.   unlike 
our   Venus,   is  .i   pure  »>eing.   and   bears   in 
her    hand    lotus    flowers,     whieli    to    the 
Japanese  are  emblems  of  purltv  and  Im- 
mortality.  At   the  bottom  of  the  .scabbard 
there  are  some  beautiful  lotus  flowers  and 
Uives.    One    of    the    figures    Is    Dlba.    who 
was   once   so   wicke<l   that   his   heart   grew 
.square,    hut    being   e<iiivertod    by    the    Ra- 
kans.    It    .i;rew    plump    and    round    a.i,'ain. 
and   be   is   making  an   oftVring  of  his   al- 
t<red   heart. 

The  steel  blii.l,-  within  tliis  marvelous 
sciibL.ird  is  a  thing  of  rare  value  like  its 
lovering.  The  armorers  of  (dd  Jajian  were 
ex.ilted  iiersonages.  .md  the  making  of 
swords  was  a  deeply  studied  art.  The  steel 
in  them  is  of  finer  temper  than  that  of 
the  famed  I>amas<  us  and  Toledo  blades.  A 
French  writer  says  that  the  swords  of 
the  motlern  Frent  h  army  are  tf»vs  hv 
compari.son  with  the  products  of  the  old 
Japanese  armorers.  They  spent  months 
In  making  one  blade,  and  even  then  they 
selected  oru'  succt  ss  out  of  manv  fail- 
ures. The  blade  was  formed  by  laying 
Several  flat  pieces  of  steel  together. 
Tliise  were  weldfd.  drawn  out  .and 
dniil)led  anal!!  and  again,  until  the  fin- 
ished hUnle  finally  consisted  of  four  mil- 
lion  layers  of  steel. 

M.iny    of    the    Jai)anese    ivor.v    carvings 
represent    old    legemis,    and    the   story   of 
Masamune.    who   was   the   greatest    of   all 
their   swordmakers.    is   ver.c   eleverlv    told 
by    the   <  bisels    of    the   artists.    The  "myth 
Is   tfjat   the  fox  is  a  siqiernatural   animal, 
and  his  wisdom  Ik  beyom^.   the   wisdom   ot 
man.    One    da.v    as    Masamiine    was    busy 
at    his    anvil    a    fox    ran    up    and    leaped 
upon   his   head   and   disaiiivartvl    through 
the    old    man's    skull    ;is    if    he    had    bur- 
rowed a  hole  for  himself.    From  that  dav 
Masamune    could    temi>er    .i    blade    with 
more  than   human  skill    This  explanation 
of  how  the  armorer  acquiied  his  art  is  Il- 
lustrated with  the  most  diintily  wrought 
Ivory  Image  of  an  old   man's   head  and  a 
little  fox  entering  his  head.  This  story  is 
a  sample  of  the  deep  meaning  attached  to 
a    gre.it    many    of    the    Japanese    ivories, 
which   the  thoughtless  observer   would   Iw 
apt    to   dismiss    with    a    single   glance   not 
worth    studying.    The    Japanese    legends, 
proverbs.    Jokes    and    much    of    their    his- 
tory   is     illustrated     in     thie.se        daintilv 
carved    statuetes.     If    they     could    all     be 
traced    and    set    down    in    a    book    with    a 
numfier   corresponding   to   a    catalogue   of 
the   ivories   it   would   make   a    very  Inter- 
esting  and    instiiietive   stud\. 

Doubtless  when  the  literature  and  folk- 
lore of  the  Japanese  C4ime  to  be  better 
known  man.v  of  the  curious  carvinus  in 
this  big  eolle<  tion  will,  in  addition  to  th»' 
inteiist  aroused  by  the  marvelous  in- 
genuity displayed  in  their  cutting,  have 
another  from  the  historical  events,  the 
myths,  the  proverbs,  the  witticisms  they 
were    intended    to   perpetuate. 

Another  valuable  piece  in  this  collec- 
tion is  a  large  group,  representing  a  ven- 
erable old  man  on  a  horse,  a  dragon  and 
a  man  kneeling  with  a  shoe  In  his  hand. 
It  illustrates  a  legend  of  how  a  man  be- 
<'ame  emperor  b.v  the  lucky  or  heroic  re- 
covery of  a  great  mans  shoe.  This  group 
is  of  the  most  elaborate  and  beautiful 
workmanship  and  is  worth  SlUOO.  It  is  a 
specimen  of  art  that  lias  practically 
passed  away,  for  thi'  modern  artists  do 
not  now  produce  anything  of  eciual  ex- 
celUiue.  The  old  was  the  product  of  rare 
talent  joined  with  almost  infinite  pa- 
tience. Now  time  has  become  valuable 
'  ven    to   the  Japanese. 

The  handsome  vases  carved  out  of  the 
big  butts  of  elephant  tusks  are  worth 
careful  examination.  There  are  a  num- 
ber of  netsukes  or  artistically  carved  but- 
tons. Some  of  these  are  of  great  value, 
and  the  Japanese  bloods  used  to  wear 
them  as  costly  as  our  diamonds.  "The 
larving  of  these  artistic  netsukes  be- 
came a  great  industry  in  Japan  In  the  six- 
teenth century,  when  tobacco  was  intro- 
«luced.  They  were  worn  princlpall.v  to 
attach  the  tobacco  pouch  and  the  smok- 
ing apparatus  to  the  girdle.  The  profit- 
able market  thus  afforded  gave  a  great 
t-timulus  to  the  art  of  carving,  and  the 
skill  acquired  by  practicing  on  them  was 
used    for    more    important    work. 

Among  the  smaller  figures  there  is 
Raiden.  the  god  of  thunder;  Shian-Ro. 
the  patron  saint  of  longevity,  with  the 
stork  by  his  side,  which  Is  the  symbol  of 
longevity:  Futen.  the  wind  god.  with  a 
sack  of  imprisoned  tempests  on  his  hack; 
Dia-Koku.  with  a  hammer  to  strike  his 
sack  every  time  he  wants  rice,  food  or 
money;  goddestts  of  the  sea.  of  llowers. 
of  medicine  and  Immensely  amusing  is 
the  god  of  contentment,  with  liis  fat 
jowls  and  his  enormous  stomach,  whom 
the  Japs  call  Hotel.  There  are  man.v 
maidens  with  faces  oval  as  a  melon  seed 
and  eyes  as  narrow  as  an  almond  edge- 
wise, which  is  the  Japanese  standard  of 
beauty.  There  are  devils  so  humorously 
hideous  that  one  can  imagine  the  Japan- 
ese hell  a  good  place  to  lauKh  In.  There 
are  many  Japanese  Laocoons  which  do 
great  credit  to  their  art.  As  might  be  ex- 
i)ectetl.  there  Is  much  of  the  grotesque, 
but  the  range  of  fancy  in  grotesquesness 
In  thi.>«  big  collection  is  astonishing. 
Among  the  masterpieces  of  hideousness. 
perhaps  the  dimax  is  reached  by  an 
image  of  a  woman  in  the  power  of  an 
octopus  and  compelled  to  suckle  a  baby 
octopus.  It  would  be  iiUeresting  to  know 
all  that  the  carver  meatn  by  ilus  last.  He 
may  have  been  the  eejual  of  some  of  our 
great  cartoonists,  like  Thomas  Nast.  and 
the  skillful  carving  may  be  a  master- 
piece  of   political   satire. 

It  is  strange  how  little  attempt  at 
beauty  there  Is  In  all  this  vast  collection. 
It  has  been  said  that  the  Japanese  have 
never  sought  to  develop  art  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  chief  alms  and  triumphs  of 
ours,  and  one  can  well  believe  It  after 
searching  over  these  marvels  of  grotesque 
fancies  and  manual  dexterity.  The  pur- 
pose seefns  to  make  you  wonder,  to  make 
you  shudder,  to  make  you  laugh— but 
nothing  more. 

There  may,  however,  be  a  beauty  we 
lose  because  we  cannot  look  through 
Japanese  eyes,  for  there  is  a  story  of  a 
little  Japanese  girl  which  illustrates  the 
difference  In  our  eyesight.  A  white  man 
showed  her  some  pictures  of  European 
beauties.  •'They  don't  look  bad."  she  said, 
"but  their  eyes  are  too  big."  A  picture  of 
a  rural  scene  was  shown  her  in  a  New 
York  periodical.  '"Is  it  really  true  that 
there  are  any  people  like  those  pic- 
tures?" she  asked  In  amazement.  "Yes- 
they  are  farmers."  "Farmers?  They  look 
like  Onl"  'demons).  wa.s  the  reply. 

An  exquisite  example  of  iyorv  "carving 
IS  an  immense  fiagon  representing  Diana 
refnrning  from  the  rhase.  It  Is  crtvered 
with    figures    In   bold    relief   of   elfs    and 


fairies,  nym^>hs  and  sat.vrs,  gnomes  and 
goblins,  leaping,  laughing,  running,  clam- 
bering over  the  handles,  reclining  under 
the  shelter  of  the  trees  in  every  con- 
ceivable attitude.  The  whole  is  executed 
with  such  attention  to  detail  that  not  a 
single  feature  is  neglected.  Piach  race  is 
a  study.  The  fiagon  was  an  heirloom  in 
France  and  is  valued  at  many  thousand 
francs.  The  owner  parted  with  It  through 
dire   necessity. 

A  salver  of  carved  lvor>-  and  repousse 
sliver  is  a  curious  example  of  the  com- 
bination of  the  art  of  the  silversmith  and 
the  carver.  So  c-unnlngly  are  the  silver 
and  the  ivory  joine<l  that  It  gives  the  ap- 
pearance of  ohe  solid  piece.  It  Is  carved 
in  bold  relief  with  seventy  figures  of 
Bacchantes,  nymphs  and  satyrs.  The  sil- 
ver work  Is  particularly  Interesting,  as 
it  is  entirely  the  work  of  the  hammer 
without  the  use  of  either  graver  or  chas- 
ing tool.  This  piece  is  very  ancient  and 
valuable. 

A  vase  thirty-two  Inches  high,  carved 
from  a  solid  tusk  without  piercing.  Is  said 
to  be  one  of  the  most  perfect  specimens  of 
Ivory  caning  In  the  world.  The  body  of 
the  vase  Is  decorated  with  beautiful"  fig- 
ures In  relief,  of  the  most  exquisite  work- 
manstiip,  of  N'etius.  female  Bacchantes  and 
Cupids,  who  are  busy  entwining  roses  into 
wreaths.  Above,  near  the  neck  of  the 
vase,  is  a  row  of  grotesque  masks  in  the 
shape  of  medallions.  The  cover  Is  orna- 
mented with  Cupids,  birds  and  garlands 
of  flowers.  The  apex  is  a  figure  of  a 
Bacchante,  with  a  youthful  faun  at  her 
side.  Young  fauns  play  on  pipes  and 
lyres  in  the  midst  of  vines  an^  flowers, 
'ihe  beauty  «#f  this  vase  is  so  great  that 
one  tears  himself  away  with  difficulty 
from  the  case  in  which  It  stands. 

There  Is  no  branch  of  Japanese  art  In 
which  there  are  as  many  failures  and  so 
few  successes  as  in  netsuke  carvings. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  in  the  case 
of  figures,  which  can  be  viewed  all  around, 
any  fault  in  modeling  is  sure  to  attract  at- 
tention and  at  once  militates  against  the 
value  of  the  work,  and  the  weak  point 
In  Japanese  art  Is  the  draughtsmanship  of 
the  ngure. 

It  Is  .said  that  the  occupation  of  the 
netsuke  maker  belonged  to  a  certain  class 
of  artisans,  who  followed  the  trade  from 
generation  to  gener.ition.  but  man.v  of 
them  were  men  in  a  higher  station  of  life. 
Many  were  dentists,  who  first  attained 
their  skill  with  the  <hlsel  while  carving 
out  artificial  teeth.  Whoever  wishes  to 
study  Japanese  art  must  not  fail  to  de- 
vote jiartlcular  aaontion  to  these  net- 
sukes.

MONTANA  MINE   MYSTERY. 

People    Who   Enter    it    Fall    Asleep 

Quickly. 

Butte  Miner:  "In  this  line  of  work 
we  come  across  some  curious  accidents 
and  narrow  escapes,"  said  Deputy 
Mine  Inspector  Fi-ank  Hunter  the  other 
night.  "One  thing  struck  me  long  ago, 
and  that  is  how  much  it  takes  to  kill  a 
man  sometimes  and  how  easily  the 
thread  of  life  is  often  snaijped. 

"Down  in  Colorado  1  knew  a  fellow 
who  plunged  down  SOO  feet  in  a  .single 
compartment  shaft.  He  went  to  the 
bottom  but  did  not  break  a  bone.  Of 
course  he  was  pretty  l)adly  jarred  up 
and  a  good  deal  frightened,  but  he  was 
all  right  again  in  a  day  or  two.  When 
he  fell  he  went  down  feet  first,  and  a 
big  oil.«''in  that  he  wore  opened  out  at 
the  bottom  and  acted  as  a  parachute. 
He  said  the  last  part  of  his  descent  was 
so  much  slower  than  the  first  that  he 
hardly  thought  he  was  dropping  at  all 
and  half  expected  to  rejiiain  suspended 
in  the  shaft  like  Mohammed's  coffin. 

"Nearly  always  when  a  man  falls  any 
distance  he  turns  over,  if  he  starts  feet 
downward,  and  fini.shes  his  plunge  head 
first.  1  have  seen  a  luiinber  of  tases* 
where  the  man  fell  with  his  boots  on 
and  was  found  barefoot eii  when  he  was 
picked  up.  I  suppose  this  is  because  the 
blood  goes  to  the  head,  making  the  feet 
smaller,  and  besides  the  pressure  ot  the 
air  ut)on  the  heel  and  counteracts  as  a 
bootjack. 

"I  had  to  go  over  to  .Sand  Coulee  to 
investigate  an  accident  in  which  one 
man  was  killed  and  another  had  three 
ribs  broken.  Speaking  of  Sand  Coulee, 
it  struck  me  while  I  was  there  that  if 
I  wanted  to  commit  suicide  I  would  go 
there  to  do  it.  I  don't  mean  that  life 
becomes  such  a  burden  in  the  coal 
country  that  the  ties  that  bind  are 
more  easily  severed  than  elsewhere, 
but  that  it  affords  unsurpassed  facili- 
ties for  a  cheap  and  happy  dist>atch. 
It's  a  wonder  to  me  that  some  of  the 
many  people  who  annually  launch 
themselves  into  eternity  from  Butte  do 
not  take  the  Sand  Coulee  route. 

"Down    in    the    coal    mines    there    is 
one   passage   that    is   three   miles   long, 
and  in  some  of  the  chambers  air  does 
not  seem  to  circulate.     ITpon  the  walls 
there  is  a  gathering  of  moisture,  and  if 
you  puff  a  cigar  in  one  of  these  cham^ 
bers    the    smoke    will    seek    the    walls, 
where    It    clings    with      an    undulating 
movement  like  a  spray  of  weeds  under 
running  water.    That  dew  on  the  walls 
is  white  damp,  and  the  dead  air  of  the 
chamber  where  it  is  found  is  poisonous. 
In  a  few  minutes  a  feeling  of  drowsiness 
steals  over  a  man  who  breathes  it.  and 
before  long  he  is  asleep  and  dreaming 
deliciously,  so  those  say  who  have  been 
resuscitated.     But  the  sleep  is  akin  to 
that    of    the    lost    traveler    over    whose 
numbed   limbs   the  Arctic   snow   eddies 
and  drifts,   for  unless  help  comes  soon 
there    is    no    awakening.      If,    however, 
the  venturesome  exi)lorer  of  these  un- 
derground deathtraps  realizes  his  dan- 
ger in  time  and  manages  to  stagger  out 
into    the   fresh    air.    he   has   an   experi- 
ence to  undergo  which  may  cause  him 
to  regret  that  he  did  not  remain  inside. 
Every  bone  and  muscle  aches  with  the 
intoleraVile  poignancy  that  is  known  to 
convalescents   from   yellow  fever.     The 
treatment  is  simple  i)Ut  effective.  Being 
nearly     dead,     the    sufferer     is     nearly 
buried.    A  hole  is  dug  in  the  soft  earth, 
and  the  victim  is  ma<le  to  stand  up  in 
it   while   the   dirt   is   thrown   in  around 
him  until  only  his  head   is  seen  above 
ground.     This  draw.<  out    the  soreness, 
and  in  a  short  time  the  patient  has  re- 
covered."

He  was  one  of  a  shipment  from 
Brown  county,  Kan.  He  weighs  about 
1500  pounds  and  is  a  handsome, 
sleek  fellow,  strong  of  limb  and  bright 
eyed. 

He  has  been  driven  since  coming  into 
Mr.  Bowers'  possession  by  Martin 
Ackerman,  who  says  that  he  can  pull 
more  and  longer  and  behave  better 
than  any  other  horse  in  the  city.  There 
is  one  other  strange  thing  about  the 
animal.  He  will  not  allow  a  man  to 
strike  him.  No  matter  what  he  does  or 
who  attempts  It.  the  man  who  hits  him 
has  to  tly  for  his  life.  A  few  days  since 
Ackerman  struck  the  horse  with  a 
stick  in  putting  him  in  the  barn.  The 
blow  was  a  tan,  not  intended  for  nun- 
ishment.  but  it  made  the  big  fellow 
mad.  He  turned  and  came  tearing  at 
the  man,  who  barely  had  time  to  get 
out  of  the  way.     For  five  minutes  the 


animal  kept  charging  about  the  barn 
half  crazed  with  a  desire  to  get  at  the 
man  who  hit  him.  Finally  he  was 
quieted  and  went  to  his  stall  alone. 

The  strange  habits  of  the  horse  were 
discovered  first  by  his  driver.  One 
morning  the  wagon  was  driven  down  to 
the  dock  at  Armour's  packing  house  to 
unload  some  poultry.  A  butcher's 
wagon  was  standing  by.  Frank— that 
is  the  name  of  the  horse — caught  an  at- 
tractive odor  on  the  breeze  and  hunted 
about  in  the  cart.  He  found  a  nice 
steak,  which  he  devoured  with  a  few 
gulps,  and  then  pulled  out  a  long  string 
of  bologna  sausages  and  ate  it  with 
every  show  of  satisfaction.  The  fact 
that  it  was  well  seasoned  with  able- 
l)odled  garlic  did  not  operate  to  prevent 
the  thorough  mastication  of  it. 

The  performance  of  the  horse  served 
to  quite  disgust  the  driver,  and  the  act 
was  told  to  Mr.  Bowers  when  the  horse 
was  driven  back  to  the  house.  While 
they  were  discussing  the  odd  occurrence 
they  saw  the  horse  bite  off  the  head  of 
a  chicken  that  was  in  a  coop  on  the 
walk.  Since  that  time  he  has  not  been 
driven  near  butchers'  carts  or  coops  of 
fowls. 

Each  day  since,  however,  the  men 
have  fed  the  horse  half  a  dozen  heads 
of  chickens  slaughtered  at  the  commis- 
sion house,  and  he  eats  them  with  every 
evidence  of  great  delight  and  will  fairly 
prance  when  the  time  comes  for  his 
feast.  As  the  horse  Is  driven  about 
over  the  city  it  is  no  uncommon  sight 
when  the  driver  steps  into  a  saloon  to 
quaff  some  of  the  malt  extract  that 
drives  out  the  heat  to  see  him  come  out 
with  a  few  pieces  of  bologna  sausage, 
which  he  will  give  the  horse.  So  far  as 
can  be  learned.  Frank  is  the  only  horse 
in  the  city  that  is  a  regular  patron  of 
the  free  lunch. 

The  star  performance  given  by  thfr 
horse  was  last:  May,   when  he  ate  up 


several  chickens  and  three  bull  pups 
that  were  sleeping  in  the  stall  next  to 
his.  To  s*^t  at  them  he  was  obliged  to 
break  his  halter  and  break  down  a 
barricade,  but  he  did  it  all  and  would 
have  finished  the  whole  family  of 
puppies  had  he  not  been  discovered  and 
the  others  rescued.  The  pups  were  the 
property  of  one  of  Mr.  Bowers'  em- 
ployes. George  Her,  who  has  never  been 
able  to  forgive  the  animal,  as  the  pups 
were  of  a  fine  fighting  family  and 
worth  a  lot  of  money.  The  horse  was 
just  closing  his  fea.«t  with  the  third 
pup  when  he  was  found.  Since  that 
time  he  has  been  fed  vcith  chicken  heads 
and  other  pieces  of  fresh  meat  to  keep 
his  carnivorous  tastes  quiet. 


HER     MINT     FARM. 
New        Orleans  Times-Democrat: 

"Possibly  the  most  curious  farm  around 
this  city."  said  a  saloon  man  yester- 
day, "is  a  mint  farm  out  near  the  fair 
grounds.  It  is  operated  by  a  woman, 
and  is  the  only  one  I  know  of.  She  has 
all  of  the  principal  saloons  and  res- 
taurants in  the  city  for  customers. 
and  makes  a  very  comfortable  living. 
She  does  not  waste  her  time  on  small 
groggeries.  Some  of  the  larger  places 
buy  as  much  as  $2  or  $3  worth  of  mint 
a  day  in  the  summer,  when  cocktails 
and  the  hotter  drinks  give  way  to  Vir- 
ginia toddies,  juleps  and  other  con- 
coctions which  require  a  sprig  of  the 
aromatic  herb.  The  product  of  her 
farm  shows  the  good  result  of  careful 
cultivation,  for,  unlike  the  ordinary 
mint,  it  has  no  runners,  with  trouble- 
some roots.  F:ach  sprig  grows  erect. 
Her  farm  yields  enough  in  summer  to 
enable  her  to  live  in  ease  during  tha 
winter."

Two  Young    LadT^t    Themselves 
Into  Trouble. 

Albert  Shultz  and  Frank  Troaskl.

SCENERY   IS  GRAND 


Ward  Country  For  the  Pros- 
pector—Great Bodies  of 
Valuabfe  Ore. 


RosBland,  B.  C.  Sept.  6.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Ask  the  man  who  Is  a 
recent  arrival  in  the  Kootenai  district 
of  British  Columbia  what  he  thinks  of 
It.  and  he  will  answer  according  to  his 
i>wn  success  In  the  district.  If  hft  is 
a  mechanic  or  workingman.  the  chances 
are  that  he  will  revile  it  with  much  bit- 
terness of  language;  if  he  has  made  a 
lucky  strike  as  a  prospector,  he  is 
likely  to  term  it  "the  greatest  mining 
region  in  the  world."  as  It  is  very  often 
spoken  of  by  its  boomers. 

But  leaving  aside  the  influence  of 
personal  Interest,  everyone  familiar 
with  this  noted  mining  district  will 
concede  that  it  exhibits  striking  feat- 
ures—In its  richness,  its  variety  of 
types,  its  contrasts  and  in  its  dissim- 
ilarity to  the  average  mining  region. 

It  is  a  villainous  country  to  travel 
over  for  prospecting— rough,  steep, 
liroken  and  covered  with  underbrush 
and  fallen  timber  that  make  it  impass- 
able except  to  the  hardy  prospector 
afoot.  And  yet  it  is  reached  from  the 
north  and  from  the  south  by  rail  or 
river,  and  you  can  land  In  almost  any 
camp  from  Kossland  to  Fort  Steele  and 
from  Arrowhead  to  Northpost  in  either 
a  comfortable  jiassenger  coach  or  a 
finely  equipped  steamboat  supplied  with 
every  .  modern  convenience.  These. 
howe\er.  are  about  the  only  means  of 
entering,  and  even  a  cayuse  would  have 
to  be  left  behind  if  a  man  wanted  to 
pack  goods  for  any  distance.  Of  course 
This  lack  of  roads  or  trails  in  an  ex- 
tremely rough  country  is  a  good  thing 
the    boat    and    railway   lines,    and 


timber  and  through  vines  and  under- 
brush to  reach  the  bank  and  get  a 
clear  view  of  the  cataract.  And  yet 
the  railroad  track  is  only  five  or  six 
rods  away.  As  I  said  above,  when  you 
get  outside  of  one  of  these  towns  you 
are  In  the  wilderness.  If  Jim  Hill  had 
that  cataract  somewhere  In  Minnesota 
on  the  line  of  his  road  he  would  make 
It  another  Niagara  as  a  resort.  But 
up  here  they  have  scenery  to  bum. 
and  If  trails  are  to  be  cut  it  must  be 
to  reach  some  mineral  property  for 
development. 

The  mineral  region  Included  In  the 
Kootenai  is  a  very  extended  one  In 
area.  It  Includes  the  Trail  Creek  or 
Rossland  district,  the  Nelson.  Fort 
Steele,  Alnsworth.  Slocan  and  Lardeau 
districts.  It  Is  richly  mineralized  and 
has  a  lasting  future  before  it  as  a  pro- 
ducer of  gold,  silver,  lead  and  copper 
ores.  It  Is  yet  In  Its  Infancy,  but  Its 
production  in  the  past  two  years  and 
the  development  work  done  on  recent 
discoveries  prove  beyond  question  the 
existence  of  great  bodies  of  valuable 
ore  In  the  various  camps  throughout 
the  entire  district.  Far-sighted  rail- 
way men  and  smelter  operators  are 
putting  their  capital  freely  Into  ex- 
pensive Improvements  which  are  neces- 
sary to  develop  the  mines,  and  the  In- 
dications are  that  they  will  continue 
to  do  so.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
the  discovery  of  the  precious  metals 
here  was  made  only  a  very  few  years 
ago  and  In  view  of  that  fact  the  pro- 
gress so  far  made  has  been  wonder- 
ful. Klondikes  may  come  and  Klon- 
dlkes  may  go.  but  they'll  be  drilling 
right  along,  night  and  day,  in  the  Koo- 
tenai country,  and  there  l.>'  strong  rea- 
son for  the  faith  of  its  friends  that  It 
"will  rank  with  the  richest  mining  dis- 
tricts of  the  world.

Syracuse,  Sept.  11.— The  <  entenary  of 
the  birth  of  Samuel  Joseph  May,  the 
great  anti-slavery  advocate,  will  be 
celebrated  at  May  Memorial  church 
here  September.  12.  Rev.  Joseph  May, 
aunitarian  clergyman  of  Philadelphia, 
son  of  the  great  preacher,  will  be  pres- 
ent and  the  principal  speaker.  Rev. 
Robert  Collyer.  of  New  York,  the  Hack- 
smith  preacher,  a  close  friend  of  Dr. 
May's  will  also  be  present.  He  is  one 
of  the  few  abolitionists  of  the  decade 
before  the  war  now  living.  Several 
others,  who  were  associated  with  the 
Syracusan  in  anti-slavery  work  will 
aid  in  the  exercises. 

Samuel  Joseph  May  was  for  a  score 
of  years  the  most  prominent  citizen  of 
Syracuse.  His  name  was  mentioned 
with  Garrison's.  Gerritt  Smiths  and 
Henry  Ward  Beechers.    He  was  their

There 
are    children    about      everywhere,    and 
they  do  not  stem  to  be  a  bit  sorry  either 
that  they  are  here  to  grow  up  with  the 
country,  for  they  seem  to  enjoy  them- 
selves as  children  always  do  when  al- 
lowed to  run  outdoors,  no  m?tter  how 
primitive  may   be   their  condition  and 
surroundings. 

When  you  are  once  outside  of  any  of 
these  towns  you  are  in  the  wil- 
derness. f)nce  in  a  while  you  conie 
across  a  miner's  or  a  woodchopper's 
camp,  but  no  other  signs  of  civilization. 
No  fields  or  meadows,  or  roads,  or 
clearings— not  even  grass — just  moun- 
tains, mountains,  mountains  and  woodii 
and  streams— variety  enough  of  these !

Last  April  the  federal  grand  jury  In 
Milwaukee  returned  seven  indictments 
against  T.  i:.  Dockery,  of  Fond  du  Lac. 
\Vi.«.,  on  ihf  charge  of  violating  the 
alien  contract  labor  law.  Al  the  noxt 
term  of  court  in  October.  If  unable  to 
establish  his  Innocence,  this  son  of  the 
Badger  state  will  be  compelled  to  pay 
his  Uncle  Saniuel  J7000  or  suffer  im- 
prisonment until  he  does. 

This  hot  water  in  which  Mr.  Dock- 
ery is  immersed  up  to  his  neck  comes 

from  the  very  typical  boom  which  at- 
tinded  Hannaford,   Minn.,  In  1894. 

Some  years  ago  E.  S.  Shepard,  a 
business  man,  boomer  and  professional 
cartoonist,  grew  weary  of  the  excite- 
ment attinUing  a  residence  in  ithin  - 
lander,  V\'is..  and  took  up  a  homestead 
in  the  wilds  of  Itasca  county.  Minne- 
sota, on  the  south  bank  of  Itainy  river. 
The  discovery  of  gold  on  the  Minne- 
Hola  aide  of  Uainy  lake  and  the  birth  cf 
l^ainy  Lake  City  in  1894  opened  Sheii- 
urd's  eyt  .s  to  the  possibilities  in  his 
neck  of  the  woods.  He  accordingly 
laid  out  a  lounHile  on  his  homestead 
at  the  juncture  of  the  Big  Fork  and 
Itainy  river  and  then  hastened  to 
lihinelander.  There  he  organized  a 
townsite  company  and  sowed  other 
set  d  calculated  to  spring  up  and  be.ir 
a  big  boom  for  the  prospective  North 
Star  state  metropolis.  Shepard  was 
elected  president,  T.  E.  Dockery  vice 
president.  E.  L.  Gillette  secretary  and 
J.  D.  Coon  treasurer. 

All  of  these  enterprising  gentlemen, 
save  Dockery,  were  rusiitnts  of  Rhlnu- 
lander.  Steps  were  promptly  taken  to 
clear  the  forest  primeval  from  the  town 
lots  of  low  price  but  high  value.  A 
3-stoiy  hotel  sprang  up  with  musn- 
room  rapidity.  A  general  store  f.>l- 
lowed  and  a  sawmill  of  marked  ca- 
pacity soon  broke  the  quiet  of  the 
wilderness  with  its  shrieking  machin- 
ery and  swearing  sawyers. 

Then  a  hansome  suite  of  offices  was 
opened  in  Duluth,  maps  were  Issued, 
advertising  space  purchased  in  the 
press,  thousands  and  thousands  of  cir- 
culars mailed  to  the  four  points  of  ths 
compass  and  a  modest  maiden  em- 
ployed to  mercilessly  hammer  the  keys 
of  a  typewriter.  The  matchless  ad- 
vantages and  glorious  future  of  Han- 
naford Wire  t  xploited  in  every  way. 
Town  lots  commenced  to  go  and  cash 
to  roll  into  the  treasury.  The  boom 
was  on. 

President  Shepard  next  hired  nearly 
half  a  hundred  men  in  Rhinelander  and 
Duiuth  to  go  with  him  to  the  cumins 
metropolis  to  cut  roads,  fell  trees,  grade 
streets  and  let  loose  the  hum  of  in- 
dustry generally.  Hannaford  hap- 
pened to  be  nearly  ILD  miles  from  the 
nearest  railroad  and  the  men  walked 
most  of  the  way.  They  hired  for  the 
small  wages  of  $1  and  boarded  in  tents. 
Their  pockets  were  empty  when  th-^y 
arrived— weary,  footsore  and  even 
ragged— l)ui  thiy  had  confldence  in 
Hannaford's  future  and  were  content. 
The  courageous  toih  r«  and  pioneers 
went  vigorously  to  work,  but  they  had 
been  in  Hannaford  only  a  few  day.- 
whf-n  T.  E.  Dockery  appeared  on  the 
scene.  He  carried  in  his  inside  pock?l 
authority  from  the  board  of  directors, 
whose  ears  he  gained  after  Shepard 
left  Rhinelander.  to  take  charge  of  the 
work.  An  awful  racket  resulted  be- 
twct  n  Dockery  and  Shepard.  but  the 
former  carried  the  day.  The  first 
thing  he  did  was  to  discharge  the  white 
men  who  had  laboriously  footed  It  l.W 
miles  over  rocks,  through  swamps  and 
over  muskeags.  Most  of  the  poor  fel- 
lows were  without  a  cent.  Thty  had 
no  "blind  baggage"  to  board,  so  were 
compelled  to  go  back  as  th<'y  came — on 
foot.  Most  of  them  had  little  or  no 
food  to  take  on  the  return  and  thf^ir 
hardships  and  sufferings  would  make 
a  harrowing  column  if  narrated. 

Then  Dockery,  so  the  United  States 
district  attorney  charges  in  his  com- 
plaint, v.'ent  across  Rainy  river,  at  the 
Sault  rapids,  onto  Canadian  soil  and 
bargained  with  Joe  Glbbon-s.  a  squaw 
man  for  Canadian  Indian  laborers  at 
.13  1-3  cents  a  day.  Gibbons  not  only  is 
a  squaw  man.  but  he  has  a  swarm  of 
little  halfbreeds  and  a  great  control 
over  the  redmen  in  tht  locality.  He  is 
a  very  bright  fellow  and  his  brother 
is  one  of  Winnipeg's  leading  citizens. 
Not  only  did  the  bargain  give  the  In- 
dians .33  1-3  cents  a  day.  but  it  also 
provided  that  they  should  take  most  of 
their  wages  In  goods  out  of  the  Hanna- 
ford company's  general  store. 

There  was  no  Interference  until  some 
months  afterward,  when  the  Indians 
completed  their  contract.  Then  Shep- 
ard wrote  to  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
Carlisle  and  made  complaint.  The 
matter  was  taken  up  promptly  and  re- 
ferred to  the  commissioner  general  of 
Immigration.  Hon.  Herman  Stump,  of 
Maryland.  Early  in  1895  he  directed  Im- 
migrant Inspector  M.  T.  Stokes,  sta- 
tioned at  West  Superior,  to  investigate. 
Mr.  Stokes  took  Shepard's  affidavit  at 
Rhinelander  and  also  that  of  Dockery, 
in  which  he  admitted  the  deal  for  the 
Indians,  but  claimed  he  did  not  know 
that  Gibbons  and  the  Indians  were 
Cana<lians. 

(Jibbons  claims  that  he  never  was 
paid  in  full  for  the  services  of  himself 
and  the  Indians,  hence  was  ready  to 
testify  against  Dockery.  He  swore  that 
the  accused  knew  Canadian  Indians 
would  be  furnished  to  carry  out  the 
contract. 

The  evidence  secured  by  Inspector 
Stokes  was  submitted  to  United  States 
District  Attorney  Stringer,  of  St.  Paul. 
About  that  time  Dockery  moved  from 
Minnesota  bac  kto  Wisconsin,  so  com- 
plaint was  made  In  that  state  and  na- 
pers  issued  for  Dockery's  arrest  April 
1,  1897.  He  was  arraigned  in  Mil- 
waukee, gave  bonds  and  was  released. 
The  charge  is  quasi  chrlmlnal  and  If 
Doekery  is  found  guilty  and  does  ;iot 
pay  his  fine,  under  tort  proceedings,  he 
can  be  imprisoned  until  he  does.  At 
the  present  time  he  is  traveling  for  a 
Mllwaukfe  wholesale  liquor  house.  The 
past  six  months,  it  is  .said,  he  has  been

A  favorite  resort  for  nlmrods  from 
Duluth  Is  McGregor,  about  thirty  mUes 
west  of  this  city.  In  the  region  there- 
abouts. In  the  season,  the  ducks  do 
congregate,  affording  sportsmen  ex- 
cellent opportunities  for  cultivating 
their  acquaintance.  It  was  for  this 
purpose  that  a  certain  party  of  city 
officials  and  others  went  to  McGregor 
one  day  last  fall,  armed  to  the  teeth 
and  with  game  sacks  that  would  hold 
a  week's  catch  of  grizzlies.  For  some 
reason  nothing  was  known  of  the  trip, 
either  among  their  friends  at  this  end 
or  the  ducks  at  the  other  end.  While 
sportsmen  are  not  given  to  publishing 
to  the  world  their  discoveries  of  places 
to  catch  ducks,  they  are  prone,  usually, 
to  brag  of  their  "bags,"  and,  hence,  the 
fact  that  the  members  of  this  particu- 
lar party  said  never  a  word,  might  be 
considered  a  "sarcumstance"  if  not 
proof  positive  of  the  fact  that  the  ex- 
pedition was  not  a  howling  success,  bo 
far,  at  least,  as  game  is  concerned.  As 
it  was  some  time  ago,  it  might  be  im- 
possible to  ascertain  from  them 
whether  or  not  this  inference  Is  correct. 
At  this  late  day  memory  might  not 
serve  as  to  the  incidents  of  the  trip- 
in  fact,  it  might  be  found  that  most  of 
them  retain  no  recollections  of  the  trip 
whatever.  Their  advent  is  remem- 
bered at  McGregor,  however,  and  a 
resident  of  that  place  who  takes  plea- 
sure in  recalling  the  circumstances,  has 
related  some  of  the  incidents. 

"There  were  four  or  five  of  them,  if 
I  remember  correctly,"  said  the  gentle- 
man from  McGregor,  when  he  found 
that  his  new  acquaintance  was  from 
Duluth.  "They  got  off  the  train  here 
one  day  with  enough  guns  and  ammu- 
nition to  lay  out  all  the  ducks  within 
sixty  miles.  1  don't  recall  all  of  the 
names.  There  was  one  man  they 
called  Troolsen  or  Truelsen.  He  was  a 
man  of  medium  height  and  stocky 
build,  dark  complexloned  and  with 
black  hair,  mustache  and  Imperial.  He 
had  a  gun  of  the  latest  pattern,  a 
brand  new  game  bag  and  outfit.  My 
attention  was  attracted  to  hlrn  by  his 
laugh,  which  I  first  heard  as  the  train 
came  around  the  curve  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  away.  When  he 
was  getting  off  the  cars  he  let  it  off 
again.  I  took  the  opportunity  of  tell- 
ing Home  of  his  party  on  the  way  up 
from  the  train  that  If  he  pulled  that 
laugh  while  out  in  the  woods  the  hunt- 
ing would  be  apt  to  be  pretty  thin  for 
a  day  or  two  afterwards. 

"After  supper  we  gathereil  around 
and  spun  yarns  about  hunting,  .he 
stories  getting  a  little  stiflfer  as  the 
evening  wore  on.  until  finally  the  less- 
hardened  prevaricators  had  dropped 
out  of  it  altogether  and  the  champion 
liars  were  perspiring  profusely  in  their 
efforts  to  distance  each  other.  I  mad* 
up  my  mind  from  the  tales  the  Duluth 
men  told  that  we  had  with  us  either 
some  of  the  best  shots  or  else  some  of 
the — well,  the  most  imaginative  fellows 
that  had  ever  struck  McGregor,  and 
when  I  went  to  bed  my  throat  war- 
nearly  raw  with  trying  to  swallow  theii 
stories. 

"In  the  morning  I  heard  a  fusillade 
from  the  yard  that  sounded  as  if  a  regi- 
ment of  militia  was     having    a    .sham 
battle.    I  ran  to  the  window  and  looked 
out.    There   was   the  crowd   from  Du- 
luth lined  up  in  front  of  the  house.    At 
first  I  couldn't  make    out    what    they 
were  at.     It     was    long    past  the  time 
when  they  ought  to  have  been  gone  If 
they  were  after  ducks.    Pretty  soon  a 
fellow  at  the  end  of  the  line  said  'One.' 
The  man    they   called    Truelsen   raised 
the  muzzle  of  his  gun.     As  ho  did  so. 
he  swung  the  muzzle  around  near  the 
nose  of  one  of  the  others.    The  latter 
jumped  back  and  two  or  three  of  the 
others  made  a  break  around  th«»  corner 
of  the  woodshed     as     Truelsen's     gun 
swung  in  their  direction.    The  flrst  man 
who  jumped  had  stepped  backward  into 
a  water  bucket,  and  he  sat  on  the  well 
curb  and  nursed  one  of  hjs  shins  dur- 
ing the   remainder  of  the  time.    Then 
the   man    at   the   end   of   the   line   said 
'Two.'    The  man  they  called  Truelsen 
moved  his  gun  again.     The  fellows  be- 
hind the  woodshed,  who  had  just  come 
out,  dodged  back.     Even  the  hotel  cat 
seemed  to  get  suspicious  of  Mr.  Truel- 
sen's  marksmanship,    for  she   left   her 
perch  on  the  fence  and  shied  up  a  tree, 
peering  around  from  behind  the  trunk 
near  the  top.  apparently  watching  for 
the  next  move.    'Three,'  said  the  man, 
and  as  ho  spoke  he  threw   up  an  old 
dish  pan.    'Bang'  went  Mr.  Truelsen's 
gun.     'Kasmash'  went  a  light  of  glass 
in  a  summer  kitchen  over  at  Mr.  Truel- 
sen's left. 

"The  old  man  now  appeared  and  put 
a  veto  on  any  further  target  shooting 
in  the  yard,  and  the  party  moved  off 
across  the  road.  There  they  lined  up. 
and  I'm  blessed  if  they  didn't  shoot  at 
cans  and  bottles  until  breakfast  time. 
When  I  inquired  what  they  were  spend- 
ing their  time  that  way  for  they  said 
they  were  practicing  up  for  the  ducks. 
"  'Why  don't  you  go  out  and  practice 
on  the  ducks?'  said  I. 

"  'Why.'  said  they,  'you  wouldn't  go 
duck  hunting  before  breakfast,  would 
you?'  And  they  all  looked  at  me  as  if 
they  thought  I  was  crazy.  I  made  up 
my  mind  that  what  pointers  I  got  from 
those  fellows  would  not  be  much  use  in 
the  hunting  line. 

"After  breakfast  they  all  started  out, 
and  an  hour  afterwards  we  could  hear 
them  slamming  around  down  at  the 
lake,  making  noise  enough  to  drive  all 
the  ducks  around  by  San  Francisco. 
They  came  back  at  noon  promptly  In 
time  for  dinner.  All  but  the  man  they 
called  Truelsen.  As  time  went  on,  the 
others  grew  anxious.  His  not  showing 
up  at  meal  time  apparently  convinced 
them  that  something  was  wrong.  Two 
or  three  of  them  went  out  to  hunt  for 
him  and  found  him  asleep  under  a  tree, 
about  a  hundred  rods  from  the  house. 
They  left  that  night  after  buying  some 


Building    of  Fine    Proportions 
Admirably  Situated. 

When  the  announcement  was  made 
that  Maynard  hall  would  be  removed 
from  Its  former  location  to  Its  present 
one.  there  were  a  great  many  who  be- 
lieved that  the  new  home  would  be  far 
less  Inviting,  but  this  does  not  seem 
to  be  true  at  all.  The  present  building 
seems  to  be  an  Ideal  home.  Located  on 
a  commanding  eminence  overlooking 
Lake  Superior,  there  lies  before  it  a 
view  that  is  unsurpassed,  a  varied 
panorama  of  lake,  forest  and  town 
The  place  might  be  called  a  "house  of 
views."  In  front  and  stretching  to  the 
left  are  the  waters  of  Lake  Superior, 
anon  sparkling  under  the  rays  of  the 
sun  and  again  sullen  and  threatening 
as  storm  clouds  roll  over  them,  but 
beautiful  in  either  mood.  To  the  right, 
stretched  around  the  great  amphitheater 
about  the  bay  are  the  cities  of  Duluth 
and  Superior,  while  to  the  rear  Is  a 
stretch  of  field  and  woodland  rolling 
back  in  a  gentle  upward  slope. 

Entering  the  building,  which  Is  a 
mansion  designed  on  a  magnificent 
scale  and  erected  regardless  of  ex- 
pense, the  visitor  is  ushered  Into  a  hall- 
way noble  in  proportions.  The  wood- 
work, as  throughout  the  Interior,  Is  of 
polished  oak.  The  coloring  is  Pompeian 
red,  with  a  frieze  of  blue,  the  furnish- 
ings tasteful.  Facing  the  entrance  Is  a 
wide  tiled  fireplace,  contributing  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  home-like  air 
that  is  perhaps  the  first  impression  the 
visitor  receives,  and  which  pervades 
every  nook  and  corner.  Besides  being 
utilized  as  a  general  reception  room, 
the  hall  will  be  used  for  the  classes  In 
Delsarte. 

T<  the  right  of  the  entrance  is  the 
kindergarten  room.  It  is  finished  in 
white  and  gold;  the  floor,  as  throughout 
the  building,  is  of  hardwood.  From  the 
deep  bay  window  is  to  be  had  a  mag- 
nificent view  of  the  lake.  It  was  se- 
lected and  fitted  up  especially  for  the 
little  ones,  and  a  more  admirable  place 
for  them  could  not  be  imagined. 

Next  to  the  kindergarten  room  is  the 
intermediate  or  grammar  school  grade. 
This  room  also  has  a  fireplace  and  is 
cheery  and  home-like.  Across  the 
spacious  hall  are  the  recep- 
tion room  and  primaiT'  room.  The 
latter  was  designed  as  the  library  of 
the  mansion.  It  is  large,  with  an 
abundance  of  light,  and  equipped  with 
a  fireplace. 

At  the  rear  of  the  hall,  on  the  left, 
is  the  dining  room,  finished  in  old  oak. 
Instead  of  the  long  tables  ordinarily 
used  in  such  institutions,  there  are 
small  ones,  each  accommodating  six 
people.  Thus  there  will  be  no  lonely 
corners  for  home-sick  girls  to  be 
stranded  in  and  preyed  on  by  sad 
thoughts.  In  this,  as  throughout,  the 
idea  is  to  make  the  girls  feel  at  home 
and  to  prevent  them  from  falling  Into 
a  dull  "institutional"  routine,  so  de- 
pressing to  the  spirits  and  the  health. 
An  important  feature  In  the  carrying 
out  of  the  home  Idea  Is  the  recreation 
and  lounging  room  on  the  second  floor. 
It  is,  in  fact,  the  family  "living  room," 
a  counterpart  of  those  in  the  girls* 
homes.  Divans  are  ranged  around  the 
sides,  and  there  is  a  wilderness  of  easy 
chairs  and  settees,  inviting  to  relaxa- 
tion of  body,  and  mind.  On  the  tables 
are  the  latest  magazines  and  carefully 
chosen  reading  matter,  from  which 
anything  that  smacks  of  the  school 
room  has  been  rigidly  excluded.  "The 
studies  that  occupy  the  mind  during  the 
day  are  banished  from  this  spot.  Con- 
versation in  English,  German  and 
French  on  stated  evenings,  talks  on 
manners  and  discussion  of  the  topics  of 
the  day  will  fill  up  the  evening  hour 
spent  here. 

In  conformity  with  the  cornerstone 
home  idea,  the  sleeping  rooms  are  fur- 
nished in  different  designs,  with  taste- 
ful fittings  and  cheery  colors.  On  the 
third  fioor  is  the  study  room  of  the 
upper  class,  or  high  school  grade.  In 
this,  as  In  the  other  school  rooms,  the 
seats  and  desks  are  so  arranged  as  to 
be  adjusted  to  the  occupant,  the  adjust- 
ments being  made  according  to  mea- 
surements taken.  Thus  the  danger  of 
round  shoulders  and  injury  to  the  eye- 
sight will  be  avoided.

That  Kind  of  Curiosity  Is   Wanted   In 
Chicago. 

People  with  six  fingers  on  one  hand, 
or  six  toes  on  one  foot,  are  being  eager- 
ly sought  for  by  Professor  Frederick 
Starr,  instructor  In  anthropology  at 
the  University  of  Chicago,  says  the 
New  York  Journal.  Professor  Starr  is 
trying  to  demonstrate  the  proposition 
tlMit  certain  branches  of  the  white 
race  are  gradually  being  transformed 
Into  Indians  of  the  Pueblo  class,  and  a 
close  study  of  six-fingered  and  six-toed 
folk  seems  to  be  In  some  way  vital  to 
the  success  of  his  investigations. 

Just  what  use  he  intends  to  put  the 
freaks  to,  or  how  he  proposes  to  make 
his    deductions.    Professor    Starr      de- 
clines to  say.     He  even  refuses  to  dis- 
cuss   the    matter    in    any    shape    until 
after   a  second   visit   to   the   homes   of 
the  Pueblos  in  New  Mexico,  when  he 
expects  to  get  his  theory  In  presentable 
form.    But,  in  the  meantime,  he  wants 
the  freaks,  and  he  wants  them  so  bad- 
ly  that   he   inserted   the   following  ad- 
vertisement in  the  Chicago  newspapers 
one  morning  last  week: 
WANTED    —    INFORMATI  O  N    R  E  - 
garding    cases    of    persons    with    six 
fingers  on  one  hand  or  six  toes  on  one 
foot.  It  win  be  to  the  Interest  of  such 
cases  to  address  F.   S.,  5800  Jackson 
avenue. 

Last  spring  Professor  Starr  made  a 
trip  to  the  Mesa  lands  of  New  Mexico  j 
with  the  purpose  of  studying  the  origin,  i 
habits   and   conditions  of  the   Pueblos.  | 
Previous    to    this    he    had    discovered  | 
characteristics    among    Eastern    white 
people,       notably       the     Pennsylvania! 
Dutch,   which  led  him   to  believe  they  | 
are   growing  more   and   more   like   the 
Indians    of   New   Mexico,    and   his   re 
searches  in  the  Southwestern  country 
were    conducted    on    this   line.     He    is 
seeking  for  the  connection,   if  there  is 
one,  between  these  two  opposedly  dis- 
tinct types  of  people.     To  this  end  he 
had  many  plaster  casts  of  Pueblos  made 
and  secured  a  lot  of  valuable  data  from 
their  historic  wall  paintings,  particular- 
ly those  In  the  Cueva  Pintado,  or  paint- 
ed cave.

It  Is  pointed  out  that 
the  same  town  was  captured  by  the 
insurgents  in  the  ten  years'  war  and 
did  not  improve  their  standing  with 
foreign  nations. 

While  some  state  department  oRl- 
clals  are  warm  friends  of  Cuban  inde- 
pendence, they  hesitate  to  express  the 
belief  that  the  victory  reported  will  In- 
crease the  probability  of  action  by 
the  president,  as  they  think  the  ad- 
ministration will  await  the  result  of 
such  representations  as  come  within 
the  scope  of  Minister  Woodford's  in- 
structions before  adopting  a  course 
calculated  to  ofl^end  Spain.  It  is  not  be- 
lieved that  anything  short  of  the  with- 
drawal of  the  Spanish  troops  from 
Cuba  would  cause  a  recognition  of  bel- 
ligerency or  Independence  at  this  time. 
The  excitement  reported  from  Mad- 
rid and  the  possibility  that  Capt.  Gen. 
Weyier  may  be  recalled  because  of  the 
disaster,  is  regarded  as  only  a  natural 
result  of  the  insurgent  victory.  It  is 
not  the  loss  of  seven  small  fortlflca- 
tions  designated  as  forts  and  the  tak- 
ing of  300  prisoners  that  has  created  a 
panic  in  Spain,  but  the  fear  that  the 
event  may  be  taken  advantage  of  by 
the  United  States  to  recognize  the 
Cuban  Independence.  The  great 
anxiety  to  speedily  retake  the  town  's 
produced  by  the  dread  that  insurgents 
might  carry  out  their  declared  inten- 
tion of  establishing  their  provisional 
government  there  and  base  their  ap- 
peal for  recognition  upon  this  evidence 
of  stability.  No  representative  of  the 
Spanish  legation  Is  now  in  the  city 
Senor  Quesada.  of  the  Cuban  legation 
Is  absent  on  a  diplomatic  mission  to 
Mexico,  and  Senor  Albertlnl  Is  in  New 
York.  There  is  no  one  here  tempor- 
arily In  charge  of  the  delegation.  Gon 
Julio  Sangullly.  the  famous  Cub-in 
patrtot,  has  sent  a  telegram  to  friend.-* 
here  announcing  that  he  expected  to 
arrive  to  morrow  and  It  Is  possible  that 
he  may  assume  control  of  affairs  until 
the  return  of  Senor  Quesada.

"Such  liureau.  or  any  member  there- 
of, shall  have  full  power  to  examine 
witnesses  on  oath,  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  the  giving  of  testi- 
mony and  the  producti-'U  of  papers, 
while  acting  in  any  part  of  this  state, 
and  witnesses  may  lie  summoned  by 
such  bureau,  or  any  nieml)er  thereof,  by 
its  process  in  the  same  manner  and 
paid  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  to 
witnessis  attending  in  the  circuit  court 
of  any  county.     Any   person  duly  suh- 


gilders — by  trade  union  action;  others, 
such  as  mat  makers  and  engravers, 
are  condemned  to  short  hours  by  the 
irregularity  of  their  employment.

KENTIJCKY'S  JIM  CROW. 

Famous   Whisky   Maker    Who    Lived 
Many  Years  Ago. 

Renealh  the  blue  grass  sod  of  a  country 
burying  ground  near  the  little  hamlet  of 
Millville.  in  Woodford  county,  sleeps 
James  Crow,  who  nearly  thaee-fourths  of 
a  century  ago  originated  the  process  of 
distilling  whisky  in  a  stientific  manner, 
says  the  New  York  Sun.  To  him,  more 
than  to  any  other  man.  Is  due  the  inter- 
national reputation  that  Kentucky  whis- 
ky enjoys,  and  the  vast  distilling  inter- 
ests of  the  country  are  largely  the  result 
ot   his  discoveries. 

Back  in  the  thirties  James  Crow  was  a 
celebrated  character  in  the  West,  whose 
opinions  on  medicine,  law.  theologv  and 
.science  generally  were  final  in  his  baili- 
wick, lie  was  (.•du(ated  for  a  ph\'sician. 
be.ng  a  graduate  of  the  college  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery,  in  Edinburgh.  Scotland, 
and  was  a  philosopher,  wit  and  man  of 
letters.  In  religion  he  was  a  Presbyterian 
of  the  John  Knox  type. 

Crow  was  a  native  of  Scotland,  a  man 
of  herculean  build,  broad,  intellectual 
lortheaii.  smooth  shaven  face,  with  the 
deep  blue  eyes  and  sandy  complexion 
characteristic  of  his  race.  He  emigrated 
to  America  about  V^lz  and  engaged  in 
merchandising  In  Philadelphia.  He  became 
bankrupt  in  a  y<;ar  and  then  came  West, 
locating  on  Grier's  creek,  in  Woodford 
county.  Ky..  where  several  small  and  vt-rv 
rude  whisky  distilleries  were  in  operation. 
At  that  time  distilling  was  not  accom- 
plished by  any  regularly  detlned  rule,  but 
rather  after  the  manner  of  the  old  negre 
mammy's  formula  for  bread  making,  by 
taking  "a  passel"  of  meal,  "a  passel"  of 
malt,  and  about  "so  much"  water,  "b'lled 
down"  until  it  was  done.  By  this  process 
there  were  frequently  days  when  goi>d 
whisky  was  made,  but  just  as  often  the 
run.  like  the  old  woman's  bread,  failed 
to  produce  the  hoped-for  result,  the  fail- 
ure being  invariably  attributed  t»  a 
change  in  the  moon. 

James  Crow  possessed  (and  it  constitut-

New  York  Tribune:  Sergeant  Garrow 
once  had  an  architect  In  the  witness  box 
and  thus  Interrogated  him:  "You  are  a 
builder.  I  believe?"  "No.  sir.  1  am  not  a 
builder.  I  am  an  architect."*  "Ah.  well, 
builder  .ir  architect;  architect  or  build- 
er; they  are  prett.v  much  the  same.  I 
siinpo.se.  ■  "No.  totally  different."

Daniel  Webster,  it  is  said,  was  never 
without  a  demijohn  of  "Crow'"  in  his 
closet. 

Anywhere  from  two  to  two  and  a  half 
gallons  was  at  first  the  full  capacity  of 
Crow's  still  house,  which  seems  very  in- 
signiHiant  when  compared  with  the  mod- 
ern manufactories,  the  output  of  some  of 
which  exceeds  150  barrels  a  day.  Where 
nowadadys  It  Is  not  uncommon  for  a  dis- 
tiller I.)  make  live  and  six  gallons  of 
whisky  from  a  bushel  of  grain.  Crow 
made  only  two  and  a  quarter  or  two  and  a 
half  gallons  to  the  bushel,  and  he  main- 
tained that  it  was  Impossible  to  extract 
a  greater  amount  of  pur«  liquor  from  that 
quantity  of  grain— tliat  the  distillation 
over  that  was  a  noxious  drug  that  ouglit 
to  be  dialned  off  and  thrown  away. 

An  old  citizen  of  this  town,  who  passed 
his  youth  in  Crow's  time,  and  who  has 
drunk  whisky  all  his  life,  attributes  all 
of  the  drunkenness  of  today  to  the  greed 
of  the  distillers. 

"In  the  days  of  Crow."  said  he.  "we  had 
pure   whisky,    for   then   it    was   made   for 
quality  and   not   quantity.    Every  gentle- 
man took  his  grog  fifty  years  ago,  and  a 
drunken    man    was    never    heard    of.    The 
pure    liquor   stimulated    you    without    be- 
fuddling your  brain.   Why.  in  those  days 
the  farmer  was  as  careful   to  lay   in   his 
barrel   of   'Crow'    as   his   barrel   of   sugar 
or  sack  of  coffee.     It   was  deemed  indis- 
pensable in  every  well  regulated   family. 
The  courts  of  justice   would   not   proceed 
without  it.    1   can   recall   instances   where 
Kentucky    courts    have    been    adjourned, 
while  life  or  the  property   ot  some   poor 
litigant    was    held    in    suspense,    that    the 
jury,  judge  and  bar  might  .juench   their 
thirst.     The  records  will  show  that  busi- 
ness   in    those       days       was    despatched 
promptly.  Who  ever  heard  then  of  a  hung 
jury  or  even  an  appealed  case?    Even  th.- 
clergy,    St.    Paul-like,    'took    a    little    for 
the  stomach's  sake.'  The  only  perceptible 
difference  before  and  after  taking  was  a 
more   fiuent    tongue,    .str.inger   lungs    and 
more  erect  carriage.   In  these  degenerate 
days   if   one    takes    three   drinks    he    is    a 
raving  maniac,  and  usually  wants  to  kiii 
somebody." 

After  a  time  Crow  removed  to  a  point 
on  Glenn's  creek,  near  which  he  Is  burled. 
His  last  run  wasfnade  in  1859.  He  dropped 
dead  In  the  harness  one  morning  while  at 
work  in  the  distillery.  As  Is  often  the  case, 
the  fruits  of  his  scientific  discoveries 
were  more  valuable  to  others  than  to  him, 
and  he  died  penniless,  leaving  his  widow 
and  daughter  to  the  care  of  friends.  Many 
stories  have  come  down  or  Crows  kind- 
ness of  heart,  how  he  used  to  practice 
medicine  for  the  poor  alone,  refusing  all 
fees,  and  how  he  would  sometimes  leave 
his  distillery  and  walk  miles  to  bleed  a 
sufferer.

the  tow  broke  loose  and  could  not  be 
replaced.  The  Clrcassia  made  no  com- 
munication, but  it  is  presumed  her 
shaft  is  broken.

Pink    and    white 
powder  must  also  be  avoided,  and  only 
the  cream  olorcd   he  used.   Pink  pow- 
der  gives   the   skin   a   most   unnatural 
lilac    tint,    which    in   the   winter,    when 
the  face  becomes  cold,  deepens  almost 
to  a  purple.       White   has   a   greenish, 
ghastly  etf'^t.      A  clever  woman  puts 
on    powder    to    smooth    and    refint-    h.r 
complexion,   not   to   whiten   it.    and    f<ii 
that    reason    she    sebets    a    shade    of 
cream  powder  as  near  as  possible  the 
natural  color  of  the  skin. 

"other  points  that  a  ckver  woman  is 
careful  about  is  not  coloring  Just  in 
front  of  the  ears.  In  nature  that  spot 
is  always  white.  Neither  does  she  color 
that  uneven  white  spot  in  the  middle 
of  the  cheek,  but  she  is  always  very 
careful  to  let  the  color  extend  under 
the  Jaw  and  chin.  If  you  will  notice  a 
child  you  will  see  that  its  color  .seems 
to  spread  from  the  Jaw  up  and  under. 
So  the  color  should  be  put  on  a  shade 
deeper  there  than  on  any  other  part  of 
the  face. 

"To  begin  at  the  beginning,  the  first 
thing  to  do  in  making  up  is  to  wash 
the  face  with  soap  and  water,  cold 
water  and  some  good  soap  that  suits 
the  skin.  After  the  face  has  been 
gently  dried  apply  the  rouge  with  a 
sponge  on  the  Jaw.  Then  with  th<;- 
flngers  rub  it  up  and  out,  spreading  It 
a.s  evenly  as  possible.  Then  touch 
the  under  part  of  the  chin  with  the 
sponge  and  rub  it  up  with  the  fingers. 
The  next  step  is  to  put  on  the  powder. 
This  must  be  done  with  a  bit  of  rag, 
lamb's  wool  is  best,  and  rubbed  in  with 
the  fingers  as  war,  the  rouge.  I  don't 
know  why,  but  the  fingers  seem  to  be 
the  only  thing  that  will  properly  blend 
the  colors  on  the  face.  Powder  should 
be  carefully  applied  and  c-  to  those 
F>arts  which  are  naturally  white.  Never 
put  it  over  the  rouge,  except  around 
the  edges  where  blending  is  necessary, 
and  above  all  things  never  have  rouge 
so  distinct  that  one  may  tell  where  it 
begins  and  ends.  There  are  no  de- 
cided lines,  excepting  the  brows  and 
lashes,  in  a  face  artistically  made  up. 
EYES  AND  BROWS. 

"Now,  having  the  powder  and  paint 
on,  we  will  go  to  the  eyes  and  brows. 
That  is  very  delicate  work,  which  re- 
quires patience  and  skill.  Rub  the  fin- 
gers over  tho  brows,  smoothing  down 
the  hairs.  Then,  with  the  tiny  brush 
which  comes  with  every  box  of  eye- 
brow coloring,  color  the  brows,  being 
careful  to  tnu-^h  only  the  hairs,  never 
the  skin.  Then  open  the  eyes  wide, 
and  with  the  same  little  brush  color 
both  the  upper  and  lower  lashes.  As 
that  is  the  end  of  that  little  box's  use- 
fulness we  will  put  It  aside  and  take  up 
the  blue  pencil.  This  is  only  an  ordln- 
arj'  blue  carpenter's  or  editor's  pen- 
cil, and  quite  soft.  With  this  make 
the  slightest  mark  at  the  outer  comer 
of  the  eyes  and  around  the  lids.  Just  at 
the  root  of  the  lashes.  Then  with  the 
tip  of  a  finger  very  gently  rub  that 
line  up  until  only  the  very  slightest 
suspicion  of  blue  remains.  The  greatest 
care  should  be  taken  never  to  let  the 
roe  of  this  pencil  be  detected.  There 
Is  nothing  which  looks  worse  In  a 
'make-up'  than  clearly  defined  blue  or 
black  lines  around  a  woman's  eyes.  Be- 
fore leaving  the  eyes  let  me  say  that  it 
the  brow  has  not  by  nature  the  deli- 
cate sweep  of  a  swallow's  wing,  a  tiny 
comb  should  bo  used,  after  the  coloring 
has  been  applied,  to  comb  them  in  as 
narrow  and  graceful  a  line  as  possible. 
These  directions  carefully  followed,  the 


COLORINt;  THE  LIPS. 

""To  color  the  lips  a  different  rouge 
must  be  used.  Never  use  the  same  for 
both  cheeks  and  lips.  The  best  coloring 
for  the  lips  is  a  good  grease  rouge 
which  will  not  easily  rub  off.  This 
should  be  applied  on  the  Inner  edge  of 
the  lips  and  rubbed  out.  There  should 
be  just  the  .slightest  suspicion  and  no 
more.  I  consider  a  good  lip  rouge  bene- 
ficial, as  it  prevents  chapping,  and  in 
that  way  preserves  the  fine  texture  of 
the  lips. 

"Of  cour.se  the  make-up  which  I  have 
described  Is  for  daylight  and  should  be 
applied  before  an  open  window  under 
the  strongest  light.  The  rouge  for  the 
face  is  a  liquid.  That  of  a  strawberry 
red  Is  the  most  natural  except  for  deep 
brunettes  or  pink  and  white  blondes. 
This  make-up,  which  cannot  be  detect- 
ed by  daylight,  needs  only  to  be  Intensi- 
fied for  gaslight,  but  not  for  electric 
light.  That  is  the  hardest,  most  unbe- 
coming light  that  could  possibly  fall  on 
r.  painted  woman's  face.  Unless  she  can  | 
make  up  to  perfection  she  will  use  i 
nothing  after  the  application  of  soap  I 
and  water  when  going  under  the  glare  j 
of  the  electric  light.  They  are  clever 
women  who  at  the  horse  show  and 
other  similar  functions  wear  broad- 
brimmed  hats  to  shield  their  faces  from 
the  glare  of  electricity. 

NIGHT  MAKE-I'P. 
"For  gas  light  'make-ups'  the  slight- 
('.•••t  suspicion  of  color  may  be  added  on 
the  upper  eyelid,  and  on  some  face  a 
touch  in  the  middle  of  the  forehead  Just 
above  the  brow.  This  last  touch  is  un- 
ix^coming  to  blondes  as  a  rule,  giving 
them  what  the  Fi'ench  term  a  bour- 
geoise  appearance;  while  for  a  day- 
light "make-up'  the  addition  of  color 
over  the  eyes  gives  a  dissipated  appear- 
ance. 

"I  do  not  believe  that  women  should 
make  themselves  up  for  all  occasions,  I  and  beneath  earh  ruffle  are  three  rows 


The  extremely  low  busted  corset, 
which  was  little  more  than  an  Empire 
girdle,  has  gone  out  of  fashion  in  Paris. 
Already  in  London  the  corset  makers 
are  wearing  the  high  busted  model  of 
the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  when  the 
distance  between  the  fashionable  wo- 
man's bust  and  her  chin  was  but  slight. 

The  Parisian  cor.set  of  the  hour  still 
has  the  low  bust,  but  it  is  perceptibly 
higher  than  it  was  last  season.  This 
new  corset,  which  is  Freud's  latest 
Parisian  model,  measures  in  the  direct 
front  from  eleven  to  twelve  Inches.  It 
Is  the  straight  front  which  tends  to 
make  the  abdomen  flat,  but  also  curves 
Just  a  trifle  at  the  waist  line.  At  the 
side  it  measures  nine  Inches  and  is 
short  enough  to  produce  what  is  called 
the  "sudden"  hip.  This  corset  is  made 
so  that  the  bust  is  from  one  to  one  and 
a  half  inches  higher  than  the  corset 
which  was  worn  throughout  the  sum- 
mer. The  corset  is  also  curved  so  that 
the  waist  is  deceitfully  tapering. 

The  dainty  ribbon  corsets  with  the 
extremely  low  bust  will  be  much  in 
demand  this  fall  for  wear  with  evening 
gowns  or  negligees.  These  corsets  are 
most  fetching  to  look  at,  but  are  really 
very  little  support  to  the  figure,  as  they 
do  but  little  more  than  hold  the  bust 
in  place. 

A  WIRED  SKIRT. 
The  fall  girl's  appearance  will  not 
be  due  entirely  to  her  corset  and  her 
hip  pads.  Half  of  her  new  effect  she 
gains  from  the  wiiid  petticoat.  This 
petticoat  bears  .a  startling  resemblance 
to  the  hoopskirt  of  long  ago.  It  is 
much  more  easily  managed,  however, 
and  has  but  few  wires,  which  are 
cleverly  concealed.  It  Is  one  of  Freud's 
late  novelties,  and  Is  extremely  light  In 
weight.  For  every-day  wear  the  skirt 
Is  made  of  black  sateen.  At  the  bottom 
it    Is    trimmed    with    three    silk    ruffles. 


and  a  thinking  woman  will  not.  In 
my  opinion  a  woman  should  never  make 
up  in  the  morning,  that  is.  before  noon. 
Those  are  the  hours  when  the  com- 
plexion Is  always  at  Its  best  and  the 
skin  should  be  alloweil  to  rest.  Then 
she  should  on  no  account  make  up  while 
traveling.  There  are  also  some  occa- 
sions on  which  a  woman  may  intensify 
her  'make-up'  without  arousing  suspi- 
cion: for  instance,  when  she  has  been 
on  some  exciting  expedition.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  excitement  makes  most 
women  pale,  but  there  are  some  few 
who  gain  color  and  brilliancy  by  It,  The 
pale  woman  may  paint  to  imitate  her 
more  fortunate  sl.ster  on  such  occa- 
sions. Still,  this  should  be  done  with 
the  utmost  care,  for  it  is  a  thousand 
times  better  to  pu»  on  too  little  than  not 
enough.  The  great  crime  of  women 
who  make  up  Is  using  inferior  materials 
and  putting  them  on  carelessly.  The 
first  hurts  their  own  skins,  the  second 
hurts  other  people's  eyes.  So  I  say  If 
women  will  make  up,  and  many  of  them 
will  do  It.  they  should  be  taught  to  use 
the  i»roper  materials  and  how  to  put 
them  on." 


A  NEW  FALL  GIRL. 


Both  In  Style  of  Clothes  and   Shape 
of  Figure. 

There  is  to  be  an  entirely  new  fall 
girl  this  year.  New  not  only  so  far  as 
the  style  of  her  clothes  is  concerned, 
but  new  as  to  her  figure.  The  ver>- 
latest  shape  has  Just  been  Imported 
from  Paris,  and  the  fall  girl  has  de- 
cided to  adopt  it,  says  the  New  York 
Journal. 

The  athletic  figure  of  the  summer  girl 
will  soon  be  a  thing  of  the  past.  The 
fall  girl  will  be  a  sad  blow  to  the  dress 
reformer,  but  a  delight  to  the  French 
couturlere.  She  will  have  a  small, 
tapering  waist,  greatly  exaggerated 
hips  and  a  bust  a  trifie  higher  then  it 
was  during  the  summer.  Her  skirt, 
after  It  has  swelled  out  from  the  hips, 
will  cling  to  the  figure  until  it  reaches 
the  knees,  and  then  flare  in  an  astonish- 
ing manner  until  the  hem  is  reached. 

And  to  what  is  the  fall  girl's  new  ap- 
pearance due?  She  owes  It  to  three 
novel  articles  of  wearing  apparel.  Hip 
pads,  a  new  corset  and  a  strange,  wired 
petticoat,  which  in  a  vague  way  re- 
sembles the  hoop  skirt  of  the  time  of 
our  grandmothers. 

PADDING   THE   HIPS. 

Padding  the  hips  is  almost  as  ancient 
a  fashion  as  rouging  the  face,  but  here- 
tofore it  has  been  only  the  extremely 
slender  women  who  have  Indulged  in  It. 
This  season  all  ultra-fashionable  wo- 
men, no  matter  what  the  size  of  their 
natural  hips,  will  wear  a  hip  pad.  Tho 
pads  themselves  are  very  unpreten- 
tious. Those  w  hich  can  l>e  bought  ready 
made  in  the  shops  are  of  hair  cloth, 
either  white,  gray  or  black,  and  are 
stuffed  with  very  flne  hair.  They  have 
two  whalebones  down  the  center  and 
are  bound  with  tnpc.  These  pads  are 
shaped  to  fit  the  hips  and  exaggerate 
the  natural  hips  In  size  from  two  to 
four  inches. 

But  the  best  dressed  women  this  fall 
will  have  their  hip  pads  made  to  order. 
In  this  case  they  are  of  satin  or  bro- 
cade, and  generally  match  the  silk  pet- 
ticoat in  color.

A  FRENCH  CORSET. 

Along  with  the  hip  pads  comes  the 
latest  French  corset.  It  also  aids  In 
exaggerating  the  size  of  the  hips.  This 
new  corset  is  the  acknowledged  corset 
for  the  fall  and  winter  In  Paris,  It  Is 
made  short  on  the  hips;  if  laced  prop- 


of  the  finest,  most  flexible  wire.  The 
skirt  fits  somewb;it  closely  to  the  figure, 
until  the  knees  are  reached,  then  it 
stands  out  with  a  dignified  flare.  This 
skirt  aids  materially  In  making  the 
new  fall  dress  skirts  set  correctly.  Most 
of  the  new  skirts  are  unusually  long 
and  require  the  n .w  petticoat  to  hold 
them  out  at  the  bottom,  particularly 
as  they  will  be  made  this  season  with- 
out any  hair-cloth  facing. 

NOVELTIES  IN  GOODS. 
If  there  is  anything  which  compen- 
sates the  summer  crirl  for  the  fact  that 
her  vacation  is  over  it  Is  the  news  that 
the  first  importation  of  fall  dress  goods 
has  reached  town.  She  Is  anxious  to 
see  the  new  materials  and  study  out 
the  design  and  coloring  of  her  first  fall 
gown. 

There  is  much  to  attract  her  this 
y^ar.  All  the  shades  of  olive  are  among 
the  favorite  colors.  Yale  blue  and  gol- 
den brown  are  popular  and  the  blege 
and  castor  tints  are  much  in  vogue. 

Border  effects  are  again  in  fashion.

In  selecting  one  of  these  belts  to 
wear  with  a  special  gown,  it  should  lie 
remembered  that  to  produce  the  best 
effect  the  predominating  tint  of  the 
dress  goods  must  be  carried  out  in  the 
Jewels  of  the  belt.  For  example,  in  a 
dress  where  prune  is  the  most  promin- 
ent color,  no  matter  what  other  stones 
are  used  to  form  the  belt,  amethysts 
must  be  the  most  in  evidence. 

Topaz  forms  magnificent  belts,  and 
olivines  and  tourmalines  are  also  ef- 
fective. The  Jeweled  belts  vary  in 
width  from  one  and  a  half  to  three  and 
a  half  inches. 

Buckles  gleaming  with  Jewels  will  al- 
so be  very  much  worn.  The  most 
striking  are  large  Jeweled  butterflies. 
Either  silver  or  gilt  is  used  for  the 
framework  of  the  butterfly.  Then  one 
large  stone  forms  the  body.  The 
wings  are  studded  with  tiny  stones. 

Besides  clasping  a  belt  these  buckles 
are  used  to  hold  the  drapery  of  the 
skirt  in  place.  They  can  be  bought 
in  a  variety  of  sizes. 

Buckles  old  fashioned  In  shape  and 
made  of  French  gilt  wrought  with  cut 
steel  are  another  of  the  novelties  shown. 
Enameled  buckles  are  In  favor  and 
buckles  of  old  coins  arc  one  of  the  sea- 
son's fads.

Already  can- 
didates for  the  teams  of  the  big  colleges 
have  been  notified  to  report  within  the 
iomlng  fortnight  with  all  the  necessary 
paraphernalia  for  early  practice.  There 
will  be  hut  few  changes  In  the  rank-s  of 
Princeton's     Tigers.      The     same     men 
whose  skill  and  efforts  Drought  victory 
to  the  orange  and  black  last  year  with 
an  exception  or    two     will     respond  to 
Capt.   Cochran's  slogan   this  fall.      The 
first  week  of  practice  will  include  kick- 
ing, catching,     punting,     tackling     and 
falling  on  the     hall,     but     many     scrub 
g«tmes  will   be  played   before  the  open- 
t.^g  day  of  college.     The  prospects     for 
«4rce89  on     the     diamond     and     cinder 
path  are  far  less  promising  than  on  the 
gridiron.     Only  five  of  last  year's  cham- 
pionship ball  nine  will  return  to  college. 
and  &»  there  are  no  new  players  of  note 
in   the  entering  class  to   fill   vacancies 
the  Tigers    must     depend     upon     their 
ability  to  develop  players  from  the  men 
now  in  college.    The  pitchers'  box  will 
be  Princeton's    weakest    spot,     that    is 
from  the  outlook  at  this  advanced  date. 
For  Harvard  the  football  prospects  are 
not  overwhelming.     Her  best    men    are 
out  of  college,  and  an  entirely  new  set 
of  backs  will  have  to  be  developed.    Of 
course  there  is  considerable  good   ma- 
terial at  hand,   and  as  there   will   evi- 
dently be  an  absence  of  last  year's  slap- 
bang    coaching    methods     in    coaching 
practice,  things  may  brighten  up  con- 
siderably.    Her  most  important  games 
this  year  will  he  with  Yale  on  Nov.  10 
at    Cambridge,   and   with   Pennsylvania 
on  Nov.  20,  at  Philadelphia.      Both    of 
these  will  call  for  the  full  strength  of 
the  Crimson,  and  as  there  is  only  two 
months    in    which    to   develop   the   new 
material  the  coaches  have  no  easy  task 
before   them.     A    game   with   Princeton 
Is  at     the     present     outlook    extremely 
problematical.    The  relations     between 
the  two  teams  after  last  fall's  game  at 
Cambridge  were  rlecidedly  strained,  and 
the  general  feeling  is  toward  not  play- 
ing again,   at  least   not  this   year.      A 
game  with  Princeton  would  necessarily 
be  a  hard  one,  and  three  hard  games 
are  thought  to  be  too  many  in  one  sea- 
son.    If  the  game  is  played  it  will     be 
somewhere   near  tlve  end  of  Novemb«^r 
at  Princeton.     In  baseball  Harvard  will 
be  seriously  crippled  by  the  loss  of  sev- 
eral   men,    including   her   star   battery. 
and  In  rowing  the  aspect  Is  even  rnor«* 
gloomy,  but  is  expected  to  brighten  up 
before  long,  as  every  confidence  is  felt 
in  Lehman,  the  English  coach,  despite 
the  memory  of  Poughkeepsle.     There  is 
on*'  thing  Harvard  will   have,   though, 
beyond  all   possible  doubt,   and   that  is 
the  finest  athletic  field  in  all  America. 
The   football   outlook  for  Yale   is     also 
somewhat  shady,  that  is  to  those    who 
would  like  to  see  Old  Eli  this  year  again 
head   the  list  of  college  teams  on   the 
gridiron. 

It  had  been  hoped  last  year,  when 
Yale  was  so  unsuccessful  with  Prince- 
ton, that  this  coming  season  a  football 
team  might  be  turned  out  which  would 
r*>Kain  the  laurels  lost  last  fall,  but  it 
dots  not  look  that  this  hope  is  to  be 
realized.  Capt.  Jim  Rogers,  on  whom 
depends.  In  great  part,  the  proper  pre- 
liminary training  of  the  squad  at  the 
opening  of  the  college  year,  is  now  Just 
recovering  from  a  severe  attack  of  ty- 
phoid fever,  and  it  is  feared  he  will  not 
he  in  condition  to  begin  work  with  the 
team  when  college  opens,  but  it  is  now 
probable  that  he  will  be  able  to  do  the 
work  when  practice  begins. 

Not  much  attention  will  be  paid  this 
fall  to  any  other  branch  of  athletics 
than  football.  Keene  Fitzpatrick,  th^- 
trainer  whom  Yale  secured  last  year 
to  take  Mike  Murphy's  place,  will  re- 
turn Oct.  1.  and  will  do  some  work  with 
the  crack  team  slmnly  in  order  to  get 
a  line  on  his  men.  Some  little  practice 
will  also  be  taken  in  rowing,  but  the 
only  aquatic  event  this  fall  will  be  the 
interclass  regatta  at  Lake  Whitney.  No 
work  in  baseball  outside  of  Individual 
practice  will  be  done  until  after  the 
Christmas  vacation.  Extensive  im- 
provements in  the  layout  of  the  foolball 


cessors.  There  is  a  woeful  lack  of  ma- 
terial never  before  experienced,  and  she 
will  do  well  to  develop  a  team  which 
can  make  a  strong  showing  in  all  of  its 
games. 

Cornell  is  gradually  quieting  down 
after  Its  magnificent  and  decisive  vic- 
tories on  the  water  over  Yale,  Harvard. 
Columbia  and  Pennsylvania  this  spring, 
and  is  turning  its  attention  to  the  de- 
velopment of  athletic  teams  that  will 
win  glory  for  the  carnellian  and  white 
on  the  land.  Of  course,  the  crews  will, 
as  for  many  years  In  the  past  they  have, 
continue  to  command  the  lion's  share 
of  attention  at  the  young  American  uni- 
versity that  nestles  among  the  hills  m 
Central  New  York  state  and  looks 
proudly  down  upon  the  beautiful  blue 
water  of  Lake  Cayuga.  Inspired, 
however,  by  the  continued  success  on 
the  water,  and  because  there  is  very 
little  additional  glory  left  to  be  gathered 
home  to  Ithaca  from  that  branch  of  in- 
tercollegiate sport,  the  Cornellians  are 
going  to  make  a  tremendous  effort  to 
bring  up  their  land  sports  to  the  same 
high  plane  o»  which  their  aquatic 
sports  rest. 

The  prospect  for  the  football  season 
is  not  a  brilliant  one.  By  graduation 
the  eleven  last  year  lost  its  star  men, 
the  greatest  loss  being  that  of  Joseph 
W.  Beacham.  Capt.  McKeever  is  a 
good,  hard  worker  and  a  fair  half-back. 
He  will  go  to  work  on  a  numerous  lot 
of  undeveloped  material  with  the  assist- 
ance of  "Pop"  Warner,  captain  of  the 
'94  team,  who  has  been  appointed  head 
coach,  and  a  number  of  other  alumni. 
Harry  Frank  of  this  city,  who  played 
substitute  quarter-back  last  season  un- 
til taken  ill,  returns  to  Ithaca  on  Thurs- 
day, and  will  give  somebody  a  hustle 
for  the  job  of  passing  the  ball  back. 
Cornell  will  have  its  usual  games  with 
Harvard.  Princeton,  Pennsylvania,  Wil- 
liams and  minor  college  teams.  The 
Penn  game  will  be  played  In  the 
Quaker  City  on  Thanksgiving  day.  Ex- 
Captains  Wyckoff  and  Beacham  of  Cor- 
nell will  act  as  umpire  and  referee  res- 
pectively for  the  Penn-Harvard  game.

Star  Pointer's  great   feat   in   cutting 
the  mile  record  to  l:.'>9i4  Is  still  the  chief 
topic  of  conversation  among  horsemen. 
As   remarkable  as   it   may  seem,    it   is 
nevertheless  true  that   it  has   taken  a 
half  hundred  years  to  overcome  a  half 
minute    with    the    light    harness    horse. 
Way  back  in  1839,  over  the  old  Beacim 
course  in  the  state  famed  for  its  mam- 
moth mosquieoes  and  sweet  potatoes,  a 
bay  gelding,  called  Drover,  of  unknown 
breed    and    uncertain    age,    paced    the 
first    mile    ever     recorded      below    two 
minutes  and  thirty  seconds,  or,  as  the 
hierogliphics  of     the     horsey   world   of 
today  put  it,  2:28.    But  Pocohontas  was 
the   first    of   the   real    champions,    and 
around    her   name    will   always    cluster 
memories  of  great  deeds,   for  she  was 
immeasurably  ahead  of  her  generation. 
She  was  a  golden  chestnut,   with   four 
white  feet  and  a  white  nose — like  Dex- 
ter In  the  matter  of  markings,  though 
neither  of  them  ever  became   food   for 
the  crows,  according  to  the  old  adage. 
In  1S57    Pocahontas   made   the    mile    In 
competition   In   2:1T»'..       Twelve     years 
elapsed  after  PocahontasT  appeared  like 
a    sun    in    the    harness    firmament    as 
compared  with  former  satellites  before 
any  pacer  appeared  capable  of  reduc- 
ing the  record  that  she  made  with  such 
slight  endeavor.    And  then  it  was  a  chip 
at  a  time.     Yankee  Sam  went  in  2:16Vi 
in    1869.      In    the    later    '70s    Sweetzer, 
Sleepy  George  and  Sleepy  Tom  all  took 
whirls    at    the    record    until      the     last 
named    had    finally    beaten   It   down    to 
2:12'/'    in    1879.      Little    Brown    Jug,    an 
own  brother  to  the  sire  of  Star  Pointer, 
the  nresent  champion,  and  the  first  of 
all  the  harness  horses   to  cross   the  2- 
mlnute  divide,  was  the  next  champion 
to  appear.     His  career  on  the  turf  was 
a  long  and  honorable  one.  and  after  him 
came     the     perennial     Johnston,     who 
carried   the   figures   down   to   2:06i4     in 
18.<14.     He  was  followed  in  turn  by  Little 
Direct,    2:06.    Mascot    and    Flying    Jib, 
who  tied  at  2:04;    itobert  J,  2:01>4,  and 
John  R.  (lentry,  2:00Vs.  and  now,  after 
half   a   century,    the    half    minute    haa 
been  finally  wiped  out  and  the  first  and 
long-looked-for  2-mlnute  horse  has  ap- 
peared in  the  great  and  wonderful  Star 
Pointer.

Sovereign  State  Not  Always  the  Most 
Generous  Employer. 

In  nearly  every  one  of  the  sovereign 
states  of  the  l7nlon  there  is  an  attorney 
general,  whose  functions  are  to  act 
for  the  commonwealth  in  legal  matters, 
furnishing  his  more  or  less  valuable 
advice,  giving  opinions  to  executive

In  con- 
junction    with  a  local     bicycle     dealer 
and  repair  man,  he  has  commenced  the 
manufacture  of  tires  and  saddles  based 
on  this  discovery.      The  tire  is  not  a 
hose  pipe  packed  with  ground  cork,  but 
the   tread   of   the   tire   itself  is  formed 
of  cork  and  entirely  exposed.  The  pro- 
cess by  which  the  cork  is  treated  makes 
it  tough  and  Increases  its  strength  and 
elasticity,   making  it,  according  to  »he 
statement  of  the  inventor,  far  superior 
to  any  solid  rubber  or  pneumatic  tire 
that    has    so   far   been    placed    on    the 
market.       The  cork   turns  away  sharp 
objects  that  would  puncture  pneumatic 
tires   through    that   same   quality    that 
makes  It  so  hard  to  whittle  cork,  even 
with  the  sharpest  knife.      Great  secur- 
ity  against    slipping   on   greasy   pave- 
ments,  car  tracks  or  other  objects   of 
danger   to   the   pneumatic  tire   is   also 
<lalmed.       The  cork  saddle  weighs  less 
than  three  ounces  and  Is  stated  to  be 
fully  as  strong  as  any  ordinary  saddle, 
and  can  be  made  either  hard  or  soft, 
al>sorbs  perspiration  and   remains  cool 
and   comfortable.

In  ad- 
dition to  this,  it  is  claimed  that  nearly 
5000  people  secured  admission  illegally. 
Some  paid  the  regular  gatekeepers  a 
bonus  to  pass  the  gate  without  a  ticket, 
saving  the  standing  in  line.  Others 
came  in  through  an  unknown  gate, 
which  was  opened  by  a  rascal,  who 
calmly  pocketed  the  dollars  by  the  hun- 
dred, and  afterward  bragged  of  it.  New- 
York  never  saw  such  a  crowd  at  a  race 
meet,  and  no  other  city  but  Phila- 
delphia during  the  national  meet  ever 
had  such  an  attendance.

The  question  of  the  advisability  of 
divorcing  cycle  racing  from  the  League 
of  American  Wheelmen  was  raised  at 
the  national  meeting  of  the  league  in 
Philadelphia  this  month,  and  will,  it  is 
said,  be  one  of  the  leading  questions 
discussed  at  the  next  meeting.  It  is 
thought  by  the  advocates  of  the  move- 
ment that  the  work  of  the  league  should 
be  directed  in  other  channels,  such  as 
road  improvements,  erection  of  sign 
boards  and  matters  of  more  general  Im- 
portance than  racing.  The  member- 
ship of  the  League  of  American  Wheel- 
men is  very  small  In  proportion  to  the 
number  of  people  who  ride  wheels,  and 
the  chances  are  that  ninety  out  of  a 
hundred  of  this  great  majority  have  the 
impression  that  the  organization  is  in- 
tended chiefly  for  the  encouragement  of 
racing.  This  same  majority  has  the 
smallest  possible  interest  in  bicycle 
races,  and  therefore  sees  no  advantage 
in  belonging  to  the  league.  If  it  were 
once  clearly  understood  that  its  chief 
purpose  was  to  secure  road  improve- 
ments and  other  benefits  for  the  gen- 
eral body  of  wheelmen  the  membership 
would  no  doubt  rapidly  increase  and 
the  desired  object  be  made  much  easier 
of  attainment.

general  does  not  appear  to  be  based  on 
the  amount  of  skill  which  he  brings 
to  the  discharge  of  his  oflicial  duties, 
on  the  knowledge  of  the  law  which  he 
professes,  or  on  the  benefits  which  ac- 
crue to  the  state  by  reason  of  his  pro- 
fessional services,  says  the  New  York 
Sun. 

The  attorney  general  of  New  York 
state  receives  $5000  a  year,  and  is  about 
the  best  paid.  The  salaries  of  some  of 
the  others  are  worthy  of  little  more 
than  country  lawyers  with  limited 
coteries  of  clients.  The  attorney  gen- 
eral of  Kansas  gets  $2500  a  year.  The 
attorney  general  In  Minnesota  gets 
$3500,  and  in  Nebraska  $2000.  The  at- 
ti>rney  general  of  New  Hampshire, 
who  has  comparatively  little  to  do,  gets 
$2500,  and  the  attorney  general  of  Michi- 
gan, who  has  considerable  to  do,  gets 
only  $1000.  Colorado  pays  her  attor- 
ney general  $3000;  Delaware,  $2000; 
<;ii>rgia,  $2000,  and  Florida,  $1500.  The 
attorney  general  of  Iowa  gets  a  sort 
of  contingent  fee  on  a  sliding  scale. 
He  receives  a  salary  of  $1500  and  $5  a 
day  for  each  day  that  he  is,  or  ought 
to  be.  in  court.  The  attorney  general 
In  Maine  gets  $2000;  In  Louisiana,  $3000; 
In  Alabama,  $2500,  and  in  Carolina, 
$.WK).  The  attorney  general  of  Ken- 
tucky receives  $,500  and  fees.  The 
amount  of  these  fees  varies. 

The  attorney  general  in  Missouri  re- 
ceives $3000;  in  North  Dakota.  $2000; 
in  Ohio.  $2000;  in  South  Carolina.  $2100, 
and  in  Rhode  Island,  $2,500.  West  Vir- 
ginia is  to  elect  an  attorney  general 
this  year  and  when  elected  he  will  serve 
for  four  years  and  get  $10,000,  or  $2,500 
a  year.  The  attorney  general  of  Wis- 
consin gets  $3000.  but  the  attorney  gen- 
eral of  Utah,  the  newest  of  the  states 
and  the  one  in  which  some  of  the  most 
serious  problems  of  legislation  are  to 
be  considered,  gets  only  $1500.  The 
attorney  general  of  South  Dakota, 
likewise  a  new  state,  gets  $1000,  but 
Texas  is  liberal  with  her  'official  law- 
yer and  pays  him  $4000.  The  attorney 
general  in  Washington  state  gets  $2000, 
and  In  Montana,  $.3000.  In  some  states, 
Illinois  and  Mississippi  among  them, 
the  attorney  general  gets  only  fees.  In 
Indiana  the  salary  of  the  attorney  gen- 
eral is  $2500,  but  in  Ohio,  one  of  the 
wealthiest  states,  and  one  In  which 
there  is  almost  constant  ofiicial  liti- 
gation, the  salary  of  the  attorney  gen- 
eral is  $2000. 

It  is  an  almost  general  rule  through- 
out the  country  that  attorney  generals 
get  half  as  much  as  congressmen, 
though  the  service  of  the  congressmen 
Is  rendered  during  only  a  portion  of 
each  year,  whereas  the  attorney  gen- 
eral serves  all  the  year.  On  the  other 
hand,  an  attorney  general  who  Is  alert 
and  successful  gains  opportunities  of 
subsequent  professional  advancement 
which  are  not  to  be  underrated.  Among 
the  attorney  generals  of  New  York 
state  have  been  Martin  Van  Buren, 
Greene  C.  Bronson.  Ogden  Hoffman, 
Daniel  S.  Dickinson,  and  Aaron  Burr.

Then  polish  It  with  a  solu- 
tion of  beeswax  melted  In  spirits  of  tur- 
pentine. Wipe  it  with  a  chamois  cloth. 
Avoid  soap,  hot  water  and  a  brush.

A  board  fence  erected  across  the 
Lake  Shore  drive  at  Chicago  and  seve- 
ral park  policemen  spoiled  two  at- 
tempts to  break  a  century  course  record 
the  other  day.  The  rider  for  whom  the 
barricade  was  built  escaped  by  taking 
another  route,  and  two  other  would-be 
holders  of  the  100-mile  record,  unsought 
by  the  officers,  and  a  third  rider  who 
was  following  them  fell  Into  the  trap. 
They  were  arrested  shortly  after  4 
o'clock  in  the  morning  and  taken  to  a 
police  station,  where  they  were  required 
to  give  ball  for  their  appearance  in 
court.  For  many  weeks  the  police  had 
laid  traps  for  an  early  scorcher  who 
had  been  whizzing  through  the  park 
before  sunrise  in  attempts  to  pedal  over 
the  century  course  faster  than  anyone 
has  done  before  him.  There  have  been 
many  exciting  chases,  but  the  riders 
wore  too  swift  for  the  horses  and  usual- 
ly got  away  after  giving  the  policemen 
a  laugh  of  derision. 

It  was  learned  one  afternoon  that  a 
certain  wheelman  early  the  following 
morning  was  going  after  the  record, 
and  would  pass  through  the  park  about 
4  o'clock.  The  police  were  given  orders 
to  catch  him  at  all  hazards  or  answer 
to  the  captain  for  Inability  to  do  so. 
It  was  decided  to  fence  off  the  drive. 
In  the  center  of  the  barricade  there  was 
left  sufficient  space  for  a  wheel  to  pass 
through,  provided  it  was  going  at  a 
reasonable  rate  of  spee<l. 

There  was  a  wild  shout  at  4:30  o'clock 
at  the  base  of  a  hill  in  the  park  lead- 
ing to  the  street,  and  the  officers  hasti- 
ly lined  up  at  the  gap  In  the  fence.  One 
was  stationed  north  of  the  fence  to  give 
chase  provided  the  cyclist  got  through. 
Two  officers  stood  at  the  ends  of  the 
saw  horses  nearest  the  gap.  ready  to 
close  the  opening  i?  the  command  to 
halt  was  not  obeyed.  As  they  got  to 
the  top  of  the  hill  the  tandem  team  saw 
the  barricade,  but  did  not  notice  that 
the  men  standing  around  It  were  park 
policemen. 

"Track,  track,  there."  shouted  one  of 
the  ridars,  wildly,  as  he  violently  back 
pedaled. 

"Stop  or  we  will  close  up  on  you," 
answered  the  captain  of  police.  The 
men  on  the  tandem  saw  instant  death 
or  mutilation  in  the  barricade  and 
turned  toward  the  street.  Across  this 
street  stood  three  oflicers  with  drawn 
clubs,  ready  to  stick  them  into  the 
wheels  of  the  machines.  The  trap  was 
perfect  and  the  men  were  compelled  to 
come  to  a  hasty  stop.  They  were  per- 
spiring and  highly  indignant,  and 
wanted  to  know  what  harm  a  little  fast 
riding  did  in  the  park  before  the  birds 
were  up.  The  only  reply  was  a  call  for 
the   patrol    wagon.     The   scorcher   for 


Miss  Maria  Ayers,  of  Port  Ewen,  N. 
Y.,  had  an  exciting  adventure  with  a 
large  black  snake  near  Rifton  Glen  the 
other  day.  She  is  an  enthusiastic 
wheelwoman  and  had  gone  to  the  glen 
for  an  outing.  After  dismounting  and 
resting  for  a  time  she  arose  and  started 
toward  her  wheel,  preparatory  to 
mounting  it  for  her  homeward  ride. 
As  she  laid  her  hands  on  the  handle  bar 
she  drew  back  in  affright,  for  directly 
under  the  wheel  was  a  large  black 
snake  with  a  white  ring  about  its  neck, 
a  species  of  snake  commonly  known  as 
a  "chaser."  After  her  start  of  sur- 
prise Miss  Ayers,  who  is  a  young  wo- 
man of  courage,  caught  up  a  stone  and 
hurled  it  at  the  snake.  The  stone  struck 
the  snake,  but  only  angered  it,  and  as 
the  intrepid  wheelwoman  advanced 
the  snake  raised  its  head  and  quickly 
wound  Itself  about  the  girl's  ankle 
Hurriedly  she  opened  the  tool  bag  on 
her  wheel,  and,  taking  a  wrench, 
pounded  the  snake's  head  to  a  jelly. 
Then  she  freed  her  ankle  from  the  folds 
of  the  snake  and,  mounting  her  wheel, 
rode  on  home,  where  she  told  of  her  ad- 
venture. The  tightened  coils  of  the 
snake  about  her  ankle  had  left  their 
marks,  and  it  was  some  time  before 
the  ridges  disappeared.

Now  that  the  people  are  demanding 
that  the  dangers  attending  bicycling 
on  the  streets  be  minimized,  a  St.  Louis 
man  has  invented  an  alarm  signal  to 
be  attached  to  the  wheel.  It  is  a  whistle 
that  in  a  modified  way  will  give  its 
alarm  signals  just  as  effectively  as  the 
whistle  of  the  steamboat  or  the  loco- 
motive. Instead  of  steam,  the  power 
which  makes  the  alarm  talk  out  its 
warnings  is  just  plain  wind  generated 
by  the  bicycle  as  it  moves.  The  alarm 
Is  of  nickel,  weighs  less  than  a  pound 
and  is  simple  In  construction.  It  is 
attached  to  the  front  of  the  handle  post 
by  two  screws.  At  the  base  of  the  little 
nickel  instrument  are  two  tiny  rubber 
wheels,  which  just  touch  the  top  of  the 
tire  of  the  front  wheel  of  the  bicycle. 
These  wheels  are  attached  to  a  piston 
which  operates  the  air  pump  In  a  double 
cylinder  when  the  bicycle  is  in  motion. 
Attached  to  the  cylinders  is  the  long, 
slender  throat  of  the  whistle.  To  sound 
his  alarm  the  rider  of  the  machine 
presses  a  button  with  his  thumb,  or 
squeezes  a  lever  under  the  handle  bar. 
That  lets  the  air  rush  into  the  throat 
of  the  whistle.  The  volume  of  sound  is 
regulated  by  the  pressure  on  the  but- 
ton.

Wheelmen     and     wheelmakers       are 
showing  a  revived  interest  in  efforts  to 
produce  a  ckainless  bicycle  that  shall 
take  the  place  of  the  present  means  of 
propulsion.       The   chain   and    the   tire 
have    alternately    held    scientific     and 
mechanical  attention  ever  since  the  bi- 
cycle began  to  command  popular  favor. 
A  short  time  ago,  says  the  Washing- 
ton Star,  the  tire  was  thoroughly  in- 
vestigated with  the  purpose  of  render- 
ing It   less  subject   to  accident,    while 
preserving  its  resilient  or  power-trans- 
mitting  qualities.       A   happy  combin- 
ation  was   finally   reached     and       the 
pneumatic  tire  today,   while   far  from 
perfect       in       being       puncture-proof, 
is  more  satisfactory  thaif  ever  before, 
and  the  wheelman  is    provided      with 
ample  means  for  quick  repairing  when 
he  meets  with  misfortune.       Now   the 
chain  is  undergoing  experiment  in  or- 
der to  discover  a  way  to  improve  it  or 
to  do  without  it.      The  persistent  clean- 
ing has  created  a  desire  for  a  form  cf 
gearing  that  will  transhiit  power  eco- 
nomically and  yet  preserve  its  service- 
ability indefinitely.       The   bevel   gear- 
ing is  thought  by  some  to  accomplish 
this  end,  yet  it  is  open  to  serious  ob- 
jections.     The  advocates  of  the  chain 
gear  contend  that  it  can  be  made  equal- 
ly dust-proof   by   enclosure   in  a  case 
such   as   that   now   in  general   use     in 
England,   which  surrounds  every  por- 
tion of  the  mechanism  with  a  protect- 
ing  device   that   can    be   fitted    or   re- 
moved in  short  order.      Thus  it  may  be 
expected  that  a  merry  war  will  hence- 
forth   be   waged    between   chains     and 
bevels,    and    meanwhile    the   prices    of 
bicycles,  which  have  long  been  higher 
than  the  public  feels  to  be  warranted 
by  the  cost  of  labor  and  materials,  will 
probably   drop  lower  and   nearer     the 
level  to  which  they  are  already  tend- 
ing.      Then    indeed    will    the    era      of 
wheeling  become  of  fuller  attainment 
and  soon  there  will  come  an  apprehen- 
sion lest  the  sight  of  a  pedestrian  on 
the  public  streets  will  cause  a  panic  of 
excited  attention.

One  way  to  clean  a  chain  well,  says 
the  American  Wheelman,  is  to  take  a 
can  six  inches  in  diameter  and  three 
inches  deep  and  coil  the  chain  and  place 
it  in  the  can.  Pour  in  naphtha  enough 
to  cover  the  chain,  put  on  a  tlght-flt- 
tlng  cover,  and  shake  it  for  a  few 
minutes.  Pour  oft  the  naphtha  and  re- 
peat once.  In  five  minutes  this  will 
clean  any  chain  perfectly.  Oil  it  well 
and  work  the  oil  in.  Now  wipe  the 
chain  dry  and  put  on  it  a  moderate 
amount  of  graphite  and  the  chain  will 
run  smoothly.

A  test  case  has  just  been  filed  against 
the  city  of  Cincinnati  by  a  woman 
cyclist  to  ascertain  whether  the  city 
has  the  right  to  permit  the  streets  to 
be  so  heavily  sprinkled  as  to  become 
dangerous  to  bicyclists.  Miss  Oliver, 
while  riding  on  her  wheel  last  June, 
was  thrown  and  severely  injured.  Her 
dress  and  wheel  were  completely 
ruined  l>esides.  It  is  conceded  that  her 
fall  was  due  to  the  wet  and  slippery 
condition  of  the  street.  The  only 
question  , therefore,  is  whether  or  not 
the  city  is  responsible  for  the  slush- 
ing of  the  streets  by  sprinklers  to 
whom  they  have  Issued  licenses.  The 
outcome  of  the  case  will  be  watched 
with  great  interest.

There  is  thus  no  vibra- 
tion and  when  this  motor  comes  to  be 
applied  to  passenger  vessels  voyagers 
will  have  no  discomfort  from  this  cause 
Ihe  motor  is  comparatively  so  much 
igftter  than  ordinary  marine  engine" 
tnat  It  IS  possible  to  .ibtain  tremendous 
power  in  a  small  vessel,  a  craft  that 
could  not  carry  the  ordinary  machinerv 
to  obtain  the  power. 

The  turbine,  in  its  elementarv  form 
is  exceedingly  simple.  There  is  a  fa- 
miliar mechanical  toy,  in  which  a 
small  metal  boiler  is  made  to  ej^ct  a 
tiny  jet  of  steam,  which  is  impigned 
against  the  bfkdes  set  in  the  iieri- 
Phery  of  a  wheel.  The  impact  of 
steam  Impels  each  blade  in  rapid  suc- 
cession, and  the  Avheel  goes  whizzing 
around  and  sets  a  pointed  figure  danc- 
ing. Imagine  a  slender  craft  running 
through  and  fixed  to  the  center  of  the 
revolving  wheel  and  a  screw  prop^-ller 
at  the  end  of  it,  and  there  is  a  s.mple 
form   of   steam   turbine. 

But  the.  engine  designed  by  Mr.  Par- 
sons   is   a   complicated    and     beautiful 
piece  of  mechanism.      It  is.  in  effect,  a

Projecting    from     the 
inner  suiTace  of  the  outer  casing  are 
parallel  sets  of  fixed  vanes,  called  gui.l- 
ing  blades,  and  from  the  circuinferen;e 
I'l   ^^'^   'carrel,    or   wheel,    are     sets     of 
I'lades— the    former    directing    the    mo- 
tion of  the  steam  toward  the  latter    In 
order  to  avoid  shock    in   the  diversion 
of  the  energy  from  the  guiding  blade.s 
o   the    moving    blades,    and    to    reduce 
the  residual  velot  ity  of  the  power  leav- 
'"f   the    wheel,    the   parallel    flow     was 
adopted  in  the  compound  .steam     tur- 
bine m  preference  to  what  is  known  as 
the  outward  or  inward  fiow. 

The  guide  blades  are  cut  on  the  in- 
ternal periphery  of  brass  rings,  which 
are  afterward  threaded  and  feathered 
onto  the  steel  shaft  and  retained  there 
Dy  the  end  rings,  which  form  nuts 
screwed  on  to  the  spindle.  The  spindle 
and  its  rings  rotate  together  in  bear- 
ings. Steam  is  admitted  at  the  inl*t 
Hows  to  the  right  of  the  spindle,  and 
passes  along  to  the  left,  first  through 
the  guiding  blades,  by  which  it  is 
thrown  upon  the  moving  blades,  then 
it  goes  on  to  the  next, guiding  blades, 
and  is  by  them  projected  against  the 
corresponding  moving  blades,  and  so 
on  through  the  whole  series,  escaping 
at  the  end  of  the  cylinder  by  an  ex- 
haust pipe. 

In  the  compound  turbine  the  velocity 
of  the  blades  is  sufficient  to  secure  a 
very  high  return  of.  useful  effect.  Each 
turbine  gives  an  efficiency  of  at  least  SO 
per  cent.  As  each  turbine  discharges 
without  check  into  the  next,  the  resi- 
du^  energy,  after  leaving  the  moving 
blades,  is  not  lost  as  in  the  case  ot 
the  water,  turbine,  but  continues  to  the 
next  guiding  blades  and  is  wholly  uti- 
lized in  assisting  the  How. 

The  Turbinia  is  a  bm^  rakish-looking 
craft,  being  similar  in  dimensions  and 
appearance  to     a    first-class       torpedo 
boat   of  the   British  service,   and     her 
neat  lines  instinctively  suggest  the  idea 
of  great  speed.

The   enormous    power   necessary     to 
drive  the  vessel  through  the  water  at 
the    speed    of    29.6    knots    is    obtained 
from  only  one  water-tube  boiler,  with 
1100  square  feet  of  heating  surface,  and 
forty-two  square  feet  of  grate  surface, 
with   the  furnaces  fired   fore  and   aft, 
from  two  closed  stokeholds.  The  forced 
draught  is  obtained  from  a  fan  driver 
off  the  main  engine.  Mr.  Parsons  says

THE  COCKTAIL'S  ORIGIN. 


How  the  Great  American  Drink  Came 
Into   Existence. 

The  origin  of  the  American  "cocktail" 
is    admittedly    obscure,    and    many    at- 
tempts have  been  made  to  trace  it.  says 
tli>-    Ani'M'iean    Epieiii'e.      An    ingeniout= 
but   unconvincing  explanation  that  has* 
lately  been  going  the  round  of  the  pref.;> 
gives  it  medical  significance.     The  liid 
doctors,    they   say,    had   a   practice   of 
treating  certain  diseases  of  the  throat 
with    a    pUasant    litjuor   plucked    from 
a  cock's  tail.    They  finally  began  to  use 
this   preparation   as  a  gargle,   and   the 
name  cocktail  clung  to  It.     The  gargle 
gave  way  to  an  appetizer — to  a  mixture 
of  bitters,  vermouth  and  liquor  that  i.s 
still  in  occasional  demand. 

For  my  own  part  I  prefer  infinitely 
the  story  of  the  Mexican  beauty.  Ac- 
cording tw  this  legend,  the  original 
cocktail  was  made  from  pulque,  an  al- 
coholic beverage  distilled  from  the 
juice  of  the  maguey,  or  agave.  The 
liquor,  so  'tis  said,  was  discovered  by  a 
T.)ltec  noble,  who  sent  some  of  it  to  thv- 
kiiii;  liy  the  hand  of  his  daughter.  The 
iii-i:,,:.  h  drank  the  pulque  and  looked 
at  the  maiden.  Whether  the  lady's 
looks  gave  pleasanter  tlavor  to  thf- 
liquor,  or  whether  the  taste  of  thc 
liquor  made  the  lady  seem  the  fairer, 
is  not  certain;  the  king,  at  any  rate. 
f€>ll  in  love  with  both,  started  a  puloue 
plantation  and  married  the  girl,  whose 
name,  Xochitl,  thus  became  associateii 
with  the  national  intoxicant.  The  rest 
is  easy.  When  Gen.  S<ott's  troops  came 
to  Mexico  they  drank  the  liquor,  liked 
it,  and.  with  the  easy  adaptability  of 
the  Saxon,  simplified  its  Aztec  name 
into  •cocktail,"  which  they  carried  back 
with  them  to  the  states.

Dun  Says  There  Is  No  Halting 
In  the  Advance  of  Pros- 
perity's March. 

New  York.  Sept.  ■.— R.  G.  Dun  &  Cb.'s 
weekly  review  of  trade  In  It.s  Issue  today 
says: 

There  Is  no  halting  in  the  advance.  Busi- 
ness grows  better  in  all  way.s,  for  while 
it  la  speculative  and  breaks  con.><picuous 
gamblers  for  a  decline,  a  steady  Increase 
in  production  In  working  force,  and  in 
the  power  of  the  people  to  purchase,  is 
the  feature  that  overshadows  all  others 

Reports  of  New  York  trades  unions 
show  an  increase  sine*  one  year  ago  of 
34  i)er  cent  In  the  number  of  men  at  work 
and  a  similar  increase  among  men  in 
like  position  throughout  the  country 
would  exceed  34U,IKXI,  while  every  week 
adds  many  e.-^tabli.^lmieiits  to  the  active 
list.  The  coal  miners'  strike  has  disclosed 
such  facts  and  brought  to  ji^ht  such  dif- 
ferences, that  work  will  probably  be  very 
soon  resumed  by  a  large  share  of  the 
men. 

The  farmers  are  helped  by  higher  prices 
for  wiieul.  and  while  \Vestern  receipt.^ 
do  not  show  that  they  have  marketed  a 
tenth  of  their  crop.s,  assurance  «}f  hand- 
some profit  to  come  prepared  to  buy  lil)er- 
ally  and  with  a  large  increase  of  hands 
at  work,  dealers  throughout  the  country 
have  started  to  reidenish  stocks,  which  is 
the  great  force  at  present  operating  in 
manufacture  and  trade,  although  distri- 
bution by  retail  trade  has  been  greatl.\ 
improved. 

A  gain  of  12  per  cent  in  one  month  in 
the  output  of  pig  iron  from  ie5,H7s  ti>ns 
Aug.  1  to  l>i5,50t>  Sept.  1,  with  knowledge 
that  half  a  dozen  other  lurnaees  are  pre- 
paring to  resume,  and  tliat  unsold  stocks 
have  been  reduced  ll.KXJ  tons  weekly  in 
August,  indicating  a  consumiuion  of 
about  lyo.ooit  tons,  more  than  explains  the 
moderate  advance  in  prices  of  tinlshed 
products,  averaging  but  U  per  cent  since 
the  lowest  point  Aug.   12. 

Pig  Is  a  shade  .stronger  at  Chicago,  but 
the  proof  that  the  advance  is  healthy  is 
found  in  the  growing  demands  of  con- 
sumers, especlady  for  bars,  with  intiuiries 
for  from  300,U0(i  ions  reported  at  Chicago 
for  structural  work,  iiieluding  12,000  tons 
for  Santa  Fe  bridges,  for  all  sorts  of  ear 
materials,  including  lo,OtN)  axles,  and  for 
plates,  especially  lor  ship  yards  on  the 
lakes,  so  that  tne  most  jirlces  have  ad- 
vanced H  per  ton.  Rods,  sheet  and  mer- 
chant pipe  are  in  heavy  demand.  Copper 
is  steady  and  lead  a  shade  stronger  at 
12,717  ovens  in  operation. 

Wheat  has  risen  5  cents  the  past  week, 
not  in  a  Hurry,  but  in  answer  to  the  dully 
imreasing  foreign  demand.  Though  re- 
ports of  the  crop,  now  almost  wholly  out 
of  danger,  indicate  a  yield  never  sur- 
passed Ijut  ouce.  foreiKH  accounts  sull

English  Girl  MeeU  Her  Fate  at  the 
Cry'stal    Palace. 

The  story  of  a  romance  which.  If  told  in 
its  completeness,  would  fill  a  whole  vol- 
ume, comes  out  by  the  steamship  Staf- 
fordshire, which  was  moored  to  the  Soolay 
Pagoda  wharf,  says  the  Rangoon  Times.

Surely,  when  Mr.  Fowle  took  awav  his 
troupe  he  little  expected  what  would  be- 
come of  them,  and,  indeed,  he  little 
thought  that  one  of  them  would  be  the 
happy  possessor  of  a  Kentish  garden 
where  fruit  grows  in  abundance  and 
where  Lii)ton  s  feet  would  like  to  tread. 
But  such  a  possession  awaits  him  if  he 
can  be  found.  It  is  authentically  stated 
that  a  tfarden  overflowing  with  fruit  is 
to  be  shared  with  a  young  brunette  of  an 
old  and  much  esteemed  English  countrv 
family  and  a  Burmah,  who  is  said  to  be 
now  working  in  a  jungle  not  far  from 
Mandala.v. 

The  story  of  the  love  affair  reveals  a 
tale  not  otien  told.  The  young  ladv  went 
to  the  Crystal  palace  with  some  friend.s 
and,  amouH  other  siRht.s*  she  saw,  Kot 
entranced  and  stayed  Uw  some  time  at  the 
Burmese  village.

It  wa.s  done, 
however,  and  thus  it  has  come  about  that 
the  young  lady  desires  now  to  tie  the  knot 
with  the  man  who  was,  she  savs,  and  is 
•iier  only  love."  They  met  that  night  and 
they  used  to  meet  niBhtl*'.  and  despite  all 
the  protestations  of  her  friends  she  Insist- 
ed on  going  to  the  palace  dav  after  da  v.

When    he    mounted    his 

horse  at  Oil  City  that  January  morning 

in    186.")    the    three    of    them    combined 

didn't   have  $10,(mio.     I  was  an  oil-well 

driller,   and  it  was  a  few  Idle  strokes 

of  my  drill  in  a  wildcat  well  that  I  was 

about    to    draw    the   tools    out    of     and 

and   abandon    that  sent   John    Prather 

dying    on    horseback    on    that    90-mile 

ride  to   fortune— and   he   didn't    have  a 

cent's    worth    of   interest    in    the    well. 

either. 

"In  the  summer  of  1864  I  was  employed 
by  one  of  the  myriad,  wildcat  oil  com- 
panies that  came  into  existence  during 
the  early  petroleum  excitement  to  put 
down  a  well  on  territory  it  had  leased 
of  a  farmer  named  Holmden.     The  ter- 
ritory was  seven  or  eight  miles  beyond 
what  was  then  believed  to  be  the  limit 
of  the  Oil  Creek  district.     The  company 
had  an  immense  capital  on  paper,   but 
it    actually    had    none   at    all.      It    was 
formed    solely    to   dispose   of   its   stock. 
That    it    became    suddenly    one    of    the 
wealthiest    companies    ever    organized 
in  the  oil  regions,  and  was  enabled  to 
pay   enormous   dividends   to    its   share- 
holders,  was  to  no  one  as  much  of  a 
surprise    as    it    was    to    the    projectors 
themselves.  The  Holmden  farm   wasn't 
worth  S3000  all  told,  but  John   Pralhcr, 
who  was  a  iion-in-law  of  Holmden,  hav- 
ing watched  the  methods  and  manipu- 
lations of  oil   land  speculators  on   the 
creek  for  a   year  or  more,   believed   he 
saw  a  possibility  of  doing  some  profit- 
able speculation  on  the  Holmden  farm 
him.self. 

"The  company  that  had  begun  opera- 
tions on  the  properly   was   booming  it. 
and  speculators  not  in  the  filed  were  be- 
ginning to  make  anxious  and  eager  in- 
(lulries  about  it.    John  Prather  and  hie 
brothers  Abe  and  (George  owned  a  farm 
at    Plumer,    and    oil    had    been    struck 
near  it.     He  indued  his  brother  to  his 
way  of   thinking  about   the     Holmden 
farm,  and  John  went  to  his  father-in- 
law  and  on  the  part  of  himself  and  his 
brothers   made   him   an   offer  of  $25,000 
for  the  refusal  of  that  part  of  his  farm 
not  leased  by  the  oil  company,  the  op- 
tion to  be  for  sixty  days.  The  security 
the  Prathers  had  to  give  was  not  worth 
$25,000    nor    anything    like    it,    It    being 
simply  their  farm  at   Plumer.    but   the 
offer    itself   was    tremendous.      Farmer 
Holmden.  not  believing  the  boys  could 
raise  that  much  money  in  sixty  days, 
and  seeing  better  prospect  for  oil  on  the 
Prather  farm  at  Plumer  than  there  was 
on    his   own    farm,    accepted    the    offer 
and  signed  papers  to  that  effect. 
"  'I  hate  to  do  the  boys  outo' their  farm' 
old    Holmden   said    to   me    the   day    he 
signed  the  papers,  'especially  as  John- 
ny's my  son-in-law.   but  if  they  don't 
know  a  good   thing  when   they've  got 
It,  I  can't  help  it.' 

"This  was  along  in  November.    I  kept 
kept  pegging  away  at  the  well  I  was 
drilling,    and    the   Prather   boys    began 
negotiating    for    a    customer    for    their 
territory  on  the  strength  of  that  welt. 
They  wanted  $100,000  for  their  part  of 
the   farm.     I   found   good  signs  of   oil. 
but  no  vein.     I  got  clear  through  the 
third  sand,   which  was  as  deep  as  we 
drilled  in   those  days,  and  reported   to 
the  company  that  there  was  no  use.     I 
had  orders  to  keep  still  and  go  on  drill- 
ing.    There  was  a  few  hundred   thou- 
sand dollars'  worth  of  stock  to  be  un- 
loaded on  the  public  yet.    The  Prather 
boys    saw    that    something    had    to    bei 
done  with   their  territory  pretty  quick 
or  not  at  all.  and  George  Prather  was 
sent  to  Pittsburg  to  work  it  up.     This 
was   about    the   first   of  January.    18o5. 
just  about  the  time  that  my  drill  en- 
tered what  had  never  been  found  in  oil 
well  drilling  before— a  fourth  sand.  The 
weather  was  such  that  we  had  to  shut 
down  then,  whether  or  no.  and  even  If 
I  could  have  gone  on   with   the  drill  I 
wouldn't  have  taken  any  stock  in  that 
fourth  sand. 

"Toward  the  middle  of  January  there 
came  a  big  break-up  and  thaw,  and  the 
superintendent  of  the  company  ordered 
me  to  take  the  tools  out  of  the  well 
while  I  had  the  chance,  for  the  company 
had   no   more   use   for   It — having     dis- 


posed  of  more   than   $800,000  of  Its  $1.-    as   it   travels 


hadn  t  cost  it  $25,000.  I  went  over  to 
the  well  and  started  to  obey  orders, 
but  before  pulling  the  tools  I  thought 
w-ould  eee.  just  for  curiosity's  sake, 
if  there  was  any  kind  of  depth  to  that 
fourth  sand.  I  set  the  drill  to  jogging, 
and  It  hadn't  bored  into  that  sand  more 
than  a  foot  when  it  dropped  plumb  into 
the  oil  vein,  and  I  had  a  well  that  was 
llowing  oil  at  the  rate  of  300  barrels  a 
day!  There  had  been  spouters  few- 
times  as  big  as  that  along  Oil  Creek, 
but  they'd  had  their  day,  and  the  pump 
was  getting  most  of  the  oil  in  the.  re- 
gion, so  this  strike,  seven  miles  beyond 
developments,  in  a  wild'-at  country 
just  set  the  oil  field  v»iid.  This  well  was 
on  Pithole  Creek,  and  it  was  the  starter 
of  Pithole  City,  where  there  were  15,000 
l>eople  in  less  than  two  months,  and 
millions  of— but  everybody  knows  the 
stury  of  Pithole. 

"Well,  sir,  you  may  imagine  how  John 
and  Abe  Prather  felt  when  they  heard 
what   my   idle  stroke  of   the    drill   had 
."-truck  and  you  may  imagine  the  feel- 
ings of  old  man  Holmden.    He  had  bar- 
gained away  land  for  $25.000— provided 
the   boys  could   raise   money   In   time — 
that  was  now  worth  $1,000,000  at  least. 
John  Prather  hurried  to  Oil  City  and 
telegraphed   George     at     Pittsburg    to 
stop  all  negotiations  for  the  property 
that  he  might  have  on.    No  answer  was 
received.     Fearing  that  the  farm  would 
be  sold  by  George  at  figures  which,  al- 
though a  fortune,  would  now  be  but  a 
song,  John  and  Abe  were  nearly  crazed. 
There  was  no  railroad  communication 
with  any  place  from     OH     City   then. 
Telegram  after  telegram  remained  un- 
answered.     John     Prather     hired     the 
lleetest  and    best    horse   he   could    find, 
mounted    it    early    next     morning    and 
started     for     Pittsburg     to     find     his 
brother.     He  never  left  the   saddle   to 
eat  or  drink,   and   changed    horses   but 
once  on   the  entire  journey,   which   he 
made  in  nine  hours,  arriving  at  Pitts- 
burg to  learn   that  his   brother  had  a 
customer  in  Philadelphia  for  the  Holm- 
den properly,  and  had  gone  to  that  city 
the  day  before  to  close  the  deal.     John 
Prather  telegraphed   George  at   Phila- 
delphia, but  got  no  reply.    Then  he  fol- 
lowed him  on  the  fastest  train  that  ran 
on  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  in  those 
days,   and   that  wasn't  very  fast.     He 
arrived  in  Philadelphia  all  right,  but  if 
he  had  got  there  one  minute  later  the 
name  of  Harrison  W.  Woods  would  be 
among  those  on  the  list  of  oil  million- 
aires in  place  of  John.  Abe  and  George 
Prather,   for  John  met  George  on  the 
steps   of   the   Girard    house  just   as    he 
was  on   his   way,    in    company   with   a 
lawyer,    to    close    a    transaction      with 
Woods,    who    had    offered   $100,000   cash 
for    the    Prather    boys'    option    on    the 
Holmden  farm.     It  is  hardly  necessary 
to  say  that  the  news  carried  by  John 
Prather  to  his  brother  George  put  an 
end  to  further  proceedings  in  that  di- 
rection.     It    may    seem    strange    today 
that   the  news  of  this   gigantic  strike 
at    Pithole   had     not     reached    George 
Prather  yet,    but  it  is  a  fact   that  no 
mention  of  it  was  made  in  the  Phila- 
delphia  newspapers    for   more    than    a 
week  after  the  strike  was  made. 

"But  the  Prather  boys  were  not  out 
of  the  woods  yet.     It  was  on  the  sale 
of  the  Holmden  property  that  they  had 
depended  for  the  money  to-  make  good 
the   price   they  were   to  pay   Holmden 
for  it.    The  sixty  days'  limit  was  within 
live  days  of  being  up,  and  they  had  the 
money  still   to   raise.     They  succeeded 
in  getting  the  amount  from  C.  B.  Dun- 
can, a  Scotchman  who  was  in  the  oil 
business  in   Pittsburg,   but   when   they 
came   to   pay  it    to   Holmden    and    get 
their  deed  for  the  land.  Holmden's  wife 
refused  to  sign  the  necessary  papers  to 
make    the    title    good    unless   she    was 
paid   $5000    in    gold    for    her  signature. 
ThlB  the  boys  never  could  have  got  If 
it  hadn't  been  for  a  man  named  Cul- 
ver, who  had  a  bank  at  Reno,  for  gold 
was  scarce  and  high  in  those  days.  Cul- 
ver had  a  lot  of  gold  he  was  holding  for 
speculation,    and    he    let    the    Prathers 
have  $5000  of   it   for  $8000.     They   paid 
Mrs.    Holmden    her    demand,    and    the 
Holmden   farm   passed  into  their  pos- 
session—$3,000,000    for   $33,000,    for    that 
was  the  amount  the  boys  cleaned   up 
and  divided  from  their  lease  and  royal- 
ties   on    the    farm    and    its    production 
during  the  two  years  of  the  life  of  that 
marvelous  oil  pocket.     The  wildcat  oil 
company  got  out  of  their  part  of  the 
farm  about  as  much  more,  besides  pay- 
ing  its  dividends   to  the  stockholders. 
And    how   much   do   you   suppose   that 
company  gave  me  for  having  the   in- 
vestigating turn  of  mind  but  for  which 
it  never  would  have  nossesned  that  rich 
oil  vein?    I  don't  mind  telling  you,  now 
that  the  thing  la  all  over.     The  com- 
pany didn't  give  me  a  cent! 

"Through  the  Prather  boys,  Duncan, 
the  Scotchman  who  had  advanced  them 
the  $25,000  to  make  good  their  payment 
to  Holmden,  got  some  choice  invest- 
ments in  Pithole  territory,  and  made  a 
couple  of  millions.  Duncan  was  a 
bachelor,  and  he  disposed  of  all  his  in- 
terests at  Pithole  before  the  great 
crash  came  and  went  home  to  Scotland. 
He  died  in  1868,  leaving  the  bulk  of  his 
fortune  to  religious  and  charitable  in- 
stitutions at  Aberdeen.  He  was  an 
eccentric  man,  and  relatives  of  his  con- 
tested his  will  on  the  ground  of  his  in- 
sanity at  the  "time  he  made  it.  They 
never  could  have  made  out  their  case 
If  news  had  traveled  thirty  years  ago 
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church  at  Pithole  In   1865,  and   by  his 
will  he  left  $25,000  to  that  church.     A 
committee  representing  the  contesting 
heirs     came    to   this   country   to   learn 
something  about  Duncan's  transactions 
in  the  oil  regions.     They  went  to  Pit- 
hole  to  see  the  church  he  had  remem- 
bered  so    liberally   In   his   will.     There 
was  nothing  left  of  Pithole  but  vacant 
and  decaying  buildings,  and  the  church 
had  disappeared  entirely.     When  Dun- 
can left  Pithole  the  church  and  every- 
thing else  there  were  in  most  flourish- 
ing condition.     The  news  of  the  utter 
collap.se   and  abandoning  of  the  place 
had   never  reached    him   in    his  seclu- 
sion in  Scotland.     The  committee  went 
home  and  reported  that  there  was  no 
such  place  as  Pithole.  and  consequently 
no  church  there  to  receive  $25,000.     No 
explanation    was    made    further    than 
that,  and  on     this     evidence  the  cKJurt 
decided   that  Duncan  must   have  been 
insane  when  he  made  his  will,  and  the 
millions  he  had  made  in  the  place  that 
the  committee  said     had  no  existence 
were  divided   among  a  small  army  of 
canny  Scots. 

"Duncan  built  a  $30,000  hotel  at  Pit- 
hole— the  Duncan  house.  After  Pit- 
hole's  collapse  the  hotel  was  purchased 
by  some  Oil  City  men,  who  took  it  down 
and  rebuilt  it.  in  its  original  form,  at 
Oil  City,  where  it  was  the  leading  hotel 
for  several  years.  It  at  last  became 
unprofitable  and  was  abandoned.  For 
years  it  was  a  retreat  for  rats  and 
tramps  and  owls.  It  was  sold  finally 
for  $80.  and  was  torn  down  and  sold  ax 
firewood— the  la«t  visible  relic  of  the 
golden  days  that  the  idle  strokes  of 
my  wildcat  drill  brought  like  magic  to 
that  barren,  isolated  Pithole  wilder- 
ness."

Xew  York.  Sept.  13.— (Special  to  Th; 
Herald.)— The  World  has  a  special  dis- 
patch frori:  St.  Paul  this  mornin?,' 
which  says:  ■Charles  M.  Start,  chief 
justicj  of  the  supreme  coui;t  of  Min- 
nesota. ex|.rtsu'  d  himself  as  follows  to 
the  Woild  correspondent  regarding  th  ■ 
-nlargcd  scheme  of  government  by  In- 
junction as  exemplitled  in  the  case  of 
the    Pennsylvania  strikers: 

"I  have  never  knov.n  of  a  case  where 
the  court  has  given  »u<h  a  broad  in- 
tterpretation  to  its  powers  in  this  par- 
ticular as  in  this  instance.  If  the  facts 
are  as  stated,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  ha« 
gone  too  far.  This  government  by  in- 
junction is  a  comparatively  modern  in- 
stitution in  this  country,  although  this 
power  vested  in  the  court  is  older  than 
the  constitution,  coming  down  to  us 
from  the  old  English  law.  To  me  it 
seems  to  b?  a  dangerous  tendency  and 
on»>  which  should  be  guarded  most  care- 
fully. It  is  taking  away  from  the  citi- 
zens the  right  t'j  trial  by  Jury  and  is 
at  any  time  liable  to  lead  to  tyranny: 
and  judicial  tyranny  Is  the  worst  in  the 
world,  because  there  is  no  appeal  from 
it. 

"I  cannot  now  recollect  any  case 
where  the  courts  have  gone  to  such  a 
lenj-rth  in  the  use  of  the  power  of  in- 
junction as  this.  There  is  no  parall^*l 
between  the  circumstances  here  and 
those  of  the  Debs  rebellion  in  Chicago. 
Debs  and  his  followers  were  simply  in- 
citing'riot  and  actually  engaged  in 
trespass  and  other  unlawful  acts.  In 
this  instance  the  court  appears  to  have 
intervened  to  prevent  miners  assem- 
bling and  marching  in  public  ways.  It 
looks  as  though  the  courts  had  been 
too  anxious  to  further  the  interest  of 
the  corporations.  In  Pennsylvania 
corporations  exert  a  strong  influ.?ncf' 
in  the  community,  and  It  is  not  at  all 
unlikely  that  that  influence  often  ex- 
tends to  tho  bench  and  makes  it  pos- 
sible for  them  to  obtain  from  the  courts 
what  in  other  .«!tates  or  communities 
might  be  deni'^d.  This  doubtless  ex- 
plains why  such  an  unusual  order  was 
granted  in  this  instance."

Harwood.    Nothwithstanding   (5en.    Oo- 
bin's  order,    one   of   these    was   hc-aded 
by  a  brass  band   which  was  beating  a 
mournful  air  as  an  accompaniment   to 
the  tramp  of  the  marching  miners,  as 
th,^   brigade   headquarters   v.as   neared. 
A    big    crowd    of    on-lookers    filled    the 
streets   so   thickly   that  only  a   narrow 
path  was  left  In  the  center  for  the  pas- 
sage of  the  procession.     A  buzz  of  ex- 
pectancy went  through  the  crowds,  but 
before    the    h./adquarters    was    reache.l 
even  the  muffled  drum's  beat  had  been 
silenced  and  the  line  moved  quietly  on 
to  Undertaker  B.min's  shoi>.  where  lay 
th^    bodies    of    the    eight    Poles.      There 
were  fully  2000  men   in   this   line.     Th 
second    line    carried    no    band    and      it 
moved  to  the  undertaker's  shop  quiet- 
ly. 

The  narrow  lane  upon  which  this  shop 
fronts  was  packed  thickly  from  curb 
to  curb  by  a  surging  thr-mg  of  forign- 
ers.  but  there  was  not  the  slightest 
disorder  and  not  a  trooper  was  in  sight 
Within  lay  exposed  to  view  the  corpses 
of  the  Poles  and  the  crowd  was  per- 
mitted to  pass  in  single  file  through  the 
front  door  of  the  shop  and  out  at  th 
r'.^ar.  The  exposure  of  the  bodies  to 
oublic  view  is  thonsrht  to  have  been 
unwise.  Decomposition  had  set  in  3jid 
the  bony,  waxen  features  presented  a 
sight  that  sent  every  beholder  out  oi" 
the  place  with  a  shudder  of  horror. 

Outside  preparations  were  meanwhile 
under  way  for  starting  the  big  parade. 
Three  other  bands  were  also  in  waitinr 
here,    with    the    m?mbers    of     th»     St 
Joseph's  and  Italian  Mutual  Aid  socie- 
lios    wearing    their    regalia.      It      was 
learned    that   the   order   of  Gen.    Gohin

Marched  In  Violation  of  Orders 
Were  Run  In. 

Pittsburg.  Sept.  l:].— i:mma  Haas,  the 
miners'  Joan  of  Arc.  and  three  other 
women  were  arrested  f<«-  marching  at 
Plum  Creek  this  morning,  by  sheriff's 
deputies.  The  attempt  to  make  the  ar- 
rests precipitated  an  incipient  riot  In 
which  the  deputies  were  scared  badly. 
No  one  seriously  hurt,  but  scarcely  a 
deputy  escaped  a  clubbing,  and  Super- 
inttndent  Sam  De  Armit  was  cut  on  the 
hand.  Two  of  the  women  carried 
babies. 

The  arr.  St  was  the  result  of  a  care- 
fully planned  attempt  to  prevent  the 
men  at  work  at  Plum  Creek  from  en- 
tering the  mines.  There  were  twenty- 
five  women  and  about  Oltv  strikers  con- 
cerned In  It.  The  plan  was  to  have  the 
women  march  in  front  with  their 
babies,  with  the  design  of  working  on 
sentiments  of  the  men   who  would 


the 


be  going  to  work  and  a.  t  as  a  shield  to 
the  rest  of  the  party.  The  women  would 
en  wd  around  each  man  as  he  attempt-. d 
to  po  In  the  mine,  take  his  dinner 
bucket  from  him  and  then  throw  It  Into 
the  ditch. 

Aliout  daylight  the  party  started  out, 
headed  by  Emma  Haas.  Those  not 
havlns  a  baby  carried  a  pick  handle 
or  a  club  of  some  sort.  (>n  the  Mur- 
raysvllle  road  they  encountered  a  posse 
of  deputies,  and  were  ordered  back  to 
the  camp.  No  attention  was  paid  to 
the  order  and  the  parly  tried  to  force 
their  way  through  the  lines  of  deputies. 
A  scuffle  followed  and  F.nima  Haas  and 
three  other  women  who  were  in  the 
Ijad  were  arrested.  A  scene  of  wild 
excitement  then  ensued. 

The  moment  a  d  puty  laid  hands  on 
a  woman  hh  was  surrounded  by  others 
waving  clubs  in  the  air  .^nd  using  them 
on  the  heads  of  a  deputy  when  the  op- 
portunity offered.  Deputy  Walker  was 
severely  clubbed  and  S.  C.  De  Armit 
was  cut  on  the  hand.  He  says  he  was 
attacked  by  a  woman  with  a  knife.  The 
deputies  finally  got  th.ir  prisoners  In- 
to the  company  stable  and  later 
brought  them  to  th.^  ( ity.  where  they 
were  lodged  in  the  county  jail.  Th^ 
names  of  the  women  arrested  were: 
Emma  Haas.  Mrs.  John  Kosar,  Mrs. 
Frank   Haas  and   Mrs.   Eisner. 

Mrs.  Kosar  and  Mrs.  Eisner  had 
their  V)ables  with  them.  After  the  re- 
moval of  the  prisoners  from  Plum 
Creek,  the  excitement  subsided  and  the 
women  strikers  returned  to  camp.  The 
reason  more  of  the  wmen  were  not 
arrested  was  that  four  or  five  deputies 
were  required  to  hold  one  of  them  and 
Ihe  force  was  not  large  enough  to  takf 
charge  of  the  crowd. 


GREAT  SUVOMC  MEETING. 


Lithuanians,   Poles    and  Hungarians 
Gather  at  Shenandoah. 

Shenandoah,  Pa..  Sept.  13.— A  mass 
meeting  of  about  4000  Lithuanians, 
Poles,  Hungarians  and  Slavonians,  was 
held  on  the  grounds  of  the  Lithuanian 
church  here  last  night  to  take  action 
in  the  Latimer  shooting|  Rev.  Peter 
A.  Broamalls.  of  the  Lithuanian  church 
presided,  and  M.  M.  Hurke,  was  pres- 
ent as  specially  enBafjed  counsel  to 
oiierate  in  behalf  of  the  local  organiza- 
tions In  the  prosecution  of  Sheriff  Mar- 
tin and  his  deputies. 

Bev.  J.  Mllukelals.  of  the  Lithuanian 
church,  and  Rev.  Cornelius  Larrisin, 
of  the  Greek  Catholic  church,  together 
with  a  number  of  reptesentatlve  citi- 
zens of  the  respective  nationalities, 
made  addresses,  which  with  resolutions 
were  discussed  condemning  the  course 
of  Sheriff  Martin  and  his  deputies, 
sympathizing  with  the  families  of  th-^ 
victims,  and  also  pi d^ing  moral  and 
financial  support  in  the  prosecution  of 
Sheriff  Martin  and  his  d'^putles. 

It  was  also  decided  that  a  high  mass 
requiem  should  be  celebrated  In  th^ 
Polish.  Lithuanian,  Greek,  Catholic  and 
Slavonic  churches  today  for  the  souls 
of  the  victims.  One  of  the  Lithuanian 
speakers  attempted  during  the  meeting 
to  inject  political  sentiments  aimed  at 
the  Republican  administration,  but  the 
as.semlilage  forced  him  to  desist  by  its 
protests. 


New  Orleans,  Sept.  13.— New  Orleans 
caught  its  second  wind  this  morning 
and  the  breeze  of  excitement  that  pre- 
vailed yesterday  subsided.  At  first 
there  was  a  disposition  to  leave  town, 
but  when  people  summed  up  matters 
and  found  that  there  were  only  seven 
Imported  cases  here,  and  that  they  had 
bten  warned  as  to  six  of  them,  they  de- 
cided to  wait  until  the  condition  should 
become  more  aggravated  before  mak- 
ing a  break  for  other  parts.  There  was. 
therefore,  no  heavy  outgoing  travel, 
and  very  little  incoming. 

A  few  passengers  who  arrived  from 
the  East  yesterday  evening  missed  con- 
nection with  the  Southern  Pacirtc  train 
and  had  to  lay  over  here.  They  have 
had  to  provide  themselves  with  health  '■ 
certificates  and  are  probably  destined 
to  meet  with  considerable  trouble  If  ' 
they  attempt  to  get  off  In  Texa.s,  which 
has  declared  a  rigid  quarantine  against 
New  Orleans. 

The  natives  here  have,  contrary  to 
expectations,  not  become  frightened 
over  the  existence  of  yellow  fever,  and 
whatever  depression  exists  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  business  which  was  30  per 
cent  above  the  corresponding  month 
last  year,  has  received  a  set  back  as  a 
result  of  the  general  institution  of 
quarantine  measures  against  the  city. 
Nevertheless,  there  were  the  usual 
Sunday  throngs  at  the  parks  where 
concerts  were  given  and  the  theatera 
Were  filled  to  standing  room  only. 

Those  who  ex:)ected  to  wake  up  this 
morning  and  learn  of  yellow  fever  were 
disappointed.  Up  to  the  present  writ- 
ing the  attaches  of  the  board  of  health 
announce  that  there  has  been  no 
change  in  the  situation  since  last  night. 
There  are  still  only  seven  cases  as  re- 
ported In  the  official  bulletin  issued  last 
night.  None  have  yet  jjroved  fatal  and 
the  bulletins  this  morning  from  Infect- 
ed quarters  were  of  a  favorable  na- 
ture. Many  prominent  physicians  be- 
lieve that  if  isolated  cases  appear  in 
the  city  It  is  quite  possible  to  confine 
them  and  make  their  vicinity  proof 
against  Infection  as  has  been  done  in 
St.  Claude  street. 

The  heavy  storms  that  prevailed  yes- 
terday checked  the  work  at  the  camp  of 
detention  at  Fontain.^bleau.     Today  i» 
clear,  however,  and  Supt.  Marshall  and 
the  government  are  pushing  things  to  i 
completion.    Advices  here  are  to  the  ef- 
fect  that   most   of   the       New   Orleans  [ 
company  at  the  springs  will  take  ad-  j 
vantage   of   the   opportunity    presented  I 
to  them  of  getting  back  to  the  city  af- 
ter putting  up  with  the  government  for 
a  few  days. 

One  of  the  fresh  cases  of  yellow  fever 
reported  by  Dr.  Shannon  yesterday  at 
Ocean  Springs  proves  to  be  Miss  Good- 
rich, of  New  Orleans,  a  niece  of  the 
lady  who  nursed  Miss  Schutze,  the  St. 
Louis  lady  who  died  of  the  yellow 
fever.  It  develops  today  that  the  yel- 
low fever  at  Barkley,  Miss.,  was  Im- 
ported from  Ocean  Springs.  Mrs.  San- 
ders, who  was  from  Amsterdam,  died 
in  Ocean  Springs  and  her  body  was 
taken  to  Barkley  in  a  wagon.  Soon  af- 
ter her  husband  and  son  died  at  Bark- 
ley with  the  disease,  together  with  two 
other  persons,  and  other  deaths  are  ex- 
pected. It  is  dally  becoming  evident, 
therefore,  that  the  first  case  of  yellow 
fever  originated  In  Ocean  Springs  and 
that  all  other  points  have  caught  the 
infeotlon  from  that  place. 

Surgeon  Carter  of  the  Marine  hospi- 
tal service  has  returned  from  Barkley 
to  Ocean  Springs.  He  says  that  Bark- 
ley, comparatively,  is  the  worst  strick- 
en place  in  Mississippi.  Dr.  Carter 
has  himself  seen  eight  cases  of  yellow 
fever  although  the  population  of  the 
town  Is  only  200.  There  have  been  four 
deaths  in  ten  days,  the  last  occurring 
.n  Saturday  night  and  other  deaths- 
are  momentarily  expected.  Nearly 
everybody  in  the  town  has  been  sick. 
The  fever  was  Imported  from  Ocean 
Sprngs.  The  town  has  been  cjmpletely 
isolated  and  guards  placed  around  it. 
Vigorous  efforts  are  being  made  to  pre- 
vent the  fever  from  spreading.

Shown  to  Have  Very 

Little  Basis. 


NOT  A  RICH  STRIKE 


Seattle,  Wash..  Sept.  13.— Sulphur 
Creek,  a  branch  of  Dominion  Creek, 
which  is  a  tributary  to  the  Indian  river, 
Is  the  scene  of  the  latest  gold  excite- 
ment in  the  Klondike.  From  accounts 
of  the  new  district  brought  down  on 
the  .schooner  South  Coast,  it  seems  that 
til.-  new  diggings  will  rival  even  the 
famous  Bonanza  and  F:idoradti.  Gold 
wa.-*  found  Just  below  the  surface,  run- 
ning $34  to  the  pan.  Two  men  took  out 
$:iO<.»  in  a  day  by  simply  prospecting 
their  claims-. 

A  stamptde   followed    the   reports   of 
thi-  new  mines   which  reached  Dawson 
City  on  Aug.  15.     In  a  week  500  men  had 
crossed  the     mountains     between     FA- 
dorado  creek  and  Dominion  creek.  They 
traveled    day   and    night,    and    in    two 
weeks  the  whole  stream  was  staked  out. 
This  information,  the     first     authentic 
story  of  Sulphur  creek.   w;as  given  to- 
day by  John  B.  Light,  of  Chicago.  III. 
He  left  Dawson  on  the  steamer  Bella, 
Aug.  IS.     He  owns  a  claim  on  Sulphur 
creek.     He  says:       When  I  first  heard 
vt  the  strike  on  Sulphur  creek.  I  went 
over  the  mountains  to  Investigate  it.     I 
•pent  one  day  with  two  brothers,     the 
llcKinnon     boys,  of  Wellington.    B.   C. 
I  saw  them  take  ».ut  $300  in  one  day 
from  simply  sinking  two  prospect  holes. 
The  formation  is  the  same  as  at   El- 
dorado creek  and  Sulphur  creek,     and 
bears  the  same  relation  to  Dominion  as 
iloes      Eldorado      to      Bonanza.        The 
streams   empty  into  the   Indian   river. 
They  are  just  across   the  divide  from 
Klondike. 

■•Of  course  when  the  news  of  the  new 
discovery  reached  Iiawson  there  was  a 
great  stampede,  and  hundreds  left  the 
Klondike  for  Sulphur  creek.  It  is  all 
staktii  out  now."

THE  MERCHANT  MARINE. 


Some  Figures  About  This  Country's 
Commercial  Craft. 

Washington.  Sept.  13.— The  docu- 
mented merchant  marine  of  the  United 
States  on  June  30  last  numbered  22.633 
vessels,  of  4.769.020  gross  tonsj.  an  in- 
crease of  C.'.,400  tons  over  June  10,  1S»6. 
and  a  decrease  of  275  vessels.  The  ttui- 
nage  of  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  Is 
2,647,796,  a  decrease  of  20,000  tons.  The 
tonnage  of  the  great  lakes  is  1.410  103 
tons,  an  increase  of  86,000  tons.  Pacific 
coast  tonnage  was  virtually  stationary. 
American  sailing  tonnage  has  exceeded 
steam  tonnage  for  the  first  time  In  our 
history.  The  steam  tonnage  on  June  30 
amounted  to  6599  vessels,  of  2,358.558 
tons,  an  Increase  of  51.000  tons  over  the 
previous  year.  Nearly  all  of  this  in- 
crease is  on  the  great  lakes,  where 
steam  vessels  number  1775.  of  977,235 
tons. 

New  York  state  has  the  largest  mer- 
chant marine.  4S57  vessels,  of  1,331,743 
gross  tons,  an  Increase  of  27,000  tons. 
The  state  exempts  from  taxation  its 
tonnage  in  foreign  trade.  Michigan 
second  with  1132  vessels  of  475.602  tons. 
Ohio's  vessels  are  the  largest  and  most 
modern,  r..iS,  of  390.052  tons.  Maine's 
fleet  numbers  1871  vessels,  of  299,592 
tons.  Steel  and  iron  vessels  number 
1023,  of  1,207,222  tons,  an  Increase  of  117.- 
000  tons.  During  the  year  sixty-eight 
iron  or  steel  vessels  of  124,395  tons  were 
built  and  documented. 

Vessels  registered  for  foreign  trade 
number  12.10.  of  805,584  tons.  Of  72.000 
shipments  of  seamen  on  American  mer- 
chant vessels  before  United  States 
shipping  commissioners  for  th>'  last 
fiscal  year,  22.500  were  Americans.  13  t>00 
British,  SWK)  German  and  the  balance  of 
other  nationalities.  Shipments  at  N3W 
York  numbered  23,000:  San  Franci.ico, 
12,500:  Boston.  7700;  Philadelphia,  7000; 
New  Orleans,  4700. 


SOUTH  DAKOTA. 
The  Honiestake  Mining  company  at 
DeaOwood  on  Sept.  2  made  the  largest 
clean-up  of  gold  in  Its  history  for  a  like 
period  of  time.  viz.  fifteen  days.  Eight 
large  bricks  of  bullion  were  refined  and 
shipped  to  thf  sub-treasury  at  New  York 
Ihey  were  valued  at  $190.uo0.  about  $2imjoO 
more  than  tlu-  value  of  any  previou.s 
semi-monthly  tlean-up.  TWs  Increase  was 
otca.sloned  by  the  enlarged  capacity  of 
the  tonipany  mills,  while  it  is  also  under- 
stood th»-  ore  is  improving  in  grade  At 
this  rate  the  output  for  the  present 
month  will  be  jaaO.wW.  or  $4,560,000  yearly 
It  has  been  given  out  that  the  future 
clean  ups  will  equal  the  last  one.  and  u 
has  been  estimated  the  annual  product 
will  be  at  least  $i,u00,000  in  excess  of  anv 
previous  year.

CONDENSED  DISPATCHES. 


Detroit,  Mich..  Sept.  13.— The  Evening 
News  has  investigated  the  Michipicoten 
gold  boom,  having  sent  a  staflF  corres- 
pondent to  Wawa  City  in  the  Algoma 
district  of  Canada,  north  of  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  and  it  has  found  there  is  hard- 
ly any  basis  for  the  boom;  that  there 
are  only  seventy-five  prospectors  In 
the  country;  that  none  of  them  have 
made  any  rich  or  important  strikes; 
that  no  assays  of  the  alleged  gold 
quartz  have  been  made.  The  News 
correspondent  writes: 

The  Michipicoten  gold  hunters  tent- 
ing at  Wawa  City  celebrated  last  night 
when  the  first  newspaper  they  had  seen 
for  a  week  arrived  and  they  read  the 
glowing  accounts  about  the  wonderful 
luck  they  have  been  striking  and  thi* 
excitement  that  their  discoveries  have 
caused  In  the  outside  world.  "A  stu- 
pendous find."  "Beats  the  Klondike." 
"Leads  all,  carrying  gold."  "Four  hun- 
dred prospectors  coming  from  Detroit." 
"Nuggets  as  big  as  goose  eggs."  "Hun- 
dreds of  prospectors  already  on  the 
ground."  These  were  some  of  the 
headlines  that  glared  at  them.  The  first 
man  that  read  doubted  his  eyesight  so 
he  passed  the  paper  along.  After  half 
a  dozen  had  Inspected  It  the  uncertain- 
ty as  to  there  being  a  Wawa  fever  on 
hand  disappeared. 

One  prospector  who  has  staked  his 
claim  and  will  await  developments 
along  with  several  like  him  who  were 
pla.inlng  to  return  today  to  civilization, 
remarked: 

"I  say,  pards,  what  fell?  Let's  stay 
and  have  fun  with  the  tenderfoots.  The 
w  hole  country  must  think  we're  all  mil- 
lionaires. Maybe  we  will  be  yet.  Next 
to  l>eing  a  millionaire  you  know  there's 
nothing  like  feeling  that  people  think 
you're   one.     Let's   keep   up   the  Jig."

It  was  brought  in  prominence  a  few 
months  ago  by  the  expedition  of  Pro- 
fessor  William  Llbbey  of  Princeton, 
who  took  rope-throwing  mortars,  huge 
kites  balloons  rnd  tons  of  apparatus 
to  scale  this  hitherto  inaccessible  table- 
land. The  purpose  of  thv,-  investigations 
has  been  to  determine  whether  the 
summit  of  the  Mesa  was  at  one  time 
inhabited  by  the  prehistoric  Achoma 
Indians.  Professor  Llbbey  reported  no 
evidences  of  occupancy.  Mr.  Hodge's 
explorations  have  brought  different  re- 
Eults,  however,  for  after  scaling  the 
Mesa,  he  spent  some  time  on  the  sum- 
mit, found  a  number  of  fragments  of 
pottery,  arrows,  shell  bracelets,  stone 
axes,  etc..  establishing  conclusively 
that  the  top  of  the  Mesa  was  at  one 
time  inhabited. 

The  explorers  had  not  been  on  the 
summit  of  the  Mesa  five  minutes  before 
Maj.  Pratt  picked  up  a  fragment  of  an- 
cient pottery,  which  indicated  clearly 
that  the  Mesa  had  been  visited,  at  any 
rate  In  former  times,  and  that  Profes- 
ser  Llbbey  was  mistaken  in  his  conclu- 
aions.  During  the  afternoon  and  the 
next  day  Mr.  Hodge  examined  the 
ground  critically,  while  MaJ.  Pratt 
made  a  survey  of  the  Mesa,  and  Mr. 
Vroman  secured  a  number  of  photo- 
graphs. 

All  ve.stiges  of  the  ancient  trail  as- 
cending the  talus  have  been  obliterated. 
This  verification  of  an  Indian  tradition 
notable  for  Inherent  evidence  of  ac- 
furacy  is  peculiarly  gratifying  to  stu- 
dents of  ethnology.

A  bad  freight  train  wreck  occurred  at 
Hanson,  I.  T..  on  the  lion  Mountain  road 
yesterday.  Seven  men  were  killed,  and 
six  others   Injured,    two   fatally. 

Capt.  Cernan  of  the  steamer  Collrldge, 
which  arrived  at  New  York  yesterday 
from  Brazilian  ports,  learned  at  Uahla 
that  the  mutineers  of  the  Amerlian 
schooer  Olive  Pecker  would  be  sent  home 
by  the  United  States  frigate  Lancaster 
on  her  way  home  from  Monteviedo.  The 
OUve  Pecker's  crew  are  held  as  prisoners 
at  that  port  waitlnK  passage  to  the 
I'nltetl  States  to  be  tried  for  murdering 
Capt.  Whitman  and  Chief  Mate  Saunders 
on  the  high  seas  during  the  voj-age  from 
Boston  to  Buenos  Ayres. 

The  chess  tournament  was  opened  at 
Berlin  yesterday.  Twenty  entries  for  the 
international  tournament,  the  first  round 
of  which  will  Ik-  plaved  today,  arc  an- 
nounced. 

A  fierce  hurricane  swept  over  Yokohama 
and  harbor  on  Thurs*day  night,  causing 
severe  fioods,  doing  much  damage  to  prop- 
erty and  followed  by  considerable  loss  of 
life. 

General  Secretary  E.  V.  Smalley  an- 
nounces that  the  executive  committee  of 
the  National  Sound  Money  league  has  ap- 
pointed John  \'.  Farwell,  Jr..  of  Chicago, 
vice  president  of  the  league  for  Illinois. 

Bt-rnard  J.  Treacy,  the  Lexington,  t\.y., 
horseman,  died  In  the  Boston  hospital 
last  night  as  a  result  of  a  fractured 
skull.  He  slipped  and  in  his  fall  struck 
his  head  on  a  stone  step.  He  never  re- 
gained consciousness. 

According  to  a  dispatch  from  Moscow 
Lieut.  Gen.  Baron  von  Shack  has  commit- 
ter suicide  by  shooting  himself  with  a 
revolver  at  Odessa  in  a  fit  of  repent- 
ance. He  was  a  member  of  the  German 
Lutheran  body.  His  religiouB  .connections 
excited  the  suspicion  of  his  supetfurs  and 
they  ordered  him  to  resign  or  to  Join  the 
Russian  orthodox  church.  He  chose  the 
latter  course  and   then  killed  himself. 

A  fire  has  been  discovered  In  the  Broken 
Hill  mine  between  Jamiesens  and  the 
Broad  Kibb  shafts,  in  Australia.  Two 
hundred  men,  who  were  engaged  in  an 
eftort  to  extinguish  the  llames  were  over- 
come by  the  poisonous  fumes.  Fifty  have 
been  brought  to  the  surface  and  ->f  these 
three  are  dead.  Kftorls  to  sulK|ue  the 
fiames  are  being  continued  from  the  top  of 
the  mine. 

Twenty-four  persons,  mainly  spectators 
of  the  great  blast  at  Panuelas  quarry, 
Mexico,  were  instantly  killed  Saturday, 
'ihe  blast  went  oft  and  the  people  rushed 
forward  to  see  the  effects  when  gaseti  In 
the  air  ignited,  causing  an  explosion  with 
terrible  results.  Two  (avalry  men  were 
on  guard  and  were  killed  with  their 
horses.     Many  jieople  were  wounded.

haven't  been  in  the  district  four  days 
This  particular  disappointed  pros- 
pector's proposition  to  remain  was 
agreed  to.  The  bags  full  of  discard- 
ed pieces  of  quartz  that  they  lugged 
until  their  Vmcks  blistered  from  ledges 
back  In  the  hills  were  collected  from 
a  dump  pile.  A  draft  of  a  sign  for  their 
tent  was  made  reading:

Then  they  settled  for  the  night  and 
this  morning  told  off  pickets  to  watch 
the  trail  and  catch  the  tenderfoots  as 
they  came  tramping  in  from  Michipi- 
coten. 

The  basis  for  the  reports  that  seem 
to  have  gone  out  from  the  district  is 
that  there  are  today  probably  seventy- 
five  explorers  instead  of  hundreds  in 
the  sixty-one  miles  stretch  between  the 
mouth  of  Michipicoten  river  and  Mls- 
sinabl,  where  the  next  trading  post  of 
the  Hudson  Bay  company  to  the  north 
Is  located. 

Half  a  dozen  have  been  prospecting 
for  from  one  to  three  months.  The 
rest  have  all  come  within  the  last  two 
weeks. 

Some  twenty  others  have  been  here 
and  filed  applications  for  from  forty  to 
300  acres  that  surveys  about  two-thirds 
rocky  service. 

Not  one  of  the  t.wenty  Is  sure  whether 
his  location  contains  gold  In  good  pay- 
ing quantities.  None  of  them  are  prac- 
tical miners.  Their  rock  is  the  same 
color  and  formation  as  the  rock  on  the 
Dickinson  claim  and  that  is  all  there 
is  to  it. 

The  land  all  belongs  to  the  govern- 
ment and  they  have  sixty  days  in  which 
to  make  the  first  payment.  They  fig- 
ure that  If  the  boom  ever  gets  big  and 
strong  enough  so  they  can  sell  their 
claims  to  persons  who  will  get  excited 
to  the  pitch  of  buying  claims  and  tak- 
ing chances  of  finding  gold  it  ought  to 
be  within  sixty  days. 

If  at  the  end  of  sixty  days  the  boom 
hasn't  grown  they  can  let  their  claim 
slide  and  not  be  out  a  dollar.  Those 
who  are  still  here  have  staked  out 
claims  along  nearly  all  the  15-mlle  shore 
of  Wawa  lake  and  for  from  one  to  five 
miles  back. 

Capt.  Joseph  Ganley,  of  Alnsworth 
&  Ganley.  fishermen  and  vesselmen  at 
the  Soo,  has  taken  up  what  is  known 
as  the  Johnston  claim  of  over  1000 
acres,  which  has  two  miles  of  lake 
front.  It  is  one  of  the  claims  worked 
nearly  thirty  years  ago  by  J.  W.  John- 
ston, of  Detroit,  who  was  backed  by  a 
syndicate  of  100  Detroit  capitalists  and 
spent  a  fortune  exploring  this  region 
with  the  aid  of  expert  geologists. 

This  claim,  like  many  others,  was 
abandoned  and  sold  for  taxes  after 
shafts  had  been  sunk  and  a  stamp  mill 
erected.  It  is  on  the  line  of  rocky 
hills  that  extend  back  from  Wawa, 
where  the  Dickinson  claim  is  located 
and  the  captain  has  hopes  that  the 
Dickinson  vein  reaches  into  his  claim 
Some  tracings  of  gold  have  been 
found  In  a  few  places  on  the  1000  acres, 
and  the  quartz,  as  far  as  examined.  Is 
fairly  rich.  Only  a  few  spots  have  been 
searched  for  tracings,  and  there  may 
be  millions  in  it. 

The  Dickinson  claim  Is  a  spur  which 
Juts  into  the  lake  one  and  one-halt 
miles  across  from  Wawa  City,  and  is 
the  only  pace  where  rich  qtiarta  has 
l>een  found.  The  report  of  Expert 
Mackenzie  was  not  required  to  estab- 
lish the  fact  that  the  quartz  is  ver> 
valuable. 

The  vein  where  the  gold  is  found  ha-^ 
been  broken  on  the  surface  for  perhap- 
150  feet.  The  largest  piece  of  free  gold 
found  anywhere  in  the  vein  Is  about 
the  size  of  a  grain  of  wheat.  Most  of  it 
is  In  specks  no  larger  than  a  grain  of 
sand. 

N.obody  knows  whether  the  gold  ox- 
tends  down  an  inch  or  1000  feet,  or 
whether  It  can  be  found  anywhere  ex- 
cept In  the  IM  feet  that  has  been  un- 
covered. Dickinson  camps  on  the  vein 


and  he  won't  let  a  blast  be  put  In  or 
allow  any  more  of  it  to  be  uncovered. 

Some  Montreal  people  have  an  option 
on  the  vein  anl  forty  acres  around  It, 
until  Sept.  30.  Dickinson  won't  tell  what 
they  have  offered  him  for  the  mine,  but 
friends  of  his  say  that  If  he  can  give  a 
clear  title  to  It,  which  he  won't  be  able 
to  do  without  a  lawsuit,  he  won't  real- 
ize more  than  $ir>.000.  He  has  refused 
a  cash  offer  of  JaOOO  for  It  from  Soo 
people. 

Dickinson  is  of  a  courteous  but  ex- 
citable nature  and  because  he  objects 
to  prospecrtors  taking  a  piece  of  quartz 
even  the  size  of  an  apple  from  the 
claim  he  Is  purposely  annoyed  a  good 
deal.  He  does  not  know  much  about 
minerals. 

A  few  days  ago  the  man  found  a 
rock  that  had  scraped  some  copper 
from  the  hobnails  In  a  prospector's 
boots.  He  was  keyed  away  up  over 
what  he  supjiosed  was  a  copper  dis- 
covery on  his  vein,  until  a  bushwhacker 
came  along  and  dispelled  the  Illusion 
by  scraping  off  the  copper  with  a 
knife. 

Aside  from  the  Dickinson  and  Ganley 
claims  there  are  not  half  a  dozen  places 
In  the  ridge  of  hills  that  surround  the 
lake  where  even  the  smallest  trace  of 
gold  has  been  found.  Nobody  knows 
v.hether  the  hills  have  rich  deposits  or 
not.  or  whether  there  is  gold  In  the 
quartz,  which  only  a  professionl  as- 
sayer  can  find. 

None  of  the  quartz  has  been  assayed. 
There  is  nobody  in  the  district  who  pro- 
fesses to  be  al)le  to  do  so  except  a  gar- 
rulous old  halfltreed.  who  talks  about 
geologizing  and  other  wonderful  things. 
Plenty  of  ledges  are  found  where  the 
quartz  looks  promising  to  a  non-pro- 
fessional eye  and  most  eyes  that  have 
looked  at  It  are  of  that  kind.  It  Is  of 
the  same  formation  as  the  gold-bearing 
quartz  on  the  Dlckin.son  claim. 

The  wealth  of  the  explorers  who  are 
staking  thousands  of  acres  of  it  Is  con- 
sequently  largely  prospective.  If  the 
quartz  veins  open  up  and  show  gold 
the  prospectois  will  all  be  rolling  in 
wealth.  If  they  do  not  they  will  still 
have  rocky  rolling. 

All  the  tenderfoot  explorers  who  have 
come  in  have  the  fever  so  bad  that  they 
are  consumed  with  a  .desire  to  stake  a 
stretch  on  the  side  of  the  hill.  If  they 
can't  get  it  where  quartz  shows  they 
will  take  forty  or  eighty  acres  of  black 
rock,  covered  with  stunted  hemlock 
and  spruce  and  then  proceed  to  build 
air    castles. 

With  only  one  government  surveyor 
In  the  dictrict  to  do  all  the  surveying, 
Joseph  Cozens,  of  the  Soo,  boundary 
lines  of  claims  are  like  Chinese  puzzles 
Some  claims  have  been  staked  out  by 
four  different  prospectors  alternately, 
but  the  claim  jumping  has  been  unin- 
tentional. 

Not  one  prospector  in  ten  who  has 
sent  In  his  application  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  mines  for  a  patent  Is  sure 
that  somebody  else  will  not  be  able  to 
show  priority  of  staking  and  get  the 
claim. 

They  are  all  hoping  either  to  sell  out 
or  that  companies  will  be  formed 
which  will  build  stamp  mills,  and 
demonstrate  that  ail  of  the  white 
quartz  contains  gold. 

For  100  miles  or  more  on  north 
along  a  chain  of  lakes,  the  same  char- 
acter of  hills  is  found.  T.  R.  Harvey, 
steamboat  agent  at  the  Soo,  arrived 
down  last  night  from  Dog  and  Mani- 
touet  lakes,  where  he  says  he  found 
gold  veins  as  rich  as  any  of  the  speci- 
mens taken  from  the  Dickinson  vein. 
He  located  one  claim  on  Dog  lake  and 
christened  it  the  Frances.  It  prom- 
ises to  be  a  bonanza,  he  says. 

The  rocky  formations  there  as  on 
Wawa  lake  are  covered  with  moss  six 
inches  thick  which  makes  prospecting 
very  slow.  In  the  clearings  the  moss 
can  be  burned  oflT,  Jiut  there  are  not 
many  clear  spots. 

There  are  entire  townships  through 
much  of  this  northern  country  that 
contain  white  quartz  that  has  never 
been  prospected.  There  is  no  reason 
yet  advanced  why  Just  as  much  gold 
cannot  be  found  there  as  around  here. 
Gold  tracings  have  at  one  time  or 
another  been  found  at  various  points 
north  of  Lake  Superior  and  from  one 
end  of  the  lake  to  the  other.  Occasional 
traces  have  been  found  in  sand  along 
the  creeks  and  small  rivers. 

C.  J.  Amy,  a  prospector  from  Ottawa 
here  at  Wawa,  has  a  sample  of  this 
placer  gold  which  he  says  will  yield  ?5 
cents'  worth  of  gold  to  the  pan.  He  de- 
clines to  tell  the  location  where  he 
found  the  sand,  but  says  it  isn't  very 
far  away. 

Prospectors  are  panning  sand  in  the 
Michipicoten  river  through  which  the 
waters  of  Lake  Wawa  reach  Lake  Su- 
perior, but  they  haven't  made  any 
strikes  yet:  in  fact,  at  but  one  place 
has  the  faintest  trace  been  found. 

One  prospector  Is  so  sanguine  that 
he  has  applied  to  the  government  for 
permission  to  claim  the  bed  of  Wawa 
lake  for  100  feet  or  so  out  from  the 
shore.      He  hasn't  got  It  yet.

Chicago.  Sept.  13.— Meetings  of  the 
various  branches  of  the  newly  organ- 
ized Social  Democracy  were  held  last 
night  to  discuss  the  recent  Hazleton, 
Pa.,  tragedy,  and  some  decidedly  lurid 
language  was  Indulged  In  by  the  speak- 
ers. Resolutions  were  passed  by 
Branch  No.  2  which  contained  the  fol- 
lowing:

10.  and  we  regard  the  torch 
as  the  most  successful  weapon  to  wield 
against  them." 

Fitzgerald  Murphy,  president  of 
Branch  No.  2,  made  a  speech  In  which 
he  said:  "The  miners  should  carry 
arms  and  us-  them,  too.  The  time  has 
come  to  meet  force  with  force.  I  should 
have  told  them  to  shoot  to  kill.  I  would 
kill  twenty  millionaires  today."

A  TEXAS  HURRICANE. 


Thirty  People  Are  Report  ed 

Killed  at  Port  Arthur  and 

Sabine  Pass-Damages. 

St.  Louis,  Sept.  13.— A  special  to  the 
Post  Dispatch  from  Houston.  Tex. 
says:  Information  has  just  reached 
here  that  a  severe  hurricane  visited  the 
towns  of  Port  Arthur  and  Sabine  Pass 
last  night  and  blew  down  all  the  build- 
ings and  killed  thirty  people.  The 
wires  are  all  prostrated,  and  no  par- 
ticulars have  yet  been  received. 

The  storm  which  led  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  towns  blew  up  about  6 
o'clock  last  evening  from  the  ocean, 
and  by  midnight  was  so  fierce  as  to 
produce  a  tidal  wave  all  along  the  coast, 
completely  wiping  out  both  places. 
Eight  persons  are  known  to  have  been 
drowned  and  twenty  wounded.

There  has  been 
no  case  of  fever  at  Jackson  barracks, 
but  it  was  considered  advisable  to  re- 
move the  troops  to  a  point  where  they 
would  be  beyond  the  danger  of  infec- 
tion.

Novel  Discovery   Made   By   Hennepin 
County  Auditor. 

Minneajiolis,  Sept.  13.— County  Audi- 
tor Minor  has  set  his  foot  down,  and 
will  not  pay  any  more  of  one  certain 
kind  of  refunders.  unless  compelled  to 
do  so  by  mandamus. 

Th  »  tax  laws  of  this  state  are  i>ecul- 
iar  in  many  resjii^ets.  It  is  not  general- 
ly known  that  a  person  might  scheme 
to  not  only  evade  real  estate  taxation, 
but  obtain  10  ^>er  cent  per  annum  on 
an  investment  besides.  Here  is  the  way 
to  do  it:  Have  a  friend  or  relative  take 
I  your  mon-y  and  buy  up  your  property 
for  several  years,  on  a  tax  sate.  Then 
have  him  bring  in  an  action  to  quiet 
title,  and  defeat  him  in  the  action.  The 
court  will  maki-  an  order  giving  you 
the  property,  but  will  order  the  audi- 
tor to  pay  to  your  friend  or  relative 
the  money  he  has  put  in,  with  10  per 
cent  interest.  The  auditor  has  no  way 
to  rea.s.sess  the  property,  and  there  you 
are  with  your  taxes  all  paid  up.  and  a 
nice   little    interest    account    l)esides. 

Several  of  these  orders  have  been 
made  lately,  notably  in  cases  where 
there  was  an  illegal  sale  because  of 
faults  in  the  books.  The  auditor  has 
paid  out  the  money,  and  found  he 
could  not  get  ^.he  tax.  In  order  to  stop 
it,  the  auditor  will  refuse  any  more, 
and  the  tnatter  will  be  carri.d  to  the 
district  court  with  the  first  sitting  of 
the  judges. 

"If  this  thing  keeps  up,"  said  Mr. 
Minor,  "the  county  will  be  without  any 
funds,  and  a  good  lump  of  money  will 
be  lost  in  the  way  of  taxes.  Every 
time  one  is  successful,  another  tries  it. 
and  th-  result  is  that  there  are  a  great 
many  payments  with  interest,  and  the 
treasury  will  suffer.  Again,  it  mixes 
up  the  work  of  the  board  of  tax  levy, 
for  the  tax  is  made  short  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Those  orders  should  b? 
made  to  read  that  the  defendant  can 
have  title  to  the  property  uiion  the 
payment  of  the  taxes,  and  not  other- 
wise."

The  contract  awarded  to  Butler  & 
i:yan  for  the  construction  of  the  state 
capitol  has  not  yet  been  signed,  because 
the  attorney  general  has  addressed  to 
the  commission  a  letter  suggesting  that 
further  action  be  deferred  until  he  has 
a  reasonable  opportunity  to  investigate 
the  question  whether  the  use  of  Georg;,a 
marble  is  not  in  violation  of  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  347  of  the  general  laws 
of  1895.

Council    Likely   to   Go   Into 
That   Question   at    To- 
night's Meeting. 


IRON  VERSUS  STEEL 


Some  Aldermen  May  Oppose 

Appropriation     For     Quo 

Warranto  Proceedings. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  council  this 
evening  it  is  expected  that  the  oft-do- 
bated  question  of  the  comparativt» 
merits  of  riveted  steel  and  casrt  iron 
pipe  for  use  in  the  new  water  system 
will  come  up  again.  The  members  of 
the  waterworks  committee  are.  it  is 
understood,  rather  in  favor  of  cast 
Iron  pii»e.  The  only  objection  t<»  it  with 
them  seems  to  be  the  cost,  with  a  rider. 
This  will  he  met  with  the  a.s.«ertion  that 
a  rider  is  not  necessary  with  cast  iron 
pipe,  despite  the  assertion  of  the  steel 
pipe  men  to  the  contrary.  It  i.s  said 
that  in  Minneapolis  cast  iron  is  lielng 
used  fur  supply  mains  and  that,  up  t.> 
36-inch  pipe,  at  least,  no  rider  is 
deemed  necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  issue  on  the  merits 
of  the  material,  there  will  be  the  ques- 
tion of  the  size  of  pipe  to  be  adopted  in 
case  cast  iron  is  selected  as  the  ma- 
terial. In  view  of  the  fact  that  Founh 
street,  at  least,  will  have  to  be  partly 
supplied  from  the  middle  level  reser- 
voir, some  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee are  inclined  to  think  that  a  ."JO- 
inth  main  from  the  low  level  reservoir 
would  be  ample.  There  is  a  decided 
difference  of  opinion  on  this,  however, 
and  the  debate  may  oe  lengthy. 

A   resolution   will  probably  be  Intro- 
duced appropriating  the  sum   of  $1500 
for  the  costs  of  the  quo  warranto  pro- 
ceedings against  the  gas     and     water 
company.     It  is  understood  that  some 
of  the  aldermen  will  oppose  the  appro- 
priation on  the  score  that  it  will  be  of 
no  benefit  to  the  city  to  prosecute  the 
suit.    They  reason  that  if.  on  the  on.> 
hand,  the  city  buys  the  plant    the  pro- 
ceedings would  be  superfluous,  and.  on 
the  other  hand,  if    the     city    builds  a 
plant  of  Its  own  it  will  crowd  the  old 
company    out.    Other    aldermen    claim 
they  seem  to  ignore  the  matter  of  that 
hydrant  rental  contract,  calling  for  a 
payment  of  125.000  per  year,  with  about 
sixteen  years  yet  to  run.     Without  that 
handicap,   it  is  a  question   whether     it 
would  not  be  found  that  the  company 
would  meet  the  city's  rates.     The  bond- 
holders would  certainly  not     give     up 
without  a  struggle  to  retain  the  busi- 
ness, and  the  city,  very  likely,     would 
not  be  able  to  do  so  much  better  than 
the  company  as  to  induce  consumers  to 
go  to  the  expen.se  of  changing  their  con- 
nections.    Such     is    the     consensus     of 
opinion  that  is  arrayed  against  aban- 
doning the  suit.     There  Is  a  chance  here 
for  a  lengthy  debate.

Leoa  Olsoa  Was  Mardered  By  Her 
Husband. 

The  following  letter  appeared  in  the 
Minneapolis  Times  on  Saturday: 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  an 
article  in  your  issue  for  Aug.  31,  head< 
ed  "He  Doubts  the  Story,"  "Lena  Olson 
Was  Not  Married,"  etc.,  In  which  you 
quote  certain  statements  of  Detective 
Robert  Benson,  of  Duluth,  as  given  by 
the  News  Tribune  of  that  city.  Refer- 
ring to  the  recently  published  account 
of  the  marriage,  Benson  says:  "There 
is  absolutely  no  foundation  to  such  a 
statement."  and  proceeds  to  show  upon 
what  evidence  this  Infallible  (?)  ver- 
dict is  based. 

He  regards  as  proof  positive  that 
they  were  not  married,  the  fact  that 
Lena  Olson  told  three  different  Minne- 
apolis people  (giving  their  names)  that 
she  was  going  to  Duluth  with  Alsop 
because  he  had  $500  to  collect  there;" 
this  done,  "they  were  going  to  Aber- 
deen, S.  D.,  where  it  was  her  intention 
to  ask  her  brother's  advice  concerning 
Alsop's  proposal  of  marriage;"  and 
further,  that  "she  had  previously  ad- 
mitted herself  to  be  afraid  of  him,  and 
gave  the  persons  mentioned  to  under- 
stand that  she  would  not  marry  him 
without  first  consulting  her  brother." 
He  proceeds  further  to  reason  that,  as 
"she  never  lived  to  see  her  lirother  con« 
cerning  the  advisability  of  marrying," 
therefore  such  an  event  never  could 
have  occurred,  and  consequently  "there 
is  absolutely  no  foundation  for  the 
statement,"  etc. 

Now.  this  chain  of  logic  may  be  en- 
tirely conclusive  to  the  mind  of  the  said 
detective,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  evi- 
dence to  the  contrary,  might  be  sup- 
posed to  satisfy  other  people,  as  well; 
but  it  is  not  a  question  as  to  what  Lena 
Olson  might,  could,  would  or  should 
have  done.  It  is  simply  a  question  as 
to  what  she  did  do  in  the  case.  And 
this  can  be  very  easily  settled  by  any 
one  who  cares  enough  about  the  matter 
to  consult  the  records  in  tne  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  district  court  for  Ram- 
sey county. 

A  certificate,  over  my  own  signature, 
countersigned  by  two  credible  wit- 
nesses,wlll  bo  found  on  file  in  said  office, 
setting  forth  the  fact  that  Albert  Aus- 
tin, of  St.  Paul  and  Lena  Olson,  of 
Minneapolis,  were  by  me  united  In  mar- 
riage in  St.  Paul,  Aug.  20,  1894.  In  my 
own  journal  I  find  in  connection  with 
the  record  of  the  marriage  this  memo- 
randum: "Parties  intending  to  take 
the  evening  train  for  Duluth,  en  route 
for  Los  Angeles,  Cal." 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances  in 
the  case,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the 
identity  of  these  parties  with  those  con- 
cerned in  the  Duluth  tragedy  which  oc- 
curred only  three  or  four  days  later. 
He  was  a  man  about  45  years  of  age. 
of  pleasant  speech  and  good  bearing, 
and  stated  that  he  had  been  engaged 
In  grain  speculation  in  St.  Paul  for 
some  time  previous.  She  was  a  mod- 
est appearing  young  woman,  apparent- 
ly from  30  to  35  years  old,  with  a  frank 
open  countenance,  and  a  manner  which 
plainly  indicated  sincerity  of  purpose. 
On  speaking  with  them  both,  as  I  of- 
ten do  on  such  occasion,  of  the  import- 
ance of  together  leading  a  Christian 
life,  she  told  me  with  tearful  eyes  and 
the  utmost  apparent  sincerity  of  voice 
and  manner,  that  she  had  been  brought 
up  in  the  Lutheran  church,  that  she 
felt  she  had  not  always  lived  as  a  true 
Christian  should,  but  that  it  was  her 
desire  to  be  such,  and  that  she  knew 
it  was  the  only  right  way  to  live. 

I  relate  these  facts  in  the  hope  that 
they  may  prove  to  l)e  of  some  satisfac- 
tion, even  at  this  late  date,  to  relatives 
and  friends.  At  the  time  the  murder 
was  reported  in  the  daily  papers,  I 
failed  to  identify  the  names,  not,  of 
course,  dreaming  that  I  had  ever 
known  anything  of  the  parties;  and, 
in  fact,  paying  little  or  no  attention  to 
the  account.  When  I  did  at  length  see 
some  reference  to  the  tragedy  that  ar- 
rested my  serious  attention,  the  names 
appeared  to  be  somewhat  familiar,  and 
at  once  on  consulting  my  record,  the 
shocking  truth  dawned  upon  me. 

I  trust  that  this  statement  on  my  part 
will  suffice  to  set  the  matter  at  rest 
once  and  for  all.

According  to  the  fur 
dealers  only  five  black  foxes  were  sold 
last  year  in  the  whole  world." 


DAMMING  IS  A  FAILURE. 


Does  Not  Help  Navigation  and  Ruins 
Hay  Lands. 

According  to  F.  L.  Vance,  a  merchant 
from  Deer  river  Itasca  county,  the 
Mississippi  river  dams  are  an  expensive 
failure,  says  the  Pioneer  Press: 

"In  the  first  place,"  said  Mr.  Vance 
last  night  at  the  Merchants  hotel, 
"these  dams  do  not  practically  improve 
the  navigation  of  the  river.  Even  now 
boats  are  getting  aground  near  Wi- 
nona, and  if  the  dams  were  opoi^d  the 
rise  in  the  river  here  would  extend  only 
a  few  miles  south  of  St.  Paul  and  would 
accomplish  nothing  worth  speaking  of. 
What  water  starts  from  the  reservoirs 
either  evaporates  or  is  lost  in  the 
sloughs  and  creeks  before  it  can  get  far 
enough  down  the  river  to  help  out  navi- 
gation. In  the  next  place,  the  reser- 
voirs have  ruined  thousands  of  acres 
of  meadows  and  agricultural  lands.  For 
instance,  all  of  the  meadows  and  rice 
fields  of  the  Chippewa  Indians  have 
been  wiped  out.  The  Indians  were 
promised  compensation,  but  they 
haven't  received  a  cent.  Formerly  5000 
tons  of  hay  could  be  cut  about  our 
town.  Now  you  can't  cut  a  single  ton. 
Everywhere  the  land  is  covered  with 
water.  And,  what's  more,  the  reser- 
voirs have  interfered    very    seriously

FRANK  W.  EATON'S  PATENT. 

Invention  Designed  to  Be  Introduced 
In  Office  Buildings. 

A  few  niuniiis  ago  Frank  W.  Eaton 
h.id  u.cisi,,,,  tu  call  un  a  gentleman 
whose  oltiee  is  located  on  an  ui.per  fluur 
uf  a  large  buibling  in  Duluth.  The 
uffice  do.H-  was  l.xked.  He  ealled  again 
and  again  and  ask.d  th.-  elevator  boy 
o.easiunally  if  h.-  was  in,  hoping  to 
sav-  the  time  and  truuble  of  a  ride  to 
th**  roof.  He  received  no  informnion 
and  one^-  w  hile  shouting  skvwarcr  the 
iil.a  suggested  itself  to  him  that  larg^- 
buildings  should  be  filled  with  some 
device  by  which  callers  liaving  business 
with  tenants  cuuld  tell  by  a  glance  at 
the  building  directory  to  be  found  near 
the  grounil  floor  entrane.-  tu  all  ele- 
vators, whether  the  p.  rs.ii  d-sired  was 
in  his  uftice  or  not. 

Mr.  Kat.in  thought  mure  and  more 
on  the  subject  and  finally  evolved  a 
mechanical  dtvic-  which  fills  the  bill. 
It  takes  the  place  of  the  usual  building 
directory,  giving  the  name  and  number 
of  the  office  of  each  tenant.  When  one 
leaves  his  otlice  for  any  length  of  time 
he  can  t«)U(h  an  electric  button  and  his 
absence  and  the  hour  at  which  he  will 
probably  return  \v;!I  be  indicated  on 
the  board  at  the  entrance  to  the  build- 
ing. When  he  renirns.  and  seats  him- 
self at  his  desk  he  a.gain  touches  the 
button  and  the  board  shows  that  he  is 
again  ready  to  receive  callers.  If  it 
is  not  desirable  to  have  an  electrical 
attachment  the  information  desired  can 
be  given  by  the  office  tenant  as  he 
enters  or  leaves  the  building,  and  the 
indicator  on  the  directory  i.uard  moved 
by  hand. 

The  advantages  of  such  a  contrivance 
as  this  are  nui7ierous.  If  a  person  is 
busy  and  does  not  care  to  be  disturbed 
he  can  touch  the  button  and  the  board 
will  warn  would-be  callers  that  it  will 
be  useless  to  take  a  ride  tip  the  elevator. 
And  then  think  how  much  annoyanc<> 
it  would  save  a  man  on  bill  collector 
day.  when  it  is  certain  that  the  majority 
of  his  visitors  will  have  ac<-ounts  to 
present.  Instead  of  faking  to  the  woods 
or  going  out  on  a  fishing  excursion,  he 
comes  to  his  office  as  usual,  touches  the 
proper  button  and  is  secure  from  all 
intrusion. 

And  then  the  invention  will  prove 
very  economical  to  the  owners  of  build- 
ings, for  a  gr.^at  percenta.ge  of  the  ex- 
pense of  operating  the  elevators  would 
I'e  saved.  Many  of  those  who  now  ride 
up  go  to  a  door,  find  it  locked  and  then 
ride  down  again.  This  may  he  rep'=>ated 
two  or  three  times  before  the  person 
wanted  is  found.  It  is  estimated  that 
fully  33  1-3  per  cent  of  the  power  used 
in  the  operation  of  elevators  would  be 
saved  if  those  who  ride  now  and  do  not 
find  the  person  wanted  in  the  office 
should  stnj)  at  the  building  entrance.

THE  MAYOR'S  CONCLUSION. 

Favors  Cast  Iron   Pipe  as  a   Result 
of  His  Trip. 

Mayor  Truelsen  and  Chief  Hansen 
r -turned  from  Minneapolis  yesterday 
noun.  They  are  both  much  pleased  with 
the  recer>tion  and  entertainment  given 
by  the  Minneapolis  city  offlcials.  The 
success  of  the  fair  was  due  in  great 
part  to  the  energy  and  liberality  of  the 
Minneapolis  business  men,  in  the 
mayor's  opinion. 

"Minneapolis  people  are  hustlers."  he 
said.  "Her  business  men  are  of  the 
kind   that    make   cities." 

The  mayor,  as  a  rL-sult  of  his  inter- 
view with  City  Engineer  Cappelen  of 
Minnea|)olis.  is  confirmed  in  his  opin- 
ion that  cast  iron  pipe  is  the  best  for 
the  supply  main  at  least.  The  cast  iron 
mains  he  saw  were  of  36-inch  pipe  or 
smaller,  and  none  of  them  had  riders. 
Mr.  Capp.-len,  the  mayor  says,  stated 
that  it  is  nonsense,  in  his  opinion,  to 
talk  of  riders  with  cast  iron  mains.  In 
the  supply  mains,  running  from  the 
reservoir,  there  was  detected  none  of 
that  ••hammering"  of  the  water,  the 
presence  of  which  is  one  of  the  chief 
arguments  for  the  use  of  riders.  The 
mayor  favors  36-inch  mains,  inasmuch 
as  no  special  castings  will  be  required 
for  that  size.  Thirty-inch  mains  he  re- 
gards as  out  of  the  question. 

Taking  the  Testimony. 

The  testimony  in  the  case  of  the  An- 
derson Lumber  company  vs.  the  tug 
Abbott  and  W.  H.  Singer  is  being  taken 
before  United  States  Court  Commis- 
sioner Pressnell  today.  The  comnanv 
is  suing  to  recover  for  some  lunilier  lost 
from  a  schooner  which  the  tug  Abbott 
was  towing  in  St.  Louis  bay.

SENOR  SAGASTA'S  ADMISSION. 

Says    the     Cuban     Insurrection 
Spreading  Greatly. 

Madrid.  Sept.  14.— Senor  Sagasta,  the 
Liberal  leader,  in  an  interview  on  the 
subject  of  the  Cuban  insurrection,  says 
that  tlie  uprising,  instead  of  dying  out, 
is  spreading  considerably.  In  addition, 
Senor  Sagasta  says,  the  situation  in 
the  Philippine  islands  Is  serious.  Jle 
also  asserts  that  Ihe  Carlist  propa- 
ganda in  Spain  cannot  be  viewed  with 
indifference  and  expresses  the  belief 
that  a  reconciliation  between  the  poli- 
tical parties  In  Spain  is  impossible  as 
long  as  the  Conservatives  are  in  power. 

In  conclusion  Senor  Sagasta  says: 
"In  my  opinion  the  cortes  will  not  meet, 
but  if  they  do  meet  their  existence  is 
ephemeral.  The  Liberal  leader  re- 
fused to  express  himself  regarding  ^'.ij 
relations  between  the  United  Staijs 
and  Spain. 

The  position  of  the  Bank  of  Spain 
continues  to  greatly  eoncern  commer- 
cial circles  owing  to  Its  Immense  note 
circulation.  Paris  exchange  has 
rtached  31..10.  the  highest  on  record.  As 
the  bank  has  lent  the  state  150,.)00 
pesetas  payable  without  Interest  in 
19-'0.  its  affairs  would  become  critical 
In  the  event  of  the  bank  Incunlng  loss- 
es on  loans,  In  the  absence  of  sufficient 
guarantees  against  current  accounts 
and  note  circulation. 


Hazleton.  Pa..  Sept.  14.— Hazleton  is 
awaiting  definite  news  from  Eckley, 
the  mining  village  a  dozen  miles  away, 
which  now  seems  to  be  the  seat  of 
operations.  Immediately  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  last  night's  dispatch  that  a 
numl>er  of  strikers  were  marching  on 
the  Coxe  mines  there  and  that  violence 
has  alieady  been  resorti-d  to  measures 
were  taken  at  brigade  headquarters  to 
send  a  body  of  cavalry  to  the  scene. 
The  governor's  troop  of  Harrisburg 
and  the  Philadelphia  city  troop  were 
split  up  and  half  of  each  body.  In  heavy 
marching  order,  started  at  an  early 
hour  this  morning.  It  Is  a  tiresome  ride 
over  mountain  i)asses  to  Eckley,  which 
lies  in  a  valley. 

Another  troop  of  cavalry  is  kept  on 
the  quivlve  at  headquarters  ready  for 
an  emergency  call.  Meanwhile  a  dis- 
patch from  Roan  Junction,  about  two 
miles  from  Eckley.  confirmed  the  news 
of  the  trouble  and  c<mtalned  the  addi- 
tional information  that  a  body  of  depu- 
ty sheriffs  had  been  sent  to  Eckley  in 
response  to  a  cull  from  the  mine  super- 
intendents thfre.  At  10  ..'clock  this 
morning  no  word  from  the  cavalry 
troops  had  come  to  l)rigade  headquar- 
ters, but  Gen.  Gobin  was  momentarily 
expecting  news,  either  by  telephone, 
or  by  the  flag  signal  system  established 
on  the  hill  tops  throughout  the  environs 
of  Hazleton. 

He  had  already  received  a  telephone 
dispatch  from  the  Jeddo  district  which 
was  not  of  a  reassuring  tenor.  It  stated 
that  100  strikers  from  Coxe's  Drifton 
mine  had  marched  on  Colliery  No.  15. 
with  signs  of  turbulence  and  openly 
vowing  that  they  would  bring  out  the 
men  there.  Arriving  at  the  colliery  the 
marching  men  were  halted  by  E.  B. 
Markle,  who  came  from  the  colliery. 
He  a.<<ked  for  a  consultation  with  the 
leaders  of  the  men  and  after  a  few 
moments'  talk  among  themselves  they 
selected  a  committee  of  three.  At  this 
writing  these  are  in  ronferenc?  with 
Mr.  Markle.  while  the  other  strikers 
are  waiting  on  the  road. 

Gen.  Gobin  said  that  the  cavalry  troop 
was  in  that  neighborhood  somewhere 
and  would  lo  on  hand  if  any  trouble 
aro.se.  Reports  of  this  character  were 
reaching  brigade  headquarters  with 
alarming  frequency  this  morning,  all 
the  trouble  lying  in  the  district  where 
the  Coxe  mines  are  situated.  The  men 
at  Stockton,  about  2000  in  number,  will 
go  out  this  afternoon  after  the  paymas- 
ter has  visited  them.  The  Eberville^ 
Jeddo.  Highland  and  Oakland  mines  of 
the  Markl^s:  and  the  Eckley.  Buck 
Mountain  and  Oneida  mines  of  the 
Coxes,  and  the  Tpper  Lehigh  mine  of 
ex-Congressman  Leisenring  are  all  idle 
today. 

This  leaves  scarcely  a  working  col- 
liery in  the  entire  region,  and  within  the 
next  twenty-four  hours,  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  In  the  neighborhood  of  10  000  men 
will  be  idle.  The  Wilkesbarre  and 
Audenreid  men  who  Hccepted  the  10  per 
cent  increase  offered  them  Saturday, 
and  declined  to  return  to  work  this 
morning,  decided  not  to  do  so.  The 
Beaver  Brook  men,  200  or  300  In  number, 
who  have  been  out  abr)ut  two  weeks,  re- 
turned to  work  this  morning  on  the 
Lhigh  and  Wilkesbarre  wage  scale, 
but  they  are  expected  to  be  forced  out 
again  by  pressure  of  circumstances  be- 
fore much  time  has  passed. 


Demented  Woman   Captured   In 
Woods  Near  Chicago. 

Chicago.  Sept.  14. — A  woman  dement- 
ed and  almost  n^de  was  found  in  the 
woods  near  Melrose  Park  by  some 
fanners  last  night.  The  woman  was  in 
a  teriible  condition  from  exposure  and 
privation,  having  been  living  in  the 
woods  for  at  least  a  month.  Her  de- 
scription Is  said  to  tally  In  many  re- 
spects with  that  of  the  missing  Mrs. 
Luetgert.  Beyond  sending  out  a  full 
description  of  Mrs.  Luetgert,  the  Chi- 
cago authorities  have  taken  no  action 
in  the  matter,  as  they  do  not  believe 
that  the  woman  is  Luetgert's  wife.

Six  Dead    at    Port    Arthur 

and    Ten    Drowned    at 

Sabine  City. 

Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Sept.  14.— Sabine 
City.  Tex.,  is  still  shut  from  the  outer 
world,  as  far  as  can  be  learned  at  this 
point  this  morning  and  the  rumors  to 
the  effect  that  a  tidal  wave  has  wrought 
great  havoc  there,  as  well  as  at  other 
near-by  gulf  towns.  Is  unconfirmed. 
Absolutely  nothing  is  known  by  the 
officials      of      the  Kansas  City, 

Pittsburg  &  Gulf  railway  in  this  city 
of  tht  conditions  of  affairs  at  Sabine 
City,  .although  they  have  put  forth 
every  effort  since  yesterday  to  get  into 
that  place.  A  party  of  rescuers  ordered 
out  from  Beaumont.  Tex.,  from  the 
headquarters  here  yesterday,  reported 
this  morning  that  they  had  been  unable 
to  approach  Sabine  City  nearer  than 
seven  miles,  but  gave  no  inkling  of  the 
condition  of  affairs  there.  A  telegram 
received  over  its  wires  this  morning 
from  Ford  Robinson,  resident  engineer 
of  the  road,  who  was  sent  to  Port 
Arthur  late  yesterday  and  returned  to 
Beaumont.  Tex.,  this  morning,  after 
making  an  investigation  of  the  situation 
at  Port  Arthur,  reports  six  killed,  three 
injured  and  about  $25,000  property  dam- 
age at  that  place.  The  wires  to  Port 
Arthur  are  also  still  prostrated.

According  to  the  report  of  Engineer 
Robertson  the  storm  cime  up  ai>out  6 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  it  was  at 
its  height  from  6:30  till  10:30.  the  wind 
at  its  highest  blowing  at  a  velocity  oi 
seventy-five  miles  an  hour.  The  Sabine 
hotel,  a  75-room  structure,  was  dam- 
aged about  $700  by  flying  debris,  the 
roof  was  blown  off  the  Natatorlum  and 
the  trusses  tumbled  down,  one  end  was 
blown  out  of  the  railroad  company's 
stable,  the  doors  of  the  Pittsburg  & 
Gulf  roundhouse,  in  which  the  section 
boss  and  his  family  had  taken  refuge, 
were  blown  in  and  the  structure  finally 
collapsed.  Those  inside  escaped  unin- 
jured, or  only  slightly  so. 


Satisfactory   Result  of   the 
Government's  Third  Ship- 
ment of  Butter. 


Washington.  Sept.  14.— The  secretary 
of  agriculture  has  received  complete 
reports  from  the  third  experimental 
shipment  of  butter  to  London  by  his 
department.  This  consisted  of  a  lot  of 
Minnesota  creamery  butter  in  50-pound 
boxes  and  tubs,  and  a  lot  of  Massachu- 
setts creamery  butter  In  small  tubs, 
family  packages  and  fancy  prints.  The 
export   was  made  In  June. 

It  cost  2.Vi  <'ents  a  pound  to  carry  the 
butter  from  Central  Minnesota  to  Lon- 
don, by  the  single  ton,  with  the  best 
refrigerator  accommodations  all  the 
way.  excepting  short  transfers.  The 
transportation  from  Western  Massa- 
chusetts cost  rather  more,  because  of 
the  absence  of  a  refrigerator  car  line 
to  New  York,  and  tke  necessity  of  pay- 
ing expressage.  This  butter  was  all 
placed  by  the  daptrement  agent  in  Lon- 
don. In  the  hands  of  retail  dealers. 
They  paid  from  15  to  1914  cents  per 
pound  for  It.  the  same  butter  being  then 
worth  15  cents  In  New  York.  The  whole- 
sale price  of  Danish  butter  was  about 
20  cents  in  London  at  the  time.  It  was 
all  retailed  to  consumers  at  24.  25  and 
26  cents  per  pound,  most  of  it  at  zf> 
cents.  This  was  the  same  as  the  retail 
price  of  the  best  Danish,  which  leads 
the   London   market   for   salted   butter. 

The  retailers  upon  being  convinced 
of  the  high  quality  of  the  Minnesota 
butter,  paid  the  same  price  for  it  in 
tubs  as  in  the  favorite  "Australian" 
or  cubical  box.  Six  different  dealers 
took  the  Minnesota  butter,  at  a  uni- 
form price  of  18  1-5  cents  per  pound. 
It  cost  about  16  cents  delivered  to  the.se 
London  dealers.  The  Massachusetts 
butter  was  of  equal  quality,  and  al- 
though some  of  It  sold  to  dealers  at 
19»/^  cents,  the  small  packages  were 
not  liked  by  the  trade.  This  butter 
was  worth  20  cents  for  local  sale  in  the 
neighborhood  where  made.  Thus,  as 
in  other  cases,  the  Western  creamery 
butter  was  sold  at  a  fair  profit,  over 
2  cents  per  pound,  while  the  New  Eng- 
land creamery  butter  was  sold  In  Lon- 
don at  less  than  it  would  have  brought 
at  home. 

The  London  retailer's  margin  for  pro- 
fit— 6'/s  to  10  cents,  and  about  7  cents  on 
an  average — was  too  great.  The  con- 
sumer paid  twice  as  much  for  the  Min- 
nesota butter  as  the  creamery  in  that 
state  received  for  it— and  of  what  the 
buttter  cost  the  consumer,  the  farmer 
who  supplied  the  cream  got  less  than 
two-fifths.

Make  the  Miners  Desist   From  Acts 
of  Violence. 

Hazleton,  Sept.  14. —  Widespread  as 
is  the  strike  in  the  Hazleton  region 
there  has  been  no  concerted  action  by 
the  men  at  the  different  mines.  All 
the  strikers  are  working  for  the  same 
end— an  Increase  of  about  10  per  cent  in 
wages— but  they  go  about  it  as  separ- 
ate clans.  Some  of  them  are  raising 
a  side  issue  about  the  company  store, 
where  they  are  subject  to  its  abuses. 
l>ut  others  have  no  complaint  of  this 
nature  to  make.  At  the  Coxe  Brothers' 
mines  at  Drifton,  Stockton  and  Eck- 
ley the  men  are  paid  In  cash.  They 
had  been  uneasy,  however,  for  some 
time,  and  this  uneasiness  resulted  in 
about  300  men  at  Eckley  joining  the 
strikers  yesterday  afternoon. 

To  a  great  extent  the  strikers  have 
been  restrained  from  open  acts  of  vio- 
lence by  the  priests,  whose  influence 
prevails  to  a  remarkable  degree.  At 
several  turbulent  meetings.  wl^ioh 
threatened  to  end  in  bloodshed,  ihe 
prelates  have  gone  among  the  excited 
foreigners  commanding  silence  and 
forcing  them  back.  They  warn  the" 
men  that  to  destroy  local  companies' 
property  Is  onjy  to  take  food  from  their 
own  mouths  by  shutting  off  future  em- 
ployment. The  priests,  hojiever.  have 
no  plea  of  mercy  for  the  sheriff's  depu- 
ties who  shot  the  men  at  Latimer,  and 
some  of  them  are  active  members  of 
the  committee  that  Is  to  push  the  mur- 
der charges  In  court. 

It  Is  now  certain  that  ho  attempt  will 
be  made  to  arrest  the  deputies  so  long 
as  troops  are  camped  at  Hazleton. 
Gen.  Goliin's  declaration  that  he  -vill 
protect  the  sheriff's  men  just  as  long 
as  he  is  in  command  has  cooled  the  ar- 
dor of  these  men.  who  were  for  going 
about  the  matter  hastily.  The  strike 
leaders  and  their  attorneys  deny  the 
right  of  Gen.  Gobin  to  enforce  such  an 
order,  but  they  admit  that  he  has  the 
power.  District  Attorney  Fell,  It  is  said, 
is  against  an  Immediate  serving  of  the 
warrants,  though  he  is  interested  in 
the  prosecutions.  Several  of  the  depu- 
ties, who  left  the  town  immediately 
after  the  bloody  affray,  are  known  to 
be  in  Philadelphia  and  Easton.  outside 
of  Gen.  Gobin's  territory,  but  it  is  not 
likely  that  they  will  be  arrested  any 
sooner  than  those  who  are  under  mili- 
tary protection.

Are  Charged  With  Theft. 

Frank  Jorosek  and  Vamin  Lowlleg 
two  lads  of  15  years  of  age.  were 
brought  in  from  New  Duluth  this  after- 
noon by  Officer  Provinski.  charged  with 
the  larceny  of  $3.50  from  the  ticket  of- 
fice in  the  depot  at  that  place.  The 
theft  was  committed  during  the  tem- 
porary absence  of  the  agent  this  morn 
ing.  The  prisoners  had  been  hanging 
around  there  for  some  time  and  «uspi- 


thls   morning    cion  pointed  to  them. 


NO  PRISONS  IN  ICELAND. 
In  Iceland  there  are  no  prisons,  and 
the  Inhabitants  are  so  honest  in  their 
habits  that  such  defences  to  property 
as  locks,  bolts  and  bars  are  not  re- 
quired; nor  are  thera  any  police  in  the 
island,  says  the  Boston  Transcript.  Yet 
its  history  for  1000  years  records  no 
more  than  two  thefts.  Of  these  two 
cases,  one  was  that  of  a  native,  who 
was  detected  after  stealing  several 
sheep,  but  as  he  had  done  so  to  supply 
his  family,  who  were  suffering  for 
want  of  food,  when  he  had  broken  hlJ 
arm,  provisions  were  furnished  to  them 
and  work  was  found  for  him  when  able 
to  do  it.  and  meanwhile  he  was  placed 
under  medical  care;  but  the  stigma  at- 
tached to  his  crime  was  considered  suf- 
ficient  punishment. 

The  other  theft  was  by  a  German, 
who  stole  seventeen  sheep.  But  as  he 
was  in  comfortable  circumstances,  and 
the  robbery  was  malicious,  the  sentence 
passed  upon  him  was  that  he  should 
sell  all  his  property,  restore  the  value 
of  what  he  had  stolen  and  then  leave 
the  country  or  be  executed;  and  he  left 
at  once. 

But.  though  crime  is  rare  in  Iceland 
and  its  inhabitants  are  distinguished 
for  lionesty.  and  purity  of  morals,  there 
is.  of  course,  provision  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  Justice,  which  consists,  first 
of  all.  in  the  sheriff's  courts;  next,  by 
appeals  to  the  court  of  three  judges  at 
Reykjavik,  the  capital;  and,  lastly.  In 
all  criminal  and  most  civil  cases,  to  the 
supreme  court  at  Copenhagen,  the  capi- 
tal of  Denmark,  of  which  kingdom  the 
island  forms  a  part.  The  Island  of 
Panaris  (one  of  the  Llpari  group),  is 
equally  fortunate  in  having  neither 
prisons  nor  lawyers,  and  being  abso- 
lutely destitute  of  both  paupers  and 
criminals.

-Wheat  opened  (Urong 
tocluy  at  an  advance  .f  about  Ic,  Decem- 
ber starting  at  ','5 V '*f.  compared  with 
yesterday's  closing  pri<-.>  of  94ig.'i|i4(..  The 
market  was  helped  l>y  the  unexpected 
steadiness  of  cables  and  by  the  bullish 
foreign  crop  advices.  The  French  of- 
ficial crop  reports  showed  a  wheat  short- 
age of  S5.50(».<HH)  bus.  the  Italian  report 
showed  a  .itt.ouo.oOO  bus  shortage,  and  there 
were  more  reports  of  locusts  in  Argen- 
tine. On  the  other  hand.  Northwest  re- 
cepta  were  enormous,  lt»l  cars.  Traders 
who  went  home  short  yesterday  were  the 
best  buyers.  There  was  some  decline  on 
realizing  at  the  opening  advance,  but  the 
market  soon  turned  strong  again.  Lib- 
eral export  engagements  were  reported 
from  the  Seaboard.  December  sold  at  y5%e 
Immediately  after  the  opening,  declined 
to   94T»c    and   reacted    to   i«>c. 

In  about  the  time  it  would  take  to  g*t 
the  Chicago  opening  c|uotations  to  Liv- 
erpool and  the  response  from  them  back 
again,  the  price  over  there  was  found  to 
have  risen  Id.  or  to  a  point  %d  above 
the  price  at  the  dose  the  day  before.

NEW  USE  FOR  WHALEBONE. 

Whalebone  has  become  so  scarce  of 
late  years  and  the  pursuit  of  the  whale 
Is  so  dangerous  that  substitutes  for  the 
material  have  been  sought  for  far  and 
wide.  Meanwhile,  says  the  Dry  Goods 
Economist,  a  material  far  superior  for 
many  purposes  to  whalebone  was  going 
to  waste.  The  producer  of  this  ma- 
terial is  the  turkey,  and  from  it  the 
most  perfect  "whalebone"  is  now  made. 

The  tall  feathers  of  turkeys  and 
those  that  grow  on  the  second  and  third 
Joints  of  the  wing  are  used  to  make 
leather  dusters,  and  there  is  a  largt 
demand  for  them,  but  heretofore  It  was 
supposed  that  feathers  of  the  first 
wing  Joint  were  absolutely  useless 
The  wings  have  a  full  growth  of  plum- 
age only  on  one  side,  and  the  quill  l^ 
particularly  thick  and  strong.  These 
feathers  are  therefore  entirely  unfit  for 
use  in  the  duster,  and  the  manufac- 
turers used  to  cart  them  out  to  the 
refuse  heaps  or  put  them  Into  the  fur- 
nace for  fuel. 

It  Is  from  this  despised  feather  that 
the  new  "whalebone"  come*. 

The  quill  is  stripped  of  its  plumage, 
cleaned  and  reduced  to  fiber,  which  is 
built  into  a  foundation  of  round  cord, 
from  which  the  new  "whalebone"  is 
made.  The  finished  product  is  in  all 
widths  and  in  all  degrees  of  stiffness, 
and  has  one  great  advantage  over  the 
real  whalebone — it  did  not  grow  in  the, 
darkness  and  dampness  of  the  ocean, 
and  therefore  does  not  get  brittle  when 
exposed  to  light  and  heat.

The  significant  thing  is  that  the  sher- 
iff constantly  referred  In  his  exculpa- 
tory statement  to  the  fact  that  the 
strikers  were  mainly  foreigners  and 
that  the  Detroit  paper  also  dwells  upon 
this  feature  of  the  tragedy.  This  i* 
the  significant  point— not  that  the  strik- 
ers are  foreigners,  but  that  this  fact 
is  mentioned  as  a  sort  of  excuse  for 
shooting  them  down.  The  sheriff's 
statement  presumes  that  their  lives 
are  less  sacred  than  those  of  other  la- 
borers and  that  they  are  not  entitled  to 
equal  protection  with  native-born  citi- 
zens. The  Chicago  Chronicle  replies 
to  this  contention  in  the  following  vig- 
orous style: 

"Let  us  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
these   men,   whether   they   were   Slavs, 
Huns,  Asiatics  or  Saxons,  are  here  and 
are  as  fully  entitled   to   the  protectbrn 
of   law    as    any   other   residents.    Such 
statement    is    not    incompatible     with

AMEKU.\N   INVENTOH.S. 

The    extent    to    which    the    Inventive 
genius  of  the  American  people  is  being 
developed    is    shown    by    the    constant 
increase  in  the  business  of  the  patent 
office.      The  statistics  for  the  last  fis- 
cal year  show  that  hard  times  have  no 
depressing    effect    upon    Inventive    ac- 
tivity.     There  were  47,747  applications 
during  the  year  ending  June  30  last,  for 
patents,  designs,  trademarks,  etc.,  and 
2.'J,994  were  granted.  The  commissioner 
of  patents  states  that  a  greater  num- 
ber   of   applications    for    patents    were 
filed  during  the  year  1896  than  in  any 
previous    year    in    the    history    of    the 
patent  office  and  yet  the  number  filed 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1897  has 
exceeded  by  more  than  7  per  cent  the 
number   received    in    the   first    half   of 
IS96.       From   Jan.    1,    li>97,    to   June  "30 
there    were    filed    2.'»,559      applications. 
During  the  same  period  the   total   re- 
ceipts of  the  office  were  over  $722,000,  a 
gain   of   $102,000    over   the   six    months 
immediately   preceding.       The   increase 
in  receipts  is  a  notable  feature  of  the 
year's  business  and  Commissioner  But- 
terworth    calls   attention   anew    to    th^ 
fact   that   the   total   net    receipts   over 
expenditures  standing  to  the  credit  of 
the  patent  office  in  the  treasury  amount 
to  over  $5,000,000. 

Although  the  business  of  the  patent 
office  has  greatly  increased,  the  clerical 
force  remains  the  same  as  six  years 
ago  and  an  increase  is  necessary.  In 
crowding  the  work,  the  commissioner 
says,  it  occurs  that  the  examinations 
may  not  be  as  thorough  as  they  ought 
to  be  and  inasmuch  as  inventors  have 
provided  a  fund  ample  to  employ  a 
force  sufficient  to  insure  efficiency  and 
promptness  in  the  dispatch  of  business, 
the  appropriation  of  the  fund  so  pro- 
vided should  be  adequate  to  the  just 
requirements  of  the  bureau.  It  is  cer-

The  reports  .state 
I  hat  the  deputies  were  not  content  with 
the  first  deadly  volley,  but  that  they  con 
tinned  to  fire  while  the  strikers  were  fly- 
ing In  panic  terror  from  the  scene  of 
slaughter.  Due  all<jwance  must  be  made 
for  the  f«'rvor  of  the  correspondents. 
15ut  even  after  we  have  discountctl  the 
reports  freely  and  taken  into  account  the 
ignorant  and  lawless  character  of  thf 
Huns  composing  the  mob.  we  can  find  no 
legitimate  excuse  for  the  .severity  of  th;- 
sheriff  and  his  men.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  not  one  deputy's  name  aji- 
jiears  in  the  list  of  killed  or  seriously 
wounded.  How.  then,  can  this  sheriff  pre- 
tend that  sufficient  danger  existeu  to 
warrant  such  destruction  of  human  life 
as  would  be  defensible  only  In  time  of 
war  or  of  great  public  danger?

Some  Time  Spent  In   Kicking 

Against    Them — Mayor 

Writes  a  Letter. 


The  meeting  of  the  council  last  even- 
ing: passed  off  without  any  especially 
noteworthy  incidents.  The  award  of 
thf  contract  for  furnishing  and  laying 
supply  main  pipe,  36-inch  cast  iron,  to 
Engle  &  Osman,  at  $TS.S36.60.  was  re- 
ported by  the  board  of  public^ works. 
Contrary  to  expectation,  the  award  was 
Ti  't  a^ted  upon,  the  \v;itt>rw(irks  com- 
mittee showing  a  disposition  to  think 
ovtr  the  matter  for  a  while. 

-Alderman  Dahl  want-.d  tiu-  commit- 
tov  to  rer>ort  on  thf  award  at  once,  so 
thai  no  time  need  l»e  lost.  Alderman 
Howiiy.  in  lnhalf  of  thf  committee, 
evinrtil  a  willingness  to  have  the  mat- 
ter discussed  by  the  iduncil  before  the 
committee  acted,  whereupon  Alderman 
Dahl  made  a  motion  that  the  award  l>e 
confirmed,  in  order,  he  said,  to  afford 
the  opportunity  for  discussion  at  once. 
This  effort  to  hasten  matters  failtd, 
however,  the  motion  receiving  no  see^ 
ond.  and  the  award  went  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

Fire  departmt  m  matters  served,  as 
usual,  to  stir  things  up  for  a  while.  Al- 
derman Sans,  Mhose  ire  had  been 
stirred  by  a  bill  for  mattresses  at  $13.50 
each,  amounting  to  ?;;;o.  and  for  $71 
w«  rth  of  sponges,'  offered  a  resolution 
n quiring  the  fire  commissioners  to  file 
with  their  monthly  reports  statements 
of  articles  required  for  the  ensuing 
month.  He  said  this  was  no  time  for 
»uch  luxuries  as  mattresses  at  that 
price,  when  the  wages  of  drivers  had 
just  been  cut  $5  per  month.  It  was  time 
to  check  the  extravagance  of  the  com- 
missioners. Alderman  Simiison  twitted 
Alderman  Sang  with  the  remark  that 
tne  latter's  committee  had  been  audit- 
ing these  extravagant  bills. 

"Yes,"  chimed  in  Alderman  Crassvvel- 
ler.  "it  seems  to  m-  that  the  claims  and 
accounts  committee  has  no  more  re- 
spect for  the  council  than  the  fire  com- 
missioners have." 

This  arraignment  of  the  great  stick- 
ler for  the  councils  dignity  in  all  ques- 
tions where  the  fire  department  was 
concerned  raised  a  laugh. 

Alderman  Jefferson  rubbed  the  liack 
of  his  beard  and  gazed  reproachfully 
at  Alderman  Crassweiler.  Alderman 
Sang,  however,  was  not  the  man  to  rest 
quiet  under  such  an  insult  as  that  of 
being  placed  in  the  same  category  with 
such  vile  caitiffs  as  the  fire  commis- 
sioners. He  was  on  his  feet  in  an  in- 
stant. 

"Oh.  yes."  said  he.  "Alderman  Crass- 
weiler has  great  respect  for  the  council 
when  he  has  an  ax  to  jjrind.  He  has, 
got  what  h^^  wants— 1000  feet  of  hose 
and  an  expensive  table,  a  table  that  cost 
$S  for  the  I..akeside  fire  hall,  and  some 
chairs.   t"o." 

"Well.  I  am  not  to  blame  for  that;   1 
didn't  pudit  the  bills  for  that  table  and 
those  chairs,"  was  Alderman  Crasswel- 
ler's    retort.

Alderman  Jefferson  then  oflfered  a 
resolution  that  there  be  published  in 
The  Herald  a  notice  that  the  council 
'.vould  pay  no  more  bills  for  fire  de- 
partment supplies  contracted  by  the 
commissioners  unless  the  purchase 
should  have  l>een  approved  by  the  coun- 
cil before  it  was  made.  Alderman  Sam; 
seconded  it. 

The  chair  remarked  that  the  resolu- 
tion was  in  direct  violation  of  the  char- 
ter. 

Alderman  Jefferson  replied  that  it 
would  serve  to  put  a  check  on  the  com- 
missioners, charter  or  no  charter.  The 
resolution  was  carried  and  was  then 
moved  for  reconsideration  by  Alderman 
Crassweiler.  who  said  such  a  resolution 
was  nonsense  He  moved  that  it  be 
tabled  and  the  motion  was  carried. 
CANNOT  BE  REPE.\LED. 
The  city  attorney  submitted  an  opin- 
ion on  the  Prindle  gas  ordinance.  The 
resolution  repealing  the  ordinance  was 
of  no  effect,  the  opinion  stated,  and  the 
county  would  have  to  settle  the  ques- 
tion of  its  validity.  In  order  to  ?how 
failure  of  consideration,  the  considera- 
tion alleged,  the  taking  of  $150,000  of 
4  per  cent  water  and  light  bonds,  would 
first  have  to  be  shown  by  the  testimony 
of  ni|ie  aldermen  who  voted  for  the 
measure.  It  would  be  difficult,  in  his 
opinion,  the  city  attorney  stated,  to 
adduce  such  evidence.  Also,  the  fran- 
chise could  not  be  forfeited  in  the  hands 
of  an  assignee  taking  the  franchise 
without  actual  notice  of  a  considera- 
tion not  expressed  In  the  ordinance. 
The  franchise  is  not  exclusive,  it  was 
stated,  and  the  city  can  build  another 
plant,  or  it  might  serve  the  90  days 
notice  to  lay  pipe  in  the  water  works 
trenches  and  declare  the  franchise  for- 
feited in  case  the  beneficiaries  did  not 
make  the  prescribed  payment. 

There  was  received  from  Attorney  II. 
F.  Greene  a  bill  of  $362.50  costs  taxed  to 
the  city  on  invalidated  Lakeside  as- 
sessments. This  sample  of  the  fruit  of 
the  present  charter  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  claims  and  accounts. 

Alderman  Simpson  introduced  a  reso- 
lution directing  the  city  attorney  to  en- 
force a  judgment  of  $4543.43  recently  ob- 
tained by  the  city  aeainst  the  street 
railway  company.  Alderman  Simpson 
remarked  that  an  official  of  the  stre-t 
railv.ay  company  had  recently  asserted 
that  the  city  is  bankrut»t.  and  it  seemed 
proper,  in  that  case,  that  his  company 
should  pay  the  ci-ty  what  it  owes  to  help 
the  latter  pay  its  debts. 

The  city  attorney  advised  that  the 
best  way  to  collect  the  judgment  would 
be  to  have  a  receiver  appointed,  and 
the  motion  which  contemplated  the  is- 
suance of  an  execution,  was  lost.  The 
city  attorney  said  that  the  company 
had  represented  that  i*^  could  not  pay 
the  amount,  and  a  receiver  will  prob- 
ably be  asked  for.

on  the  tax  extension  law  was  received 
and  referred  to  the  city  attorney: 

To  the  llon.irable  City  Council:  Oen- 
tlemen~I   w<»uld   respectfully  call  your 
att!  iitioii  to  th.    law  passed  at  the  last 
set;.siori   of   111,-  state  legislature  in   re- 
gard to  the  payment  of  delinquent  taxes 
of  l!^;<5,  and  prior  years.    Said  law  pro- 
vides  that   taxes   majf   be   paid   up   to 
June'l.  1898,  without  interest  and  p,  n- 
altieg.     No  duubt  It  was  the  intent   of 
the  law  to  give  special  Inducements  to 
delin«iuenl  taxpayers  to  pay  their  back 
taxes  and     thereby     not     only     relieve 
themselves,    but    it    Would    also    relieve 
the  franchises  of  the  county  and  city; 
but  in  place  of  the  law  being  a  relief  to 
th.-  county  and  city,  it  has  had  a  ten- 
dency   to   lower    the    receipts    of   delin- 
quent taxes,   because  every  delimiuent 
tjtxpayer  that  takes  advantage  of  this 
law  will   let  his  taxes  run  unpaid  just 
as  long  as  he  <  an,  and  as  th'^  sale  of  the 
delinquent  taxes  is  not  i.cia  until  May, 
lW*;t.  very  few.  if  any,    of  the  delinquent 
taxes  will  be  paid  until  that  time,  and 
it  is  very  doubtful  if  any  are  paid  then, 
because?  the  law  provides  that  i>roi>erty 
may  l»e  bid  in  at  that  sale,  if  no  higher 
bid  is  received  than  for  the  state  taxes, 
thereby  wiping  out  all  the  county  and 
city   taxes.    This   is   an   infatnous   law. 
in  so  far  that  large  holders  of  propertv 
are   the  only  class  that   can   and   will 
take  due  advantage  of  it    and  thereliy 
again  unload  the  indebtedness  on     the 
people  that  have  paid  their  taxes,  and 
unless  something  is  done  it  will  bank- 
rupt the  city  and  county.     No  objection 
would  have  been  made  if  the  law  merely 
extended  the  time  and  abated  penalty 
and  mterest  as  an  inducement   to  pay 
up.  as  such  a  law  w<mld  have  relieved 
the  taxpayers  and  county  and  city;  but 
to  make  the  state  a  preferred  creditor 
and  wipe  out  hundreds  and  thousands 
of  dollars  of  county  and  city  taxes.  I>e- 
cause  the  county  and  city  are  helpless 
and    cannot    protect    themselves   is   an 
outrage,  and  if  the  bill  had  been  under- 
stood  it   couM   have  never  passed   the 
legislature.     It   was  a  "wolf  in  sheep's 
clothing."     It  looks  so  innocent,  but  no 
doubt  it    was   well   understood     by     its 
promot.  IS.     It  seems  to  me  that  such 
a  law  must  be  unconstitutional,  l>ecau.se 
it   taxes  one  class   of  citizens    for   the 
b  neflt  of  another,  and  mak€>s  the  state 
a   preferred   creditor.     I   am   creditably 
informed  that  outside  property  owners 
that    wanted    to   pay  their   taxes    hav' 
been  advised  not  to  do     so     by     their 
agents,    that   are   located   here.     Under 
the  circumstances  you  will  admit  that 
something  should  be  done  to  relieve  us 
of  the  embarrassing  position  in  which 
we  find  ourselves.     If  the  law  is  con- 
i^titutlonal  we  should  know  it  as  soon 
as  possible  so  that  we  may  devise  ways 
and  means  of  protecting  our  interests; 
if  constitutional,   then   I  am  sure  thai 
immediate  relief  could  lie  oi)tained. 

The  county  commissicners  have  poxver 
to  abate  penalty  and  interest  on  delin- 
quent taxes.  Supposing  the  law  is  held 
unconstitutional,  the  county  commis- 
sioners could  pass  a  resolution  abating 
interest  and  penalties  if  taxes  are  paid 
within  a  short  time,  say  within  thirty 
or  sixty  days.  This,  I  am  sure,  would 
bring  thousands  of  dollars  of  taxes  in 
the  county  and  city  treasury.  In  a 
conversation  with  County  Auditor 
Halden  we  reached  the  conclusion  that 
a  suit  should  at  once  be  started  to  test 
the  law,  which  may  be  done  in  this  way: 
Supposing  a  taxpayer  should  offer  to 
pay  his  taxes  under  this  law;  th.» 
county  auditor  would  refuse  to  act, 
claiming  the  law  unconstitutional.  Pro- 
ceedings could  be  In.stigated  at  once, 
and  in  that  way  the  case  can  be  brought 
l)efore  the  supreme  court  in  October. 
The  expense  should  be  paid  by  the 
county  and  city,  because  both  are 
vitally  interested  and  no  time  should 
l>e  lost  in  beginning  the  proceedings. 
Therefore  I  would  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  a  committee  be  ajipointed  by 
your  honorable .  body,  with  power  to 
act.

Timber  Cutting  on  Government  Land  I 
Without  Authority. 

About  two  weeks  ago  one  Joseph  An- 
drle,  a  West  Superior  timber  contrac- 
tor,  accompanied  by  James  Scott,   the  | 
well-known    "squaw   man"    of 
applied  to  Government  Farmer 
for    permission    to    cut   Norway   l>ilin 
from  the  allotment  of  Eliza  Scott,  wife 

of  the  aforementioned  James,  on  sec- 
tion 5-48-17,  near  Pine  Grove,  being  an 
Indian  allotment,  says  the  Cloquet 
Pine  Knot.  Scott  asked  permission  to 
cut  and  sell  the  timber  to  Andrie.  Per- 
mission was  refused  by  the  farmer  in 
the  most  exiilicit  terms;  he  also  showed 
them  his  instructions,  received  from 
the  department  through  the  agent, 
Capt.  Scott,  absolutely  prohibiting  the 
cutting  of  any  timber  whatever  upon 
either  alloted  or  unalloted  lands  em- 
braced in  the  reservation,  without 
specific  instructions  from  the  agent. 
Their  ears  to  hear  all  this  did  Scott  and 
Andrie  seriously  incline.  They  then 
took  their  departure,  and  the  farmer 
thought  no  more  of  it  for  a  week. 
At  the  end  of  that  time  it  wfts  recalled 
!  rather  forcibly  to  his  mind  by  the  infor- 
I  mation  that  pile  making  was  proceed- 
ing with  great  vigor  on  section  5-48-17 — 
the  express  prohibition  of  the  United 
States  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing. On  Sunday,  Sept.  .1,  accompanied 
by  Indian  Policemen  Laduke  and  Bea- 
ver, the  farmer  went  to  Sawyer  to  in- 
vestigate.

A  Logging  Railroad  Almost  to  Rainy 
Lake  City. 

The  last  issue  of  the  Rainy  Lake 
Journal  contains  tho  following: 

"Did  you  know  that  an  American  rail- 
road has  been  quietly  pushing  its  way 
through  the  woods,  headed  for  these 
gold  fields,  and  that  its  terminus  today 
is  less  than  fifty  miles  from  Rainy 
Lake  City,  and  that  from  the  terminus 
here  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  fin« 
ish  it  in  ninety  days  If  the  company  Is 
so  disposed?  You  never  heard  of  It? 
Well,  we  never  heard  of  It  either  till 
this  -week,  so  quietly  and  unostenta- 
tiously has  the  track  laying  been  done. 
Ti-ue,  it  Is  a  logging  road,  but  It  has 
heavy  steel  rails  and  is  built  and  bal- 
lasted in  first-class  shape,  with  a  view- 
to  permanent  tratflc  But  the  road  is 
a  fact,  and  effort  is  to  be  made  at  once 
to  have  the  owners  complete  the  road  to 
the  navigable  waters  of  Rainy  lake. 
The  Journal  is  to  be  advised  of  the  re- 
sult of  the  effort,  and  If  the  ban  of 
secrecy  Is  removed,  will  give  our  read- 
ei's  all  the  particulars  of  what  will  un- 
doubtedly be  the  first  railroad  to  reach 
the  Rainy  Lake  gold  fields.  The  most 
singular  thing  of  this  new  railroad 
move  Is  the  fact  that  It  is  comlng.from 
the  southwest,  another  Illustration  of 
the  old  saw  that:  It  Is  the  unexpected 
that  always  happens!"

Going    Up,    and     Sinking 
Drifting  Pushed. 

Things  are  humming  along  in  fine 
shape  at  the  Little  American  gold  mine, 
says  the  Rainy  Lake  Journal.  The 
shaft  is  now  down  162^^  feet  which  fin- 
ishes the  contract.  The  force  was 
started  crosscutting  to  find  the  width  of 
the  vein  at  that  level,  and  drifts  will 
be  driven  each  way  on  the  vein.  More 
sinking  is  to  be  done  in  a  short  time. 
It  is  the  intention  to  push  the  sinking 
to  the  300-fool  level  before  any  stop  is 
made.  Machine  drills  are  soon  to  be 
ordered  and  these  will  greatly  facilitate 
the  work  of  development.  The  work  of 
putting  up  the  stamp  mill  on  the  mine 
goes  on  apace.  Putting  the  batteries  in 
place  was  commenced  yesterday  and  al- 
so moving  the  big  Gates  crusher  to  Its 
position  from  the  mill  on  this  townsite 
where  it  had  been  placed  temporarily. 
The  mill  will  be  put  in  running  order 
as  soon  as  pcs^sible.  The  sawmill  on  the 
mine  is  run  when  lumber  is  needed  in 
the  work.  The  energy  of  President 
Glesen  and  Superintendent  Menges  will 
be  rewarded  when  the  mill  begins  to 
run.  and  the  Little  American  will  once 
more  demonstrate  Its  greatness  as  a 
geld  producer. 


The  announcement  comes  from  Cleve- 
land that  ore  tonnage  is  weak  and  that 
ore  men  are  making  few  charters  at 
present  prices.  An  official  of  one  of 
the  large  iron  mining  companies  in  Du- 
luth said  today  that  there  was  no  ex- 
cuse for  the  recent  advance  in  freight 
rates,  for  by  offering  higher  prices  for 
boats  not  a  single  additional  boat  would 
be  brought  into  commission.

Stock  piles  have  been  materially  re- 
duced at  the  mines  and  shippers  have 
accumulated  large  stocks  on  the  docks 
at  lower  lake  ports  so  that  their  re- 
quirements will  not  force  them  to  char- 
ter at  high  rates.  The  indications  now 
are  that  there  will  he  no  further  ad- 
vance in  ore  rates  and  unless  the  de- 
mands of  wheat  shippers  for  tonnage 
is  greater  than  is  now  expected  there 
is  a  reasonable  probability  that  ore 
rates  will  be  reduced  rather  than  in- 
creased.

Washington.  Sept.  H.— (Special 
Tile  herald.)-The  f.dlowlng  addition 
al  sailing  regulati<»ns  for  the  movement 
of  Vessels  in  St.  Mao'H  ri\-er  were  im.- 
mulgated  today:  ' 

Hereafter,  whenever  a  steamer 
bound  down  the  St.  Marys  river  in  the 
day  time  enters  the  "dark  hole "  a 
white  flag  will  be  displayed  on  a  pole  ft 
Johnson's  Point.  Sailor;*  EncamDment 
in  said  river,  until  the  steamer  is 
abreast  of  Johnson's  Point,  and  when- 
ever a  steamer  having  a  vessel  or  ves- 
sels In  tow,  bound  down  in  the  day- 
time, enters  "dark  hole"  a  white  flag 
over  a  red  Hag  will  be  displayed  on  a 
pole  until  such  towing  steamer  is 
abreast  of  said  point.  Whenever  a 
steamer  bound  down  said  river  at  night 
enters  the  'dark  hole"  a  white  light 
over  a  red  light  will  be  displayed  on 
•said  pole,  and  whenever  a  steamer 
bound  down  at  night  having  a  vessel  or 
vessels  in  tow  enters  the  "dark  hole"  a 
white  light  with  two  red  lights  under 
it  will  be  displayed  on  the  pole.  No 
Hags  or  lanterns,  however,  will  be  dls- 
I)layed  for  tug  boats  without  tows  or 
for  small  vessels.  The  rule  requlrin"- 
vessels  to  sound  one  long  blast  of  the 
whistle  at  llalns  buoy  and  Everns 
Point  will  remain  in  force.

BOISJOLI  TO  HANG. 


Report  About  a   Tormer  Little   Falls 
Resident. 

Little   Palls,    Minn.,    Sept.,    14.— Word 
has  been     received  here  on     good     au- 
thority   that    Joseph     Boisjoli,    once     a 
resident   of   Little  Falls,   has  been   ar- 
rested  in   some    town   in    Canada    near 
Montreal  for  murder  and  has  been  con- 
victed  and   sentenced    to     be     hanged. 
Boisjoli      has    passed      through      many 
scrapes  here  and  has  created  more  than 
one    sensation.     His    character,    which 
is  not  of  the  l>est,  is  known  by  nearly 
every    one    here.    The  party    who    was 
killed  by   Boisjoli   was  also  once  a  re- 
sident of  this  city,  and  the  feud  is  one 
of  long  standing  which  had  its  beginn- 
ing in  Little  Falls. 

The  story  from  Canada  is  that  Bois- 
joli one  night  set  a  house  on  fire  which 
was  occupied  by  a  man  named  Adams 
and  his     wife.     Mrs.     Adams     escaped, 
but  her  husband  was  burned  to  death. 
Boisjoli.  at  his  trial,  put  up  as  his  de- 
fense, that     Adams     was     too  slow     in 
getting  out  of  the     burning     bulldln?. 
If  reports  are  true  Boisjoli  has  follow- 
ed Adams  from  place  to  place  and  has 
often  tried   to  do  away  with  him.     All 
the    parties    concerned    in    the    tragedy 
were    at    one    time    living    here.     Bois- 
joli. while  living     here,     neglected     his 
wife  and  family  and  went  with  Adams* 
wife,  spending  his  money  lavishly  upon 
her.  and  for  a  time  it  was  the  talk  of 
the  town.     One     summer    night,     how- 
ever, a  few  years  ago,  his  going  with 
the   Adams    woman    was    cut    off   with 
quite  a  sensation. 

The  Bowery,  which  was  conducted 
on  Maple  island,  was  in  full  swing  on 
that  evening,  and  Boisjoli  had  Just 
finished  dancing  with  Mrs.  Adams,  a 
pretty  French  woman,  when  BoIsJoH's 
wife  appeared  on  the  scene.  A  hair 
pulling  match  ensued  and  the  officers 
took  Boisjoli  off  to  jail.  They  were 
followed  by  his  wife.  who.  every  few 
feet  would  give  Boisjoli  a  kick,  much 
to  the  amusement  of  the  hundred  or 
more  spectators.  He  was  lodged  In 
Jail,  but  after  paying  a  fine  was  lib- 
erated. 

Mrs.  Boisjoli  with  several  small  chil- 
dren then  became  a  charge  of  this  city, 
and  for  nearly  a  year  she  was  sent 
around  continually  from  Brainerd  to 
Belle  Prairie  and  Little  Falls. each  place 
whipping  her  back,  claiming  she  was  a 
non-resident.  Adams  and  his  wife, 
after  the  Bowery  fracas,  left  here  going 
to  Wisconsin,  then  to  Canada.  Boisjoli 
after  being  let  out  of  jail.  l.>ft  these 
parts  but  returned  last  winter. 

After  staving  here  a  .short  time  he 
skipped  out  with  Mrs.  John  Sand,  of 
this  city,  wife  <.f  John  Sand,  at  one 
time  .taller  at  the  county  jail.  Since 
that  time  nothing  has  been  heard  of 
Mrs.  Sand  and  her  present  where- 
abouts are  unknown. 

Mrs.  Sand,  a  good  many  years  ago 
while  her  husband  was  Jailer,  created 
a  scandal  by  setting  free  a  prisoner 
who  was  in  the  Jail  charged  with  rob-

Washington,  Sept.  14.— Judge  Cox.  of 
the  supreme  court  of  the  district  of 
Columbia,  today  dismissed  the  bill  of 
complaint  of  John  C.  Wood,  superinten- 
dent of  mails  at  Louisville,  praying 
that  Postmaster  General  Gary  and 
Assistant  Postmaster  General  Heath  be 
enjoined  from  removing  him  from 
office.  The  case  has  been  considered 
In  the  nature  of  a  test  of  the  power  of 
removal,  and  the  delivery  of  the  opinion 
drew  to  the  court  room  many  public 
officials  including  members  of  the  civil 
commission. 

Judge    Cox's    decision    was    an    elab- 
orated   review   of    the    law    bearing    on 
removals  of  federal  employes.     He  held 
at    the    outset    that    it    was    not    within 
the  power  of  a  court  of  equity  to  grant 
relief   in    matters   of   appointment    and 
removal   from   office.    Then    taking    up 
the  merits  of  the  case  he  stated  that  It 
was   a   settled    law    that    the    power    of 
removal   was  an  Incident  to  the  power 
of   appointment,    and    that    both    could 
be  exercised  by  the  head  of  a  depart- 
ment m   reference   to   subordinate   offi- 
cials.    Concerning  the  civil  service  law 
Judge  Cox  held  that  it  must  not  be  con- 
structed   to   grant   authority,    either    to 
the    civil    commission  or    to    the    presi- 
dent,   to   malr*  rules   contrary    to    law 
Itself,  or  of  a  legislative  character.     He 
quoted    with    approval    the    decision    of 
Justice  Brewer  that  congress  could  not 
delegate  its  power  to  legislate  to  any 
adminstrative    body. 

The  decision   sums     up     as     follows; 
"The   simply    Inquiry     Is     whether   the 
rules    invoked     by      the      complainant, 
whether  the  president  or  thecommlssion 
or  both  be  the  authors  of  them  are  such 
as  the  civil  service  has  authorized  to  Ite 
established.  In  my  judgement  they  are 
ultra   vires  and    void,  I    have  no   doubt 
that  the  president  may  lay  down  rules  for 
the  interior  policy  of  his  administration 
and    may    require    his    chief    executive 
officers,    dependent    upon    his    pleasure 
for  their  terms  of  office,  to  conform  to 
them  or  else  to  sever  their  official  rela- 
tions with  him,  and   in   that  sense,   the 
rules   relied    upon    by    the    complainant 
were  within  his  political  and  executive 
authority.     But      the     enforcement      of 
such  rules  is  a  matter  between  the  presi- 
dent's   cabinet,    and    not    a    matter    for 
the  courts  or  one     In  which     the  com- 
plainant   has    any    legal    interest.     AH 
that  I  mean  to  state  In  this  opinion  is 
that  the  rules  In  question  were  not  such 
as  the  civil  act  autliorizes  and  does  not 
derive  an  efficacy  from  that  act. 

"I  know  of  nothing  more  Important 
to  the  Intrests  of  the  country  than  the 
policy  which  the  civil  service  legisla- 
tion was  Inteneded  to  Initiate,  and  It  Is 
prehaps  a  matter  of  great  regret  that 
the  act  of  Jan.  16.  1883.  (the  civil  service 
act)  has  not  gone  further  than  It  does. 
But  It  is  my  duty  to  construe  it.  They 
sum  up,  I  conclude,  that  apart  frotn 
the  civil  service  act  the  postmaster 
general  had  the  authority  to  remove 
the  complainant  from  office  at  his 
pleasure,  that  this  makes  no  change 
in  this  respect;  that  the  power  given 
to  the  commission  and  the  president 
to  establish  rules  to  carry  that  act  Into 
effect  does  not  authorize  any  rule  which 
shall  make  any  change  In  the  law  in 
this  respect;  and  consequently  that, 
even  If  this  court  had  Jurisdiction  in  a 
case  like  the  pre.sent  one  the  com- 
plainant is  not  entitled  to  the  relief 
prayed." 

It  is  probable  that  an  appeal  -vvill  be 
taken  from  the  decision,  and  it  is  said 
that  ultimately  the  United  States  su- 
preme court  will  be  asked  to  pass  on 
the  question  involved.

The  latter  was  born  of  an  aristocratic 
family  In   Fuchau,  her  father  being  a 
mandarin.       He   became   converted   to 
Christianity,    and    with    him    his    two 
sons,    w)io    for    the   past    thirty    years 
have    been    Methodist    preachers      and 
presiding  elders.      When  a  child  Miss 
Eng   was    placed   In   a   girls'    boarding 
school,  where  she  evinced  such  marked 
ability   that  in  her  fifteenth  year  she 
was  sent  across  the  seas  and   entered 
the   Ohio  Wesleyan   university,     being 
graduated    four    years     later.       Three 
years  more  of  study  and  the  degree  of 
doctor   of   medicine   was   conferred    on 
her  by  the  Woman's  Medical  college  of 
Philadelphia,    and    also,    after    a   brief 
post  graduate  course,  by  the  Philadel- 
phia  Polyclinic.       When   she   returned 
home  the  mandarins  and  coolies,  high 
and   low,    met  the  ship,   eager  to  pay 
their  respects,   for  her  fame  had  tra- 
veled before  her.

Compelling    tramps    and     criminals     to 
work  on  the  highways  is  a  po.ssibic  solu- 
tion of  the  prison  labor  problem  that  has 
been    talked    and    written    abont    a    good 
deal.      North    Carolina    has    gone    bevond 
the  talk   period   In   this   matter,   savs"  the 
Philadelphia  Times,  and  has  experiment- 
ed at   actual   road   making   by   the   aid    of 
the     tramps     and     petty   criminals.     The 
North    Carolina    law    has    been    in    exist- 
ence six   years,   but   it   is  a   .sort  of  local 
option   enactment,   oniy   seventeen    of   the 
nlnet.v-six  counties  of  the  state  have  as 
yet  availed   the,;nselvts   of  its  provisions 
The    North    Carolina    law    gives    the    su- 
preme court  judges  the  option  of  sifUicnc- 
ing  i)risoners  to  the  roads  or  to  the  peni- 
tentiary where  the  term  does  not  exceed 
five  years,   but   the   chief  sujjply   of   roa<i- 
makers  comes  from  the  mayors'  and  jus- 
tices'   courts.    Under   the   North    Carolina 
system  permanent  macadamized  or  shell 
roads   are   constructed,    and    the    result    iri  j 
that  a  system  of  excellent  roads  radiates  | 
from  the  cities  of  Raleigh,   Charlotte  and 
a   few   other  less   conspicuous   places   for 
a    distance    of    twenty     miles     into    the 
country,   rendering  driving  a  delight  and 
drawing   trade   and    traffic   from    the   less 
progressive   towns.     Another   good    result 
of  the   law  has   been   to   rid   countries   in 
which   it   is   enforced   of   the   tramps    that 
swarm  through  the  other  Southern  states 
during   the   winter   season,    A   tramp    who 
has  done  service  on  the  roads  for  thirty 
days  generally  leaves  North  Carolina  and 
warns   all   other   members    of   the    tramp 
tribe  to  avoid  the  state.     For  the  sake  of 
solving  both  the  highway  and  the  tramp 
problems  the  North  Carolina   experiment 
is  worth   trying  in   Pennsylvania,   and   f<ir 
that  matter,   in  every  state.   The  tramps 
and  criminals  could  in  this  way  be  mad. 
useful    without    exciting    the    hostllitv    of 
organized    labor,    very    little   of   which    is 
ever  engaged  In  constructing  and  repair- 
ing the  highways.

Henry  Harris  Tells  Who  Got 

$8000    of  the  Merritt 

insurance  Money. 


SLIP  OF  THE  TONGIE 


Says    Part    Went   to  S.  A. 

Phillips    and     Part    to 

Minneapolis  Agent. 


The  only  development  of  particular 
interest  in  the  Merritt-Harris  case  this 
morning  was  the  statement  of  Henry 
E.  Harris  as  to  who  got  the  $8000  out  of 
C.  C.  Merritfs  insurance  money  which 
the  widow  did  not  get.  Mr.  Harris  did 
not  intend  to  tell  who  got  it,  but  the 
name  slipped  out  of  his  mouth  in  an 
unguarded  moment.  According  to  him 
$5500  of  it  went  to  Samuel  A.  Phillips, 
formerly  of  this  city,  and  the  rest  of  it 
went  to  the  general  agent  of  the  com- 
pany at  iMinneapolis,  whose  name  was 
not  given. 

Mr.  Harris  was  asked  this  morning 
to  explain  how  he  came  to  give  A.  J, 
lallon  a  receipt  for  the  Security  stock 
\vnich  he  turned  over  to  him  for  the 
Merritts.  He  said  that  he  met  Tallon 
on  the  street  one  day.  and  Tallon  told 
film  that  he  had  been  instructed  bv 
Alfred  Merritt  to  give  the  Harrises 
.some  stock,  and  he  wanted  a  receipt 
Witness  told  hini  that  no  receipt  was 
necessary,  as  the  stock  was  to  be  given 
them  for  fees.  Tallon  said  that  he 
knew  nothing  about  that,  and  he  want- 
ed something  to  show  that  he  had 
turned  the  stock  over  to  him.  Witness 
tnen  signe.l  a  receipt  prepared  by  Tal- 
lon and  said  that  he  would  be  respon- 
sible to  him  for  the  stock. 

"What  was  this  story  about  the  life 
insurance  of  C.  C.   Merritt ■'" 

-There  was  a  $50,000     policy     in     the 
.Manhattan  Life  Insurance  company  of 

$42  000  •■'        "^  ^''^'^'^  ^^''^-  ^'^'•'•'"     sot 
"Did  you  get  any  of  the  balance''" 
I  did  not  get  one  half  cent     of    the 
wnlow's  money." 

"How  was  it  that  she  did  not  get  the 
full  amount?" 

"At  the  request  of  either  Alfred  or 
i.on  Merritt  I  went  to  see  Mrs.  Merritt 
about  the  insurance.  At  her  home  I 
met  H.  E,  Smith,  who  had  been  asso- 
ciated with  C.  C.  Merritt;  the  local 
agent  of  the  company,  whose  name  I 
will  not  give  unless  I  am  compelled  to 
do  so,  and  the  agent's  attornev.  Judge 
Hollemback.  The  agent  met  "me  and 
asked  me  to  step  to  one  side  as  he  had 
something  to  say  to  me.  He  then  told 
me  that  before  C.  C.  Merritfs  death  he 
had  been  acting  as  agent  between  him 
and  Samuel  Hill,  through  whom  they 
were  trying  to  reach  Jim  Hill  to  get 
him  to  buy  some  Consolidated  stock. 
He  claimed  that  he  nad  .something 
coming  tor  his  services  in  this  respect. 
I  did  not  take  much  stock  in  this  story 
but  he  demanded  a  part  of  the  insur- 
ance money.  He  said  that  the  policy 
had  been  made  out  payable  to  th" 
estate  of  C.  C.  Merritt.  but  during  his 
illness  it  had  been  assigned  over  to  the 
widow  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
company.  He  intimated  that  it  would 
be  well  to  let  him  have  the  money,  as 
the  policy  could  not  be  collected  with- 
out his  co-operation.  I  was  outraged 
at  the  proposition,  but  I  told  Mr.  Phil- 
lips  " 

There  was  a  slight  ripple  of  laughter 
as  the  witness  thus  unconsciously  let 
the  cat  out  of  the  bag.  After  apolo- 
gizing for  his  slip  he  continued: 

"I  told  him  that  I  would  see  the 
others,  and  after  that  I  talked  with 
Mrs.  Merritt  and  with  Alfred 
and  Leonidas  Merritt.  We  were  all 
angry  about  the  matter  and  we  held 
an  indignation  meeting  at  which  we 
nearly  decided  to  fight  the  matter  and 
let  the  money  go  to  the  estate  and 
through  it  to  the  creditors.  Finally, 
however,  we  concluded  to  let  him  have 
the  money,  and  Mrs.  Merritt  signed  a 
request  to  the  company  to  pay  the  in- 
suran<e  in  two  drafts,  one  for  $5500 
payable  to  Phillips  and  the  la^rger 
amount  payable  to  Mrs,  Merritt.  When 
the  money  came  the  general  agent  of 
the  company  at  Minneapolis  got  $2JO0 
and  the  rest  was  left  in  our  hands  for 
the  benefit  of  Mrs.  Merritt.  A  good 
deal  of  it  was  loaned  to  the  Merritts 
and  others  and  we  kept  it  for  some 
time." 

The  pajier  signed  by  Mrs.  Merritt 
was  then  introduced,  and  it  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  company  was  requested 
to  pay  $5500  to  Samuel  A.  Phillips  and 
the  rest  to  Mrs.  Merritt.  A  part  of 
the  insurance  money,  according  to  the 
witness,  went  to  pay  notes  given  by 
Mr.  Merritt  for  premiums. 

In  regarii  to  the  settlement/  the  wit- 
ness said  that  the  proposal  first  came 
from  Mr.  Washburn,  who  said  he  had 
found  a  party  through  whom  he  could 
teach  Rockefeller.  It  was  plaimed 
that  the  Harrises  were  to  stand  back 
and  pretend  that  they  wanted  to  fight 
the  case,  so  that  Mr.  Washburn  in 
making  the  settlement  could  tell  the 
liocketeller  crowd  that  he  was  having 
an  awful  time  to  hold  them  in.  It  was 
believed  that  this  would  give  them  a 
better  chance  to  get  more  money.  The 
witness  testified  that  he  figured  up 
what  the  family  was  entitled  to  un- 
der the  decision  of  the  court  of  appeals 
on  the  Rockefeller  case  as  -huerpreted 
by  the  defence,  which  he  parenthetic- 
ally admitted  was  quite  likely  to  be 
right,  and  he  found  it  to  be  several 
thousand  dollars  less  than  $500,000. 
Shortly  before  noon  O.  W.  Baldwin 
look  up  the  cross-examination. 

Yesterday  afternoon  G.  W.  Buck  tes- 
tified to  Alfred  Merritfs  acknowledging 
Col.  Harris'  ownership  of  the  stock. 
When  the  stock  was  transferred  400 
shares  of  it  were  up  to  one  Betts  on  a 
note.  It  was  found  that  Betts  had 
transferred  the  stock  to  his  own  name. 
Alfred  was  very  angry  about  it,  and  he 
Raid  it  hurt  him  worse  to  have  Betts 
try  to  steal  Co],  Harris'  stock  than  he 
would  if  it  was  his  own. 

J.  F.  Eby  testified  that  he  is  a  book- 
lieeper  for  the  Security  company,  and 
that  several  times  Alfred  told  him  that 
he  had  little  interest  in  the  company 
as  he  had  but  fourteen  shares,  and  he 
would  drop  it  altogether  if  he  did  not 
want  to  see  Col.  Harris  make  a  good 
thing  out  of  it. 

E.  C.  Gridley  also  testified  that  Al- 
fred had  told  him  that  he  had  but  four- 
teen shares  of  stock.  In  regard  to  the 
Huntington  matter  he  said  that  Col. 
Harris  never  authorized  him  to  see 
Huntington,  but  that  Huntington  came 
to  him.  When  he  told  Col.  Harris  what 
Huntington  had  said  he  told  him  to  let 
the  matter  drop.

Messrs.  McDonald  and  Crosby 

Complain  to  Mayor  Against 

Court  Officer  Marshall. 

A   charge  of  willful   neglect  of  duty 
was  filed  with  the  mayor  this  morning 
against  Court  Officer  Marshall     by  A. 
H.   McDonald  and  G.   H.   Crosby.    The 
two  latter  allege     that  at     about     8:30 
o'clock  this  morning,  at  the  street  car 
switch  at  London,  two  yaung  men     of 
about  17  or  18  years  of  age  became  en- 
gaged in  a  fight  while  two  west  bound 
cars    were   waiting   for   an   east   bound 
car  to  pass.    The  combatants,  who  were 
between   the   two     west     bound     cars, 
pounded  each  other     brutally     at     the 
same   time   giving   vent     to     language 
lilasphemous  and  indecent    in    the  ex- 
treme, said  the  complainants.    As  there 
were  a  number  of    ladies    in    the    car, 
Mr.  McDonald  says  he  requested  Court 
Officer  Marshall,  who  was  on  the  plat- 
form of  one  of  the  cars  in  plain  view 
of  what  was  going  on,  to  stop  the  dis- 
turbance.   The  latter,  according  to  Mr. 
McDonald    and    Mr.      Crosby,     replied, 
•0*1  let   them   fight   if   they   want  to," 
interlarding     his     words     with     rather 
strong   language.    Seeing   that   the   of- 
ficer  did    not    intend    to    interfere.    Mr. 
Crocby  says  he  seperated  the  fighters. 
The  latter  had  been  mauling  each  other 
frightfully   and    their   faces   were   torn 
and   bleeding. 

Mr.  Marshall  says  that  the  affair  was 
only  a  momentary  squabble  between 
two  lads  of  about  13  years  of  age.  He 
did  not  hear  them  swear,  he  says,  nor 
did  anybody  aslc  him  to  interfere.  The 
mayor  has  ordered  an  investigation.
